INTRODUCTION 

letter from the court of directors 

The crisis in East India Company’s affaiis Between 1782 and 
1786 East Indian politics in London came to a climax In these years 
the campaign m Parliament to bring the East India Company and its 
servants under the control of the state was finally decided In these years, 
too, Henry Dundas emoiged politically as the friend of Pitt and as the 
best informed minister on East India Affairs, .not only making himself 
master of the new Board to control tho Company but also imposing a 
coherent policy Tho moment was opportune for sueh decision In East 
and West, Britain had made peace with hei enemies, especially France 
In India the Enghsh East India Company had asserted its power but had 
also fought to a standstill, so that tho governments in London and 
Calcutta prayed for a period of peace in which to recover Looking to the 
future the best they hoped for was that the Company should continue in 
India as one among a number of country powers What they could not 
discern was that their opponents were oven more exhausted Indeed, 
economically the Company had abeady beaten its European rivals and 
politically it had taken the measure of the Indian stq-tes 

Nature of these documents The documents pubhshed here do not 
themselves give a clear pictuie of all these main developments For one 
thing they cannot form a coherent body of material In those days it 
took anything from three to nme mouths to get a message to India and a 
reply might take two years or more, so that necessarily there are in this 
volume a number of letters without answers Moreover, these dispatches 
and letters constitute the most formal type of material They record the 
conclusions reached by Council or Committee on East India policy with 
an occasional account of action taken Of the actual debates m Council, 
or the mterchange of private correspondence between Mimsters and 
Directors in London or between the President of the Board of Control and 
the Governor General we find no direct record Unless we reach far 
beyond these documents we can learn nothing of the battles on pohey 
between competing groups m the India House, or of the struggle of Dun- 
das to bring the India House under his control To give meaning to this 
selection of documents, to describe the full scope and nature of East 
India affairs m London and Calcutta, we have to go to the Hastings- 
Sulivan correspondence m the British Museum, to the minutes of the 
Secret Committee and the Secret Board of Control m the Commonwealth 
Relations Office (former India Office) Record Department, and to the 
Chatham and Cornwallis Papers at the Pubhc Record Office in London 

On a strict system of accounting, the East India Company m 
1783-84 was on the verge of bankruptcy , Well-informed and shrewd 
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Directors like Francis Baring and Lamcnoe Sulivan knew this to be so 
and many others in London outside the Company suspected it It 
was this feeling associated with the political resentment invoked by the 
power that Warren Hastings was wielding in India and by the evidence 
of exploitation and rascally behaviour of many of the Company s servants 
that brought about an East India ciiais in these years in London The 
Select Committee and the Secret Conynittee of the House of Commons 
under Burke and Dondos respectively had amassed evidence and papers 
that demanded disonssion and coold not but reenlt in a reorganisation of 
the system of East India government. Bnt this was boimd to be parti 
cularly diffloulb because of the complex and confused state of both English 
and Indian pohtics in London. We must therefore briefly turn to the 
English political scene 

SixqIxsK politics in London After the fall of Lord North s 
Administration in March 1782 there followed the Rockingham Ministry 
made up of a loose and uneasy alliance of diflerent groups, the most 
prominent of which was led by Lord Shelburne. Not unexpectedly this 
Government fell to pieces with Rockingham s death in July 1783 and was 
succeeded by Shelburne s own temporising Ministry He needed the 
support of the adherents of either Rookingham, now lod by Charles Fox 
or of North but in fact he was finally supplanted in February 1783 by on 
nnexpected coalition of Fox and North. This oUiance had been made in 
defiance of the King s expressed wish and after a few months of power it 
was overthrown by a coup which had the support of the King A now 
m an the younger William Pitt was encouraged to form a minority 
government which in foot held on grimly to power until the carefully 
managed general election of 1784 gave it u firm majority and the coimtry 
a stable govemmont. With the FlU Ministry come in Henry Dundas, 
who bod great ambitions of directing East India affairs in London In 
short from 1782 to 1784 the English political world was preoccupied with 
lbs own struggles in which the East India problem was moxtricabiy caught 
up Tho East India problem itself moreover was conceived rather as a 
question of stabilising tho Company s finances and rearranging its system 
of gororomont than as a question of tho use and future of British power 
and policy in India 

Jndui Ilou4e politics Tho confusion in Westminster was reflected 
in the struggle for power in tho India House in Loadonhall Power 
groups m Westminster had their followers in Lcodenhall After North s 
fall the Rockingham supporters among tho Directors ond Proprietors got 
a slight numencol superiority over those who bod formerly supported 
North But on Important matters the Utter group perhaps through tho 
skill and experience of the old Director Laurence Sulivan the uncrownod 
King of Lcodenhall could usually rally other small groups around them 
either in tho Court of Directors or In the Court of Proprietors Thus an 
attempt sponsored b\ Dundas in April 1782 in the Ifouso of Commons to 
bring about tho diimUsal of Warren Hastings aas down in the 
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Gourb of Proprietors A similar effort six months later was even more 
crushmgiy rejected, as was an attempt in March 1783 to exclude Sulivan, 
Warren Hastings’s chief supporter, from the direction itself All these 
struggles came to a head when the Fox-North Mmistry in November 1783, 
produced an organised attack on the Company in the form of an East 
India Bill. Under this frontal attack on the Company the Court of 
Directors went to pieces. The Chairman, Sir Henry Fletcher (who was 
himself to benefit under the bill), felt obliged to resign and finally the 
Proprietors took matters into their own hands by entrusting the Company’s 
defence to a special committee of nine of which Sulivan was one of the 
members and Richard Atkinson, a new comer to East India pohtics, the 
link between the committee and the politicians who were gathermg round 
Pitt The Committee hastily got together a defence of the Company, anp 
we may note that its members and Pitt’s inner circle of supporters, appear 
to have acted on the assumption that full support for Warren Hastings’s 
policy in India would be forthcoming On 17 December the House of 
Lords at the King’s call threw out the Pox-North bill and on the following 
day the Pitt minority administration came in Acting qmckly Pitt and 
Dundas got the Directors to agree to a new East India bill but when they 
took it to the Commons it failed in the face of Pox’s contmumg majority. 
However, Pitt continued to gam strength in the Commons and the care- 
fully managed general election of 1784 produced a majority for him. 
Throughout the campaign the Company’s interests were active, a number, 
for example, getting themselves into Parhament. 

Por the next few months the Directors and Proprietors were busy 
negotiatmg the new East India bill with the Mimstry Pitt and Dundas, 
through Atkinson, appeared to have changed their attitude to the Suhvaii- 
Hastings alliance and they made it clear that no ministerial support for 
Suhvan (and presumably also for Warren Hastings too) would be given 
Suhvan therefore turned openly hostile, and the Ministry's attempt to 
gam a majority among the Duectors m the April election of Directors 
failed in the face of Suhvan’s attitude Perhaps for this reason, and also 
for the support certam East India interests had given him m the general 
parliamentary election of 1784, Pitt’s Act was far more of a compromise 
favourable to the Company than either the early drafts or Fox’s previous 
bill had mdicated as likely. 

Pitt’s India Act As it finally stood the Act empowered a Board 
of Commissioners (usually called the Board of Control) to supervise the 
civil and military government of the Company If necessary the Board 
could transmit orders to India concerning war or peace or negotiations 
with the Indian states through the Secret Committee of the Directors. 
The Court of Directors retained control of the East India patronage and 
the commercial admimstration It could also nominate the Governor 
General and governors and commanders m chief, and both the Court and 
the Board could repall them, In India the authority of the Governor

General in CotmoiJ over the subordinate preaidonoiee was greatly enlarged 

The memberB of the new Board m London were appointed on 
30 August and not untO then was it possible for either the Directors or 
Mlniaters to give eenous detailed consideration to the future of the 
Company 0 policy in Tndln 

In effect then from the period of the formation of the Fox North 
coahtion in April 1783 which coincided with the negotiation for peace with 
Franc© right down to the autumn of 1784 Indian politics m London had 
been in a state of turmoil In these circumstances it was not to be 
expected that the Court of Directors through Its Secret Committee would 
be able to do more than issue the most neoeesary instructions or infonna 
tiOn such as the proposed terras for peace or secret shipping orders to 
commanders Not until the spring of 1786 do we find the Secret 
Committee beginning to issue detailed orders affecting the future of the 
Company in India, end not until the despatch of 22 September 1786 do 
we find signs that oil aspects of policy have been considered together and 
a geuorol line of policy decided on 

As we should expect policy at Calcutta in this period 1782-86 tended 
to coma to a standstilL Largely by the insight and exertions of Hastings 
the Company had been aavecL It had fought itself to the point of exhaas> 
Uon and therefore woloomod peace. Hastings left India in February 1786 
and the caretaker governor generalship of John Maopherson followed 
Peace, retrenchment and reform became the order of the day A general 
stocktaking followed but whereas under Hastings the focus of policy lay 
in Goloutta after Pitt s TnrHa Act an d down to the arrival of the new 
Qovomor General, Cornwallis in September 1780 the centre of activity was 
rather to bo found in London 

The roU of Benry Dundaa In London Indian politics between 
1784 and 1780 are chiefly remarkable for the emergence of a new arbiter 
In Homy Dundos. Duudos bad come to the front politically through bis 
enterprising chairnumship of the Secret Committee on Indian affairs. 
From his study of the Company 8 affairs ho opparcntly conceived a great 
future for himself os Indian minister ond it was not without signiflcanco 
that his Committees first though abortive India bill of March 1783 
provided for a Secretory of State for India. Pitts first India bill which 
Dundos took a hand in formulating also included this proposal but In 
hisbccond and final bill Pitt to placate the Company abandoned the 
proposal in favour of the weaker Board of ControL ^ovcrtholcss, Dundos 
did not abandon his aim, and within two ^'cars by unromitting effort and 
no little skill ho succeeded in raising blmseir from the position of a Junior 
member to the eminence of the loading commissioner This was not 
achieved without a struggle especially with the Company From beginning 
to end bu most bitter opponents were the Suiivanitcs both in the Courts of 
Directors and Propnetor*. They opposed the whole of his policy and set 
tbemsch ca to thwart hU c \ cry move 

The struggle in practice turned on the attitude to bo taken towards 
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Hastings’s governor generalship Sulivan was firmly for Hastmgs, whereas 
Dundas ever since the days ot the Secret Committee had shown himself 
antagomstic For him it was perhaps more than a struggle over principle 
He made no bones about his dishke of Hastmgs and apparently suspected 
him as a rival in Indian affairs It is certainly noteworthy that the gossip 
writers Wraxall, Bland-Burges and Bulkeley all record that Dundas feared 
that Hastings would get a seat on the Board of Control on his return 
Hastings himself was looking forward to pohtical employment at home and 
m this he was encouraged by Lord Thuilow who was a member of the 
cabmet and by the fact that the Kang was known to be strongly disposed 
m his favour 

Dundas could hardly have ignored these considerations, but, even if 
he had been so disposed, the behaviour of Sulivan’s and Hastings’s suppor- 
ters in the Couits of Directors and Proprietors forced him to weigh up the 
demonstrated power of Hastings at the India House very carefully. 
Indeed the clash between Dundas and the Hastings’s group both in Leaden- 
hall and in Westminster must have reinforced even if it did not precipitate 
the decision of Pitt and Dundas to favour the impeachment of Hastings 
However, this matter has been fully discussed elsewhere^ and we need not 
touch further on it here Between 1784 and 1786 on almost every East India 
issue of importance Hastings’s interest ran counter to Dundas’s pohcy. 
The orders that were sent out from London are given m letters Nos. 17-26. 

They cover among other matters the settlement of the Carnatic debts, 
the negotiation of treaties with European powers, the mterpretation of the 
treaty of Versailles, and the reorganisation of the India House committee 
system, but these documents, valuable though they are, do not reveal the 
struggle on policy that usually preceded them or the motives of the 
conflicting parties 

The Ai cot debts • The Board’s begmnmg was mauspicious, perhaps 
because it had to plunge into one of the thormest of all problems, the 
Arcot debts which “had distracted the settlement of Madras these twenty 
years past” Dundas’s Parliamentary Committee had considered the 
problem , Pitt’s India Act had ordered an immediate exammation of it, 
and the agents of the Nawab and of the creditors were busy agitating for 
a settlement John Call, the leading agent of the creditors, appeared to 
have the ear of Dundas There were two questions immediately at issue, 
on the one side the pa 3 mient of the Nawab ’s vast debts which were owmg 
partly to the Company and partly to private creditors, and on the other 
the fact that m 1781 Macartney, Governor of Madras, had assumed for the 
Company the administration of the Carnatic revenues Hastmgs had 
ordered the restoration of the Nawab ’s revenues but Macartney had refused 
and appealed to London 

In the summer of 1784 the Chairman of the Directors, Nathanie 
Smith, possibly prompted by Sulivan, proposed to support Hastmgs against

The Board first considered the Directors proposals on 23 September 
and after Call had personally pot the creditors case they decided to 
acknowledge all the Nawab a debta as Just and to appropriate fnnds for 
their payment. The Directors on reconsideration were willing to ac- 
knowledge some without enquiry but not all of the debts. However 
Dundas bad his way and the despatch was sent off to Fort St George 
nnaltered. This decision was unjust Not one of the debts had been 
justly incurrech mdced some of the claims were fabnoated and the evil 
the despatch supposedly attacked was actually encouraged for the Nawab s 
private debta continued to grow This controversy between the Board 
and the Court aoon became pubho and Burke moved for papers m the 
House of Commons Incidentally oocusing the Minister of having made 
a decision favourable to the creditors in order to repay the Arcot mterest 
for its support in the general election of 1784. Dundas replied to Burke s 
ohorgoa without really answering them and the papers were refused but 
by a subterfuge on the part of one Director the papers ooncemed were 
in fact mode public Whatever were the rights and wrongs of this matter 
the episode had gravely embarmsaed the Ministry and Dundas in parti 
oular It was not surpnsmg therefore that when in the antumn of 17S5 
and the spring of the following year it became evident* that the Nawab 
really oonld not at one and the some tune repay both the Company and 
his private creditors and that the 1784 policy must be modified Dundas 
determined to remove the matter altogether from the hands of the Court 
of Directors and to deal with it through the Secret Committee which 
consuted of tho three senior Directors Simultaneously bo quickly pushed 
through Parliament a bill compelling the members of this Committee to 
swear an oath of secrecy In this Dundas was within his rights 
but his action was tantamount to a publio declaration of hostility 
to tho Company It was Interpreted In this way by a majority of 
Directors and Propnotora who mot and declared that the conatruotlon 
of tho Act of 1784 by the Board of Control is subversive of tho authority 
of tho Court of Directors and tends to establish a secret system of 
government highly dangerous to tho interests of the publio and the 
Company 

Senior appotntmentt to India With the India House and tho 
Board of Control In confiict on policy It was clear that more than usual 
emphasis would fall on tho selection of senior appointments to tho 
Company! go\emmcnt Pitta India Act hod vested tho nomination of 
tho goromor generalship of Bengal and tho goreroorships of Madras and 
Bombay In tho Court of Directors subject to Crown a approval Sullvon 
led off by propojlng that Warren HasUngs who bad called for tho 


Z Secret Uuot from Court, 21 July I7tti (No 2J, pars. 5 sod No 24, coclowrt pC 
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appointment of a successor, should be allowed to continue in office for at 
least one yeai after any such new appointment He also got the Directors 
to nominate a Madras servant, John Hollond, as provisional successor to 
Macartney m Madras Dundas was against both proposals He wanted 
Macartney, the Governor of Madras, to succeed as Governor General and 
his own friend Archibald Campbell, to go to Madras Pitt preferred ' 
Cornwallis as Governor General but, on his refusing the offer, fell back 
on Macartney The Directors divided evenly on this, and when a ballot 
was taken the drawmg of a lot favoured Macartney who was duly nomi- 
nated ^ Sulivan continued to press the claims of Hollond to Madras, but 
Dundas, by thieatemng to use the Crown’s power of recall, vetoed Hollond 
and got Campbell appointed, thus creating the precedent for the use by 
the Ministry of the powei of recall which ultimately put the supenor 
appointments in India into their hands 

The Co7npany^s finances : But the fundamental problem was the 
Company's solvency In the midst of altercation all groups unhesitatingly 
accepted the prime need for reducing the Company’s expenditure The 
Directors worked out the principles of an extensive economy which was 
to save half a milhon pounds a yeai in the Company’s establishments 
Wisely leaving the details of such a matter to them, Dundas gave general 
support and the orders were rigorously enforced He himself was hard 
at work on a plan which at one and the same time would restore the 
Company’s credit and strike a financial blow at its European trading rivals 
The war which had ended in 1783 left the Company in a financial morass 
Macpherson, the retirmg Governor General, began to look for a way 
through it by reducing current expenditure, but he could not look ahead 
far enough to devise a plan to reduce the Company’s Bengal debt which 
Suhvan in 1785 estimated at about £8m Dnndas’s view was that 
financial reform constituted an essential basis for the restoration of 
its political position under the terms of Pitt’s India Act The only quick 
way to do this was to undertake the admittedly risky transfer of the 
Company’s India debt to London which, he thought, would have the 
added advantage of providing the Company’s servants and others, with 
a safer channel of remittance than was offeied by foreign compames In 
short, m strugglmg to its feet the Company in India was also to deal its 
foreign rivals a shrewd blow or two The danger of course was that the 
London end of the Company might not be able to stand the financial 
drain, but Dundas was prepared to risk this. At the worst if the India 
House was overwhelmed the state would have to step m, and Dundas 
could regard with equanimity the possible extinction of the Company’s 
London government 

The more experienced Directors, including Suhvan, were at one with 
Dundas m emphasising the seiiousness of the Company’s situation, but 
they were apprehensive of the hkely danger to the India House of a large 

Secret better from Court, 12 April 1785 (No 19) 
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transfer of debt and they rightly indicated that the only long term 
safeguard Avould be a big increase m the exports from the Company s 
temtones to London. Five of the Directors were positive that thm could 
not be done and that the plan therefore should not bo embarked on but 
the nmjonty were agreed that the risk hod to be taken Accordingly 
Dundas drafted a despatch providing for the fiindlng of £4jm of the 
Companys Indian debts at five per cent and their transfer to I/ondon by 
the Bubstitution of bills on the India House at a fixed rate of exchange 
The Directora conveyed vanooa waminga to their governments and added 
proposals for a modest Increase of the Company’s exports to London, 
nsmg from an annual average of 130 to on average of 150 lakhs of current 
rupees (La firom a £ 90 000 to a £ 112 000) In foot, the transfer began 
briskly and within a year totalled £l}m but after that It slowed down 
finally petering out in 17S7 bat not before It had thrown a grave 
financial burden on the India House 

SysUm of government In the meantime the urge to reorganise all 
branches of the Company had brought under scrutiny the general system 
of consideElng and despatching bosinews especially m the India House 
itself. Dundas thought this problem was ' the very comeiHstone of the 
whole Indian administration but be was not alone in this. SuUvan 
too was keenly aware of the need to speed things up and also of the 
importance of the Directors themselves undertaking an overhaul of their 
own organisation. Applying his unrivalled expenenoe of Leadenhall he 
produced in the spring of 1736 a most remarkable memorandum propoelng 
on oxtensivo reform of the Company’s system of government 

Tn transacting business the Directors had long been in the habit of 
dividing into twelve committees (not counting the Secret Committee) on 
each of which nine of them served in addition to the Chairmen who 
were of all Committees To these the Directors were appointed not by 
merit or quallficotions but by semority The nine senior Directors thus 
served on a majority of comuuttces including the most important Commit- 
tees of Correspondence and of Treasury and to these senior Directors and 
the two chairs foil the majpr share of the Company’s valuable patronage 
Sulivan asserted that the division into committees onginated m the 
division of patronage rather of business and that the system was 
out of date onmbroua and inefficient. The roles and ordinances of the 
Company at homo he said are exactly upon the same scale os they 
stood In 1707 when the Company thought only of trade, at present 

neither the Auditor nor the Accountant can give any explanation of the 
miUioQS spent in the lalo war except a conjectural estimate. Ho therefore 
proposed reducing the committees to three a political committco to 
manage civil and revenue matters, a second committco for military matters 
and a tliird for commerce On these the Directors wero to servo according 
to their qualific itlons anil corruspomllng committees aero to besot up 
at Calcutta 3Iadras and Bombay Tbeoxiatlng secret committco system 
would presumably hare been retained forimporlant political matters. 
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The plan was excellent, both simple and adequate, but it broke on the 
lock of pationage, for Suhvan proposed also that semonty should no 
longer carry with it the major shaie of patronage In the light of his 
own long service no one could accuse him of selfish motives, but the 
Chau men and senior Dmectors were not piepared to take the same view, 
and after prolonged discussion, the plan was watered down into a slight 
rearrangement of existing committees leaving the patronage system 
untouched Nevertheless, they had no objection to the trial of Suli van’s 
plan m India and, with Dundas’s approval, the presidency governments 
were divided into Boards as Suhvan had suggested Suhvan’s plan evoked 
a crop of abortive proposals to change the committee system but they 
were significant in only one respect, that one and all took it for granted 
that the Secret Committee would remain Merely by reading through the 
documents m this volume we can see how important this Committee had 
become. 

The Secret Committee It was in fact the inner government of the 
Company It is therefore necessary to say something about it here, the 
more so because its origin and history have been either ignored or 
inaccurately treated by historians First, the Secret Committee must 
not be confused with the Secret Court of Directors, which as its name 
implies was nothing more than the whole Court meetmg m private 
Secondly, Pitt’s India Act which refers to the Committee did not bring 
the Committee mto existence as part of the India House system Several 
of the contributors to the later volumes of the Cambi idge History of India 
fell mto this error. Indeed, the Committee’s origin has been variously 
'explained and attributed Peter Auber, the Company’s great Secretary 
and constitutional historian of the early nineteenth century gives the year 
of origm as 1748, but in this he was merely followmg John Bruce, the 
Company’s first histonographer, H D Love, the annahst and a more recent 
authority thought it began m 1706 However, a scrutiny of the minutes 
of the Court and of the Secret Court of Directors reveals that the 
Committee of Secrecy was first appointed on 23 April 1683, that it 
functioned intermittently down to 1741, and that from then onward it 
appeared in the list of the Court’s standing sub-committees 

From the first it was entrusted with the most far-reachmg pohtical 
powers as well as with the obhgation of issumg secret sailing instructions 
to shipping In time of war it became the Company’s war cabmet When 
talks were afoot with the mimsters of the day, especially when treaties 
were under negotiation with foreign powers, the Secret Committee was 
usually entrusted by the direction with plenary powers By 1782 it had 
become customary to nominate the two chairmen and the senior Director 
to be the Committee, and it was m this form that the Pitt’s India Act 
gave the Committee statutory life Under the Act it was to form the 
channel of commumcation between the London government and the 
Indian governments on matters concerned with the makmg of war or 
peace or negotiations with the Indian states Before 1784 it had been 
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far more than a channel of commonication and down to it« extinction in 
1868 it never for long ceased to exert influence on East Indian policy 
At times indeed it was wholly responsiblo for poboy Dondas found that 
the Secret Committee could be either a great nuisance or a great help 
The supplementary act of 1786 in which he got Pariiament to impose 
an oath of secrecy on the Committee s members revealed that he could 
not lightly afp3rd to ovemde it Later daring the war against revolution 
ary France as we can see moat clearly m Ihindas s correspondence 
with the then Chairman David Scott he came to value the Committee s 
advice 

Bxtfrnal policy With a programme of domestic reform and 
reorganisation agreed on the London government turned to problems of 
external policy From the treaty of VereoiUea m 1783 the possibihty of 
renewed war with Franco not only in Europe but also in the East was ever 
present m the ministers minds Once the domestic crises of 1783-84 hod 
been overtime Dundaa and the Secret Committee gave particular attention 
to this The treaty had apparently restored the stains quo among the 
Enropoon companies m Indio, bat in fact the English Company provided 
it could set iU finances m order was clearly in the stronger poeitiom The 
French Company could exist eoonoQUcaliy and politically only with the 
consent of the English Company Dondas s plan for the tranafer of debt 
was conceived in part as yet another move to tmderzmne the economy of 
the foreign companies pordculatly the French Indeed other European 
oompanies the Dutch the Danish and the Phdippbie were quite correctly 
regarded as oflering no positive threat to the British poeition but it was 
feared that their weakness might be taken advantage of by the Frenclu The 
British ambassador in Pons Eden reported for example that there was 
talk of the French taking possession of Dutch ports in the East and it is 
as a precautionary response to this policy that we interpret the Secret 
Committee a orders for the seizure of Diego Qorola* and the occupation of 
Noncowry harbour In the Nicobar Islands* Whilst taking these steps 
Dundas at the same time oncooroged the approaches which a group of 
French businesamen were making to the India House The basis proposed 
for these trade negotiations was that the English Company should annually 
supply the now French Company in India with an investment in return 
for ten per cent of tho profits. SuUvon and Warren Hastings were against 
such dealings with tho French but in tho upshot the French Govommont 
animated by Vergonnes, tho Foreign Minister was bent on a quite diver 
gent policy tho tmtin Intent of which was to seek pre-cmincnco In India 
through military and maritime jwwcr Acknowledging to himself tho 
Inferior situation of tho French in India Vergennes refused to countenance 
these tnulo negotiations and Instead dciipatchc<l na\al mUaioQs to test tho 
route to India through tho Red Sea and to visit all important ports 
cast of tho Capo of Good Hope. No less than ten French na\al oxpcditlocs 
4 Secret Letter from CouH 21 July 1786, enclosure IIL (No. 24) 
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were sent into the eastern seas within the five years 1784-89. 

As the news of these plans reached London and some appreciation of 
the aims of French policy began to grow, the attitude of Dundas and the 
Directors stiffened The inchnations of Macpherson’s government in 
Calcutta to take a moderate tiade pohcy towards the French were sharply 
curbed, and the trade convention which a mission under Colonel Cathcart 
had signed in Mauritius, was immediately disowned by the Secret Com- 
mittee®, and the terms themselves were later whittled down to nothing 
by Eden in Pans 

In all its thinking on the future of British power in India, the 
London government of the Company between 1784 and 1786 started from 
its fear of French designs By comparison threats from the Indian country 
powers were taken lightly The power of Tipu Sultan or of the Marathas 
or of the Nizam were thought to be immediately sigmficant only if suppor- 
ted by the French In the very remarkable despatch of 21 July 1786 
outlining the principles of its foreign policy the Secret Committee began by 
enforcing a pacific system consistent with the famous declaration in Pitt’s 
India Act and then ivent on ‘‘The next leading Principle is to keep a 
constant watch upon the conduct of all European Rivals, particularly the 
French . that if any of them (Indian prmces) shall accept of European 
Aid we shall feel ourselves warranted to throw the aid of our force into 
the opposite scale ” 

This was reinforced two months later with the clear declaration that 
the Company’s mam puipose m foreign policy was “to resist the mtroduc- 
tion of any European Force into the Contests of the Indian Princes”, and 
such help as the Macpherson government had promised to Smdia against 
Tipu Sultan was immediately countermanded'^ 

The general pattern of policy as conceived m London thus becomes 
clear from these documents The war was over and above all the 
Company needed peace Given this it was to reform its system, retrench 
lbs expenditure, and so distribute its financial commitments as to create 
confidence in India and an attractive channel of investment to its own 
servants and foreigners The Company was seen to be one of the great 
powers of India “Considering therefore our Territories in India as one 
great Empire, every part of which is to be estimated by the relative 
importance which it bears to the whole”® no objection was made to the 
retention or acquisition by negotiation of strategically important areas 
like the Circars or Cuttack It was thought that no Indian power unaided 
could destroy this empire and that the Indian powers were unlikely to 
combme France in India as in Europe was seen as the great threat and 
at all costs her military strength was to be kept out of India 

Conceived so far from the scene of action this was a remarkably 
accurate appraisal of the position and likely trend of events m India For

the Company and the British it meant that the aohierement of Warren 
Hostings was not to bo thrown away The British empire Indio was to 
become the British empire of India. The later polidea of ilarqnis 
Wellesley and the Hlarqms of Hastmgs m India thus appear to fall into a 
pattern that was sketched in London between 17S4 and 1786 

LETTERS TO THE COURT OF DIRECTORS 

A note on departmenls The business of the Secret and Pnbhq 
Departments though mamtained m separate proooodings from 18 Jonnary 
1776*, was performed by a single Secretary till September 1783, when the 
resignation of Soorotary James Peter Annol on the grounds of health and 
moreased pressure of work led to the complete bifurcation of business 
under two independent establishments with a Secretary m charge of each ^ 
The Secret Department at Calcutta included all subjects of a political 
nature all the correspondence with the Presidents and Select Committees 
at the other Presidencies also with the Councils there on poLitloal affairs , 
all the correspondenoa with the Besldents at foreign courts and at Benares, 
all transaoUons with foreign nations and powers and every mlhtory 
operation or movement of troops which is either ordered or undertaken 

Proceedings relating to foreign nations in India first began to be 
recorded in a separata senes on 6 July 1781 with the opening of hostilities 
against the Dutch settlements in BengaL This separate series was dis 
continued on 6 October 1783 but was soon resumed by a resolution of 6 
December 1783 whoa Government ordered the oonsoltotions on foreign 
nations to bo recorded m a separate branch to bo known as tho Foreign 
Department. It was actually established on 10 December 1783 and placed 
under tho charge of Secretary to Government in the Secret Department “ 
This separate arrangement contmued to oporato till May 1785 when 
a now system of administration by boards was introduced in tho central 
aocretonat m accordance with tho orders of the Court of Directors In their 
letter to Bengal of 21 Soptombor 1785 The duties of tho Secret Depart- 
ment clasaiflod under four^* distinct heads Political, Foreign, 

Mlhtory and Military Doportment of Inspection and Roformt^ Other 
boards sot up under tho now arrongemont wore for military affairs 
hospitals, revenue and trade 

Some of tho letters included in the Secret series wore Issued In the 
Secret Department of InapocUon Tho principal object of this Depart- 
ment was to Qxamino tho civil and militory ostobliahmonts of govommont

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and to suggest measures to reduce expense^^ 

There had been from 1772 a pubhc department of inspection to 
audit accounts In July 1784, this was transferred to the Secret Depart- 
ment, and given the task of advising on retrenchment throughout the 
whole administration 

Letters deahng with retrenchment were thus issued m the Secret 
Department of Inspection, though they comprehend subjects both civil 
and military In May 1786, it was reorgamsed as the Secret Department 
of Inspection and Reform. 

These letters to the Court of Directors cover three mam subjects, 
(1) relations with foreign settlements, (2) relations with the country powers 
and (3) retrenchment and reform at the end of the war. 

RELATIONS WITH FOREIGN SETTLEMENTS IN INDIA 

Anglo-French Relations 

The Anglo-French war which had broken out m 1778 extended over 
a period of five years and also mvolved Holland and Spam. However, 
with the close m 1783 of the mam conflict with France peace was also 
established with the other belhgerents The defimtive treaty of Versailles 
was concluded with France m September 1783, and the prelimmanes 
which were settled with Holland m 1783 were subsequently accepted m 
the form of a treaty m 1784 The need for the East India Company to 
re-examine its political and trade relations with the settlements of foreign 
nations in India arose directly from the terms of these treaties m Europe 

As the French had led the war against Britam and still constituted 
the only powerful European threat to British interests m India, the 
settlement of affaus with them was bound to engage the major attention of 
government at Fort William m Bengal Most of the information contained 
m the letters of the Foreign Department thus i elates to the French settle- 
ments m Bengal and m other pai ts of the coimtry The Dutch and then the 
Danes come next m order of importance As for the Portuguese, they had 
long ceased to be an object of rivalry, and such little information as we get 
from these despatches relates to the British residency at Goa 

Treaty of Veisailles : The defimtive treaty with France which had 
been transmitted to Bengal under the Court’s lettei of 24 September, 1783, 
was ordered on arrival to be pubhshed with due solemnity. 

With respect to India, the treaty of Versailles had laid down two 
mam prmciples for the restoration of peace They were firstly, a reciprocal 
restitution of territories, and secondly, a safe, free and mdependent 
trade to be carried on by the French m India on the pre-war level The 
first prmciple was put mto operation without much trouble or controversy. 
Whatever delay occurred on this accoimt arose not from any motive of 
i nsmcerity but chiefly from the necessity of observing the usual foimalities

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before restitution could take effect In implementing the second, however, 
it was a long time before a mutually acceptable agreement could be 
hammered out and once such an agreement was reached troubles 
developed on its interpretation. 

On the receipt of the treaty m Bengal Marqms do Bus^ the 
French Governor at Pondicherry ■was informed of the readiness of the 
Fn gltah Governor to restore all the French settlementa'* The Govern 
meat of Fort St George was at the same time instructed to complete all 
the details of negotiations necessary for the mutual oesmon of temtonet, 

Temional restUuiion delayed Jot Tr\ncomal\ The restitution by 
the French of Timcomali to the Dutch Governor of Colombo however 
oonstitnted under the terms of the treaty a condition precedent to any 
restoration being made to the Fronoh on the Coromandel coast. Bossy 
was therefore called on to transfer Tnncomali but os he denied the 
possession of any instruction on the subject from his own government the 
matter remamed in suspense for some time. 

In November n84 the question of Trmcomab was raised agam by 
the Dutch Governor and Counai at Colombo m a letter to Fort Wifflam 
on which the latter formally proposed to Bossy (i) the delivery of 
Trmoomah and its dependencies to the reprcsentativea of the Dutch 
Government of Colombo (li) the restitution of tbe fort, town and district 
of CuddalDro to tbe repreaentativee appointed by Fort 8t George, and (ni) 
the simultaneous restoration of Pondioherry to the French 

RexlUultans made oh the Coromandel and Ilalabar coatU However, 
Bussy • death on 7 January held up matters but his successor Coutenceau 
took action and occordingly on the transfer of Tnncomali to the Dutch 
Pondicherry was duly delivered over to the French and Cuddalore restored 
to the on 1 February 1786 “ The cession of ViUianur and Babur 

os also of Korikal and a few adjoining villages was subsequently made to 
the French “ The completion of reciprocal orrangomontg on the Coro- 
mandel coast was soon followed by an order restoring Maho to the French 
on the Malabar coast 

JtetiitutioM in Bai'jal Bihar and Oruea The return of French 
sottlemcnti In Bengal Bihar and Onssa was simUarly made without any 
annoyance to either of the parties On a ropresentation for the restoration 
of Cbondcrnagoro and other French possessions In these provinces, a com 
missary was appointed on behalf of the English Government to negotiate 
with the French agent. A difference of opinion arose on the cession of 
Gaurhati which was claimed by tbo French os a dependency of Chauder 
nagoro But after some clonficatlon tbo place was transferred to the French

factories and houses of commerce in the ^i^erent parts of Bengal, Bihar 
and Orissa. These were again nqted and , declared as acceptable to both 
parties Besides, the French. also agreed that ‘'no future Increase or 
Exchange of such Establishment s^all be ,made without thq Sanction^ of 
Government”. This provieion virtually reduced the French Company to 
the status of a purely commercial body, In return for this big concession' 
to the Enghsh, all. the inhabitants, whether European or native hving with-, 
m the bounds of French factories, wei;e declared amenable to French 
jurisdiction In certain cases the chjtqfs of the French factories Were also 
permitted to recover their dues and balances from such weavers' and' 
manufacturers as hved beyond>the hmits o^ their ^imsdictipn They were 
however required to deliver up any native inhabitant ^^ho^ sougiit refuge 
from justice in their factories ■ , ^ ^

The provisions of - the Anglo-French convention thus recogmsed 
beyond doubt the superiority of British pohtical power and diplomacy in 
India' The French colonies at Mauritius, Pondicherry and Chandepiagore 
were all unammous in their opinion against the convention) as “rmnous to 
their Interests and exclusively favorable to those of the British Nation m - 
India” 31 The Enghsh in fact emerged as. the soleuarbiter competent to 
decide finally not only all vital issues of trade but also the fimdamental 
question of the development of French settlements in India. 

Stiffemiig of attitude under Cornwallis With Lord Comwalhs at 
the head of the Ehghsh admmistration m India the French settlements 
were subjected to a further tightemng of control A controversy soon 
arose on the French claim to hoist their fiag within the hmits of their 
settlements. The controversy was in the begmnmg confined to Malda and

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oven though aa i>tvan, a pohtioal syBtem of their own which could 
effectively Eupport their unavowed claim to sovereignty Thus to 
concede an independent trade aa of right to the French earned imphca 
tlons which could not be disregarded without impairing the Conlpany s 
political superiority which itself was necessary for the protection of their 
commercial interests In their letter of 14 January 1785 therefore 
the Governor General m Council pomtedly suggested to their pnnoipals 
twro mam considerations to be taken into account in the formation of 
trade policy They were first the preservation of those rights which were 
intimately connected with the sovereign of these provinces and secondly 
the general fireedom of trade consistent only with the prosperity of the 
Country ** 

Besides the removal of restrictions on the movement of French 
goods was regarded os highly prejudicial to the permanent interest of the 
English Company It is an obvious policy in the French observed a 
letter of 0 January 1780 but a policy no leas convenient to them than 
it must be eventually ruinous to your interests, to send Agents if they 
be permitted into all ports of thu country to undermine the authority 
of Qovomment over the 2^niindar8 and other natives and create a 
Dispositiou m them to shake off their subjeotiou whenever the plans of 
France should bo sufficiently matured to give operation to Its Intrigues ** 
The apprehenrion of Government seems to have been confirmed by 
the complaints received the Acting Magistrate of Dacca who reported 
certain oaacs in which tho French had been found to bavo eierciscd 
judicial authority beyond the limits of tbeir jurisdiction 

Trouble ovtr salt monopoly Much of the diffloulty of trade relations 
proceeded immediately from the anxiety of the English Government to 
mointam their monopoly of tho salt trade Tho Company had in fact 
enjoyed tHIn monopoly over since 1772 It hod formed on important 
branch of revenue particularly smee 1780, when the management of salt 
monofacturo was brought directly under tho immediote control of Govern 
ment A recognition of tho French claim to trade in salt thus naturally 
involved a loss of income to the Company but nevertheless when in 
October 1785 Dangcreux tho French agent ot Chondeniagoro expressed 
his desire for a restricted trade m salt it was accepted os a port of tho 
poUoj of peaceful relations 

Under this agreement tho French wore allowed annually to Import 
coast salt from Pondicherry to the extent of two lakhs of maunds 
But tho salt so imported was required to bo delivered at tbo Company s 
salt office m Calcutta at a pneo not exceeding sxLia rupees 120 per 100 
maunds. This Importation was to commence not earlier than 3Iay 1780 
Beddes it was to bo brought on vessels commanded by Europeans and 
not on coasting vciJ>cls which were manned usually natives.**

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TIi 6 restnctivo conditions of the salt agreement were however 
rejected by the Fiench Governor at Pondicherry who reprimanded Dan- 
gereux of exceeding the bounds of his authority. In these circumstances, 
the French agent at Chandernagore repeated his demand for the recog- 
nition of the original Fiench claims to a free trade which included the 
unrestricted entry of Fiench ships to the Ganges, and the unrestricted 
import and export of goods inclucUng saltpetre and salt 

In such a situation every attempt on the part of the French to 
assert then right to free trade was opposed when necessary by force 
On one occasion in December 1785, a British attempt to search and 
inspect a Fiencli vessel passing up the Hooghly near Budge Budge resulted 
in the exchange of shots which caused the loss of a life as also of the 
vessel suspected of carrying contraband salt from Pondicherry 

The conduct of the officer commanding at Budge Budge was 
supported by government at Foit William who justified the use offeree 
by the remark that failure to use it would imply the surrender of the 
very sword which protected then monopoly.-® “Had we given up the 
Revenue aiismg from salt”, they added, “by laying the trade open to 
France, they would then deny you a revenue from customs They 
might then claim a share in your landed revenue, and upon the plan of 
trading freely through the Provinces and erecting their Flag where they 
pleased they would have found a direct road to the vitals of Government 
and to excite tumults in these Provinces which would have endangered 
the Possession of them” . 2 ® 

Declared policy of conciliation The loss of the French vessel thus 
created a situation which, if not timely handled, might otherwise have led 
to complications Satisfied though the English Government felt at the 
effective opposition to the movement of the French vessel, their declared 
pohey was to avoid giving any overt cause on their own part, which might 
hold them directly responsible for the breach of the treaty engagements, and 
they therefore adopted a concihatory attitude, expressed regret for what 
had happened and offered wilhngly to meet the loss caused to the French 

This mild tone, however, did not yield the expected reward The 
mcident was referred to the consideration of the French Government at 
home, and the local authorities m India could not of their own accord 
form a judgment on a subject which affected the very fundamentals of the 
tradmg rights conceded to them by the terms of the treaty The powers 
of the Governor General in Council at Fort Wilham were equally limited 
for a final decision on that subject On their side also the matter had 
been referred to the East India House

Temtonai ctsBtons ddaytd According to the terma of the treaty, 
the transfer of IMncomali to the Dutch Government of Colombo was a 
condition precedent to restitutions elsewhere We have seen above that 
the restoration to the Dutch was delayed by the French. ^ 

Btstxiutxofia in Bengal and Bihar In the meantime the Dutch 
factories at Ohmsura, Cossimbazar Patna and Baanagart>- (near 
Calcutta) were restored to the Chief and Counoil at Chinsura on condition 
that they did not hoist their flag and import any army or military 
stores ^ The immediate necessity for such conditions arose &om the fact 
that Trmcomah was stQl held by the SVenoh and that no formal restitution 
of these settlements was expected to be made before Trincomall was ceded 
This policy was appreciated by the Dutch Chief and Connell at Chinsura 
who allowed full Weight to the Keasons that operated with us against 
a more perfect Compliance for the present with the Applications received 
firom Batavia ^ and when Trincomall was Anally handed over m April 
1785 their Counoil at Colombo expressed themselves as oompletely satisAed 
with the English execution of thdr engagements with Holland.^ On the 
larger points at Issne especially the political snperiority of the EngUsh 
there was evidently full understanding 

Trade relaixcns Trade relations with the Dntob continued on the 
whole to be peacefuL Besides the restoration of their flag the Chief and 
Osunoil at Chinsura desired a clarlflcation of their trading rights. Their 
flog was restored but a reservation of withdrawal if the occasion should 
arise was attached which mevitably evoked protest They appear to 
claim remarked a letter of 14 January 1786 ru Jier as a Bight what was 
before sohoitod merely os a favor, and instead of candidly accepting what 
wo had done, they indirectly reproach us for not having done More ' ** 

Neither this incident nor the detention of a Dutch vessel the 
Straalen eenoualy affected their good relations. The Dutch wore in the 
habit of landing their goods without producing any vouchers specifying 
thoir quantity quality or cost and the local offloials at Hooghly held up 
the iStma/en os a test cose However on the receipt of a oomplamtfrom 
the Dutch the Fort ^^Uiam Government ordered the Board of Customs not 
only to release the ship but also to allow a iroo passage to all such other 
boats as might be proceeding to Hooghly with goods to be loaded on the 
Slraalen This friendly attitude was calculated to improve that good 
Understanding^ which bad lately been revived by the treaty ** The 
Governor General in Council was in high hopes that the Butch would 
materially assist the English Company s far eastern trade 
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under certain restrictions acceptable to them. On 27 July, 1785, the town of 
Chandernagore was given up , the Company’s court of justice was abolished 
and the entire establishment reduced. Only the office of commissary, 
which formed a hnk between the French authority and the English 
Government contmued to function. 

Though Bihar was not specifically included in the 13th article of the 
defimtive treaty, the French were allowed to keep a chief at Patna In 
Orissa, they were hke\vise permitted to have a factory at Balasore Instead 
of their land at Jagdia, which had been washed away by the “overflowmg” 
of the river, they were allowed to rent on lease an equal area of land 
situated in the vicinity of their original possessions. The French claim to 
“the Gunge of Normdy m the Town of Dacca” was recogmsed^ and their 
previous possessions at Tisgong and Serampore considered “as dependant 
on the French Factory at Dacca” “Whatever Factories and Houses the 
Fiench were possessed of at Conicola, Kerpay, Soopore and Mohunpore” 
were also “restored to them” 20 

Thus in matters of territorial readjustment the Enghsh Government 
showed “every attention to the Rights to the French, and every reasonable 
mdulgence to their Claims . Obviously, they were gmded m their 
conduct by consideration of peace, and carefully avoided acting in a 
manner which might furmsh grounds for a breach of the treaty 

Difficulties arising in trade 1 Nations . The determmation of trade 
relations, however, presented a task of a much greater magmtude “ no 
Difficulties have yet occurred”, remarked a letter of 26 October, 1785, 
“nor do we think that any can be apprehended in Regard to the Resti- 
tution of Places The Usage of visiting French Ships as they pass to 
the Fort of Budge Budge; the Privileges of Trade, and the Mode of 
ascertaimng and reahzmg the Duties of the Country Government on that 
Trade, have been the prmcipal Pomts of Discussion between us, and the 
French Agent These Pomts were for many Years before the late War, 
. . Matters of constant Dispute .... In some Respects they were also 
Causes of Difference with the other Foreign Settlements in Bengal ”22 

Political implications of right to free trade The thuteenth article 
of the definitive treaty provided for a “safe, free and independent trade” 
to be carried on by the French, either collectively or mdividually as before 
the outbreak of the war The admission of the French claim to free 
trade was bound to clash with the rights of sovereignty which the 
English Company had in fact acquired smce the acquisition of the Diwani 
in 1765. Although legally standing on the same footing as the Fiench 
in their relation to the Mughal emperor who was still avowed as the 
sovereign ruler of the country, the Enghsh had by this time buil^- up, 
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OluttagODg bnt It 000a developed into a general lasne afieoting one of the 
provisions of the AngloFronoh convention. A clear statement of policy 
therefore soon became necessary for the guidance of the Company’s 
servants 

Flag controversy Under one of the artiolee of the provisional 
convention it had been provided that all the Inhabitants whether Euro- 
peans or Natives of the Erenoh Establishments Factories and Houses of 
Oommeroe as well as the Temtoiy annexed to them shall be under the 
protection of the French Flag and subject to the French Jurisdiction ** 
No conatruotion of this provision could normally deprive the French of 
their right to hoist their dag within the limits of their territories or eeta- 
blishmenta. lieutenant Young who as seoretary had accompanied CoL 
Cathoart to the Isle of France and attended all the dehberations of the 
convention there held a similar view declaring ' that the French had an 
equal right to hoist their Flag m all parts of this Country where they may 
have a Pubho Establishment and Jansdiction ^ 

Nonetheless the Governor Genera] in Connell put their own meaning 
on the article of the provisionai convention Gnided as they were by 
political oondderations their oonstmotlon of the provision was indnenced 
by what they described as the pomicions effects to the Company's 
Interests and Authority which might arise from any new power granted to 
the French Nation to hoist Flags without discrimination ** They there- 
fore resolved *that the Flag of his most Chnstlan hlajesty should be 
hoisted only at the dve original Faotones belouging to the French at 
Cbandemagore Baoca Patna Cossimbuxor and Ballasore and at that 
Factory wUch they have been permitted to Establish in lieu of Jugdea ** 
Consequently the English commissary at Cbandemagore was 
directed *to request the French Agent in the name of this Government, to 
issue orders to the Chiefs and Agents of hia Nation to discontinue the use 
of hoisting the Flag of hit most Christian Majesty except where they wero 
permitted to bo hoisted by these resolutions 

These rosolutions were generally not put into operation and the 
French agents contmned to hoist their dag in tho monnor they did before 
But they clearly Indicated the determination of tho English Government 
to tupprots every semblance of political authority on the part of French 
sottlomenU in India. 

Exientton of French ecltUments prohibited No extension of French 
setUomonts was now pouiblo without the permission of tho English 
Ooremment, Under a clause of tbo provisional convention applications 
for such pormission were not to bo refused except on good grounds. But 
tho sanction, if sought was bound to bo rejected in view of tho strained 
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relations between tbe two nations. A case actually occurred in which the 
French agent applied for the purchase of a piece of land in the town of 
Chittagong The Governor General in Council refused to grant permission on 
the giounds of mexpediency “ . if a Right be admitted m the French”, they 
observed, “or consent given to their holding or pui chasing whatever Land 
they may be able to obtain either by Hire or otherwise from the Zemmdars 
of the Country the Case may eventually happen that while it continues the 
object of Government as it ever must to confine the French to certam 
Limits they may at length acquire such a Command of Territory and such 
an Infl.uence in the three Provinces as will tend to over-rule the Company’s 
authority and reduce the Country to the power of France” This pohcy 
also led to the withdrawal of a few trade privileges earher conceded as a 
mark of concihation to the agents of the new French Company in the 
town of Calcutta 

In fact, the basic position established in Anglo-French relations in 
India during 1782-86 amounted to a victory for the Enghsh who came to 
occupy a foremost position The Company’s Government in Bengal there- 
fore mtended that those trade privileges which had been conceded to the 
French by the defimtive treaty of Versailles should be regarded as proceed- 
ing from their own grant as a sovereign body The French, on the other 
hand, claimed their freedom of trade as of right origmatmg from the 
grants of the Mughal emperor from whom the Enghsh also avowed to have 
derived their authority That is why they still harped on their “safe, free 
and independent trade” which they claimed to have enjoyed before the 
outbreak of the war They did not fully appreciate the new ahgnment of 
forces caused by the great and evident change m the opinions and disposi- 
tions of the country powers who now looked upon the Enghsh as victors 
with views on pohtics and trade that had to be treated seriously. This 
failure to appreciate the position led the French for some time to contmue 
their agitation for the recogmtion of then claim to the freedom of trade. 
But as their pohcy was far removed from reahty, their agitation faded to 
do more than keep alive the suspicion and jealousy of the English 
who prepared to crush them completely when occasion should arise in 
future 


Anglo-Dutch Relations 

Anglo-Dutch relations m India were governed by the defimtive 
treaty concluded between the two countries in 1781 As with the 
French this treaty provided for the restitution of territories and the 
restoration of normal tradmg conditions 

In consequence of the war all the Dutch possessions m India had 
been captured by the Company’s Governments^. The Dutch fort and 
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J*len\potef^Uary ap^nUd to lugoitaie ^rovxstonal aettUnuni In 
an^ety to restore normal trade however the Governor General 
in OooncxJ appointed Lieatonant^ Colon^ Cathcarfc of the KiDg*fl army ae 
their fliipister plenipotentiary^ to Jie^tlate in Manritins a mn^laUy 
acceptable settlement of the ontatandin^ queetioiis at issne between tBe'Hwo 
nations m India. ^ The proposed agreement was designed to operota^ as 
provji^<jiiDaI expedient subject t<^ the final approval of the home govern- 
n^epts. In the event of his not ^ being received by the Ii'ranoh authorities 
in Mauritius he was advised to proceed to London apd explain the entire 
situation to thp Secret Comnutteo of tiie 'Court of Directors, the 
meantime the agents of^Jho n^w French Compan^y established to capry bn 
East J^dia trade were allowed on request as a gesture of friendship 
to have ^diousp at Calcutta for the deposit of their merchandise * as 
also to carry on trade on the payment of duties not exoeedmg 2|

^ ' ' Governor General’s reactions The Governor General also did not 
know of the sigmng of the treaty of Mangalore. On 17 February, 1784, 
he had left for Lucknow to settle certam affairs of the Company with the 
Vazir of Oudh. From a letter received there from Anderson, Resident at 
tha court of Sindia, he was acquamted with- Sindia’s suspicion about 
tha intentions of the Company’s Government respecting the provisions of 
Sa&ar He therefore advised the Council at Fort William categorically to 
telFMacartney that no treaty concluded with Tipu without their per- 
mission and a definite reference to Salbai could ever expect to receive 
their ratification He was therefore surprised and pained to leam in 
reply that the treaty was already a fait accomph. 

Sindia conciliated Subsequent news of Sindia’s displeasure at 
the disregard of the Maratha treaty made the Governor General appre- 
hensive of the difficulties that might aiise He therefore sought to reconcile 
"Smdia to the treaty of Mangalore by addressing a letter m appreciation 
of the merits of his services which, he said, had brought about the treaty 
ih question. In his letter addressed to the Council at Fort Wilham, he 
felt however, “sorry to add that the Arguments he' was obhged<tou8e 
were such only as displayed the Nakedness of our Political System, and 
the' Imbecilhty of the first Authority by which it is governed”®® 

The Governor General’s conciliatory letter to Smdia produced a 
good effect, but Smdia also asked for a formal declaration to bo made by 
^ the Council, enumeratmg his services m ' bringing an end to Tiph’s war 
^ agamst t;he English James Anderson objected that such a proceeding 
j -^ould be contrary to the form of the^ English constitution, but Smdia 
had “this Point at Heart”®® and the Governor General agreed to do it 

The Council, however, were of another mind “ such Declaration”, 
they observed, “might have the Effect of forcmg us into a Renewal of the 
Wai: ynth Tippoo Sultan, and that it might be followed by a Demand for 
the Reimbursement of the Expence which the Marattas incurred m their 
Rreparations [6zc] for War to give Execution to the 9th Article of the Treaty 
of Sa^lbey For these Reasons we dechned authonsmg the solemn and 
specific Declaration proposed by the Governor General to be made to 
Smdia. ®’ 

Arcot ignored • The Nawab of Arcot had also been ignored by 
Macartney who made no reference to his name m the body of the treaty 
He felt shghted at the mclusion of the names of the Rajas of Tanjore and 
Venkatagui who were inferior to him m status, and to assuage his feelings 
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payment of per cent duty be allonred to be exported if neceasary, 
to other places under Danish poBsporte only The customs regulations 
however required such goods to pass under rawanas or permits from the 
collectors of government ouatoms In spite of their protest the rules 
contmued to operate Thirdly they desired exemption from the nsual 
demand for manifests of cargoes required to be produced under rules on 
the arrival of their trading vessels from Europe Upon the production 
of such manifests the oustoms authorities levied a dnty of 2^ per cent 
on both imports and exports As the concession of their demand involved 
a loss of revenue, it was rejected likewise Eoorthly the Danes wanted 
permission to pass all their merchandise under the passport of their own 
chief at Serampore while the enstontf regulations required them to be 
exchanged for a ruteana from customs authontiee This exchange operated 
as an effective check to the passage of contraband goods and conld not 
ordinarily be dispensed with I^tly they sought exemption from the 
payment of duty on gram and provialons imported for the consumption of 
their settlement at Serampore Here too their claim was not accepted.^ 
0 Bie the Danish Governor at Serampore characterised these 
restrictions as unnatural unprecedented and nnoonstitatlona] But the 
EngHiih were Erm In the case of the French some of the rigours of the 
customs regulations were reduced m consequence of the AnglO’French 
convention But fundamentally their operation was not discontinued. 
The Danes subsequently demanded oonsideratloos on the basis of the 
French agreement bat no relaxation was finally admitted 

In the course of die Anglo-Mysor© War (1780-83) the Portuguese 
authorities at Qoa had maintained a strict neutrality Attempts were 
made by Haidar All to bring them Into his war against the English but, 
with England at peace with Portugal Goa remained neutral even though 
neutrality brought a door threat of invasion fium Mysore 

On the termination of war irith Tipu an Enghsh residency was 
established at Goo, no doubt because of its importance os a ^'center of 
Information from Poona Seringapatom and the French Islands 
3Ioreover in tho dutorbed state of contemporary politics, tbo English 
wished to keep a constant watch on French agents who often landed there 
boforo proceeding to the states of western India Charles Ckommelin, 
who had corlior acted as Governor of Bombay was appointed Besident 
at Goa in 1784 Ho was replaced in 1785 by General John Cornao who 
on account of his knowledge of Indian and European languages was 
deemed better qualified for that situation

The period J77S’S2 Tho Anglo-French war which had began In 1778 
created In India a aitaation which rendered tho position of tho English 
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extremely delicate and serious, particularly during 1781-82. These were 
years of strain which put the Company’s Government in India to its 
severest test since 1765 The combined resources of the Fiench and 
Haidar Ah , the strength of the Maratha army , the vacillating attitude of 
some of the Company’s own allies, the non-co-operation, if not the hostilit}'', 
of the zamindars m Bengal , and, above all, the want of a proper political 
system of control over the other presidencies, weie factors which combmed 
to threaten the English central power in India. It was in the mam the 
gemus and resourcefulness of Warren Hastings, the skill and subtlety of his 
diplomacy, the fortitude and strength of his character that not only saved 
the English from impendmg rmn, but enabled the government to emerge 
in 1784 with credit and apparent victory 

Of the country powers whose affairs occupy most of the space in 
the Secret Letters to the Court during 1782-86 the Marathas and Mysore 
stand out. 

Salbai • The war with the Marathas ended with the treaty of Salbai 
which was signed on 17 May, 1782 Apart fiom the mutual restitution 
of conquests made on either side since the treaty of Purandhar in 1776, the 
treaty of Salbai was marked by two features which determined the course 
of subsequent events. In the first place, it was concluded through the 
mediation of Mahadji Smdia who formed during this period the connec- 
tmg link between the governments of Port William and Poona Secondly, 
by Article IX of the treaty, the Peshwa engaged that Haidar Ah ‘Shall 
be made to rehnquish the territories belonging to the English and then 
alhes’ and that ‘all the prisoners that have been taken on either side 
durmg the war shall be released ’ The aim was to bring Maratha pressure 
to bear upon Mysore and force an end to its war agamst the English 
This article not only formed a subject of controversy and recrimination 
between the Supreme Government and the other presidencies, but also 
created suspieion in Sindia’s mind which, if not removed, was bound to 
affect his confidence m the English 

Mysore Relations 

Peace negotiations The treaty of Salbai of course influenced the 
trend of negotiations for peace with Mysore These negotiations had 
m fact already begun locally m February 1782, but as the French were 
still in the field against the English, hostilities continued unabated In the 
meantime Haidar Ah died in December 1782, and was succeeded by his 
son, Tipu Sultan who resumed peace talks in February 1783 But as a 
separate peace treaty with Mysore involved a breach of Salbai, which 
required the mtercession of the Marathas, the Governor General declined 
m the begmmng to conclude it In view of the deteriorating state of 
finances and difficulties in mamtaimng a regular flow of supphes to the

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Tn the first place a studied and scrnpnlons regard was paid to the 
preservation of Sindia s dignity and pre-eminenoe in order to retain his 
^endship and co-operation. Secondly, a Boaideint was appointed to the 
court of Poona to win the favour of Nana Phadnavis without impairing 
the sense of Sindia's vanity of bemg the sole mediator on Maratha afiairs 
Sindui We have already seen how much care was token by 
Warren Hastings to reooncile Smdia to the treaiy of Mangalore. In their 
decision to appomt Sir Charles Midet to the residency of Poona a similar 
consideration was given to the Hi^ust which it might give to Mahajee 
Sindia» who hod been taught to consider himself as the sole Agent in 
every negociatjon between this Government and the Poona Durbar ' 
Smdia 8 aoqmescenoe was therefore regarded as a neoeesary condition to 
the confirmation of Malet a appointment. 'This Acquiescence’ it was 
however observed indeed did not appear to be given with that Chearfol 
ness which we oould have wished, bat the political Situation of the 
Prmoipal Native powers in Hindoatan and the Residence of an agent on 
the part of the Government of Pondicherry at the Poona Durbar rendered 
it odviseable that we should have a Minister there 

Hence though Malet a appointment was confirmed and completed on 
7 December 1735 Govemmant could not be snre whether he would at all 
be invited by the Peahwa The reason was that Smdia s willing approval 
was still wanting and his jealoosy still apprehended. Therefore in order 
to remove every Ground of Jealous on this Account on the part of 
Mahajee Slndhia the Governor General in Council resolved that Malet s 
Correspondence with this Government shall pass thro the Ghazmel of 
Mr Anderson , Resident at the court of Sindia.** Aloreover Malet was 
advised that in all his Conferences with the Poona Ministers and on all 
other proper Occasion he was to declare and adopt one leading Rule for 
his Conduct Vlzt. that as Mabajeo Sindia^ is the sincere and approved 
&iend of the English Nation aud as be is the Ouarrantee of that peace 
which has produced Tranquillity tp the Affairs of the Company and 
Marrata Goomment he must alwa 3 r 8 be considered as the Ouarrantee of 
our Connection with the Morrattas •• 

A copy of the relevant pari of mstruotJons to Malet was transmitted 
to Anderson for Smdia s consideration. This more which was designed 
to plooso Smdia, and through him the govamment of the Poshwa was duly 
attended with success. In a subsequent communication Anderson reported 
that Smdia had expressed himself extremely woU pleased with these 
Instructions Smdia informed the Resident that ' Nona hod m a Letter 
lately received, intimated his wish that Mr Malet might proceed as soon 
as possible to Poona ** 
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With the acute shortage of specie in Bengal, the Enghsh 
wanted the Dutch to help in making up the investment to' China, 
particularly by depositing bullion at Canton in payment for saltpetre 
supplied to the Dutch at Patna. Also to further the sale of opium 
negotiation with the Dutch for the establishment of an emporium at 
Negapatam or its* exchange with Malacca was also considered Th6 
su|)ply of rice from Batavia to meet fhe require^inents of the Madras 
Pi’esidency was yet another consideration^ which weighed in the pursuit 
of a policy of friendship with the Dutch settlem’ents in India Underlying 
this was the fact that the English and Dutch Companies servants saw 
advantages in the joint development of their private trade 

A policy of peace and friendship was likewise compatible with the 
mterest of the servants of the Dutch Company “The Sources of Profit 
to all the servants of the Dutch East India Company’ , observed a letter 
of 31 March, 1785, “which depend chiefly if not totally upon their 
Commerce in the East Indies, having been stopped and indeed entirely 
done away, during the late War, their personal Interests are so much 
Involved in the Continuance of the present peace that they dread the 
possibility, however distant, of a renewal of War between the two Nations 
and are of course disinclined to any sure connections with France as rmght 
render the Established Tranquility precarious 

The identity of interest subsisting between the Enghsh and the 
Dutch thus contributed for the most part to the growth of understandmg 
and good relations The truth was that the Dutch recognised the political 
position of the.English and the latter did not fear Dutch power in India 
and were therefore willing to allow Dutch trade to arise side by side with 
the French

The Portuguese m India had long smce abandoned ideas of an 
expandmg political power and the Danes had never seriously or for long 
had such pretensions . , 

The relations of the English with the Danes at Serampore m Bengal 
were , guided exclusively by considerations of trade. The mam Damsh 
complaints , proceeded from the, customs regulatipns of 1781 which, res- 
tricted the normal flow of their commerce ( L ; f .'w ; 

, Danish^, claims and,, British reactions „ The Dances were^ prepared 
to pay a duty qf , 2|- per . cent > on afl country gopds pr; manufactures 
imported into Fredericksnagore (Serampore) No trouble arose on this 
ground, as it conformed to the existmg usage of the country Secondly, 
the Danes wanted that the goods once imported mto Serampore on the 
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the Governor General proposed a declaratory claoBe to be appended to the 
main treaty But this also could not be done 

Macarinty censured In these oircumstanoee, the conduct of the 
Madrafl Government, especially of Lord Macartney was oenaured by the 
Supremo Government of Bengal. The range of censure included not 
only his disregard of Salbal but a number of other failings which had 
canaed displeasure to the Governor General m Council especially his failure 
to follow up the conquests of PaDarton and his weaknees towards Hpu 

Macartney^s Mysore policy widened the differences between Fort 
Wmiam and ^rt 6t George and finally led to his resignation m 1785 
The attention paid by Bengal government to the complamts of the Nawab 
of Arcot so wounded Macartney a feelings that he finally resigned and went 
home in 1786 

Mysore affiiuUtoTvs unceriMn The treaty of Mangalore brought 
about the cessation of hostilities but could not remove the suspicion 
under which it hod been oonoluded Though apparently at peace the 
relations of the English with Tlpu contmued to be uneasy “ Engaged as he 
was in a \vtkr with the allied forces of the Nisam and theMorathas Tjpu 
could not aSbrd to mour the hostility of the English Nonetheless, he was 
suspected of having set up a number of petty rajas on the Malabar coast 
against a dependency of Tellioheny a settlement of the English It was 
a place of etratoglo importance and formed a vital link between Madras 
and Bombay through the Camatio In tune of war it might well be 
oouTorted mto a base of mihtary operations lying close to Tipu e dominions 

TtUicherry reinforced The Bombay Government was therefore 
asked to equip the settlement with men, money and military stores against 
any exigency that might arise In futoro •* Accordingly the garrison at 
TeUioberry was brought up to a Battalion of Sepoys, 2 Companies of 
European Infantry about 40 Artlllory and 1600 Militia' •* Caro was, 
however taken to see that the terms of the treaty with Tlpu wore duly 
observed this being one of the reasons which prevented the English 
Govommont from osalstmg the Maratbas in their offensive war against 
Mysore 


A Ql^>-MaratAa BeJctions 

The treaty of Salbai marked tbo end of on Anglo-Marotha conflict 
which hod spread oNcr a period of some ten years from the death of 
Madhav Rao Peshwa m 1772 

In making this treaty and that of Mangalore In 1784 with Tipu the 
Governor General and Council were guided principally by their concern to 
preserve the Company s \ery oxistcnco in India. The Company had stood 
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n a precarious position for winch the Bombay Government was primarily 
responsible in so far as they had declared war against the Marathas without 
the concurrence of their superior government. But once the gams of the 
Marathas at Wadgaon m 1770 invoked the question of Biitish prestige, 
there was no going back The war had to bo fought in spite of the serious 
complications arising from a combination of tiio Ficnch and Mysore forces 
in July 17S0 

Put’s India Act. The war established beyond doubt the imbecility of 
the political system founded upon tho Kegulating Act of 1773. It betrayed 
utterly the lack of a properly unified control over the policy of war and 
peace This w'as one of tho mo'^t impoitant lessons of the wai and it un- 
doubtedly helped to shape the character of Pitt’s India Act, 1784. In one 
of tho clauses of this act control was centralised in matters ot war and 
peace, and a pimciple cnuiKialed tleploring all ide.is ot tciiitorial extension. 
It diiectcd m practice the pin slut of a policy ot peace and non-intor- 
ferenco with tho intcinal affaiis of the countiy powcis 

InAabililjj of conUmporaiif pohtu^ Contempoiaiy Indian politics, 
however, had not }et settled down South anil Ccntial India were un- 
settled by the conflicting interests of the ^Marathas, M^'soic and tho Nizam, 
and Anglo-French iiv .dries served to worsen then lelations and render 
the political balance still more unstable. To maintain a policy of neutra- 
lity under such conditions vvas a task indeed beset with risk and 
uncertainty 

Gcneial policy The difficulties of tho declared policy of neubrahty 
were precisely expressed in a letter of 9 January, 1786, in which the 
Governor General in Council justified their modifications of the principle 
laid down by tho India Act of 1781. “It has been oiii constant System”, 
they said, “in all our Transactions with the Countiy Poweis to raise the 
jealousy of none of them by our negociation, or by view's Hostile to their 
particular Interests to obtain perfect Intelligence of their Designs, and to 
let them severally and unitedly feel that, tho’ we wish not to be parties 
in their own internal Disputes we aic determined to maintam preponderat- 
ing Influence in whatever scale we may think it just to throw the force of 
our aid Peace is our object, but if the Peshwa, Tippo Sultan or Nizam Ally 
6awn should enter mto Engagements with France Hostile to our Interests 
we must then take a decided Line in order to counteract such Engagements, 
and to maintain the Security of these Provinces at every Hazard, for 
there is certainly a point beyond which a pacific System, however desirable, 
cannot be pursued to the attainment of any permanent Security 

Marailia policy The French interest at the court of Poona was 
represented by Montigny with whom Nana Phadnavis was apparently on 
mtimate terms Naturally enough, the object of the English Government 
was to counteract the French influence'" mth the Peshwa and replace it by 
their own. To achieve this object tv o mam lines of pohey were pursued. 
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base of military operations howorer a separate treaty with Tipa became a 
master of nooesalty partlcnlarly' when Maratha aid did not materialise in 
the form originally promised 

Conxmtatu>neT8 Bat before a decision was formally m faroor 
of a separate treaty Lord Macartney the Madras Governor had already ^ 
a^|H^ted on 31 October 1783 t\fo oommisafoners to proceed to Mangalore 
to secure the release of prisoners and conclude a^p^oe treaiy with 35pm 
j ^ jpolitYxU (fpd fni7»tarw ^ifjUton favourable io iheEngheh It may 
be recalled, however that Tipu Macartney peace overturee had been 
preceded by a altnation more favonrable to the ^nglmh than to Mysore. 
Early in February 1783 the fort of Mapgaloro had been occupied by the 
Engiish although Hpu lost no tune in besieging It and investing the 
town of Mangalore to cut off all supplies. The news of the cessation of 
hostilities between France and England however deprived the Sultan 
of the entire support of the Ronch who in July 1783 withdrew from 
the oonQiot. 35pn and Macartney therefore agreed to an armistice 
which was signed in August 

jSIou progress Accompanied by Tipn s repmentatives the En gl i s h 
Gommisuonecs left foe Mangalore m November 1783 But the progress 
of their march was very slow Ba fact, the commisaioneTs actually 
complained that Tipu s vokUs often led them out of the great Bead 
thi^ough inconvenient and difficult Passes for reasons not known to them 

Sueptcpyn and unceriatniy Despite several untimely Inoidenta 
negotiations contmued In the maantime co-operation was sought by the 
English 80 that in the event of failure they might not find tbemsolvea 
aktne in the field but this was not without risk and oompbeations. It 
was beyond the capacity of the Bombay Government to supply an adequate 
number of troops to fight In combination with those of the Morathaa Bn 
their letters of 23 February and 6 March 1784 they in fact informed Fort ; 
William of the Feshwa s actually *reqalnng them to join the MoraUa 
Army against Tlpa“ But they bad decUned it and simply desired to 
depute a Gentleman to Poonoh to press the Peahwa to exert himself 
against TIppoo ° « 

Treaty of Mangalore However on the basis of the mutual rest! 
tution of conquests and exchange of prisoners the treaty of Maogalore 
was finally concluded on 11 March 178k But in making the 
treaty of Mangalore the Madras Government mode no rofercnco to the 
Pcsbuai-or Siudla whoee coucurrcnco bad been thought essential 
for any arrangement with Tipu. Nor bod tbe previous sanction of the 
Supremo Government of Bengal been obtained before it was concluded 
Tbe final document was tranimittod to Fort WiUlam simply for ratification 
and siguature, and this perforce hod to bo done by government, 
notwitbitonding our Disapproval of tbe Treaty ’ they observed *‘we 
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!rho Secret Letters of the period are lopleto with other instances in 
which the Company’s Goveinnicnt in Bengal studiously avoided giving 
umbrage to Siiidia A number of cases occurred in which powerful 
deserters from his camp wished to take lefugo in the territories of the 
Vazir of Oudh. But the Governor Gcneial in Council used then influence 
with the Vuzir to refuse them sheltei BifTerences arose between Smdia 
and the British Bcsidcnt himself on the question of Jaipur which the 
former wished to annex to Ins dominions These were so pronounced 
that Anderson left his camp and withdrew himself to Agra But the 
conduct of government disclosed no change of attitude whatsoever 
Anderson’s withdrawal pioduccd a sobering effect on Sindia, while the 

position of government rcniiuncd unaltcied 

Identity of interests Sindia, on the other hand, was fully 
conscious of the benefits which proceeded from his fiiendship with the 
English He consolidated his position in the noith and gained complete 
control over the poison of Shah Alam, the Mughal Empeioi He obtained 
from him the title of Vakil- i-Mallaq or his sole rcpiesentative But he 
knew that a title from the Empcioi earned no meaning unless backed 
up by the English, his pow'eiful allies He theiefoie inteiposed his 
influence to close down the Maratha w'ar against the English o 
supported them against the French at the Poona Durbar and took care 
to prevent any junction of Fianco-Maiatha interests He secured t e 
release of an English vessel detained by a Maratha chief at Gheria ® His 
mtercession was sought against the design of the Poona Governmerd 
who wanted to capture the territory of the Sidi of Janjira in whic 
the Enghsh were interested for its strategic position along the western 
coast Apparently neither the English nor Sindia could safely dispense 
with each other 

Object of Poona Residency In the unsettled state of po tica 
affairs m the country a complete knowledge of what transpired at the 
court of Poona was regarded as essential for the security of the Company s 
mterest Malet’s appointment to Poona was therefore designed to 
ascertam and defeat any Views which might appear in the French ^or 
other European Powers unfriendly to the Interest of Great Britam . . 

In the execution of his trust Malet was advised “to discover the^ Views 
and dispositions of the different members of the Poona ministry The 
scope of his commission extended also to the collection of mformation 
regardmg the chiefs subordmate to the Maratha Government, the 
extent of their resources and the degree of their loyalty to the centra 
authority 
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In December 1786 Nana formed with the Nizam a coalition against 
Tipa for the recovery of the Maratha terrltonea lying aoutb. of the Bjiahna 
river For the Buooeflsfal proeecution of the war that followed the 
Marathas needed additional aid and anpport Montigny the French 
agent at Poona waa said to have offered ‘the Asaistanoe of hia Nation 
bat threatened in the event of refoaol to jom Tipa In these cironiofl- 
tancee Sindia desired that the Marathas shonld be permitted to employ 
the French Troops m their Service against Tippoo Anderson, however 
believed that this request had. been Dictated solely by the despair of 
Aasistance ' &om the Fn glfwh aide He therefore suggested that the 
extension of an assurance of assistance might well stop the oonneotions so 
apprehended to be made between the French and thoMarathaa, 

Conseqnently Poona was assured that it was the Detenmnation 
of the Elngllah Nation not only to Snpport their Connection with the 
Peahwa but to improve it m every way that could be satisfactory to him 
ftnd hia Chleia For the exeontion of this assurance it ^^ls declared 

that Malet hod boon deputed to the Peahwa for the purpose of settling 
more partloulor Arrangements , eo that orders might forthwith bo given 

to send whatever Troops were needed for assistance A oondltion was 
however, annexed to the assistance to be so extended In view of the 

Peace subsisting between the Knglish and Tippoo Sultan it was pointed 
out that those Troops ooold not be employed to make war in hia 
Country ” 

MaUl a appoinimeni On 3 March, 1786, Malet arrived at Poona 
where he was warmly welcomed On 7 March bo presented his credentials 
to the Pcfthwa who expressed great satiafootiou at his amvaJ 

As Nana Fhadnavis hod leit the capital at the head of his army to 
invade Tipus dominions Holot followed him to the Maratha camp 
On 30 April he received on his vroy a Jotter irom Nana Phadnavis asking 
the Bombay Qovommont for tbo immediate despatch of five battalions to 
Jom tho Mamtbas and another five to support the Nizam s army Nana a 
expectations ho noticed differed both In extent and prmcipio from Lis own 
instructions rcccival from tho Governor General in Council on that 
subject Tho latter had promised only three battalions in all and that 
also exclusively for the security of tho Peshva's Person or ofan^oftho 
horts vvithiu hU Domimou with express orders prohibiting tholr employ 
menfc in anj offensive war against Tipu ” 

ana Malcl meeting Mold s belief vras that this vrunt of confer 
mit> had perhaps been duo to a misconstruction of tho letter oddre^^sed to 
tho Pcshua by his own govorument But when bo met Nana in his camp 
on J9Maj 1780 ho found hiaLx.Jf surprisingly cornered by his queries 
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Nana’s first point was that the maich of the allied army was purely 
defensive in charactei and was solely aimed at recovermg from Tipu the 
territoiies of Eattur and Nargund which had once belonged to the 
Maiathas themselves He theiefoie wanted to know whether what the 
Marathas were recovermg as their own would be looked on by the English 
as Tipu’s teiritory The second important point made by Nana Phadnavis 
concerned what he regarded as a British breach of agreement Richard 
Johnson, while Resident at Hyderabad, had consented “to send a Body 
of Troops” to join the Marathas against Tipu But when, the Peshwa 
wrote “about that Body of Troops through the Nazim,” he got no reply 
“Though that application was made through that quarter”, Nana 
complamed “yet then* Treaty and Fiiendship through Sindia was what 
they [the British] placed then whole trust in ” Malet’s reply to these 
queues was for the most part mconclusive 

MaleVs leactions In the course of this meeting Malet perceived a 
tendency on the part of Nana to doubt the smceiity of the British 
promise to assist the Marathas “Nana in particular,” he observed, 
“mentioned the Treaty of Tellagaum as a Proof that our Professions 
weie not always to be rehed on” Malet was personally 

convmced of the uselessness of offering militaiy aid which the 
Marathas could not employ against their enemies Then* object “m 
wishing the Aid of an Euiopean ally”, Malet admitted, “must be the 
reduction of the Enemy’s strong Holds, which object could only be varied 
by the ascendency of Tippoo, and his Invasion of their Country , and in 
that Predicament only did he imagine our offer of assistance in its 
present Form would be acceptable 

Inner policy explained But a definite military engagement formed 
no part of the policy of the Company’s Government In fact, they did 
not mean even to carry out their assurance of restrictive assistance The 
necessity of such an assuiance, as we have seen, had arisen from the 
apprehension of the French bemg invited to join the Marathas against 
Tipu To avert this was the immediate object of Biitish policy, and the 
method was to hold out^g, promise to aid the Marathas “in a certam Case” 
which, as Macpherson’s government believed, was “most unlikely to 
happen” They imagined that “the mere Rumours” of their mterference 
“might operate to the Credit and Advantage of the Maratta State” 
without injuring then relations with Tipu The Governoi General in 
Council m fact wanted to gain time and by holdmg the Maiathas under 
hope of assistance sought to keep the French in isolation 

Oomioallis opposed to assistance policy Loid Cornwallis on his 
arrival m September 1786 opposed Macpherson’s pohcy of restricted 
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aaaistanoe He wished to be quite straightforward in hU dealings and to 
adhere to the principle laid down by the India Act of 1784 hia liord 
ships attention is specially drawn said a letter of 11 Norember 1786 
' to the promise made to the Uahratta State of an aid of Troops from 
Bombay H1« Lordship was drtnly persuaded that the measure proceeded 
from the warmest anxiety for the Pnblio Good bnt his opmions( )are 
decidedly against a continnance of it He therefore proposed the 
letter added, * that we should avail ourselves of the opportunity afforded 
by the change of (Jo vemment to draw a dlstmot line for our future Con- 
duct and that a Letter should be written to the Peahwa which should 
notify to him our resolutions to soapend all negoclation for granting an 
AM of Troops which could not be earned mto execution consistently with 
the rules preaenbod for his Lordship a Conduct 

A letter was accordingly addressed to the Peahwa But as it was 
apprehended that the Prenoh might take advantage of the annoyance 
likely to be caused by on open declaration of neutrahty, Malet was autho- 
rised to use discretion, if necessary In delaying the dehvery of that letter ** 
But this discretion was to be exerdsed in a manner consistent with the 
determined poboy of government to pursue stnotly the line of neutrality 
O^rnwoUif mode it clear that he did not want to continue a policy which 
might either cause suspidon about the integrity of Bntlsb mtontJon or 
embroil tho Company in a war with the country powers. 

In relation to Slndia, ComwaUls adopted a similar policy of 
frunkness which was designed to restram his ambition to occupy the 
territories of chiefs and ^irdars friendly to the Company s Qo’vommont. 
Anderson was accordingly outhorlsed to order the march of a British 
detachment from tho Vaxir s dominion in order to stop tho movement of 
Slndia s troops then operating near the Boab Much oj wo must 
lament , wrote (Jovemment * the necessity of being obliged to take any 
step tending to cool tho Friendship or oven to lessen tho appearance of 
Harmony between this (Jovemment and Mahajeo Slndia every other 
considcratiou ^vas to bo sacrificed to that of tho Honor of this Govern 
ment and tho Protection and safety of Its Allies 

Olhtr Couniry Poictra 

Uydtrabad Of tho other country powers the Nliam of Hyderabad 
occupied o leading position His rolotloiis with tho Company continued 
to bo fnoudly tho main subject of discussion bolog tho ptthlash or 
tribute payable to him on account of tho Northern Qrcars, 

Under tho treaty of 1700 as revised In 1703 tho Northern Clrcars 
bad been transferred to tho Company on payment of an annual tribute 

8L Secret Lcltcr 10 Cctut para. 11 (No SO) 
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of nine lakhs of rupees Of the five Circars so ceded by treaty, however, 
only four came mto the actual possession of the Company’s Government 
The Circar of Gimtur remained under Basal at Jang, the brother of Nizam 
All Khan, during his lifetime 

On the outbreak of war with Krance in 1778 the Government of Madras 
took possession of Guntur and transferred it on lease to the Nawab of Arcot. 
The superior Government of Bengal regarded this conduct and measure as 
both unjust and impolitic Besides breakmg the treaty, this act of the 
Madras Governor offended the feelings of the Nizam at an hour when his 
sympathy and fnendship was most needed. Hence, they ordered the 
immediate restoration of Guntur to Basalat Jang Their orders, however, 
remained unexecuted till the opemng of the second Mysore war m 1780 It 
was then restored without grace under the force of adverse circumstances 

On the death of Basalat Jang in October 1782, the Circar of 
Guntur passed directly mto the hands of the Nizam With the 
establishment of peace in 1784 arose the question of liqmdating the 
arrears of tribute for the Northern Circars held by the Company. Richard 
Johnson, who was appointed Resident at Hyderabad, was asked to settle 
the arrears with the Nizam by securing an adjustment of the revenues 
of the Guntur Circar Johnson’s pohtical task consisted in a careful 
handhng of the conflicting interests of the southern states without givmg 
an assurance of aid to any of them His failure in the proper execution 
of hi3 trust, however, led to his removal from Hyderabad which was 
placed under Mai et’s charge on his appomtment to Poona. 

The adjustment of accounts with the Nizam thus remained suspended 
till it was reopened by Cornwallis on his arrival m September 1786 He 
then recommended that the arrears of tribute should be set off against 
the revenue proceeds of Guntur which of right had devolved on the 
Company after the death of Basalat Jang This mutual adjustment of 
accounts cancelled all the old arrears and demands of the Nizam 

The settlement of accounts was followed by a consideration of the 
desirability or otherwise of obtaimng from the Nizam the possession of 
Guntur Although pohtically expedient, the proposition was not thought 
to be economically sound, because the conquest of Adorn by Tipu had 
rendered the approach to Guntur vulnerable Any measure of defence, 
besides involving additional expense, had the risk of being viewed with 
jealousy which might lead to hostility The idea of laying claim to it was 
therefore given up for some time 

Oudh Asafud-Daulah, the Vazir of Oudh, was a friend and 
supporter of the Company’s mterest Apart from the affair of the Begums 
of Oudh his relations with English Government related chiefly to tha 
payment of subsidies for the mamtenance of British troops and the 
adjustment of certam accounts left mcomplete by Resident Bristow who 
Was recalled at the mstance of the Governor General.

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On 17 Febniary 1784 Warren Hastings left for Lncknow ^rhere ha 
stayed well over seven months in settling the Company’s affairs with 
the Vanr The Governor General showed conmderabon for hla vieirs and 
recommended to the Connoil certain deductions to be made m hla subsidies 
for troops But as an additional detachment was kept employed m bis 
behalf to prevent the Inoursiona of the Sikhs on the north western frontiers 
of his terntones, no deductions could in effect be made A few regulations 
were however eatablished to remove corruption m the supply of stores 
and provisions to British troopo stationed in the Vozlr a dominion. On 
Cornwallis’s arrival the Vazir expressed a wish to visit Calcutta The 
Governor General extended his approval and ordered suitable preparations 
to be made to oocord him a reception befitting bia digmty and honour 

J)elk% The policy of the Company s Government towards Shah 
Alam the Emperor of Delhi was considerably influenced by Sindia who 
had complete control over his person Dnnng Hastings s stay at Luc- 
know a proposal was made by Major Browne Resident at Delhi to 
conclude treaty relations with the Emperor Bat the Governor General 
rejected the suggestion mainly on two grounds In the first place, it was 
full of uncertainty in view of the shifty character of the palace pohtJca and 
secondly it Imd the nak of being viewed with snspicion by Sindla 

Pnnee Jawan Bakht was however received inth honour and given 
shelter at Lucknow on his flight &om his father e palace at Delhi The 
prince s person too had a value and it was considered wise to extend 
lilm protection lest ho should throw himself into the hands of the 
Company s enemies who might use him to tboir oivn advantage When 
ComwalUi came as Governor Qoneral Jawron Bakht ozproasod his desiro 
to visit Calcutta but he was not allowed to proceed beyond Benares 

It is clear that in all these negotiations ond relations- with the 
country powers the English Company is airaro of the now position it is 
taking up on tbo Indian poHUcol stage The policy enunciated from 
London is observed Peace is important the avoiding of commitments 
IS important the winning of time is important But to see what use was 
being mode of the time that had been won wo must turn to the internal 
policy of the Compan>

Yfcrsil/y for rclrinc)\mtnt ^Illitor^ operations in India had caused 
a coniidcrable increase of expense ood an enlargement of staff and 
with the termination of the war it was inevitable tlmt an attempt should 
bo made to reduce them to a pence footing 

Final cial d\atr<s4 The serious crkli of 1781 had led to the 
doifletiun of the Comjiaa^ s treasuries at Bomba^ lort St George and 
oven at fort \\ illiam The amount of ^Iilitnr} DiaburumcnU obtir 
ved a letter of -15 Marcli 1785 gn.atl\ exceeded the net rivcnucs under 
the prr*lJenc} of Fort William From the 'Vear 17H1 to this jM^riod, ' 
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the letter added, “it must appear at first sight extraordmary how 
Resources could be provided equal to the Amount of your Expenditures 
when the actual Military Expence of each of your Presidencies withm 
that period, mdependently of every other Expence, amounted to perhaps 
double the Nett produce of all your Revenues m India” 

Earlier, m the same letter of 25 March, 1785, it was pomted out 
that “the Amount of unsatisfied Demands upon the Treasury of Bengal, 
and for which Treasury or Exchequer Orders have been already issued, was 
on the 1st of last month [February 1785] 139 Lacks of Rupees, exclusive of 
your Bonded Debt, and without mcluding all the arrears to your Army 

This position not only drew attention to the need for an overhaul 
of the administration, but also, m fact, contributed to the termmation of 
the war itself One of the prmcipal considerations which guided the 
members of the Madras Government and later the Supreme Government 
in their decision to negotiate peace was the threat of bankruptcy. 

Once peace was concluded with Tipu Sultan m March 1784, the 
task of retrenchment soon engaged the full attention of government. As 
early as 5 July 1784, they held out an assurance of economy to the Court 
of Directors, but it was not until January 1786, however, that retrench- 
ment was first begun in' earnest 

The increased bulk of the administrative estabhshment had been 
a consequence not only of war but also of the want of a properly co-or- 
dinated policy Appointments and promotions, for example, had been 
granted on no fixed principles This problem therefore necessitated a 
thorough investigation mto the nature and history of the various 
departments which had sprung up mainly since the year 1776.®® 

Difficulty of ret) enchmint The difficulty and delicacy of the task 
facing government is clearly discermble in the introductory remarks of 
their letter of 31 January 1785 “To wave [sic] the motives of personal 
Regard and private Friendship”, they said, “is the greatest Tax upon the 
Sensibility of the Mind but the Task imposed on us by your Injunctions 
and your Interests have compelled us to suppress these Consideiations, and 
to umte m the piosecution of a Plan of Retrenchment and Reform by 
which the Sacied Pledge of your Credit was to be redeemed 

Objects in vieio The objects which declaredly claimed the atten- 
tion of government were two “the Interest of the Public and the 
Situation of Individuals, The foimei was to be consulted by reducing 
the Exponces of every Department, without Favoi or Partiahty within 
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the Strictest Limlta of Oaoonomy and the latter snggeated the necessity 
of providing for the Intereata of those who might suffer by our Arrange- 
ments 

Pnnctples of rdrenchmmt The Governor General m Council there- 
for© laid down guiding prmcaplea The retrenchment waa to affect aH 
departments dismissed officers were to be compensated^ salaries were 
to be adjusted aooording to scale and no further recrmtment was to take 
place before 1787 

Otml The departments to be scrutinised were clasaiBed broadly 
as civil and mihtory The civil establishment comprised departments 
(Pubho and Secret) immediately appertaining to the Supreme Council, 
Inoludmg the Committee of Accounts and the Aooonntant General the 
Qvil Paymaster and the Compiler of Standing Orders. The possibility of 
economy here waa limited. 

Rivtnue The Committee of Revenne and the ooUeotors subordinate 
to it formed a oonsldemble eetabliahment It was assisted by the KhaUa 
with the Rax Rayarx and the Chief Dxwan at Its bead It had its own 
accountant general and a preparer of reports who oo-ordinated the 
functions of the oommittee with the Governor General in Council In their 
Hevenoo Department which first been established in 1773 when the 
Company took over the direct adndniatration of revenue in the provinces 
of Bengal Bihar and Oriaao. As revenue constituted the pnmory function 
of tho grant of Dixoanx in 1765 most of the civil branches of administration 
such as justico and police belonged to it Within this department also 
wore included the management of salt customs and opium pulbandx 
or embankment and inxishahra or the allowance payable to samxndara 
removed from their estates. 

Commfjca The Deportment of Commerce was also substantial In 
size It was managed by the Board of Trade setup m 1774 Though 
by nature diatlnct from, tho civil functions of govoramont a line of 
demarcation ^nt remained to bo drawn to dlstjuguish tho commercial 
from tho purely civil semco 

Economy In tho IliUtary Department had to bo approached with 
caution Moreover tho Court of Directors bad tholr own plans for a 
pcaco-timo military establishment which hod to bo token mto account 

Committee of Revenue On account of its great bulk tho Revenue 
Department absorbed tho first attention of Government Tho Committee 
of Revenue consisted of four covenanted servants who were entrusted 
with tho charge and management of all public rcNonuca, The salones of 
the Committee arose from commission on collections They drew one 
per cent upon tho not Collections In general and an additional sum 
upon that part of tho Collections mode Iluszoory, or under tholr own 
Immediate Control ** Under this arrangemeut tho commission of the 
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President of the Committee amounted in 1784 to dUa. rupees 90.604 and 
that of each of the members of the Committee to rupe^ 75,420.»‘ 

The commission was reduced so that the President and each 
should draw a sum not exceedmg rupees 60,000 per annum respective y 
The Committee itself was charged with the responsibility of reducmg i s 

subordinate establishments 

Gollecto) ships Not much thought seems to have been given y 
the Governor General to reducmg the collectorships, but they were cut 
down Two of the five districts m Bihar were abolished, and fom o± the 
Bengal districts were reduced on account of their nearness to Calcutta. 

Another district was annexed to Murshidabad 

Courts of justice Three of the courts of adalat, too were 

ordered to be abolished two in Bengal and one in Bihar. In ^enga 
the jurisdiction of the court at Bajhat was divided between Murshidabad 
and Burdwan, and that at Sultan Ushun (Sultanse) was annexed party 
by the collectorship of Sylhet and partly by the court of justice at Dacca 
In Bihar, the court at Mehsi was transferred to the juris c ion o e 
judge of adalat at Darbhanga Certain reductions were made in the 
salaries of the examiner and reporter of appeals to the Sadi Dmam 
Adalat The Supreme Court of Judicature, however, was not affec e y 
any of such measures of retrenchment, because its estabhshment was 
regulated by the act of Parhament and could not be altered without its 
previous sanction Only a few changes were made in the sa anes an 
of the Company’s law officers who served in that court. 

SaU and grain The commission enjoyed by the salt agency was 
reduced from 10 to 5 per cent, and the Board of Customs an 
Committee which regulated the sale and price of gram were a o is e , 
their function bemg taken over by the Comnuttee of Bevenue 

Total retrenchment in revenue establishment The Court o irec 
tors advised m their letter of 11 April, 1786, that the entire revwme 
estabhshment should be kept within a limit of 72 lakhs of rupees 
mcluded the charges of collection, allowances to zamindars, the expends 
of the courts of justice and stipends to the Nawab and his mimsters. n 
28 February 1786, the Governor General m Council rephed that the sum 
yet remaimng to be reduced amounted to rupees 6,94,198 above t e 
prescribed limit of 72 lakhs In spite of the assurance earher he ou 
by the Committee of Bevenue and the Accountant General to the Bevenue 
Department, the ideal could not be reached and the sum so outstan iOq 
remamed unreduced But nonetheless, a considerable reduction a 
been made m the expenses of this Department which before the intro uc 

tion of the measure amounted to over 95 lakhs. 

Civil establishment Macpherson’s government contemplated e 
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retrenohment of the civil establishment by a nnlon of the Secret and 
Pnbho Departments under a single Secretary But the plan remained 
abortive Some reduction however waa made by the abohtion of the 
office of the Compiler of Stondmg Orders and the Committee of Accounts 
Only the President of the Committee continoed to function with the object 
of bringing the arrears up to date In the execution of hu duties he was 
to be aided by Secretary in the Department of Inspection who was 
allowed to retain his aasiatanta ••

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Liquidation of bonded debts The general financial position of the 
Company’s Government was most unsatisfactory The revenue resources 
were found to be inadequate for the liquidation of the Company’s bonded 
debts, and in March 1785, a deficiency in the income and expenditure 
account of current rupees 1,19,01,433-11-11 was reported According to 
Macpherson’s calculation the paj-ment of the current arrears of pay was 
expected to consume for three years the entire surplus proceeding from 
territorial revenues He therefore proposed a separate plan for the 
liquidation of the Company’s bonded debts in India The primary object 
of the plan was to secure the payment of interest which was estimated as 
amounting aimually to no less than forty lakhs of rupees “If tins sum 
were employed in a well-sclcctcd investment”, observed Maepherson, “in 
addition to that oidoicd by the Company, and the interest of the bonded 
debt V as made payable in England at 5 pei cent, I am confident that with 
piopei caie and selection of the goods the amount of sales in England 
would discharge not only the 5 per cent inteiest, but gradually liqmdate 
the principal of the debt itself While explaining the benefit of his 
proposed plan in his imnuto ol 9 April, 1785, he added that “an addition of 
certain proportions of the piincipal to enlarge the investments, and pro- 
vide for the sales in Europe according to the demand of the market would 
m a few years secure the dischaigo of the whole bonded debt, the arrear 
debt would at the same time bo extinguished by the application of the 
surplus territorial revenue to its liquidation The Company’s paper in 
India instead of being depreciated at its present late would rise imme- 
diately upon the adoption of such a plan nearly to par, and stop that fatal 
evil which smks the Company in debt at Bombay accumulatmg every day 
m propoition as a discount of 70 per cent lenders their bond meffectual to 
relieve then absolute wants ” 

The idea of paying interest in England on loans contracted in India 
had arisen from the fact that most of the bonded and current debts in India 
were meurred either by the Company’s servants or British subjects 
connected with their commerce, or by Indians living under the Company’s 
protection In fact, the idea of a bonded debt investment was borrowed 
from what was known as the subscription investment of 1781/82, when 
government had drawn bills upon the Company at home to purchase an 
mvestment of that description ^2 

As we have seen, the home authorities of the Company were equally 
concerned to reduce the Indian debt, and Macpherson’s proposal was met 
by a plan laid down m London which sought to transfer a considerable 
part of the debt to London This was duly achieved but in the process 
the London government itself suffered grave financial embarrassment, and 
was m turn weakened m its relations with the State 

From the above account the severity of the Company’s financial phght

2 The following Signal Is established to be made by the Command 
ers of our returning Ships m 1783 for rendering themselves known to the 
Governor of St, Helena of ^hich you ore to give a Copy to the Command 
ers of such of our Ships as have been dispatched before the present year 
vixt.

IS moderately high with white cliffs, along Its South Coast, for a great way 
to the Westward The Point itself very much resembhng the South 
Foreland 

In coming mto this Strait from the Southward it is best to keep 
nearest the Lombock shoai wheie you will sooner get mto Soundings and 
nvkch better [symbol] ground than on the Sumbawa Shoai , which we found 
rocky and steep to, all tin o’ the Strait 

When the SE Point of Lombock beais WNW and the SW Point of 
Sumbawa SEbS you will then have ground between 64 and 70 fath 
Coarse Sand and Coial distance off the Lombock Shoar 2^ or 3 miles, 
where, m case of its falhng [calm], or the Tide setting against you, you 
may come to, with a Kedge or light Anchor very fine holding ground 
There are Soundings a httle faither to the Southward and more over

There lyes off the pitch of the Point of Lombock a small Rock above 
ivater, not unhke a high Canoe without a sail, distant from the Main about 
a mile When you come to round the Point you will then open a veiy 
fine deep Bay, which shaU caU Lombock Bay*, m It good [symbol] giound 
and well sheltered from the Southerly Winds, which we found to blow very 
stiong thro’ the day, settmg m with it a very strong Tide The soundings 
aie regular from 55 gradually decreasmg, as you approach the N part 
of the Bay Lombock Shoar, to any depth of ivater you please, fine stiff 
sandy bottom, havmg 5 fath two cables length from the Rocks, which 
extend along shoar, for several miles, to the Noithwaid and Southward of 
Bally Town , They are mostly dry at low water and distant from the 
Beach about two cables length Inside of them is a fine sandy bottom,

A Few wrords concerning the Monsoons may perhaps be necessary to moke

xchat is unknown to any I will repeat wJuit is suffcxailly well known to all 
altho I mean to convey only a general idea of the Winds m the Indian Stas 
From April to October the South West Winds blow in North-Latitude^ 
and the South East Winds in South-Latitude, 

From October to April the North East Winds blow in North Latitude 
and the North-West Winds In South Latitude 

The exact period of the Change of the Monsoon is not the same m all 
Places nor is the diredion of the Winds Prcoiselj 2\ortkEadi and North 
West at one season or South East and South West at the other but it is 
only necessary to bear in mmd the General Rule and not the particular ex 
coptioos to that Role altho they are many 

On this Qenortd Principle that the Monsoons ore Westerly on One side

It is always to be remembered that the Pitt’s Passage is a very 
circmtous Navigation from India to China, and therefore must take up a 
long time m the most favourable circumstances, and for that leason, even a 
tedious passage, m the more Westeiifi paits, may carry a Ship ^Soo'/ie} to 
Chma from India, than a quick passage by the Pitt’s Strait , I do not believe 
a Ship will get to China, by the Pitt’s Passage, from the Coast of Coro- 
mandel, m much less than four months at the most favourable Season, and 
the later she sails after the beginmng of October the longer will the 
Passage be. 

Vessels cannot go by the Pitt’s Passage earher than October, at 
soonest, It is therefore useless for a Ship intended to go that Passage to be 
to the Eastward of Java sooner than October 

The Western Passage is scarcely eligible under any circumstance for 
Ships bound to Chma, unless for those passing the Strait of Malacca or the 
Strait of Sunda 

Ships by the Western Passage gettmg mto the Chma Sea from May 
to Octohei , havmg the SW Monsoon in their favour, have nothing to consi- 
der but security against an Enemy, and the dangers m the China Sea out 
of the common rout 

In my opmion there is very little probability that a Ship will save her 
Passage to Canton, in the usual Course by Poolo* Sapata, unless she is 
past that Island by the middle of October , for, whenever the NE winds set 
m. They blow with such violence there and brmg so great a Sea from the 
NE, that a Ship will make no hand of it, so long as she contmues m the 
Funnel, made by the Coast of Chma and the Phihpmas and the middle 
part of the Chma Sea, called Karang-Bander, is so full of Shoals that a 
Ship cannot with any safety stand to the Eastwat d till past the Latitude 
of 12° N 

I am peisuaded a Ship may get to Chma by the West Coast of Pala- 
wan any tune before the middle of December I came down that Coast from 
the Northward m December 1761, it is evident by my log, that the Wmds 
were such, that I could with as little, or less, difiSculty have gone to the 
No? at that Season In all such Passages, however.

On makmg the Chain of Islands to the Eastwaid of Java, t , 
every Ship ought to get out her Longboat, and with tins precaution she my 
stand mto the Strait of Macassar, on the most duect Course accor g o 
the Strait by which she passes thro’ the Cham of Islands to the Eastwar

As our Ships, during the War, must run the gauntlet thro e 
quented Seas, it is highly expedient for them to have then ng oa s 
properly eqmpped, and if their bottoms were coppered it would be o very

Ships peasmg the Strait of ^Facawr iiom Jane to September ore not 
obhged to go thro the Sooloo Seaa and the Philipinoa 

They may go by TJnsang and from thence olong the NS Coasi of 
Borneo, Passing mto the China Sea between Borneo and Palawom Or 

They may go to the BaMicard of aU the Philipinaa standing thro’ 
between Celebes and Magindanao 

In the same season, from June to September or later Ships bound 
for China instead of the Strait of hlocosaar may pass to the J^os^trard of 
Celebes, and go either totih%n or lotthoiU the Phjhpmas There is no donbt 
of reaching Canton from the Boshees In the /SIF Monsoon os the Winds 
there ore frequently South Easitriy at that Season Ships, mtending to go 
the Celebes Passage may go even to the East of Timor if they can 
wtalher that Island 

Ships later than September should consider that the Eastern Monsoon 
is coming on In North LaXxtuds and therefore, after the Poxni 

of Celebes take every opportunity to get to the Easticard 

By the SuxiUow s log in November and part of December 1767 m the 
Strait of ^lacassor the NWtsttrly wind were not then set in So that Ships 
got into 6* 8 * Latitude in November ought to push up to the Nortkxcard 
bocaose if they can get up between Cebbes and Borneo they will save 
much time oven If they should be unabb to get to tho Norilucard of 
Magindanao and in cose the ^Vuul takes them short between Celebes and 
Borneo they can only lose a few days in running back, to go tho Pitts Pas- 
sage However after the beginning of December Ships in tho Strait 
^lacassar should not attempt to heat to the Norihxcard but in cose of meet- 
ing with Norihtrly 11 \nds immediately bear avay for the Pitts Passage 

In passing to the Easlxcard of Celebes, the same rule is to be observed 
as in the Stmit of Macassar rw, immcdbtdy to bear away for tho Pitts 
Passago on meeting the ^Vlad8 from the Northward after tho beginning of 
December 

Towards the end of the year the Passage on tho East of Cebbes has 
an ad\ antago o\ cr tho Strait of Macassar being so far as a Ship can got 
part of her direct course by the Pitts Passage whereas If sho docs not 
succeed in getting thro the Strait of Macassar all that sho goes that rout 
is out of her way must be run back in case of being at lost obliged to 
go tho PitU Passage 

Ships not arriving at tho Chain of Islands to the Easluordoi Java 
before the \ U csUrly Monsoon is set in, so that they cannot get into tho 
btrait of Macassar have no altemativo They miui go the PitU Passage 

Of the BtU Fasugo 

By tho Phu PassagD, as before observed, b to be understood not prt^ 
ciscly iho Fosju^ puisuod by tho Put but any i'uuugs to Chiai, rflbcbjl by 
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taking advantage of the conti ary Monsoons blowing on differ ent sides of the 
Equator 

Two very impoitant cautions are particularly enforced on those who 
pursue the Pitts Passage which I mention here as they seem to me of the 
most essential consequence 

1st That fiom the aSIP Point of Celebes to the Strait of Salayer is 
not above half the distance that it is described to be m the ancient Charts , 
This was very neai fatal to the Pitt and to several others of the Ships 

2d In passmg to the Eastwaid of Boeton it is veiy necessary to keep 
well to the Noithwaid to make sure of weathering Bouro neglectmg this 
occasioned considerable loss of time to the Ponsborne, and the Revenge theie- 
by fell to leewai d of Bouro and was obhged to pass to the South of that 
Island Capt Boswald in the Cuddalore 1765 says “theie is a stiong 
cun ent setting to the Noithwaid along the Boeton shoar, and no danger, 
being a bold shoar ” 

The Passage is much longei thro’ the Strait of Boeton than to the 
Eastnaid of Boeton, the difference of Time between Cabyna and Wawony, 
from losing sight of one Island to the losing sight of the other, by 
passmg to the Eastivaid of Boeton or thro’ the Stiait, bemg no less than 
seventeen days, on an average, and most of the Ships that have passed thro’ 
the Stiait have been considerably more than 17 Days longer than those 
which went without Boeton 

Most of the Ships which have gone the Pitts Passage wenr thro’ the 
Strait of Salayer, but the Chosvenor m 1762, and British-King 1770, passed 
to the South of Salayer, as did the Flying-Eagle, on her return from Baber 
1672, and the Jane in the passage to and from Timor 1706 

It must be remembered that the whole of the Pitts Passage is thio’ 
the Chain of Dutch Islands, and consequently that any delays may be 
attended with fatal consequences, m giving them time to collect a force, 
and therefore that the utmost dispatch should be used in gettmg thro’. 

I am confident Ships sailmg from Europe m June would arrive soonei 
in Chma by Cape Horne than by the Cape of Good Hope, and that passage 
must be much safer as well as more expeditious 

Of the Passage from Chma 

As there can be no use m appomtmg from Europe what Passage the 
homeward bound China-Ships should come, I conceive T/iai should be left 
entirely to the Supra Cargoes at Canton, accoidmg to the time the Ships 
sail from Chma or the Intelhgence they may have received At the same 
time it*may be proper for The Court of Directors to forbid ceitam Passages 

Ships passmg frequently by the same Rout m tune of war rim great 
nsk of bemg mtercepted by an Enemy , but if a variety of Routs are used, 
aU the passages cannot be blocked up, and therefore it is not likely for an 
Enemy to station Crmzers m any of the Stiaits However if different Routs 
approach neai ly to one point, the intent of gomg unfrequented passages is 
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frustxated bocanBe Cruirera by taking their Station off that om poxnl ^rill 
be almost certom of Sncceas 

During the last ^va^ all Ships passing the Canmata Passage either by 
the Strait of BaJJy or of Lombock, made Po WaTvoor (or j4ro as it i 
oommonly called) which being also m the course of Shipe passing the Strait 
of Malacca or of Sunda Cruizers off Wawoor \7onld have mtercepted 
equally the Ships passing by the Strait of Malacca or of Sunda of Bally or 
of Lombock Ships pasamg mdiacniuinately thro the Strait of Bally or of 
Lombock went to Samanap on 3Iadiua so that Cruizers stationed m that 
neighhonrhood would have equoUj mtercepted Ships paaamg by the Strait 
of Bally or of Lombock and oonsequontly there was no vandy of ifoui by 
changing the Strait 

It should bo a particoiar mjunoUon to avoid any commo/* Poj;d and 
that every dtffertni Passayt ahoold be different thro the ichole of U and 
particularly that no Ship during war should pass to the Weeiicard of the 
Annmbaa lest there should bo Cruizers off Wawoor 

Ships itfiiling from China in October are hable to meet with very 
bad weather I therefore suppose no Ship to leave Canton before November 
In November it is best for ships to como tbo innarpoAwpc botircon 
the Paracels and the Coast of Cochin China after paasmg Macao instead 
of runuiug out to Sea they ought to keep under the Ue of Montania 
Kalong &o whereby they wii! avoid the bad weather and great Sea which 
Ships sailing early meet with after leaving the Ladrom ^Vhon past St 
John s they must haul to the Soxitkteard to got into tbo Latitude of the 
Soxiih part of Homan They may expect strong Currents setting to tho 
Westward which rnnkna it necessary to got well to the fiouMifard after 
possiug St. John a 

From Po Cear de Alar they must stand to the Southward for tho 
Natunas keeping a good look out particularly for tho Shoals laid down 
frem tho Portuguese Charts In this track tbo^ will have Soundings all the 
way and wlicn tho Isavlgaton is well practised tfio depths will giudo them 
in failing in with tbo Natunas and Anambas 

Tho> must avoid approaching Po SapataorPo Condor 
When post tho latitude of 7 N it may bo proper to stand to tho 
S E uvrd if tlio> mean to go to tho EasJtrard of tho Natunas but they 
maj pass between tbo Natunas and tbo Northern Auambos which passage 
vros pursued tho Jd fleet from China last ^car it is probable that 
Ships ma> po^s not onl> thro tbo guts botween tbo Clusters of Islands but 
thro omongkt any of tho Islands us there is good anchoring ground in tho 
whole space from ^lala^'a to Borneo 

In all thoho unfrequented beos bbips should got their Longboats out 
os soon os tho weather will admit and keep tbo hod coiutontl^ going m) 
procticQ wu to keep a mao ulwsjs in tho Chahis with a Aam/JiaJ for, as 
Corel i2uni:j aro geuemll^ of hsmil extent u Ship may bav u no vrorning 
from tho deepscadead hi tbcao pdt^gts no Ship shouid la tho night 
cony moro sail than tho con bear upon a wind axul should exactly follow 
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one another ,* in the day spreading for observation , and keeping a Man at 
the mast-liead to attend to the colon) of the nate) by which shoals or lochs 
will be distinguishable fiom an elevation 

The great discordance of the Log Reckoning of Ships which have 
gone these Passages makes it impossible to lay down their various Soundings 
with any precision, and as the Ships in general have neglected to follow the 
instructions on that head, It is requisite that a 'positive oidei be given that 
the beaiings and distance of the Commodore should be marked regularly m 
the Log at least eveiy Noon, Suniise and Sunset and each ship m like 
manner by the Commodoie, by Signal 

In December, I would lecommend the same general track as m Novem- 
ber in both months Ships passing at option any of the Channels between the 
East Coast of Malaya and Borneo, except to the Westivaid of the Anambas 
The Caiimata Passage should be diversified, for if Ships constantly 
pass to the Westicaid of Souroutou and Carimala, that would become a pro- 
bable station for Cruizers , I think it veiy likely that Ships may pass along 
the Coast of Borneo, but of this I do not know an example , The East side 
of Bihton IS too much encumbeied with Shoals to make it an ehgible 
passage, till accurately and minutely exammed There is therefore no 
other alternative but the Chaimels to the W estiva) d of Biliton, and the 
difference of a few days sail is no object in such passages, wheie security 
against an Enemy is the first consideration 

InJanuaiy, Ships coming from Canton may at will pass ivithin or 
without the Paracels , avoiding, as well as in the former months, Sapata and 
Condor 

I do not thmk Ships intended to go tin o’ any of the Straits to the 
Eastward of Java, and sailing from Canton after the beginning of Februaiy, 
ought to pass to the Westward of Borneo , because the Easterly Wmds may 
set m before they reach the Straits and retard them very much 

Ships leaving Canton after the end of December may come the Sooloo 
Passage , They ought to go out to the Eastward of Lantao, and keep well 
to windward m passing the China Sea , but I do not think it absolutely 
necessary to make the Coast of Luzon or Lukonia , if they fall m with the 
No part of Mindoro it will be sufficient , Their Course is then down the 
W. Coasts of Mmdoro, Panay, Negros and Magindanao. 

It is to be Noted that there is a Strong current, almost at all times^ 
setting to the wesiwa)d between Negros and Magindanao This was very 
near being the loss of the Ealmouth Man-of-war m the beginning of May 
1764, for they were carried amongst the Cagayanes, which are surrounded 
With Shoals that are steep to without soundmgs, at the same time we, in the 
Revenge, were earned 79’ to the westward between losing sight of the So^ 
Point of Negros and makmg the West Coast of Magmdanao 

Ships may water at Maloza Bay on Basseelan, or at Sooloo , if water 

* Capt Clctncnts was the first Commodore whom I find to have practised this 
rule, altho’ as it reduces the risk to one Ship the propriety of it might have been 
supposed self-evident. 
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alone is 'wanted, I think the former most eligible because they may stand 
out to the jSou/hicard of Boaseelon and get at once clear of the Islands 
Sooloo IS a much better Place for Provisions and Ke&eshments, but unless 
the Passage irom China has been very tedious, I suppose it will not bo re- 
quiBito to stop at either 

Leaving the Sooloo Archipelago Ships may pass to the tctstuxird of 
Celebes thro the Strait of ^Jacassor or to the Easiicard of Celebes If laie 
in the Season the Last appears most eligible os Ships will then be to W\nd~ 
xcard in case the Easterly lands set in before they ore clear of oil the 
Eastern Islands I have some Fnneh Journals thro this Passage but 
Dampxer s is the only English Voyage I recollect on the East Coast of Cele- 
bes It is proper hero to take notice that Dumpier s MS preserved in the 
Bniish JJuseum is most essentially different from the printed account of hia 
Voyage 

I think exiher of the Eastern Passages is practicable for Ships leaving 
Canton In the beginning of April but Utter than this time Ships most go the 
Pitt 8 Passage Whatever the Bout bo Apnl and 2Iay are months when 
a tedious passage must bo expected. 

Ships coming home the Pitts Passage should not stand to the EasUcard 
thro the Lomas but Souihicard from the Ladron that they may pass to the 
Southward of all the Bashces and Babuyanes and then stand to the SEicard 
under the lee of the East Coast of Luzon whereby they will have smooth 
water and escapo those violent gales and the bad ucatber which will bo 
met with firthcr off at the same time it must not bo nnderstood that I 
recommend to keep in sight of the East Coast of Luzon \yheD passed Cape 
Splrito Sonto tbe> may then stand awa> to the Eastxcard to get as for to 
windward os Is requisite for their purpose in passing The Strait 

I do not think an^ Ship should attempt the Pitt s Passage that con 
not sail from China m August at the latest in such case they had better 
ro main in China till Isovcmbcr Ships coming homo the Pitts Passage 
late in the Season must bear in mind that mnds ora coming on to the 
South of the Lino and therefore that they must not go too for to the 
Eashcard lest theso winds set in before they get thro the Eastern 
Islands 

The Choice of the Strait through the Islands to the Eastward of 
Java ought to bo left very much discretional whatever passage U pursued 
thither 

The Ist or Strait of Bally having a Dutch Settlement is not 
eligible 

2d The Strait of Lombock has been passed by man> of our 
Ships but in COSO of soiag thro it Samonap on Madura should bo 
avoided 

Neither the /^lojhis of Ball^ or Lombock havo any Dutch EhtablUh 
mmt upon them Both havo abundance of Provlvions and the fuu* Lnglldi 
Ships that have touched at either havo Utnci\Ul^ treated but great 
cauUon ehouU to lud neither to glvoofllncour pbco imj Iiut coulldcnce 
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The Bay at the NE End of Bally, or Karang Assam'^ as I suppose it to be, 
IS conveniently situated to stop at, in the homeward bound Passage, when 
the NWesterly Winds prevail 

3d The Stiait of Allas , I have the joui-nal of a Piench Vessell that 
passed It m 1770, and the Vansittart got uatei and refreshments th&vQ m 
1780 The Chait of this Strait made by Mr George Robertson 4th mate 
of the Vansittart ought to lecommend him very much to the attention of 
The Company , if every Officer shewed an equal assiduity The Hydro- 
graphy of the Eastern Seas would soon be compleat 

It may not be amiss to take notice that in the General Chart m 
Herbert's Diiectoi'y, The Strait of Lombock is called Bally , and the Strait 
of Allas, called Lombock. 

4th The Strait of Sapy, which has the advantage of being shorter 
than Either of Those already mentioned, is pretty well known, but as the 
Dutch Resident at Beema may impede the supply of Provisions, This is 
not ehgible m a Dutch War. 

6th The Strait of Comodo or Mangerye between Comodo and Elores 
or Mangerye I am not acquamted with any Ship havmg passed this 
Strait 

The gieat discordancy m the names ascribed to the Islands, which lye 
to the East of Mangerye, Ende, or Flores, called sometimes Solor and 
Oende, by the Portuguese, introduces great confusion, I have always 
adopted the Native Names m preference to error of however long-standmg,"^* 
but. Ignorant what are the Native Names, it seems necessary to distmguish 
these Islands accordmg to their situation, and to note the different names 
given by the different Charts or Journals 

Immediately to the East of Mangerye lye Two Islands , Capt Pinnell 
says, The Southmost Island is called by the natives Lomboya, He calls it 
Frederick Hendrick, it is called Solor, Soloor, and Zolor m the Dutch 
Charts, it is named Lamaquera, Lamazuera and sometimes Sollcn, or Solor o 
velho by the Portuguese The Northmost Island is called by Capt Pmnell 
Adavara Lamala, it is named Serhite, Adenare, Addenar, and Adenara m the 
Dutch Charts, Sabraon m the Portuguese Charts, and Adonara by Piementel 

The Dutch call the Channel between these two Islands the Strait of 

Solor 

The Channel between the Southmost Island and Mangerye, Some Dutch 
Charts call the Strait of Lobetobie, others the Gut of Floris and otheis 
the Gut of Congor The Portuguese name It the Boque of Labatovie, and 


•ojVi Forrest’s View, and the Mem of the Bearings at [symbol] in the Boneta 
wnich ^ commanded, totally disagree, the first making the Bearings of Karang 
Bally P^ak NbE and the last N W The Lat 7°55' S. seems to be

was no European there but a Padrt, 

Tho Gut of Jjarantoeka or Lanmtuca which ib tho 6th Strait to the 
Eastward of Java, and Strait of Solor were passed by the Jane Capt, PinncU 
1706 in hiB passage to and from 'Hmor tho Journal of this Voyage I have 
printed 

To the Easitcard of these tieo Islands is an Island called by Captn 
PinncU Lombaty it Is named In the Dutch Charts LotnbaUa Lomban, 
Jombaiit and Lombai and by the Portuguese Jfauruicr Dampier calls it 
Lavhana Ficmcntel Laubala or Labobala 

The Souihtm Entranct twice passed by Capt Purnell is named by 
him the Strait of Lamacary it is coUed In the Dutch Charts Tho Gut of 
Eomonro 

'IhaboTthtinEnlianct is colled both by tho Dutch and Portugucee 
Hollands Gut or Boqtit This is the 7th Stnut. 

The Charts of aU these Channtls both from the Dutch and Portuguese 
are engraved 

The next considerable Island to tho Easltranl is caUed by Capt. 
Pmncll Pontor by tho Dutch Pontare PanUr and Panday by tho Portu 
gucso vlior byPiomentcl Pontaro and b> DamplorPcTihirc. 

Tho Strait to tho TTestinird of lAu /aland or 8th Strait is colled b> 
the Dutch Tho Out of Aloe Aiou and Alour and by some Portuguese 
CliarU MaunsK) Bogus it was passed by Dampier in 1083 and again in 
1700 

The next Island is called by Dampier in his lost Vo>'ago MUacomby or

Dampier passed In IGOO to tbo iresUrord of the tuo last Islands and 
to tho hasticard of Ombo, which Is tho 10th Stnut 
Tho French also passed this Strait In 1770 

Tho Filing £IagIo s is tho only Journal I have seen concerning tho 
/stdttdi which I^e to the Aojurerd of tAcse /s/ands and to tho Easlicard of 
Timor except Capt Cook s in tbo Endeavour who passed from Kow-Guloea 
on tbo South of the Axoo Islands, Timor Laut and Timor 

It might sometimes bo expedient for Ships from China to come round 
Capo Homo Instead of coming by tho Capo of Good Hope Tho only Exam 
pto 1 know of this Vo^'ugo was the St John Baptist 1709 commanded by 
tho Chm.'alkr Ao/rd/s Tho} left tho Baihccs .4th August Saw no Land 
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’till 7th October, when they fell m with the East Coast of Guadal-Canal in 
about 7° S°. Lat. They Coasted This Land ’till 7th November, when they 
left it about the Latitude of 12° S° IVom hence they went to the West- 
ivard of New-Caledoma, and made no Land tdl they saw New-Zeland on 
12th December , They left New-Zeland 1st January 1770, and on 17th 
March saw Juan Fernandez mas a fuera Ships bound to Europe must not

By this Track Ships might sail from China latei than August, for if

His Majesty having caused an account to be given him of the 
Oppression under which the greater part of the Prmces, Soubahs, Nabobs, 
Pajahs, Polygars and other lawful Chiefs of the Indian Nations groan, & 
wishmg to be instrumental m restoring to them the possession of the Lands, 
Dommions, or Rights which were justly their’s, and bemg likewise desirous 
of restormg to the state of mdependance to which they have a right, all the 
Nations of the Peninsula, and indeed in every part of India who have for 
so long a time been plundered and oppressed by the Enghsh Government m 
that part of the World, has chosen for the execution of his orders, and for 
the reestablishment of the said Prmces, Soubahs, Nabobs, Rajahs, Polygars, 
Chiefs and Nations m free mdependance, the Sieur de Bussi, Marquis de 
Castelnau &c with the Post of Commandant General of all His Majesty s 
Troops m India and for the purpose of puttmg him m a situation to act 
with effect, as well for the good of the service as for the advantage of the 
said Prmces &c His Majesty with the advice of His Council hath ordered 
and doth Order what follows. 
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Article 1st 

If the said Sieur de Boss! &ca Jbca eholl deem it fitting for tlie good 
of His Majeety^s Service to raise and form a Corp of Volunteer Troops from 
the Isles of Franco and Bourbon enlisted at either of those Islands, he 
shall consult on that measnre with His Majesty s Sovereign Council

The Sieur do Bussy having represented to His Majesty, that the most 
sure and speedy means of effecting a Revolution in India, capable of pro- 
duemg the most considerable detriment to the English m that part of the 
world, was to treat with Salabat Jing, the Pietender to the Soubah- 
darry of the Decan , Raja Saeb, Pietendei to the Nabobship of Arcot , as 
also ivith Mirrow Saeb, Pretendei to a Distiict situated to the westward of 
Verdachelon , under certain clauses and conditions , His Majesty has autho- 
rized, and doth authorize him by these presents, conformably to the 6th 
Aiticle of his general Instructions, to use the means heieafter particularized 

Article Ist 

If the Sieur de Bussy should stay longer in the Isle of France, than 
might be consistent -vvith the activity necessary for the good of the service, 
he shall furnish the Sieur Du Perron, Interpreter of the Eastern Languages, 
With Credentials to treat with Salabat- Jing or his representative, aja 
Saeb, or his representative , and Mirrow Saeb, or his representative ^ 
after having conferred with the Sieur Cok, employed m the Armies o y e

Confidential there a matter of such importance, as to engage our atten- 
tion and mduee us to determme upon losmg no tune in 
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taking the necessary steps for preventing any other Power from acquiring 
a nght which might hereafter bo prejudicial to our Interests m India 
As the Nicobar Islands cannot be an object in a commercial light adequate 
to the most inconsiderable expence which could attend a Settlement 
at the same time that their situation would give the greatest alarm to our 
Possessions and the most ofieotuol check to our operations in a futuro 
War in which any European Power might bo a Party an anxious desire 
to hold possession of thorn would alone indicate in any other power a 
system of Hostilities which cannot too soon be counteracted Should 
no such designs bo entertained* there can bo no donbt but that any 
Power which may be supposed to have a Settlement there would cosily 
be induced to relinquish it 

2 The greot uncertainty m which wo are with respect to the actual

1 Uo have taken Into our oonsidcmtion tbo sovcmi proceedings 
which appear on the records of our Government of Bengal respecting the 
Guntoor (^rcar h also tbo Propositions which have been made of ceding 
the wholo of the C^rcars to the Nizam on tbo conditions there rcfoircd to 

2 To this important subject wo have given all the attention which 
u due to it on bo many accounts oooncoted aa It is with ovciy part of our 
political siluutton In India and materially oiTcctmg the futuro prospects of 
the Company s Finance 

3 iVs a mere object of Xlevcouo looking only to what tbo Circors 
havo hitherto produced to tiie Company aiwl consldcnng the expen^o 
vrhich may bo incorred in tunc of war by tbo defence of so exUnsivo a 
frontier tbero appears htUo rcasou to doubt that such pccutiiory compon 
satlon from thorn might be stipulated for with tho Nizam us would be 
fully adequate to their value in that light onl> But oven in this consi 
deration we do nut think ourbt.lvrs toosongulno in funning expectations 
of futuro resources from tbo Circars, much exceeding what wo havo hither 
to tlcnvcd from tbenu Besides (Ids from tho Mtuation of tho Noam as 
rcprcacnled to us in ^our but dispatches wo kco lltllo ground to bcUuTo it 
pOAublo that ho can molco K> hin,o a payment to us at jin.jwnt oven if 
our exacting it under thewo circumstances were nut a mcosuro of very 
doubtful policy , luvd the cxprcUtlonuf receiving it Irum him, l>> futuro 
i, gradual fu> menu, uncertain and hazonlous at Urn best. 
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4. But when we consider the Circars m a pohtical view, their 
importance seems to us much to exceed what arises from their proportion 
of actual Revenue. 

5 The utility of formmg a chain of connection between our Bengal 
Provinces and the CarnatiCj has always been acknowledged And altho’ 
the mtervention of the Berar Possessions on the Coast, renders this cham 
mcomplete, yet the events of the late war have shewn the advantage which 
we derive from the possession of the Circars The march of our Troops 
from Bengal to the Carnatic depends by this means on the acqmescence of 
the Berar Rajah alone, instead of bemg hable to be obstructed also by the 
person m possession of the Circars, if jealousy or resentment should at any 
tune render him adverse to us ISTor would it be necessary for such a 
purpose that open hostihty should be employed Other means more 
covert, but equally effectual, would be abundantly in the power of any one, 
to whom those Provinces should belong 

6 But if such a consequence is to be feared from the mere effect 
of Indian Pohcy, the ground of apprehension is considerably strengthened, 
when we consider it with a view to those European Powers, who may be 
hostile to our Interests in India Independently of the arguments which 
might be deiived from the personal character of the Nizam, and from the 
part he took in the formation of the late confederacy against us it may 
be assumed, that no rehance could be placed on any connection to be estab- 
lished between us, except so long as mterest should compel his observance 
of it If therefore after his regammg possession of these Circars, the 
Erench could hold out to him any object of ambition, or advantage, such 
as the withholdmg from us the sums to be paid if they should be stipulated 
to be made, m gradual payments for any considerable length of time, or 
the exactmg from us the arrears, for the remission of which we should now 
stipulate, or the encrease of his dominions by conquests m the northern 
Districts of the Carnatic, there is too much reason to beheve that his 
possession of the Circars, might lead to the introduction of that Nation, 
as a check on our power, or as a means of seconding his views against 
us m the Carnatic 

7 And it IS m this view, that the importance of the Guntoor Circar 
particularly appears, from the situation of Mootapilly so convement for the 
introduction of the Troops and Stores of an European Enemy actmg m the 
Carnatic, and from it’s adjacency both to our Territories & to the newly 
acquired Domimons of Tippoo Sultan , the same argument however applies 
With considerable, tho’ not with equal force to all the other Circars 

8 If the Erench should gam a footmg there, agamst which no 
Treaty ivith the Nizam is a sufficient security, the consequence nuglit in 
the event of another war with that Nation, be highly detrimental to our 
Interests m the Carnatic, even if their Estabhshment should not lead, as 
there is too much reason to beheve it might, to connections with the other 
Country Powem 

9. Their present situation of appaient weakness m India, must. 
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and ire knov it actually has deterred the Kativea from entering into 
engagements with them knowing as they do that their being fulfilled by 
the French must depend on the more or lebS favorable reception of such 
arrangements in Furope and on the uncertain arrival of Fleets liable to 
bo intercepted by us whilst our strength forma an actual and consolidated 
mnjtw of power already established m India and ready to act on any 
emergency 

10 There is little probability from the jealousy and poa-er of Tippoo 
and the Maratta States that the French will ever be sufiered to form such 
an Establishment m their BonuAJons osi^oalJ place them in a different 
situation m this respect. Tlie weakness of the Nizam liable to attacks 
from those Powers and in immediate danger from one of them would 
naturally lead him in the event of oni deciining to engage in a fresh war 
for his defeuce to look for assistance from the French and perhaps to 
pnrhaso it on such terms os are above statecL The consequence might bo 
the acquisition to that Nation of a Power and Influence m the Territories of 
the Klzam similar to that which bos been acquired os in the Carnatic 
or even of the some nature os our possession of the Bengal Provinces. It 
U therefore incumbent upon ua to guard by every possible precaution 
against opening for their acquiring Possessions in Imiostam 

U Considering therefore our Territories in India as one great 
Empire every port of which is to be estimated by the relative importance 
whi^ it bears to the whole the Clrcars appear us to form a barrier of no 
mconsidcrablo moment to uz against tbo designs of other powerz. 

12. We feel & acknowlcd^ the circumstances of temporary distress 
which first brought forward and have since been used to Justify this 
proposal but looking with confldouce to a TOO different situation from the 
zeal and octivit> of our ServunU abroad cooperating w th and supported 
to the utmoet b> those to whom the administration of tho Company s 
Affairs is entrusted ut home wo cannot cement to so considerable an 
alienation of Temtoncs uhich ue think I'oluablo in themselves highly 
important to our general luUircsts in India, and not uxcccding our power of 
defence 

13. It renulns onl> to gt\o >ou such directions os appear to us

16. The sum necessary for pa 5 mient of the arrears must, of course, 
be provided by the Government of Bengal, & we trust that the measures 
we have taken on the subject of the charges on our Governments m India, 
will leave them little diflSculty in putting themselves soon m a situation 
to make this demand, and to accompany it with an offer of immediate 
payment of the arrears The annual Peshcush must be paid from the 
Bevenues of the Circars themselves, under the administration of our 
Government of Fort St. George 

16 In setthng the amount of the Nizam’s claim for arrears, a smt- 
able deduction must be made for what he has received from the Guntoor 
Circar smce the death of Bazalet Jung. But m adjusting this account, we 
direct you to use the utmost fiimnesa and moderation , for as the whole 
transaction must be unpleasmg to the Nizam, it would be improper to 
render it more so by insistmg on demands irksome to him, & ummportant 
to ourselves and m this view we thmk it necessary to observe upon a Paper 
transmitted to us by Lord Macartney, bemg No. 4 of the Estimates enclosed 
m his Letter of the 14th October 1784. 

17. In this Paper the debt due to the Nizam is stated at A.Rs. 
36, 49, 333 From which sum two deductions are made , The first is 
for the Eevenue of the Guntoor Gircar, on the principle above stated, & 
amounts to A.Rs 21,00,000 The second is for a due due by Bazalet Jung 
& amounts to Pags 63, 438. 

18 On the first of these we can only remark, that every endeavour 
should be used to learn with certamty the amount actually received by the 
Nizam from the Guntoor, as it has been recently asserted that 12,00,000 Bs 
per annum, is an average much too high With regard to the second article 
we by no means agree in the justice of chargmg this arrear to the Nizam, 
and therefore direct that no deduction be claimed on that account 

19 Having thus stated to you our sentiments on several pomts of 
the highest importance to the administration of the Company’s affairs, which 
from the dehcacy of the subjects we have thought proper to convey to you 
in secret dispatches we direct you, on your part to use the utmost caution 
that they may not fall mto the hands of any Persons who might be dis- 
posed to make an improper use of them, but that the knowledge of our 
orders be confined solely to those to whom their execution is committed 
In pursuance of the same caution, and m obedience to the late Act of 
Parhament, you are to address your dispatches on these subjects, and on

T 0 the Governor General and Council m Bengal. 

1. The very important discussions which have arisen between you 
and the Brench on the subject of carrymg into execution the 13th Article 
of the late Defimtive Treaty of Peace, as stated to us in your General 
Letters from the Foreign Department of the Slst July 1786, P Swallow , 
26th October 1786 P InteUigence and 9th January 1786 P Kodney ; from 
the Secret Department 9th January 1786 P Rodney, and your Letters to 
the Secret Committee of the 10th & 27th of January, have claimed our 
earhest attention. 

2. When we observe the spirit of intemperance which seems to have 
actuated M Dangereux,i the agent of His Most Christian Majesty, m the 
course of this negociation, m spite of the concihatory disposition displayed 
by you in every instance , the demands made by him and M, Cossigny, 
the Governor of Pondicherry, to which it was impossible you should 
accede ; and the total want of concert or uniformity which was 
apparent m the construction of the Treaty formed by the several 
different agents of the French Nation m India, we cannot but agree 
in opimon with you, that a longer continuance of the discussion m 
India afforded no prospect of an accommodation, and that a reference 
to the respective Court m Europe, was the only mode that could be 
adopted. 

3. In this view we trust that the Deputation of Colonel Cathcart to 
the Island of Mauritius, to obtain a personal commumcation with the 
Visconte de SouiUac, the French Governor General of India, may be attend- 
ed with salutary effects, and shall most anxiously wait the result of his 
Commission. 

4. However not deenung it proper, whilst possessed of such exph- 
cit information, to remain totally inactive until called upon by the re- 
monstrances which might be expected from the Court of France, we lost 
no time m engagmg the attention of His Majesty’s confidential Servants 
to those transactions In consequence of which it was judged expedient 
to remonstrate to the Coiut of Versailles, on the backwardness of their 
agents in India, to allow the operation of the 13th Article of the Defim- 
tive Treaty, accordmg to any just or hberal mterpretation of it , and to 
invite the Ministers of the Most Christian Emg to such an amicable con- 
ference as might tend to estabhsh the principles mutually entertained by 
the contractmg Parties at the time the Peace was made, and thus fix 
upon a permanent basis, the tranquility so happily subsisting betv een the 
two nations. 
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6 For your more porticnlar infonnatJon npon thi5 enbject, wo 
transmit enolosed copy of the Letter written by the Marquis of Carmarthen 
to IL Hailes His Majesty's Charge d affaires at Pans during the absence of 
the Duke of DorBefe under date the 6th, and IL Hailee a answer of the 0th 
instant, written in consequence of his inteirview with M. da Vcrgennes * 

6 JiVom the tenor of this answer we are led to hope that the dis- 
putes which have taken place in India, did not arise from any preconcerted 
plan or instructions from Europe to create difSculties in the exeontion of 
the treaty as you judging from appearances in India had concluded^ 
And the readiness professed by the PVenoh Alinister to come to on ezplona 
tion of the mtentions of the Treaty upon terms not very dismmflar from 
the cxmatniotion you have been Inclined to allow would lead us to believe 
that your vanonoy which have borne a senous aspect may yet be 
brought to an amicable adjustment 

7 Wo shall pursue with eomestneea this important object We are 
confident jou will be equally zealous to promote it However without 
implicitly relying on the prospects now held out to us or waiting for 
further lights before we send definitive orders to our Servants in India, we 
tTiinV it right and necessary to communicate to you our sentiments upon 
certain ports of your dispatches, so far os may enable >ou to act whilst 
this ejtpeoted ncgodation u pending that ^ou may not by concessions on 
your part weaken any ground it may bo intended to maintain and may 
arrange your measures so os to meet the plans wo may hereafter adopt 
cither originally from oarsel\cs or os the result of the agreement to be 
fonru?d between the respective Courts. 

8 The difference i^bich oroso between the English and French Com 
missorics concerning the Houm and Garden of Oh^Totty has l>een settled 
upon a Tory proper footing , and it will not bo nocessoiy for us to enter 
an> farther into that subject Uil the pnvato claim, which was asserted at 
tbo time of their restoration aluU come to bo agitated. 

0 iiTicn tho French included in tbeir list of claims a now grant of 
land for a factory at Jugdea, in lieu of that which had been washed away 
by tho river ^ou ought not to have acceded to It under that specification. 
For although wo might bo inclined to grant or to procure from tho 
Country Go>cmnKnt an> rcasonablo indulgence for such os carry no 
other views to llcngol than tbonoof a commercial establishment and 
acquicsco in the general controulmg power existing in tho T*.ngli«b Company 
asDowonof (helTxoinccs it is not to bo considered as a dutyincum^ 
bent upon us, and cLdmed os such (bat wuoro toroploco tho occidental 
losses of a rival power who mayoMumo pnociphs indopendont of our 
Govemment IWdcs If it was nece^aar} at all to toko tho opinion of our 
Uoard of Trudo upon tUU wrtkle it was right to have Ukvn it before you

10 Tho disUnction \rm utaLUohed beturen puhlio lactones 
loagln, u> the trrmh as nsUonol iwUUuhmenU and places morted to by 
ImiiviJual* atony jeno'!* Ufbn* the war woa Judicious and right, Uo 
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equally approve your prohibition against allowing new stations to be 
formed, or Frenchmen to be scattered over the mterior districts of Bengal , 
and enter into your reasoning upon this subject 

11. The reqmsition made by M. Champigny, chief of the factory at 
Dacca, that the French chiefs should be allowed to exercise jurisdiction 
upon their own lands, or the lands occupied by their dependents, was m 
itself preposterous, and subveisive of every idea of regular government 

12 If the French or any other Europeans exercise any jurisdiction, 
it must certainly be confined to the limits of them own Factories , which 
ought not to be entered by any officers of the country Courts It is not 
easy to draw a precise Ime, how far the agents of other European Nations, 
enjoying the rights of trade under acknowledged giants and treaties, may 
be employed m the districts or in the navigation of the rivers But they 
must, m all such cases, be subject to the authority of the Courts of Justice 
estabhshed by the Subahdar and Dewan of the Provmces 

13 On the demand for a saluting Battery you do not seem to have 
decided, and wiU of course keep it under consideration until the final 
arrangement shall take place with the Court of France. 

14 We now proceed to consider the two articles which have furnish- 
ed most ground for contention, and considerably connected m their nature 

1st The free, certam and independent trade, export and import, 
claimed by the French m every part of India, and m every article, salt 
and saltpetre included, absolutely free from duty , and 

2d The free, certam and independent entrance of French ships and 
Boats in the Ganges, without bemg hable to be searched or visited 

16. We are convinced with you, and had adopted that opmion 
even before the late occurrences came to confirm us m it, that an entue 
abohtion of the Government Customs m Bengal is the best and perhaps 
the only complete remedy which can be apphed against the various 
pretensions of the European Factories One prmcipal motive of writing 
this secret Letter was to give you previous notice that this measure is in 
our contemplation , and that you will probably ere long be authorized by 
the general dispatches to carry it mto effect 

16 As we are anxious to keep back the declaration of our mtentions 
for the present, m case any thing should occur in our arrangements with 
the other Nations of Europe which may prevent us from adopting this 
measure in its fullest extent, you will take no steps that may mdicate 
such a design However you will m the mean time with the greatest caution 
be prepanng for the adoption of such a plan, and you will endeavor to 
ascertain, with every possible degree of precision, the actual detriment it 
might produce to our Revenue, so that if the loss should be greater than 
We may chuse to admit, or to leave to the eventual compensation which 
we might hereafter derive from the extension of Commerce, and the bene- 
fits necessarily resulting from that extension, it may be at our option to 
mdemmfy ourselves by an immediate reparation of the amount upon the 
lp.nded Revenue. 
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17 Wo mcntiOD this for consideration only not as a doddod article, 
and W8 are senuble tliat the Rerenoe of Salt must at any rata be an 
exception. 

18 It does not appear to os that under any fair construction of the 
13th Article of the Treaty the French can be entitled to any freedom of 
trade beyond what is enjoyed by British subjects and by the gnbjects of 
other Nations possessing Factories in India. We do not ooncelve that the 
treaty was intended to confer upon them any one euporiority or advantage 
beyond what they had enjoyed in former times, except this that indivi 
duals of the French Nation ahouid hereailer oarry on a safe and unmolested 
trade in the difTorent parts of India subject to the British power or 
InBuence upon no worse terms and pajnng no higher duties than had 
formerly been aogoiesced in and paid by the French Hast India Company 
incorporated by Charter from their own Sovereign and intitled to spemSo 
privileges under the grants of Indian Princes. 

10 As to the trade in Salt it shall suffice to say for the present, 
that your argozneDta upon that subject ooinofde with our own Ideas It has 
at all times been the policy of the Indian Government os well Native 
as British to lay this article of consumption onder particular regulations 
The French Batch Bancs and Portuguese have submitted to them in one 
and the other period Every consideration of interest and policy calls 
upon us to maintain to the utmeut the pnvlJegei which justly belong to our 
situation and os we have not yet consented so wo trust we cannot bo com* 
polled by any ambiguous expresaiou in the Treaty strained by a construe* 
iion that would IdtoIto on absurdity, to give any other Nation a right 
which wo deny to our own Subjects. 

20 If the Convention formed with M. Bangoroux for a limitted 
quantity of Salt to bo imported annually by the French into BengoJ 
would have subjected us onl^ to the loss estimated by M Vonsiltart the 
Comptroller General of Salt without producing any other material 
prejudico to our Interest uo should have been inclined to accedo to It, 
provided It bad been acquiesced in by the superior French administration 
in India and hod been accepted as the means of closing all other difficulties. 
But os the hrcnch themselves have canceUed thot arrangement wo mean 
now to treat with them upon tho footing of retaining the monopoly to Its 
fullest extent ou will therefore stand upon that ground and regulate 
^-our proceedings upon this pnnciple until >ou can reccivo further lostruc* 
tions from us.

your enquiries, so as to furmsh us with every information that can enable 
us successfully to maintam our claim to a monopoly m the full extent 
now enjoyed by us 

22 In perusing your records on the subjects agitated between our 
admimstration and the Fiench in the year 1773, we are much struck with 
a Letter from the Collector of Government Customs at Dacca, dated June 
14:th 1773, which asseits that “prior to the Revolution in Serajee ul 
Dowlah’s time, the French and Dutch paid an annual stipend to the 
Subedar of that Province foi the privilege of trading duty free m every 
inland article except Salt, Beetlenut and Tobacco ” And we regret that 
m the enqmry which was afterwards made upon the occasion of this Letter, 
the whole stress was laid upon the payment or non-pa 3 rment of a Peshcush 
or Tribute, without regardmg that 'part which m the present moment 
would be of most importance, whether the French and Dutch were in any 
shape, and how far, restrained from trading in Salt, Beetlenut and Tobacco 
on the terms granted by their Firmaun for other Merchandize. If the 
fact be as the Collector states it, we should be warranted m presuming, 
either that before the Subadarry of Meer Jaffeer, they were excluded al- 
together from the Trade in these three specific articles or that they traded 
in them, upon paymg such duties as it might please the Government of that 
penod to impose 

23 It 18 not necessary to expatiate much on the subject of visiting 
ships and vessels as they come up the Ganges. This right must either 
be absolutely mamtamed or decidedly renounced, and this pomt not bemg 
mvolved m any official intricacy, will probably receive its decision here, 
between the respective Courts of England and France Notwithstanding 
our clear opimon of the existence of our right, and the expediency of 
enforcmg the exercise of it, founded on the principles and reasons we now 
commumcate to you, it is our wish that m the course of the discussion 
between our Court and that of Versailles no impediment to an amicable 
and satisfactory conclusion on that pomt may arise by any incidental 
cucumstances attendmg the exercise of it In the interim we trust to 
your prudence to avoid any unnecessary and offensive exercise of this 
right, and that on the other hand you will carefully avoid any concession 
which may appear to weaken our right, or any conmvance which may 
essentially affect the Revenue, by the contraband mbroduction of Salt.

Copy of a Letter from M Hailes to the Marquis of Carmarthen 

Paris, 9th July 1786 

My Lord, 

1 Slater the Messenger arrived with your Lordship’s Dispatch No 2, 
and I have this Mommg seen the Minister on the subject of it. 

2 I was greatly surprized to find Mons de Vergennes entirely 
Ignorant of the event that had happened in India, and the more so, as 
M de Rayneval, who was present at our interview had heard of it, and 
even knew the name of the Ship (Le Bengal) which had brought the news 
of it to L’Onent 

3, M De Vergennes has promised me to apply to the Marshal de 
Castries m order to leam from him if he has received any account of this 
affair m the mean time he has desired me to beg your Lordship will 
have the goodness to transmit to Prance such detail as Government may 
have received of it m England, for the purpose of comparing the two 
accounts together Mons Vergennes assures me that he has no doubt but 
that the Kmg his Master will readily comply with His Majesty’s requisi- 
tion for an enquiry to be made mto the conduct of those who may have 
been concerned on the part of the French in the Dispute , and in answer to 
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tho ofiffoninces which I garo him of His Majesty’s firm intentions of adher- 
ing not only to the letter bat tho spirit of the I3th Art of tho Be&ni 
tivo Treaty In regard to tho freedom of tho French Trade in India ho 
said that ho did not apprehend that any Httle mercantile disagreement, 
ansmg from the avidity natnral to that class of people was at all hkely to 
lessen the good nnderstanding now subsisting between the two Nations 
and tho more especially as tho 13th Article which stipulates that the 
French shall enjoy the liberty of Trade on the Coast In oar possessions in

merit our applause For although We look forward with the greatest 
sohcitude to the period, when our Settlements on the Coast of Coromandel 
will be able to support themselves upon their own natural resources, and 
cease to drain Bengal of its wealth, yet it must always be kept m view by 
our superior Government, that the Territories we possess upon the Coasts 
of Coromandel and Decan, are in various points of view infinitely impor- 
tant to the national Interest , and that no prudent means ought to be 
neglected which can tend to establish the confidence of our Troops, 
Dependents, or Alhes, and to render those possessions secure against any 
Native or European Enemy, who might take advantage of some temporary 
distress m our Affairs, to attack them wth a bettei prospect of success. 

6 The decisive Measures^ you adopted with regard to Nabob of 
Arcot and the Bajah of Tanjore and inculcated m your correspondence 
with them are consistent with the Prmciple we are now enforcmg In the 
confederated power of the Carnatic, the Company’s Government must 
always take the chief lead and direction And although we mean that the 
Nabob of Arcot should ever be treated with respect and attention, we 
cannot avoid remarking that Sir John Macpherson’s Letter to him of the 
25th November 1785, rather too strongly invites him to a separate Corres- 
pondence with the Government of Bengal , whereas for the credit of the 
adrmmstration at Fort St George which the Nabob has upon former 
occasions been mchned to shght, and for the future prevention of intrigue, 
it IS more eligible that his Correspondence should pass through that 
channel 

6 The consideration you have given to the circumstances of our 
Officers who had survived their melancholy imprisonment with Tippoo 
Saheb, was highly proper, and the resolution you passed to pay them the 
full arrears of Batta accrumg durmg their confinement, was such as huma- 
mty & justice dictated 

7 We approve of your having appomted Mr Malet to be Resident 
at the Court of Poonah, as well as the Instructions you gave him for his 
conduct in that office, & the measures you took to avoid givmg offence 
to Madagee Smdiah We expect from Mr Malet’s mdustry to be perfectly 
mformed upon the several important objects to which you have directed 
his enquiries 

8 An answer to the communications contained m your Letter from 
the 25th to the 36th Paragraphs mclusive, and to the Questions specially 
proposed^ leads us to take an enlarged view of the general Pohticks of India, 
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as connootsd with or to be ncccssonJy inflncnccd by our own sittiation and 
that of other Nations in Europe The latter is a fixed object which

If any Indian Power takes the aid of Prance, we ought to give the 
most effectual aid to the opposite Paity, upon the System estabhshed by 
the Peace of Salbey, we ought to consider Smdia as our particular Ally, 
and it does not at piesent occur to us, that almost any System of Pohticks 
can soon take place m India, which with the aid of Smd’a we may not be 
able to counteract, if m it’s tendency piejudicial to us 

16. To the 2d Question 

“2d How far ought we to interfere m the event of Tippoo’s suc- 
cess against the Marattahs, or theirs against him, to preserve a balance 
between the two Powers 

If the Prench do not interfere with one of the Powers here mention- 
ed, We can have no busmess to take any part 

16 To the 3d Question 

“3d Should we endeavour at the risk of a rupture with Smdia, to 
umte with the Courts of Poonah or Berar to break an Umon, which 
under the Mogul Sanction may become too formidable.” 

We do not apprehend any Interest which Smdia can have, as a 
separate Power from the rest of the Poonah Government, to disregard our 
Alhance, which at all times must be of importance to him , and 
particularly so, if standing upon a separate ground from that of the 
Courts of Poonah and Berar , and therefore we cannot at present 
figure to ourselves any foimdation for speculating, upon so improbable 
a contmgency, as this Question supposes If contrary to probabihty, 
Smdia, mstead of our Ally, should become our Enemy, either Secret or 
Open, You can be under no difiSculty how to act Upon the general 
drift of this Question, we must agam advert to what we have umformly 
directed that our Governments shah not mtermeddle with, or make 
themselves parties m the mtrigues of Indian Powers 

17 To the 4th Question 

“4th How far should the Shah Zadah be supported m the Event 
of a Pupture with Smdiah, who could of course act under the supposed 
Authority of the Mogul, now m his hands In other words, might not 
the Shah Zadah m such case be declared by us, the only legal Eepresen- 
tative of his Father ” 

It might once have been matter of serious consideration, how far it 
would have been for the mterest of Great Britam to have raised the Mogul 
power to a greater degree of Splendour and Importance , But circumstanced 
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as wo now aro with ifgard to Sindla it does not occur to ua that

Your third and fourth Questions suppose a Power dangerous to us 
to bo raised by tho Mogul Shah Aolnm and 3Iadajco Sclndia united and 
a rupture with us to take place which wo trust is distant from all probabi 
lity As >'et there havo been no Important and conspicuous movements 
which seemed to indicate ambitious schemes or to explain tho original 
principles of that union and when vee consider that tho connection it- 
self was formed contrary both to tho religious bias and popular prejudices 
of India wo conceive It far from Impossible that it may bo shaken by 
mutual disappointment or that it may bo of no very long duration

An mtelligent Person wo had sent to Onore to enquire into the 
real state of things there, after being detained fourteen days, returned to 
Bombay on the 9th Ultimo, and reported, that the Fort was entirely rased, 
and the ancient Inhabitants of the Town removed to Syrcngapatnam and 
Manguloro , on which wo resolved to postpone for this season reestablishing 
your Factory at Onore 

7th About the 12th of January your Servants at Telhcherry were 
again alarmed by a secret Message from the Bibi of Cannanore^ to some of 
our principal Merchants, desiring them to quit Tellicheriy, and offermg 
them an Azylum either in her own districts, or in those of the Nabob, to 
which however they paid not the least Attention.

Gentlemen 

I From the tiMt nuturo consideration of every clrcumstAnco at 
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present within our knowledge, we arc under no manner of apprehension 
that you ^vlll find the Island of Diego Gaicia in the actual possession 
of the Dieneh, or in the hands of any other European Nation 
whatever 

2 However if beyond all expectation on your arrival you find the 
Island possessed by the French, and a legular Settlement made thereon 
by them, however small it may be, and who cannot bo removed but by 
force, we direct that m this case you procure what refreshments you can, 
or are m want of, and return mimediatelj’’ with the Drake, Stoieship and 
Experiment to Bombay, after previously dispatching the Viper to the Cape 
of Good Hope with Advices in Duphcate to tlie Honoiable the Secret 
Committee of your disappomtment, and the causes thereof 

3 It appears by Monsr. D’Apre’s Draft itself that the Enghsh first 
discovered this Island in 1712 They have since visited it oftener than any 
other Nation, and in particular in 1774, Captain Sheriff Avas sent to survey 
Diego Garcia with a probable view to a future Settlement, and put on 
shore a Bleed of Goats, Sheep and Hogs, the property of the Hon’ble 
Company. 

4 You will not therefore deem any straggling French who may be 
accidentally there without authority as any Settlement of that Nation, or 
any Port or Pile, or such like trifling marks of possession left there with 
an evil design to debar other Nations profiting from it’s situation to be any 
impediment in the way of your estabhshing yourselves, and obeymg our 
Orders which you will carry into immediate effect 

6. Bemg once settled, as we know of no right in any Nation m the 
world to disturb or molest our Establishment on the Island of Diego Garcia, 
you will repel all hostile attempts, and to the utmost of your power defend 
the possessions of your Hon’ble Employers, yieldmg but to a superior force 
you find yourselves unable longer to resist 

6 Should any foreign Vessels touch at Diego Garcia you will treat 
them with civility and attention, and render them every assistance they 
may stand m need of, and it may be withm your abdity to grant to theih 
without permitting them to come into the Harbour 

7 The Secretary has our Orders to furnish you with a Copy of the 
Bengal Cipher No 10, that you may be enabled with safety to commumcate 
any secret mtelhgence to us, to the other Presidencies, or to the Secret 
Committee of the Hon’ble the Court as time may admit or circumstances 
may require

To the Hon ble the Committee of Secrecy 
Gentlemen, 

1 The Governor General has thought it material that a trusty 
Porson should be placed In the situation the beet adapted for acquiring 
Intelhgence oa being an object of peculiar importance at the present 
CrinB and especially ibr Obtaining the earliest intimation oftheOpera^ 
tion* of the Mysore Sovereign at this Period when He is engaged m 
with the Mhoratta State Doing me the Honor to regard me as qualified 
to fulfil his Wishes m this reepect He has deBired me to consider jnyvelf 
as still vested with the Commission of Minister at Goa on t)ie part of the 
Bengal Govonunent. Altho the Ezpences of that Office ore abolished 
by the Orders of the Hon ble Court of Directors yet anxious os I have 
over been to contribute my Labours to the publio Utility & to the. service 
of the Company I rejoiced at being thought worthy of a Trust of that 
nature, wholly regardless of what may bo determined on, on the point of 
Emolument and in consoquenco I departed from Calcutta for the Wostem 
Side of India the beginning of the year 

2 On my arrival at Mad^a Report provnilod of Uppoo having 
been Slain which the Nabob assured mo Ho believed and which was deemed 
cafficUmtiy fooodod by tho QcuUomon in the Adminlstmtion of your AiTalrs 
there to ^ communicated homo. I was snipldons of its authonUoity os 
no predso mention was mode either of time or place and no Account was 
hod thereof from tho Rajah of Trovancoro to whom It would have been 
wo IntcretUng an Eveut The substonco of tho Report was, that there being 
on losurrcction of tho Koorga Noirs * Tippoo bod marched against them, 
that having ordered about four thousand of his own CoiTroy Slaves to storm 
a Battery of tho Enemy they wero repulsed with great loss that they being 
commanded to renew tho attack remonstrated against it as having sufiered 
so much and desired another Party might bo sent upon tho Service whom 
they said they would support That Tippoo persisting upon their leading 
tho Chargo tho SUves uero so exasperated that they faced about and 
discharged their Hcccs at him, that ho was struck with throo Bolls and 
presently after died It is surprising a Tolo should bo so circumstantially 
related which was olmost Intlrely groundless no other part thereof being 
true but that Tippoo bad been in the Koorga Districts. They lie to tho 
North Last of TcUicherr) at tho distance of from twenty to thirty Leagues. 
Ho had dritrn somo of tho Chiefr Into their strong Holds upon tho Gouts 
but Ho could not rr ma i n in tho CounUy the length of tlmo requisite to 
bnng them Into Subjection I havo good Infomullon of his having quitted 
that Trmtory caxlj In January and of his baring gone to Scrlngapatam 
TUm Ho would not runUnuo long* tlio Mharatla borers haring odvaoced 
U» iho Khiitna would rtiulcr him Inqullent to put himself st ths 
Ifrad of Us Trwis and to movo towards llitm. As tho two contending 
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Armies may be expected soon to be parted only by that River it is probable 
one or other of them wiU in Confidence of Superiority resolve on passmg 
it, which must brmg on an Action. 

3 I found the Factory at TeUicherry greatly alarmed with appre- 
hensions of evil Designs from the Nabob Tippoo They impute to his insti- 
gation the Demands made by the Prmce of Chcnka of the Rhandaterrah 
District, and the Disturbance given them on that account This Distnct 
contiguous to TeUicherry to the Northward, from which it is divided by a 
narrow Inlet of the Sea, has been long an object ol Contention, yet it is not 
of Sufficient consequence or value to be worth the nsk of bemg engaged m 
trouble about it, and it may be questioned whether We have a Right to 
hold it 

It was mortgaged to us I beheve more than forty Years ago for a 
Debt ongmaUy short of Twenty Thousand Rupees, and the Possession is 
mamtamed under the Plea of that Mortgage We havmg had the CoUec- 
tions for the most part of that time, except durmg Intervals of Hostdity, 
our Receipts must have amply compensated for the Amount of the Debt 
with it’s Interest I do not conceive there is any Cause at present 'to fear 
bemg molested by the Nabob He has too much upon his Hands to ven- 
ture as yet to come to an open Rupture with the Bnghsh Some late Or- 
ders from him mdeed shew, that He is not very favourably disposed to us, 
however m these he is not partial, they equaUy effectmg aU the European 
Nations who have Settlements m his Ports He has prohibited the 
Exportation by them of the three staple Productions of this part of his 
Dommions, the Sandal Wood, Pepper and Cardamoms If the Prohibition 
be not withdrawn, the Factories on the Malabar Coast wiU not be worth 
holdmg One would judge he means to monopolize to himself the Trade 
m these Staple Articles, two or three of his Ships havmg been dispatched 
from Mangalore fuUy laden with them for the Gulphs, and he has estab- 
lished Factors & Warehouses at Muscat for the purpose of this Commerce. 

4. It 18 surmized that some of our Gentlemen who were so unfortu- 
nate as to fall mto his Hands, and have been thought to be Slam, are ahve, 
confined m a Fortress not far distant from Sermgapatam I shall Spare 
no pams to mvestigate the Truth of this Matter, but the Investigation 
must be made with the utmost Caution and Secrecy, for should it really 
be the Case, and he should learn that it has come to our Elnowledge his 
havmg Secreted any of our People, m violation of the Treaty with us, to 
avoid havmg his Conduct m this respect brought to the Test, he would 
mfalhably cut them off. 

5 Mr Macpherson strongly recommended to me to endeavour to 
open a Correspondence with Tippoo, and as an Introduction thereunto 
gave me a Letter for him which I forwarded from Cahcut, as tlie most cer- 
tain & expeditious Commuiucation with Sermgapatam ib from that Place 
I accompanied it with an Address from myself wherein I touched upon 
the Detriment our Factories sustained from the Restrictions ho had laid 
on the most material Branches of Trade, & sigmfied to him how pleasing 
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It would be to the Company to have the News that those Restnctaoiia were 
t-nhwn off He has rephed Immediately to these letters, a degree of 
Attention ho has never shown to this or the Madras Government His Ans- 
wer to mo Is written In Civi] bat general Terms, It not being customary 
with the Country Powers to enter into Partioulars at the Commencement 
of a Correspondence Ho declares It to bo his Wish that the Treaty may 
bo permanent, and that tho Strictest 'Hea of Friendship may always subsist 
between bis Sirknr and the Company's So favourable a beginning will 
encourage mo to try every Method to maintain a frequent Inter- 
course With him and I trust in the End it will bo productive of 
Good 

6 I Judged it odvisoablo Gentlemen to come np to Bombay for a 
short time being desirous of conanlting with this Presidency whether 
I could be of any immediate Use to them in particular and how I could 
most offoctoally promote tho General Interest of the Company in the Sta 
tion to which I am appointed 

7 Having a Packott for tho Honorable the Committee of Secrecy 
from tho Madras Presidcnoy and one for your Secretary iiam Bengal 
which I was desired to have forwarded as early os poesibb overland was 
another motive for my coming hither in order to apply for a conveyance 
to Bossoroh which Mr Boddam has boon pleased t 9 grant having llnishod 
my buslncu boro I shall return to Qoa and perhaps proceed so low as to 
Telllcherry or oven to Calicut as I find from tho Information I may recolvo 
will but answer tho purpose of my Ooromisslom 

8 A straugo robUon has bcon brought by a Mr Dickson formerly of 
tho Bombay Marine which be hexml at the MaJdlvas It seems to havo had 
iU rise from a Captain Do la Butto who bod been tbero In tbo Command 
of a French Vessel It Is said that a largo ship which was deebred to havo 
been Copper bottomed and to ba\e mounted Fifty Guns having appeared 
off those Islands the Natives mado a Firo in tho night in order to mislead 
tho Ship that Sho was in Consequence wrecked and that such of the 
Crow as got ashoro were masueaxi It is also told that a Coat was in the 
Kings Posscuion described os an Adminils Uniform but montbn is mode 
of two omamenU being thereon which could not bo on a Coat of Sir 
IlyJo Parker VUt* an Ipaulctto ami a Star on tho Breast

I shall omit no occasions Gentlemen of transmitting to you whatever 
Intclhgcnco reaches mo that may be worthy of your Notice

To the Governor in Council at Fort St George. 

1. The pubhc Letter of this date wiU communicate to you generally 
the sentiments of the Court of Directors of the maimer m which our orders 
of the 9th December 1784 for surrendermg the assignment to the Nabob, 
have been carried mto execution 

2, You will have observed by our Letter of the 22d September 
last, that we had seen with much concern the repeated representations 
which we received from your Government on that subject m the course 
of the last year The declme of Revenue and mcrease of expences imder 
the Nabob’s Government, and the probabihty of his fadmg m his engage- 
ments m future, are strongly stated m Lord Macartney’s Mmute of the 
28th May last, and the subsequent proceedings of your Government, in 
consequence of our Orders of the 9th December 1784, and much alarm is 
expressed on the Subject, from the pecuniary Distresses m which our 
affairs on the Coast are mvolved 

3 We are sensible of the weight due to those considerations, and 
of the difficulty of reconcihng m this instance, the justice which we owe to 
the Nabob, and the system of concdiation which we wish to pursue towards 
all the Native Powers with whom we are connected, with the means of rea- 
hzmg resources, from which we must m part hope to be freed from the em- 
barrassments under which the Company labour, m consequence of the ex- 
tensive War m which we were engaged At present we do not mean to give 
any further orders upon this subject, than what we have already done in 
our Letter of the 22d September last We wait the result of what was 
there suggested, m the confidence that you will have so exercised the dis- 
cretion therem given to you, as not to distress the Nabob with demands 
for the payment of his Creditors, beyond what he is able, from the re- 
sources of his Country, to afford We are led to make this observation 
from perceivmg tha^ the Nabob has appealed to your own knowledge for 
the truth of his assertion that he is unable to make a payment so large as 
sixteen Lacks of Pagodas annually, m the present state of his Country. 
The arrangements we made m our Letter of the 9th, December 1784, pro- 
ceeded on the voluntary offer of the Nabob, as far as relates to the Sum 
to be apphed to the hqmdation of his Debts®, and it was never our mten- 
tion to press him for any Sum for that purpose larger than what might 
reasonably be expected from the resources of his country, under economy 
and good management, without either reducmg him to have recourse to 
fresh Loans, whereby those difficulties would be contmued and perpetuated, 
from which it was our desire to reheve Inm by a gradual operation, or put- 
tmg him under the necessity, which would be most repugnant to our feel- 
mgs, of oppressmg by extraordmary exactions the Persons under his 
Government 

4, We must now revert to the Letter you have transmitted to us 
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from tho Rajah of Tonjorc It ia a mere ropefatJoa of old complaints and 
of orgnmenta £aUy under onr vievxFhen we transmitted to you oordefl 
nitivo opinions upon the then indeterminate rights of tho Rajah ond tho 
Nabob of Arcot Yon wiU in roapectfol but at the same time decisive 
terms convey to tho Rajah our regret that either from his own feelings 
or the anggostions of others he should be induced to Indulge himself in 
such unavailing complaints Wb fully and maturely conadored all the 
Articloa in dispute between the Nabob and him before wo gave our Opi 
nlons* but we formed those opinions finally and no consideration will in 
dace us to depart from them convinced as we are that they are founded 
in strict and impartial jostlce 

5 We in like manner remain perfectly satisfied of the justice the 
policy and oven tho necessity of the orfangement wo suggested for the de- 
fence of the Camatio and the permanent security of all Parties interested 
In its welfare You adll thoroforo convey to the Rajah of Tonjore our ejz 
pcctations that os he has been restored to tho possesalon of his Kingdom, 
and holds It by our power and our justice ho will without hesitation con 
cur in tho measures wo have suggested which we conceive to be entirely 
consistent with justice and with tho strictest attention to the rights of 
the Rajah and which wo thoreforo trust will not any respect bo obstructed 
Of retarded by him

, 2 The different particulars m the Dispatches brought home by 

the Deptford, aviU be ansAvered by one of the eaily Ships of the Season^ 
together Avith every Dispatch, to Avluch special AnsAvors have not already 
been made. But Ave cannot delay the earhest and most speedy method of 
expressmg our disappiobation of the assurances AAhich you have conveyed 
to the PeshAva and to Scmdia, and of the Orders Avhich you have given to 
the Bombay Government 

3 In our Secret Letter of the 21st July, Ave have m unsAvei to the 
different questions you had proposed to us, given you our Sentiments 
on the various contmgcncies Avhich your questions suppose, and upon the 
receipt of that Letter, you aaoU have observed, that under such cucum- 
stances as your late Dispatches sotforth, it Avould have been our opimon, 
that you ought to have gone no further than to mtimate to the Marattas, 
that m the event of the French ]ommg Tippoo, they might rely on the 
assistance of our Troops, and to this avo should have added an mtunation, 
that Ave Avould not have looked on with mdifference to the Marattas enter- 
mg mto any Engagements, for obtammg assistance from the Fiench, for 
Ave should consider such a connexion as an act of a Hostile tendency to us, 
which we should be obhged to counteract, by afforchng our aid to Tippoo 
If such a declaration had been made to the Marattas, Ave have not the least 
reason to suppose, that upon such terms, the Marattas Avould have Avished 
to avail themselves of any assistance the French could afford them We' 
have exammed Avith the utmost attention the letter from Scmdia, which 
you received on the 16th January, and there is not a word m it, which gives 
us reason to suppose, that such a declaration would not have had the effect 
of preventmg an Alhance betAveen the Marattas and the French Indeed 
these were eAndently your OAvn Sentiments, ’tdl you Avere mduced to depart 
from them by the surmise of Tippoo’s death 

4 In the first mmute of the Governor General, prepared before the 
reports had reached you of Tippoo’s death, the expectations of the Mara- 
ttas are stated m the folio Anng terms, “Their propositions are fan* and 
reasonable, they come to specific pomts They say, assist us against Tippoo, if 
the French assist him, or oblige the French to he neuter ” We agree Avith your 
Governor General, that the proposition was fair and reasonable, but you 
will advert, that the Governor General’s next Mmute makes the assurance 
of Assistance general, Avithout any certamty that the French meant to offer, 
or Tippoo to accept their assistance 

6 In the Auew we have of the Measure, it directly tends to produce 
two bad consequences, although it should not immediately engage us m 
Hostihties In the first place, it ascertams with precision to the French, 
the only hne of Pohticks they can adopt, if they mean to mtngue m India 
It forces them to decide upon a connexion with Tippoo, whereas formerly 
it appears they were kept imder uncertamty how to fix the object of their 
attention, and under that uncertamfy, they endangered themselves mth 
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both tho ilarattas and Tippoo by incurring the impntation of duplicity to 
both. 1^10 other bad consequence is, that it tends to indispoeo Tippoo and 
may be used hy Kim as a pretence at any moment he may feel it convement, 
to act with hoetflity towards us 

6 Under these circumstances we «hn11 wait with impatience the 
aniTol of your next dispatches and wo are m hopes that either from the 
Marattaa not makmg the demand, or from the Season of the year the march 
of the Detachment wiU not have actually taken place If that should for 
tunately bo the case we are earnestly desirous that you should endeavour 
to extricate yourselves as far as possible from thin omborrossment, and 
revert to the plain and oimplo line of Policy, which we have laid down in 
our former Dispatches. Your principal attention mnst be to avoid sbak- 
mg the Friendship and Confidence of the Marattaa, and at the some time to 
remove if possible any unfavourable impression which your assurances 
(if published) may have made upon Tippoo To him it will be sufficient 
to intimate that m comfbrmlty to your Instructions from homo, you did not 
mean to send any Detachment from Bombay to aid the Moratta Forces 
against him because ho hod not called any other Foiopcan Force into 
his assUtonco which if be hod wo should have considered as an act of Hos- 
tihty to us. Wth regard to the Morattas, it appears to us, that the before- 
mentioned Letter from Scindia to tho Governor OcnciaJ should be tho 
foundation of >*our oommonications with that State. From tho tenor of that 
Letter we are porauodod that tho aasuranco which wo distmctly repeat, 
of our being ready to assist tho Morattas in case of a joint attack frx>m 
Tippoo and the French will bo fully satisiactoiy to him You should ox 
press our fullest approbation of tho friendly & just intentions comeyed 
in tho general tenor of that Letter at the same tune ^ou should explain that 
it In no case bo possible for us to adopt tho idea bo intimates in the con- 
clusion of tho Morattas rocciring aid from the French with our concurrence 


Our dctcnnination to resist tho introduction of any Furopcao Force into the 
Contests of tho Indum Pnnccs, will shew him tbo imposaibOi^ of our listen 
ing to such a proposal and tho samo remons which would justify our actmg 
ognnst Tippoo if supported b> tho French would equally decide us howover 
reJacUntly to join Tippoo against tho ilarattas if the French should appear 
in farour of the latter an event however which oar rclianco in the Fncnd 
ship of tho MsralUs coarmccs us ut no respect to bo apprehended 

7 WTut wo have thus sUted Will pul jou full^ in po**sesaion of our 
SenUmeaU formed on tho materials now Ufijro us. But various circum 
stances may have sn*rti of which wo cannot now bo apprized which may 
sfTrtt Ibo Unguago to bo held either to Tippoo or the ilamttas and it will 
inlhatca«borwecsiaryfgr>outocsciTU«>w ducirtion on tbo spot as 
to lU terms of jour commumcatbn with cither of tW powers and as to 
tho mode of eicxuUn„ our pre»ml Instructions

agamst the Marattas. In the first case, we can only direct you to endeavour 
as soon as possible, on any just and moderate terms, to withdraw from the 
Contest, and to convmce him of our mtention to adhere to the System we have 
explained In the second case (which we trust is the least probable) there 
IS no other choice left, but to pursue, the hne we have pomted out to you 
m our former Dispatches, as proper to be adopted on such an occasion, and 
by the most vigorous and effectual exertion on our part, to counteract 
the efforts of Drance, and prevent their gaining an ascendancy m India, which 
must be destructive of our Interests m that Country 

9 We have attended to the 45 @ 7 [sic] Paragraphs m your Sec- 
ret Letter of the 2Sth February 1786 P Deptford, respectmg the alarm 
entertamed by our Resident at Telhcherry, from certam circumstances in 
the conduct of Tippoo Sultan Upon this subject, we can do no more than 
refer you to what we stated m our last Secret Dispatch of the 21st July, 
and the mteUigence last received, tends again to confirm us m the propo- 
sition of a Military Force bemg always stationed at TeUicheriy, but we 
need scarce observe to you, that if you adopt that measure, the Officer 
serving there, should be one on whose Abfiities, discretion and Integrity 
you have the most perfect reliance 

10 Upon the subject of Lieutenant Colonel Cathcart’s deputation 
to Mauritius^ and the Treaty entered into by hun When we wrote our 
last Secret Dispatch, we were under an impression that the object of the 
Deputation was rather to obtam an adjusted reference of the Disputes 
which had taken place between us and the French, than to settle such im- 
portant matters without our previous Instructions 

11 We cannot consider the Articles which have been agreed upon 
at the Mauritius, as m any respect bmdmg, except as far as they may be 
admitted mto a new Treaty with the Court of France, to be negotiated m 
Europe His Majesty’s Mmisters are preparmg Instructions for that pur- 
pose, m order to brmg to a clear and final settlement the several pomts 
which have been m dispute, and you will receive the earhest information of 
the result of the Negotiation In the mean time, m aU transactions with 
the Agents and Subjects of France, you wdl make it the general rule of your 
conduct (except as far as you are now otherwise directed) to adhere to the 
same hue as you would have held under our Instructions, supposmg the 
Treaty at Mauritius never to have taken place In the following Pomts 
we t h i nk it necessary to give you more particular Instructions for your 
gmdance m this mterval 

1st As to the Government Customs to be levied on the French 
Trade, you will only require 2^ Per Cent 

2d As to the Salt, Salt Petre, and Ophium you will conform for 
the present to the substance of the 10th and 12th Articles m 
the Agreement concluded at the Mauritius 

12 And as to whatever relates to the Visitation of Ships, you will m 
any exercise of that right, attend carefully to the caution given you m our 
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Secret Difpatcbes of the Slat July hut 

13 ijbt recogmxmg the validity of any part of the Agreement condu- 
ded at the llanntiua, we object in a partionlnr manner to the Definitive

1 In our last Letter &om this Department by the Swalloiy Packet 
dated 29th December 1781, We informed you of the Detention of that 
Vessel for the purpose of carr5ang home a complete Narrative of the Go«^ 
vemor General’s Proceedmgs while at Benares and Chunar, which we daily 
expect to receive from him, however as the length of this Paper, and 
the great number of References annexed to it, made it impossible to dend 
them down sooner than he did, and we found it would require a long time 
to Copy them after their Arrival We determined to Dispatch the Swallow 
without them, judging that you would be impatient to hear from us on the 
restoration of Peace m the Districts of Benares, and to receive the latest 
Accounts from Madras of the situation of Affairs m the Carpatic, 

2. We determmed at the same tune to dispatch the Nancy Snow 
Captain Hiffeman with these Reports as soon as they could be prepared 
and We have now the pleasure to transmit them to you a separate Nunlber 
m this Packet 

3 The above Papers contam such a full Account of all the Tran- 

Consns 14th of the Governor General upon this service, 

Jany 5th Feb. together with his Motives and reasonmgs upon them, that 
We think it would be superfluous to add anythmg of our

4 By these it will appear that the Treaties and Intngues of Gheyt 
Smg supported by the disaffection and restless disposition of the Bhow 
Begum, Mother to the Nabob of Owde at Eyzabad, produced Insurrections 
m that Country which ’till lately we were unapprized of, on account of 
the Communication between that place and Benares being wholly 
cut off,

mation We have authentic tho’ not Pubhc mtelhgence that General 
Meadows with the Troops under his Command and that part of the Fleet 
lately commanded by Commodore Johnson which was destmed for India 
arrived at Bombay on the 6th Ultimo That a Cessation of Arms had taken 
place between your Government and the Marattas in consequence of which 
the Governor and Council detached two Battahons of Sepoys to the rehef 
of TeUichery which has for a long time been beseiged by Hyder Ally’s For- 
ces That with the Aid of this reinforcement Major Abmgton made a SaUy 
from the Fort m which he completely routed the Enemy Killed about 
600 Men took 1200 Prisoners among whom was their leader Sirdar Cawn, 
a brother m law of Hyder Ally with 60 Pieces of Cannon 60 Elephants, 
many Horses a large quantity of ammumtion and Gram and Treasure to the 
Amount of three Lacks of Rupees 

We think this advantage gamed by our Troops at TeUichery so deci- 
sive, that if the Presidency of Bombay make the proper apphcation of it 
m the measures which they may immediately adopt m consequence of this 
Event it may produce a happy termmation of the distructive war m the 
Carnatic, we deem this mtelhgence of so much importance that we think 
it necessary to convey it to you by the earhest opportumty lest you should

Ifi On tho 2nd of August the Bengal Detachment commanded by 
Colonel Pcorso jomed the Army under GeneroJ Sir Eyre Coote a few Miles 
to tho Northward of Madras The Troops marched on tho 10thogainst 
Arcot depooding on tho Assistonco of a large Supply of Groin which the 
Enemy was supposed to ba>e laid up In Tnppasoro that Fortress was bo* 
sieged and tokou bat the Storo of Grain proved InsuiBcient to enablo tbo 
Army to proceed on tbo destined Sorvloo to Arcot the Oomson and Dofcncoe 
of which had boon encreosod by Hyder Sir Eyre Coote tborofore mar 
cbod out to meet tbo Enemy In the Field and on the 27tb ho come up with 
and found Uyder advantagooosly posted at Perelubaukin ou tbo Spot where 
bo bod defeated Colonel BoJUle An Action ensued in which our Troops 
drove them from (be Ground with soioro Loss on both Sides and returned 
to Trippasoro whence tboy marched again to tbo 3Iount On tbo 16tb 
September tho Army moved (o tbo Relief of VoUoro which was besieged by 
tho Enemy In tbdr way they surprued and routed a Party of 4 000 Uorso 
and 2 000 Infantry which woro ravaging and destroying tho PoUams.* 
Culonel Owen was aftenrords detached with a Conioy towards VcUuro but 
being attacked b> Uyder s whole Army was compcli^ to a Retreat, which 
he oficctcd without Loss Sir Eyro Coote then proceeded with tho rest 
of the Troops, obtained a signal Victory over tbo whole of Hitlers Army 
which would hare been toUiJy defeated bad ours been able to pursuo their 
iVhantage Sir E^to Cooto aftenrards accomphshod the Relief ofVcUoro 
rrtouk Chiltoor raised tho Siege of Trippasoro and again returned to tho 
Mount fur the Rain, himself in a very b^ State of Health. About the 20tb 
Dccrfflbcr H>ilcf rrtxjok Chittoore with a Oomson of one Battalion of Se- 
poys. On the 3d of January Sir >jto Cooto marched with tho iVrm> tho* 
he wsasUd Ubuunng under a rcr> severe Disorder which on theClhat 
Trippasoro had nearly prutnl iaUl to him howoicr ho recovered and on 
the next U»\ cuntlnucd his Morth ot- the Head of tho under every 
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Disadvantage both from the Want of Cattle and Piovisions, with Intention 
to ejBfect the Rehef of Vellore, which was mvested by a powerful Detachment 
of the Enemy, and reduced to extreme Want Hyder’s Aimy contmued 
retreatmg before him ’till the 10th when they attacked the Convoy and can- 
nonaded it for 4 Hours, but were repulsed On the 11th Vellore was re- 
heved On the 13th the Army left that Place to return to Madi'as, but 
was attacked agam by Hyder’s whole Force on the same Spot as before 
with worse Success, and on the 18th it arrived safe at Tiippassore, whence 
it proceeded to the Mount and was there encamped as late [as] the 5th 
March, watchmg the Motions of the Enemy, and ready to march on the ear- 
hest Notice to oppose them 

16 Hyder was at this Time near Wandewash and Tippoo Saheb 
his eldest Son m Tanjore, where he surprized and made Prisoneis Colonel 
Braithwaite with some other Officers chiefly of his staff, after defeatmg a 
Party of Sepoys under him 

17 To this Loss we shall oppose the great and decisive Success of 
Major Abmgton the Commandmg Officer at TelhcheiTy, who havmg been 
reinforced with 2 Battahons of Sepoys fiom Bombay, made a Sally with his 
whole Force on the 8th January agamst Sirdar CaAvn, Hyder’s Chief Comm- 
mander on that Side of India and nearly alhed to him by Marriage, complex 
tely routed the besiegmg Army, killed about 400, and took the General with 
all his Family and 1600 Men Prisoners the rest dispersed, and the Posts 
of Mahe and Fort George surrendered mthout Opposition 

18 Upon the whole, the Credit of our Arms has been sustamed, tho’ 
it’s Successes have been rendered meffective by the essential Wants of 
Cavalry and Cattle Our Losses and Suffermgs have been great those 
of the Enemy can only be estimated but must have been considerable The 
foUowmg IS a Proof of it Private Overtures were made to Sir Eyre Coote 
by Hyder for Peace some days after the first Appearance of the French 
Armament on the Coast, and a Negociation has smce subsisted. In reply 
to the Reference made by the General to us m consequence, we have autho- 
rized him to declare our Consent to a Peace on the Condition of Hyder aban- 
domng his Connections with the French, and departmg ffom the Carnatic, 
but to refer him to the General Treaty® now m Negociation with the Peishwa 
for the Ratification of this or any other Conditions which he may require 
under the Peishwa’s sanct[ion] 

19. The President and Select Committee of Fort St. George have 
advised us of their havmg received from the Nabob Wallah Jah a full and 
complete Assignment of the Revenues of the Carnatic and their Charge 
and Management granted personally to their President for the Services of 
the War by a formal Deed passed on the 3d of December A most important 
Acquisition, and a most signal Proof of the Fidehty and Attachment of the 
Nabob. 

20. On the 7th of February a large French Fleet consistmg of 12 
sad of the Lme besides Frigates and Transports was seen of [sic] Puhcate. 
On the 8th Sir Edward Hughes arrived at Madras from Tnncomalay havmg 
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under Ha Command tho Superb, Exeter Monarcha Buiford, Worceeter, 
Eagle and Seaborae Frigate and was joined there on the 10th by Commo 
doro with three Slupe of the Lme and one Transport containing Ge- 
neral Ifoadow** and Colonel FuUarton and 400 of the Bing’s Troops. On 
tho Ifith the French Fleet made their Appearance off Madras and on the 
morning of the 10th they stood to tho Southward Our s weighed and fol 
lowed and on tho 17th havmg chased the Enemy till they were separated 
from their Pngates and Transports Sir Edward Hughes made tho Signal for 
chasing the Latter in which the Tiyla being the foremost Ship came up with 
and took the Lawmton a large Transport laden with Military Stores and 
having 300 Troops on board and sovornl English Vessels laden with Gram 
which had been captured by tho Enemy on tho Coost. The Frizes were 
immodiatoly sent to Madras, where they amvod The Enemy’s Fleet 
■cemg this Operation bore down upon ours and having the Advantage of 
the IVind which was squally and some Hmes Calm brought eight of thoir 
Ships to ongogo tho Superbo, Exeter Hero 2doDareha and Isis. Tho others 
on either Side could not come into Action. The Engagement lasted from 
4 in tho AAornoon till half post 0 when the French ceased firing and hauled 
their Wind. Tho Superbo and Exoter wore mneh damaged, and havmg 
sofcral Shot between ^Vind and Water the Admiral thought it necessary 
to go to Trincomolay to refit whenco ho returned to Madras on tho 10th 
March and intended to renew tho Attack upon tho Enemy Tho French 
Transports dispersed during tho Action and tho Euo do Tosconne which 
wus their Hospital Ship camotoan Anchor in tho Koods ofKognpatam 
mistaking it for a friendly Port wboro she was captured by tho Chapman 
Indloman and is ilnco arrived here Tho French Ships by all Accounts 
were much shattered and two of them totally dismasted Tho Fleet was 
aftoraurds scon m Porto Isovo Koods employed in landing their Sick and 
wounded It appears that the Hannibal an English Ship of 00 Guns on 
her Way to T^lf a was by tho French Fleet about 2 Months ago in 

Latitude 2 and mado one of their Lino. Tho Chaser was also token 
by tho UcUona of 30 Guns, while sbo was cruizing on tho Coast to protect 
tho Oniia Vessels 

21 Tbo ^abob Xizam ^Uiy Cawn continues to profess a friendly 
Disposition towards us in which we bche\o him to bo aincore. Our 
Minister Mr HoUond* has been long in Trcat> with him for a Defensive 
jUhanco against H^*dcr and In a Letter dated 7lh 3larch we instructed Mr 
HoUund to oQcr him tbo AsshtLonco of a Detachment of Forces from this 
Lstaliluhnx-ol if ho could givo hu dcfinlUvo ^Uscut to it. 

22. On tho 2ad of November hut GeneruJ Goddard received Ad- 
vices of tho Treaty concluded b> Colonel Muir with .Mmlajco Sindla propo- 
sed to deputo a Minister to I\x)na to treat fur a general iVacc, which being 
agreed to bo deputed Captain Mcalhcrston on this ben ice who accordingly 
proceeded to Poona and was well rwlvcd but on Notico of tho Plenipo- 
tentiox) i’gwrrs which had been granted to Mr ^Vnderson bo desisted from 
bis NrgocisUcm and desired his Dutnission, but consented afrenrards to 
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remain at the urgent Entreaty of the Ministers until Answers should be 
received from Madajee Smdia to the Instructions which had been sent to 
him, and which we suppose to have been accompanied with the full Powers 
already mentioned This is a favorable Symptom of the Disposition 
of the Member of that Government, whom from his pohtical Situation we 
might have expected to have found the least mchned to a Peace 

23 When we gave you reason to expect an Investment for the ensu- 
mg Year exclusive of the large Balance of Goods remaimng to be sent home 
we thought we should be able to spare a Sum to the Board of Trade for 
that Purpose, but the Exigencies of the Madras Presidency aie now become 
so urgent and alarnung as you wiU see by an Extract of their last Letter 
that all the Resources which we can possibly dispense with ourselves must 
be apphed to their Support We have therefore adopted a new Mode for 
keepmg up the Investment by private Subscription for 80 Lacks of Rupees 
which wiU provide Cargoes for your Ships on the usual Terms of privilege 
at the Risk of the Individuals and is to be repaid to them accordmg to the 
Produce of the Sales m England A Copy of the Plan makes a No m one 
of our separate Dispatches over land

TotheHonble the Court of Directors for Affairs of the Honble United

Honble Sirs, 

1 By the Nerbedda Schooner, which sailed for Bussorah on the 8th 
Apnl, we address to you a Letter in quadruphcate contaimng a summary 
account of aU the material events which had passed from the beginning of 
the month of July to that date. Another Copy was sent on the Valentme, 
which left her Pilot on the 1st Instant and a sixth is m the Packet of the 
Eesolution, which has been dispatched, but we doubt whether she will be 
able to leave the River Hei detention has been primarily owmg to the 
Damage which she sustamed m her Rudder, but the present cause of it is a 
want of Officers. 

2 The Negotiation with Madajee Scmdia, for a general Peace is yet 
m suspense We chuse to refer you for the actual State of it to your own 
conclusions on the foUowmg Extract of the last Letter received by the 
Governor General from Mr Anderson dated the 6th Instant 

“A Person who had less experience of the Marattas would venture, 
if m my place, to say that every thmg was settled A Draft of the m- 
tended Treaty, after undergomg repeated corrections and alterations, 
was this morning completely adjusted Every word of it was either 
agreed to, or alterations were made, m which both concurred But it still 
remains to be copied fair and to be signed, and many days may elapse 
before this can be done Ranny Edian, Oppah Chit Novelss, and 
Mirza Achum must all be present Ranny ILhan is sick, Oppah is sickly, 
and Muza Achum is so httle mchned to piomote the busmess that, if

of Broach, rve possess m this Act of pubhc Liberahty and justice to Smdia, 
a powerful security for the Ratification and permanent advantages of the 
Treaty Besides these pubhc Considerations of a Pohtical nature we 
acknowledge that it was evident to us that the possession of Broach was 
no advantage to the Company however it might be to their Servants at 
Bombay The expences of that Estabhshment on a Scale of Defence were 
nearly equal to it’s revenues Future troubles would anse about the boun- 
daries and the Price of Cotton which is the Staple of that Distnct rose m 
the Bombay Market with our Possession of the place, such are the natural 
consequences of a Commercial Establishment possessed by Men who are the 
Dealers m the specific Article of Trade which it produces 

12th We are aware that many objections will be raised agamst 
the Treaty especially by those whose apparent consequence or views are 
affected by it and we are sensible of the reluctance with which your Presi- 
dency of Bombay are likely to give up the entire possession of those Ter- 
ritories which the exertion of this Government had added to their Govern- 
Bient As yet we have not seen any substantial advantages derived from 
holdmg these Possessio[ns] In general they are so situated as to be entirely 
open to the mcursions of the Maratta Horse there was no hkelyhood 
therefore that we should possess them undisturbed without a Force 
sufi&cieut to awe the Enemy from attackmg them and such a Force 
the Revenues collected we beheve were by no means able to support 
at least we may conclude so by the enormous mcrease of Bonded 
Debt at Bombay which instead of bemg paid off as you 
had designed amounts at ttiiH Time w^e beheve to upwards of one 
Crore of Rupees a Circumstance which as General Goddard s Detachment 
has been paid by us with other extensive remittances to their Presidency 
too plainly proves the unprofitable Tenure of such Possessio[ns] The 
Restoration of these Countries consideied m this pomt of view cannot be 
regarded as any loss to the Company but on the contrary, the precarious 
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possession of thpm maintained at an expence greatly beyond the resourcet 
of that Government or onr ability to supply them and by the continuation 
of a War which w[as] unassisted by a Government whose means were al 
ready exhausted could no longer support with effect rather made them a 
Burthen than an aid to us in our present aituatiom Weighing in the op- 
posite Scale the danger of losing our Possessions on the Coast of Coroman 
del for want of affording that Vigor to the defensive War carrying on in the 
Camatio against the Umted Forces of the French and Hyder Ally which 
the greatest Exertions of onr Endeavoors was scarcely equal to maintain 
there can be no longer any Koom to hesitate in pronouncmg upon the ex 
pcdknoy of the Saoriflce we were obliged to make for obtoinmg a Peace 
with the Morattos, A Peace which at the same time promised us both the 
advantage of their assistance and the certain power of employing the Comp- 
any's Troops on the Western side of India m conducting a formidable Attack 
against the most valuable Possesnona belonging to Hyder Ally and such an 
attempt appears to us to promise the only effectual means of drawing him 
out of the Camatio as onr immediate Victories over him in the Field for 
want of Cavalry to pursue our advantages and render them complete, are 
more splendid than substantial. But we most rely ohioffy on the Goodwill 
and exertion of the Preeideiioy of Bombay to give Aid to the Exocution 
of this I Ian which uill bo immodiatoly urdcr thwr direction We oio sensiblo 
they will want Funds to carry it t^ugb notwithstanding tho Countna 
conquo cd fr m tho 3iarattas remain yet and have long sinco been in 
tho pcaooable Possession of your Aumlls wo shall therefore make a grand 
Effort to supply them in order if posaiblo to render our designs succoeafol 
under their Management In December lost we proposed to them in the 
most urgent Tonns a plan of Co-operation with tho Presidency of Fort St. 
Gcorgo* a Plan which bod our directions been attended to must have long 
since rclio\'ed tho C'«matio We shall persist in enforcing aimiior Exertions, 
but onl> possess tho Poa*cr of roprcscntation not of Compulsion. 

13th. This Flan will require the present Employment of a con 
tidcrablo port of tho Forces of that Establishment. We are sonsibio that 
during tlio War the borthen of tliclr Expcnco will fall upon this Govern 
meat and wo must bo prepared to support it but a vigorous exertion in 
tho beginning maj seno to relieve us from this hcavj load while tho 
faint or languid pcnccation [sie] of Hostilities con only tend to protract 
and cncreaso our dlbtrcsbcs. Tlio Prcsidcnoj of Bombay has not ^*ot fa\orcd 
us with tho State of their probabb Receipts and Disbursements which Wo 
required in December hut UJl it orrises wo cannot bo clearly informed of 
thcjr abMiluto wants or Judge how wo thou d divide between their neccssi 
lies and tho«o of lort St Georgo tho rcMUrccs which wo can spare our 
utmost ability shall be itramed to enable them to mako a grand Effort 
sgonut Hj“Ucr 

Hth Tho nocc»Mt^ of rlubanding a considerobb part of their 
Forces or of maintaining them during tho war upon hortlgn Resources 
maj b*» urged bj the Gcntbmcn at Bombay as an Argument agslnst tho 
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Restoration of those Countries from the Revenues of which they hoped to 
defray their Expences, but if it appears, as ue are certain it ivill that these 
Forces were so dispersed tin o’ a long Tract of Country that they could be 
of no use in tlie actual Defence of Bombay without abandomng those pos- 
sessions to the Enemy for the protection of which they ivere entertained, 
and that the Revenues of those Distiicts could no longer be collected by 
the Government of Bombay than while they iveie able to retain a sufficient 
number of Troops in them to enfoice the Collections and secure them from 
foreign Invasion We declare our opinion that your Settlement at Bom- 
bay was httle benefited by the assistance of such Forces and consequently 
the reduction of that Presidency to it’s oiigmal IVIditary Estabhshment 
•with an addition only for the protection of Salsette cannot be considered 
as a great disadvantage to the Company since no Idea was ever formed of 
mamtammg a laigei Mihtaiy Force at Bombay than a War Estabhshment 
for the defence of that Island and it’s immediate Dependencies, which they 
ought to be better able to maintain than before the acqmsition of Salsette 

loth. We have heard it asserted that the Presidency of Bombay 
are averse to acloiowledge any advantages derived from the Services of 
General Goddard’s Detachment and conceive that they might have been 
able to procure as honorable a Peace with the Marattas by the means of 
their oivn Strength We hope it is mmecessary for us at present to look 
back as far as to lecapitulate the Circumstances attendmg this Detach- 
ment We beheve that the Presidency of Bombay would have been very 
glad to have decided their Contest with the Marattas mthout it’s assistance, 
but the affair at Worgaun and the desperate situation to which the Presi- 
dency of Bombay must have been reduced at that time, if the detachment 
had not been so far advanced as to afford them effectual Aid by awing the 
Enemy from pursumg the advantages they had gamed, or even from insist- 
mg on the Terms which had been conceded to them are alone sufficient 
Proofs to overset such a Doctrme 

16th Had it been the good Fortune of the Company and of the 
Ration to have established on the Western side of India that Influence m 
the Maratta State which would have secured the Presidency of Bombay 
m the peaceable possession of a well mamtamed Territorial Revenue equal 
at least to their Expences, before the Carnatic was neglected and a General 
War had extended from Europe to India, the Views of the Presidency of 
Bombay and of the Company had been answered and a complete Influence 
must have been estabhshed m India m favor of the British Empire, But 
"With a Change of Circumstances came a necessary change of System The 
sudden and almost absolute loss of the Cajuatic demanded every sacrifice 
upon the part of Bombay that could tend to recover our Footing on the 
Coromandel Coast The attack made there by our natural Enemies with a 
powerful Armament left no alternative Happy shall we esteem om selves 
if by every labor and management m Negotiation and every effort to sup- 
ply we may yet be able to m ain tain our Ground in the Carnatic and to sup- 
port Bombay upon its ongmal Establishment The Completion of the 
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Maratta Treaty next to the advantagefl we have already denvod from the 
Pacification with that State conaUtutes our Sanguine Hope that wo ahall 
be able to efiect these great purposes notwithstanding our numerouB and 
very presamg Difficultiee, 

17th On the 29th of March Sir Edward Hughes sailed with the 
whole Fleet from Madras having Stores and a Reinforcement of Troops for 
the Garrison of Trincomalay whioh it was supposed might be m danger 
from the Approach of the French Squadron The next day he fortunately 
fell in with our outward bound Fleet and was joined by the Sultan and 
Magnonime which left their Convoy bound to Madras On the 8th of April 
Sir Edward Hughes came m sight of the French Fleet consisting of 18 Sail 
and wishing to avoid on. immediate Engagement which at such a distance 
might hoxard the landing of the Reonforcements at Tnncomolay he bore 
away for that place and on the i2th the French who had kept constantly 
in sight of our Fleet having the WIi^ bore down and Attacked him off 
the Harbour of Trmcomalay The Action began at half past one odock 
with groat warmth on both sides and ended at 40 Minutes post Six when 
both Fleets being very much shattered dropped their Anchors and eon 
tlnued intermixed almost within random shot of each other until the 10th 
being employed during this Interval m refitting When the Ships were 
able to put to Sea tho Enemy being Anchored without ours and having 
the advantage of the Wind first weighed their Anchora and made a show of 
approaching to renew tho Engagement Sir Edward Hughes waited to 
receive them with Springs upon his Cables but when they came within the 
distance of two Miles they altered their course our Fleet then weighed and 
went into the Harbour of Trincomalay

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19fch We must add a Circumstance of imdoubted Authority, tho’ 
mentioned only in a private Letter that the Number of Killed and Woun- 
ded on board the French Hero amounted to 200 Men and that the Ship 
was so damaged that Mr Suffrem was obliged towards the close of the 
Action to shift his Flag into the Ajax 

20th This Engagement which foi the Spirit exerted on both sides 
seems to have had few examples, must be considered as a Victory on 
our’s while it obhges the Enemy however disabled to keep the Sea and 
cuts them off from any Neighbourmg Port in which they could refit and 
refresh their People tho’ we understand that they have not entirely left the 
Coast a great part of the Fleet having been seen off Battacalo on the Island 
of Ceylon by the Armed Transports commg round from the Malabar Coast 
to whom they gave Chase m their way to Fort St. George on the 9th 
Ultimo. 

21st. You will receive from Fort St. George by a Packet now under 
dispatch from thence a full and more accurate detail of the operations of 
the Army under the Command of Sir Eyre Coote and of the management 
of the Presidency of Madras than any account we can at present convey to 
you It IS our intention to direct the Lively to touch at Madras unless 
further accounts of the Naval Operations m the Bay shou’d prevent us 

22nd It IS with pam we inform you that the necessary and desired 
Cordiahty does not subsist between the Departments of your Governor and 
Commander in Chief upon the Coast and complamts have arisen 
between the Nabob of Arcot, now reduced to an Inhabitant of Madras and 
your President Lord Macartney which give us much uneasmess from the 
real pity due to the Nabob’s situation’ and the impressions which that situa- 
tion makes upon the other Princes of India, whose confidence and Alhance 
we are necessarily Cultivatmg We shall to the utmost of our Power endea- 
vour to concihate these differences and we attribute much of their Opera- 
tion to the pubhc Distress which sharpens often mstead of soothmg and 
accommodatmg the Dispositions of the Pubhc Leaders in any difficult 
Scene. 

23rd With the influence of private Representations to promote 
Harmony at Fort St George we shall make redoubled Efforts to relieve the 
Pubhc wants of that Settlement. 

24th From this management on our own part, we hope for the best 
Success to your affairs m the Carnatic. But m the Event of an mcreased 
misunderstanding between the Civil and Mihtary Rulers of Fort St George 
and if that unfortunate Spirit prevails which on supposition of necessary tho’ 
partial oeconomy supercedes the Commiseration due to those Prmces who 
are m Alhance with us and who may literally be said to be now without 
Territory without Credit and loaded with Debt livmg as Fugitives within 
the Walls of our remammg Forts, We must freely confess to you that any 
Prospect of speedy or sohd Prosperity on the Coast of Coromandel is not 
much to be depended upon our Enemies will certamly avail themselves of 
disagreements so unfavorable to our Interest The Sprmgs of every 
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Poblio vixer will relax and if we are not bo fortunate aa to overoome our 
Enemies wiiilo every reeource of this Government is applyed to the nnder 
taking, and before they establish their gronnd completely oar dlfficoltiea 
may encreeae when we are leaa able to sustain them. 

2t}th We foisee the dangers of such Events and shall anxiously labour 
to anticipate every measure that can tend to give TJmon Harmony and 
Exertion to the Springs of Government in the Carnatic. The News of the 
Marotta Treaty will we are conddent operate to give efficacy to our earnest 
wishes relative to this object and have a dismaying effect upon our 
Enemies. 

2dth We shall conclude thh Letter by informing you that the happy 
Union which reigns on our own Councils has enabled us to proceed success- 
fully on a plan of Retrenchment in our Diaborsementa and of exaotitade 
in collcctmg your Revenues, as well as Secreoy in our Deliberations and 
Transactions with the Country States. Hence are our best expectations 
denved for the general Reestablishment of your afialrs. We anxiously wish 
to meet with a proper Cooperation from the other Presidencies, without It, 
our best efforts are not sufficient to produce a general Effect. To 
retrench our Diabursemenia without exciting a general and dangerous 
dissatisfaction reqoiros Secrecy, universahty of operation, and the utmost 
management. Wo are taking our measures upon these Principles. The 
Affairs of Oudo roquiro similar Attention.

1st \\e bod prepared a Letter under date tho IGth of July to be 
conre^'cd to you by the Lively Packet a dujilicate of which is cncloeed. 
We then hoped to havo been able to dispatch that Vessel with news of tho 
lUtUlcatloo of tho Monulta Treaty but Uut event depending in its 
speedy acooffipUshmeot upon tho ProcrostinoUng Spirit of thoDorborof 
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Poona and the Influence of various Intugues we may be induced to 
dispatch the Lively Packet befoie it takes place We have ordered the 
Pox Packet to be m readiness to cairy you that and any eventual Intelli- 
gence of Importance i m i 

2nd We have had the honor to receive your Letters by the iryai 

Packet dated 29th August 17S1 and Ist January 1782 and by the Worcester 

dated 25th and 29th January 1782. 

3rd. We have also received by Different conveyances overland 

Origmals, Duplicates, and Triplicates of advices from the Secret Committee 

bearmg the folloivmg Dates : 

6th October 1781 

8th December — with a Postscript 


4th January 1782 

1st Pebruary with do. of 22d Pebriiary. 

4th We have observed above that the Patification of the Marratta 
Treaty concluded \vitli Madajee Scindia still remains in 
Consn 11th Novr. g^3p0ngQ^ The latest letters from Mr Anderson dated 

26th October which We beg leave to point out for your Perusal, 
mention that the final confirmation of it was promised by Authoiity from 
Scmdia [’s] Vackeel at Poona to his Master withm 15 days, but as we wish 
not to mislead you m this point. We must Confess that we join with Mr 
Anderson m doubtmg the faith of this Assurance The piocrastmation already 
Manifested by the Ministers throughout this Negociation, Proceedmg as 
weU from the fundamental constitution of that Government as from secret 
influence and mutual jealousies which probably subsist among the mem- 
bers of it, IS a sufiS.cient ground for this Conclasion A Person ostensibly 
confidential, named Narroo Sheo Deo^ has been deputed from the Mmisters 
to Sindia’s Court but not expressly charged with the Ratified Treaty 

5 We must remark however that m the mean while a Peace actually 
subsists in the completest manner with the Marrattas We have no pre- 
sent cause to apprehend the breach of it and your Presidency of Bombay, 
during the suspence of the Treaty, continues in the Peaceable Collection 
of the Revenues of a large tract of conquered Country which after 
the Ratification shaU have taken place, must be Restored to the 
Marrattas 

6 In this situation the President and Select Committee at Bombay 
are better enabled to act with effect against Hyder Ally than if the Treaty 
had been immediately Ratified and they consequently dispossessed o 
those Resources. If we judged it necessary for the preservation of the 
Carnatic m December 1781 to enjom the Presidency of Bombay positively 
to withdraw their Porces from the Marratta Territories in order to make a 
Powerful diversion m those of Hyder, altho’ no regular agreement or a 
truce or Peace had taken place with the Marrattas but only a forb^ran 
ofHostihties how much stronger is that necessity now evinced y 
altered Situation of thmgs, a peace virtually subsistmg by Treaty wit e 
Marrattas add our distresses m the Carnatic bemg encreased bot y 
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longer Contmuance of the War and the formidable allied Strength acqtdred 
by onr Enemy 

7tiu On these groimds, as no Steps Imd been taken on the Malabar 
Coast in conseqnence of our former most earnest Direc- 
Con^t Wih Jane thought it necessary to eipoatulato upon the 

Conduct of that Presidency and to enforce onr orders if 
possible in Stronger and more peremptory terms than before for -which 
purpose We wrote to them the letters Copies of -n’hioh make Numbers in 
this Pocket Judging it necessary at the same time to remove every obs- 
tacle of any real Weight to their operations on the Malabar Coast and to 
Ica-ve them no plea for inaction We Remitted them Bills with our lost 
letter for 15 Lacks of Rupees ezoloaive of the Current and ordinary Supply 
which Wo still continue to send them 

8 Before we enter npon the affairs of the Camatio Wo think it of 
too much Importance to the Pnblio mtereats to defer mentiomng the 
Differences which have subsisted for a long time post between Lord Mao- 
artxicy and Sir Eyre Coote In the oondnot of their Respective Dopartmonta 
at Fort St Qeorgo. 

9 We mentioned them briefly in our last Letter but that you may 
bo moro iully apprised of the Nature of them and their tendency we think 
it proper to be more explicit here. As long ogo as the Commenoenent of 
tbo present Year Sir Eyre Oooto conceived his exertions and operations so 
much embarrassed by unseasonable and irrognJor interferenco of tho 
Presideat and Select Committee of Fort SL George, in tbo Powers of his 
Itfllitary Command instead of being assisted or supported by them as bo 
expected that ho thought it nece ssa ry to appeal to this Govomment for 
the influence of it 6 Controoliag Authorify to Relievo him Declaring that 
unless those embarrassments -wero Effectually Removed aud all tbo Military 
operations In the Conxatlo left to his solo and oxclusivo conduct and Con 
troul BO that tboy might be consistently and uniformly directed to one 
object it would bo Impossible for him to oxorciso any longer his Command 
or to afford his Services with any bopce of Credit or Success but that bo 
must in Justice to tbo publio and his own bonour Relinquish tbo Task os 
Impracticable. 

10 At tho some time to convince us of tbo Just grounds which he 
bad for Complaint and to itato to us fully the Different instances which be 
alluded to in the Conduct of tbo Government of Fort St Georgo he 
Deputed Mr Thomas Graham his Persian Interprotor to this Place to lay 
tho sererol circumstances before us« 

11 Lord Macartney also aware of tho above Refcrcnco sent his 
Private Secretory hero to represent tho particulars of his conduct in tho 
course of theso difforenccs and to fumlah us with any explanations which 
we might rcqalro from him 

12. Thus situated and considering it of less consequence for us to 
enter ipto tho inv^tlgatioo ofPuwta which being already passed might 
only servo to Renew and Inllamo the subjects of funner contention, than to 
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endeavor by an unmediate and effectual interposition to prevent the 
continuance of such disagreements in future, we therefore preferred this 
hne and altho’ We weie individually acquainted with the Subjects referred 
to us as we knew that an investigation of them must either lead to a 
condemnation of Loid Macartney’s Conduct or a Declaration that the 
complaints of Sir Eyre Coote were ill founded, neither of which decisions 
could answer any eligible purpose, we dechned to enter into any public 
enquiry concerning the allegations before us, and this his Lordship has been 
pleased to term, judging a cause without hearmg it, the Fact is proceeding 
on the above ground[s] Wo thought it would be agreeable to the Spirit of 
your instructions in cases of Actual invasion, which was the real State of 
all your Possessions on the Coast at that time to suggest it as our opinion 
independent of any past facts that the Geneial’s Wishes should be gratified 
in the fullest extent, so much merit was due to the unexampled Zeal and 
exertions of Sir Eyre Coote, m despite of the severest and most dangerous 
illness and so much deference Necessary to the Confidence which the Army 
Reposed in his Command, that he had a pecuhar claim to such a trust and 
for the sake of preserving an uniformity of System, Action and Controul, 
We accordingly Recommended that he should be allowed to Possess an entire 
and unparticipated Command over all the Forces under that Presidency 
exceptmg the immediate Garrison of Fort St George 

13. Havmg proposed this Ime of Conduct in the strongest terms of 
advice and Recommendation to the President and Select Committee at Fort 
St George We enforced the observance of it by a Reference to oui own 
example m havmg placed all our Troops on Foreign Service under his imme- 
diate and absolute command. 

14. We remarked to them in the same Letter that “every Govern- 
ment must of course Possess an Ultimate and over Ruling authority and 
that the Right of exercismg such authority which is mherent m it must 
also be mvariable and Perpetual notwithstanding any Restrictions 
which it may impose upon itself for particular Purposes ” 

15 The rule we had laid down appeared to us the clearest that could 
be adopted and the least hkely to be attended with any further mconven- 
leuces, We were also warranted m prescribmg it by the great and Ultimate 
concern which we had in the Preservation of the Carnatic and the extensive 
Supplies which we mcessantly contributed to that end 

16. As a deficiency of carnage cattle appeared to be the greatest 
impediment to the Movement and success of the Army, and the means 
pursued by the Presidency of Fort St George were very madequate to the 
proper Supply of that necessary Article of Accommodation, We Pomted out 
to them such measures as we thought Requisite and more likely to prove 
efiectual than any they had yet adopted Our plan was by Assessment on 
the owners of Cattle throughout the Contiguous parts of the Country obhgmg 
them to dehver up their Bullocks for the Pubhc Service on receivmg a 
Suitable, Compensation m Return We cannot say whether this mode was 
ever carried into execution but it is certain that the Complaint of want of

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Carriage for the Army hoa nerer beoa Bemoved and that this defect baa 
prevented the entire accomplishment of it a moat important expeditions 
which would otherwise haTe been undertaken with olmoet a certainty of 
Succees* 

17 The Preaident and Select Committee at Fort St, George on 
Beceipt of oar Letter on the foregoing Subjects wrote os 
Conm. 29th April ^ abort Reply that th^ would pay Implicit obedience to 
all oar orders therein Contained They Ukewiae wrote to Sir Eyre Coote 
acquamtlng him that they invested him with all the 
lOth Mty ^ Power* Anthorltiea and Kesponsibilitica dcflired by u*. 

The terms of this Concession little Implied that hearty degree of conoorrence 
which we wished and expected to Snd In the Afodross Governmont to pro- 
mote the Welfare of the Service by a fiee and Cordial Surrender of the 
Powers We had deHned to the Commander in Chief and a natural desire 
which would have been the consequence to Support him In it to the Utmost 
of thdr Abllittes, The Resnlt has nnfortnnately evmced our ConeJosions 
to be just, for It appear* that a jealousy has all along prevailed which 
prevented any Conddential intercoone or communication between the 
Governmont of Fort St. George and the Commander in Chief, at length 
iudood their publla discussions have been oonduoted with a degree of 
Boproaoh and Acrimony which must ever be prejudicial to the common 
oatue and our endeavor* to preserve harmony have met with a very 
ungrodoos BeoepSon from the Preddent and Select CommJttoe who 
thought proper to inform u* that tho Andont Constitutional System of 
their Government was subverted by tho power delegated to General Sir 
Eyro Cooto apparently meaning by this Subterfuge to throw auy blamo 
which might be imputed to them for the Consequence* of tho War upon this 
Government.

only Chance for his Recovery, he accordmgly embarked on the Medea 
Engate and is come to this Place but Remains stdl m a very Weak State 

22. Being mformed that a Proposal had been made by Monsr Du 

Chemin Commander of the French Land Forces to Lord 
onsn 15th April ][yj;a0aj.^ji0y of a Cartel for an exchange of Prisoners which 

his Lordship Dechned to accede to, We immediately wrote to the President 
and Select Comnuttee at Fort St George earnestly Statmg the expediency

23 As the President and Select Committee at Fort St George 
from their local and daily information of the Operations of the Army m the 
Carnatic have it in their Power to furnish you with a more perfect detail of 
the last Campaign than is possible for us. We shall refer you Chiefly to the 
letters from that Presidency for an Account of this subject, stating only in 
brief manner such occurrences as have been Reported to us 

24, Monsr, Suflren With the French Fleet after the first engagement 
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with oar fleet off Negapatam proceeded to Porto Novo where he landed his 
sick and Wounded ^len together with a body of 1200 European land Forces 
and 800 Ca&ea, These Troops marched on the 0th of April 
Contn. 29th April (Jiq Command of Mnnar Ihi Chemin who la smce 

dead to attack Coddalore which Immediately Capitnlated to them They 
have never ootnolly taken the field to act m conjonotioa with Hyder but 
have Remained at Cuddoloro endeavoring to Strengthen the Fortifioatlona 
and to establish it as a place of Seooiity bnt assistanoe and support have 
been given to them at different times by Hyder Ally tho so scantily that 
their Necessities have brought them to the greatest extremity of Distroes 
and We believe their original Numbers are by this time very much 
Reduced^ 

26 Sir Eyre Coote having marched with the Army from Chlngleput 
in the of May last to raise tho Sieges of PermocoU 

Conm. 6th June Wandowaah which the Enemy were before, was un 
fortunately prevented by Violent Rains &om amvmg early enough to Relieve 
tho former which place surrendered to H3rder onr Troops however came up 
with him and a general engagement ensued on tho 2d of 
Conm. 4July Jone In which Sir Eyre Coot© had the honor of a Complete 
Victory ho drove tho Enemy from the Held of Battle and pumiod them 
till they Crossed a River at 0 Miles distance. Hod our Army been supported 
on this occasion by & few good Cavalry It might as Sir Eyre Coot© deolorot 
have rendered the Defeat a most signal and nsefal ono by enabling him to 
take poososiba of tome of the Enemy's Quns. 

20 On tho 8th following the Packet Onard of onr Army being advan- 
ced considerably beyond the Main body was unwarily led to follow some 
•traggling parties of the Enemy and havmg been drawn to a sofSclent 
distance it was suddenly surrounded by them and token before It could 
Receive any support from tho QcneroL 

27th. Whilo tho two Armies were thus engaged to tho Southward tho 
Presidont and Select Committee took occaaicn to dispatch a small force with 
a Convoy of Provisions for the Relief of Vellore* which 
CoQuu Sih July fortunately ani\ cd safe bnt on Iho Return of tho party It 

was attacked by a considerable Detachment from Hyder and being too 
Weak to make any eCTectoal Rcsistanco the Officer Commanding it and meet 
of the Men fell Into tho hands of the Enemy 

2S Sir Eyre Coote not being able any longer to purauo his Operations 
at that time for want of Froritlons w-oa under tho Necessity of Returning 
to tho Mount. Towards the end of August bo marched a gntn and threw a 
further supply of 0 Month s Prorlslons into the Garrison of Vellore, alter 
which be come back without any 3fateriil Occurrcnco except tho Surprise 
and Capture of a Conroy of Buliocka and Grain belonging to tho Enemy by 
a Detachment sent from bU ^Vnny to intercept thorn 

29 Alter thU the Army SUU under the Command of Sir Eyro Coote 
procrcikd Southward with a yIow to attack tho French at Cnddaloro. To 
prorent ihrir Wing again obliged to fall back lor wont of Cmiago for Grain 
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some Vessels were dispatched with a Quantity to attend the Motions of the 
Troops off Pondicherry. These Vessels weie unfortunately detained by 
contrary Winds and could not Eeach the Port so soon as they were espected 
there, for which Reason the Army, Already distressed for want of Provi- 
sions, were obhged to Retire vuthout Performing the Service mtended, which 
is therefore Postponed ’till after the Monsoon The Medea Frigate havmg 
left the other Vessels which could make no way against the Contiary Winds 
arrived at Pondicheiry and finding the Army had Marched from thence 
Returned to Madrass 

30 Among all the Difficulties which have combined to impede the 
Successful Operations of Sii Eyre Coote in the late Campaign none have 
been moie immediately and severely felt than the want of sufficient Carnage 
for the Provisions of the Army This was so great a failing m every expe- 
dition that his whole attention and Contrivance were always Requisite to 
Convey only a few days supply for the fightmg Men, and no distant march 
could be undertaken nor any considerable advantage pursued for want of 
that necessary Resource, For if he had ever left it to Chance he might not 
only have been disappointed in his hopes but the Consequences of such a 
disappomtment in all probability would have been fatal to your Possessions 

31. In our last We gave you a particular account of the Naval 
engagement between our Fleet Commanded by Admiral Su Edward Hughes 
and that of the Enemy off Trincomalay on the 12th of Apnl last We con- 
ceive that you 17111 be more fully apprized of the Operations of the Fleet from 
the Admiral’s Pubhc Dispatches to the Secretary of State, nevertheless We 
shall contmue the Narration of his Proceedings as far as we have any 
Account of them.

and for the aamo Eesoon We now send them a Ntmaber In this Packet. 

35 When Sir Edward Haghe* had Bepaired his Pleet as Completely 
os possible at TnncomalAy after the Aothm of the 12th April he proceeded 
to Negapatam to avaQ lumself of a Windward Station the Enemy being 
then off Cuddalore On the 6th of Jnly the iFVenoh Sqnad 
CoDU 8 July having approached to ours were met by it and a Cloee 

Ehigagomont took place off Tranqnebar» which lasted from eleven m the 
forenoon till one odook. The Brilliant, a Erench 64 Qnn Ship lost her 
Main Mast and the Severe another Ship of 64 Gons Stmok to the Saltan 
bat aiterwards steered off Into the AUdst of their Fleet and on being 
demanded the next Day from Monar Sndmn he denied the Fact Assar- 
ting that she did not Strike but that the Haolyards of the Ensign Staff 
bod been Shot away Sir Edward Hughes In his Letter to ns declares that 
bo gained so decided a Superiority over the Enemy in this Action that If 
the Wind hod not Changed In the Cntlcal manner in which it did whereby 
many of his Ships were paid Round he is of opinion that he could have 
taken some of their line of Battle Ships but a part of those under his 
Command had suffered so mnoh daring the Action that they ware in no 
Condition to pnrsue the Enemy Sir Edward Hngbes therefore returned 
to Kegapatam and the French to Cuddalore Our Loss upon this occasioa

36 After refitting the rigging of the Fleet at Kegapatam Sir Edward 
Hughes being In great want of Ammtmitkm and Stores como up to 
^raxlffiM where ho anchored on the 20th July with all the Ships. In tho 

mean time the Sceptre a 04 Gnn Ship of Sir Richard 
^*Aiiguit Blckerton s Fleet arrived at Madrass and not mooting with 
the Fleet proceeded immediately with tho St Carlos in 
hopes of Joining it at Kegapatam but as it was recently gono irom thonce 
tboy Returned and formed tho Junction at Madrass. 

37 About this time It was conceived that tho French having a

33 Tho Coventry Frigate from Bombay arrived at Jladmis during

of 32 Cuas which was Cruking from tho French Fleet then at iVnehor off 
BatU colo In tho Action a Shot unluckily carried away tho Helm of tho 
Coventry and Rcodcml her ungoreraablo at a time when it is most pro- 
lablo would haro taken tho BcUona if her guns bad continued btUJ to 
tear Bjam tho Koemy, who bod apparently fcwt their commouding offleer 
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and Ceased firing at tliis Instant in older to take Advantage of the Coven-

39 The Medea Fugate with the concord a Prize taken by the 
6lh Septr. Sceptic aiiived at Madiass also while the Fleet was there 

40. On the 20th August the Admual sailed with the whole Fleet, 
except the Medea fiom Foit St George and meeting with faint Southerly 
Wmds and Calms in his way down the Coast it was the 3d of Septembei

before he Reached Trincomalay On that Mornmg at Day- 
break he descried the French Fleet within the Harbour of 


Trincomalay and soon afterwards perceived French Colours hoisted m the 
Foit The Enemy had 15 Ships of the hne havmg been remforced by the 
Hlustre and St ^Michelle under the Command of Monsr Bussy. They came 
out immediately on the appeaiance of oui Squadron and Sir Edward Hughes 
perceivmg their intention bore away to the Eastward in order to draw 
them off from the Harbour, as far as he could in hopes they would fall to 
leeward if they attempted to make it in their Return At half past 2 m 
the afternoon an Engagement began between the two fleets which was so 
weU supported on oui Side that the French Admiral’s Ship lost her Mam 
and jMizen Masts by the boaid, another Ship lost hei Mizen Mast and a 
third her Foie and Mizen Top Masts and many of them appeared to be m 
other Respects very much damaged At 7 m the Evemng they hauled 
them Wind but some of oui Ships were found to be too much disabled to 
admit of Chasing thorn The French contriv[ed] as we beheve to Return 
to Trincomalay, and Sii Edward Hughes came back to Madrass In this 
Action he lost 43 Men ICilIed and 277 Wounded 


41. The Harboui of Timcomalay is a Place of so much Importance 
durmg the Monsoon when Ships cannot with safety he off the Coast, that 
the French by making themselves Masters of it have not only avoi [ded] 
the disagreeable and Rumous Necessity of bemg obhged to Return to the 
Islands with a Shattered Fleet, but are able to Weather the Monsoon m a 
Situation where they may greatly Molest the Trade if not entirely Com- 
mand the Coast In order to prevent this Inconvemence as much as possi- 
ble and to afford the Ships of his Majesty’s Squadron a Secure Place to 
Anchor m durmg the present Season We wrote a Pressmg Letter to the 
Admiral Urgmg the expediency of his Commg to Bengal which is now a 
Wmdward Station, and We sent Mr Ritchie your Marme Surveyor who is 
an experienced Person to Madrass to conduct his Majesty’s Ships safely 
mto the River which he Readily undertook to Perform upon bemg apphed 
to for that purpose. 

42. On the 15th of October which was two or three days before the 

„ arrival of our letter to the Admiral at Fort St George, A 

November Violent Gale of Wind obhged the Fleet to put to Sea and 

the Admual’s Ship the Superb suffered the loss of all her 
Masts As soon as the Storm was over the Admiral Shifted his Flag to 
the Sultan and sent the Active Frigate back to Madrass to bimg off 
several Officers and Men belongmg to the Ships who had been left a Shoie 
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intending as 'was believed to proceed tvitb the trliole Squadron to Bombay 
According to a declaration 'which he hod preriooely made 
3d. October to the President and Select Committee Commodore Sir 

November Richard BIckerton amred at Madrass on the 20th October 

with the Ships nnder his Command oonsistmg of the Gibraltar Comber 
land. Defence AMca and Inflexible together with the Convoy of India- 
men and Jono Fngato &om Bombay The Active earned thm mtelligence 
to the Admiral and was likewise the bearer of oor Letter above mentioned. 
Sir Richard dispatched the Jono immediately in quest of the Fleet and 
Continued Cmlilng with the line of Battle Ships till the 24th when the 
Juno was observed to Return and aRar having spoke with the Commodore 
a Signal was made In obedience to which all the Ships of his Squadron 
Sailed to the Southward. 

43 Mr Botham a Member of the CounoO at Port Marlborough was 
lately at tht« place having been deputed to Port St. George and Bengal to 
Represent the Weak and Defenceless State of the Garrison of Fort Marl- 
borough Rom a Severe Misfortune sustained by the explosion of a Powder 
Magnnne which was struck by IJghtniog and the consequent destruction 
of the Arsenal with a Considerable Quantity of Military Stores which were 
in it he obtained Rom the Presidency of Port St. George a dispatch of the 
greatest part of the ArUcles which were immediately Eeqoired at Fort 
Marlborough and Completed his Indent from our Stores. 

44 The intention of Mr Botham to return to Fort Marlborough 

opened to us a fit occasion of employing a Confidential Person of Conk 
dcrable Rank and expenenco in your Semco to make ovortures of Fnend 
ship to the King of Acbcen’ according to the orders of your Secret Committee 
Wo therefore desired the Services of this Gentleman and Accordingly gave 
him a Letter and Credentials to the King with a Suitable present. ARer

long experience of Sir Eyre Coote’s distingmshed abilities, activity and 
success had so justly and firmly impressed upon them we thought it our 
duty therefore to write immediately to Sir Ejrre Coote, dl as he was, to 
entreat that he would again pioceed to Fort St. George to resume the 
Command of the Army in the Carnatic, well knowmg the effect which his 
personal piesence or even the expectation of it would have upon the mmds 
of the Sepoys at the same time we had no doubt of the General’s Zeal and 
anxious readmess to complete that important Service to his Country which 
he had so chearfully undertaken and gloriously persevered into the last 
extremity his Beply to our lettei justly marks the propriety of these senti- 
ments and iviU we hope produce the desired effect 

6th. Indeed we understand but only from private authority that the 
supplies of Grain smce received into the Garrison of Madrass and an 
encrease made in the allowance served out to the Sepoys has since the date 
of General Stuart’s letter rendered them perfectly quiet 

7th The extraordinary exertions of this Government in the rehef and 
support of your possessions on the Coast appeared to us a fit subject to be 
stated in reply to the first letter from Sir Eyre Coote he was fully 
acquamted with the former extent and effect of them, we therefore began 
our calculation only from the Commencement of the present Season for the 
dispatch of Vessels to Madrass and took into the account the following 
remittances made smce the 1st of August last mcludmg a space of less than 
four Months Vizt

8th We are still contmumg these remittances by every possible 
effort, indeed the amoimt of them is hkely to be increased by the Monopoly 
made at Madrass of aU the Eice imported there which is to be seized on the 
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Compan[y'8] Account and paid for at a very advanced rate by BiUa upon 
thifl Government, “nua meagure wo* thought neceasary by the Government 
there for the immediate relief of that Settlement and we conaequently 
reeolved to Freight no more Ves«els with Grain on the Company^a account 
in order to leave the exportation from hence entirely free to mdividuola but 
we Rhfiii persevere to the very lost in out endeavors to save and Tnnintain 
your Establiahment on the Coast of Coromandel which we deem of sneh 
casential consequence to the Bntish Interests in India that no possible 
means ahould be left onottempted to protect them from the danger of such 
powerful Enemies os we have at this time to Cope with. 

0th We have received a Letter from the President and Select 
Committee at Fort St. George dated the 30th Ultimo 
^ acquainting os that Colonel Hnmberston with 600 

European Troops two Regiments of Travencore Sepoys and a body of 
irregulars composing a Force altogether of 26 000 Men was advancing from 
Tillicherry to possess himself of the pass of Palliocheny and that Colonel 
T^ng who commanded at Negapatam hod taken the Field with the king a 
Troops who were there and 3000 Sepoys which hod joined him from Tonjoro 

10th We ore sorry to Inform you that Colonel Home who was 
appomted to the Command at Kegapatom previons to Colonel lang was 
unfortunately taken by the French m the Indus Schooner with a quantity 
of Stores which bo was Carrying with him to that Gomson and sent to 
Mauritius the loss of this Gallant Officer Is a severe Stroke to the FubUo 
Service and wo Umoot it the more os officers of his rank and experience are 
much wanted In the Army 

11th The President and Select Committee at Fort St. George since 
the arrival of the reinforcements of men brought by Sir Richard Bicierton s 
Fleet have come to the Resolution of returning the Bengal Detachment of 
Europeans. Thoy likewise Intend to make Detachments to Bombay for the 
Service of the projected ottack upon Hyder's Dominions on that side and to 
MossuUpatam and ^egapatom for the socurlty of thoee Garruons. 

12th. In our letter of the 16th July we mentioned that the Nabob 
Walla Job bad j referred to us complaints^ ogamst Lord Macartney’s Conduct 
towards him Wo have lately Received from Syod Assem Cawn the Nabob s 
Minister at this place two particular Representations on this Subject which 
wo mean to compare with what the Nabob himself bos written and to dcairo 
that Sir E>to Cooto will bo pleased to look over them and to inform os 
whether any of the aUigaUons aro coasUtent uith his knowledge of the 
FscU after which wo shall bo better judges if it may bo noccs-ary to tako 
any and what further Nolle© of them at present wo have only to enclose 
Copies of these Representation's} Cor your lofonnatlon. 

I3th \ou will Ond a Letter from General SUbbert entered In our 
II So.r l>rocMJljn,-. uhidi a propoKd dlipoiition of the 

forra otUthoJ to tU. I'rcjJJcncy for tbo btlUr ilcfcoco 
of thoo pniilnM .(.iljut attcjopt from our tnomlc by Sea in cuo 
Ibry .bouU Uko occiJoo of iho »l«oM of Sir hdwarU Hughe with tio 
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English Fleet if he is really gone to Bombay, to make a descent in these 
parts. 

14th We Submitted this plan to Sir Eyie Coote for his Sentiments 
upon it and shah advise you of any measures which we may resolve to 
adopt m consequence 

15th We have received Letters from Mr Bristovsi smce he has taken 
charge of his Station as Resident at the Vizier’s Court, contaimng some 
accounts of the State of that Country but promising to write to us more 
Particularly on that Subject shortly. 

16th We have received by remittances from Mr. Middleton immedi- 
ately previous to his departure fiom Lucknow, Bills of Exchange on the 
Presidency amountmg to Calcutta Sicca Rupees 24,31,237-10-6 and fiom 
Mr Bristow smce that period further Bills on the same account amountmg 
to Calcutta Sicca Rupees 5,41,666-10-6 We by no means approved of the 
transaction of Mr Middleton m mortgaging the Receipts from the assigned 
Countries to obtain these remittances immediately from the Shroffs but as 
we mean to enter mto an investigation of the Conduct of Mr. Johnson which 
IS blended ivith that of Mr. Middleton in the management of the affairs at 
Lucknow we wish not to anticipate any information which it may be neces- 
sary to commumcate to you respectmg them On this account and m Justice 
to Mr Johnson who has speoiall}'' solicited us to postpone the report of ou^ 
proceedmgs agamst him to you till he has an opportumty of vmdicatmg 
himself We enclose a Copy of his letter and request that you will not form 
any opmion to his prejudice on what has passed, but suspend your judgment

1 Our last address to You was by ^ the Lively Packet under Date 'the 
4th December a Copy IS herewith itransmitted !,u, ) i ' * ' ' 
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2 Deeming it of conseqtmnco to give you the eariieat possible infor- 
mation of an event of so mnoh importance to yonr mterests in India as the 
death of Hydcr Ally Cawn, Wo dispatch the Fox Packet for that purpose. 
By the repeated and confirmed accounts which Wo have received from 
Fort St. Qeorge it appears that he died between the 4th and 7th of December 

Kurreem his Second Son was upon the Spot and remained with Maho- 
med Ally one of Hydcr"a Generals £n command of the mam Army Uppoo 
Sahob the eldest Sou havmg been detached against Colonel Hnmberston who 
had Advanced with his Corps to Reoonnoitce [s»c] and if Practicable to make 
an Attempt on the Pass of Paliacacheiry leading into the Oombitoor Country 
was not returned to his Father s Army on the 23d Dooember the date of 
OUT lost Accounts from it. 

3 In the meantime Odonel Humberston finding that he could make 
no Impressioa on the Fort of PaiLmacheny without his heavy Artfllery which 
he hod left behind him and having received Orders frx>m the Preaidenoy of 
Bombay to retom to Cohent he Proceeded to carry those orders into exo- 
cuUon. The Baggage of the Army m iU retreat being left unprotected was 
Attacked by Tippoo Soheb and some small loss sustained on our side in the 
beginning of November On the 24th of that Month Colonel Macleod 
Arrived at Calicut and took the Command from Colonel Humberston* Hav 
mg posted the Army in a strong situation at Ponany he was attacked on 
the 2Sth m the Morning by Uppoo with a largo Force which after a long and 
close Contest was dented and 200 of the Enemy Killed upon the ]^d 
Tippoo immedlitoly retreated Across a River at 10 Miles distance. After 
the Action Colonel Macleod was Heinforced by near 300 of the King t Troops 
from Modross 

4. We hare since received lofonnatlon that Tippoo Soheb Arrived in 
his late Father s Camp on the 20th of December 

5 By advices from Bombay of tho 14th November Qonoral Mathews 
was immediately to be detached from that Placo with a Reinforcement of 
400 Europeans and 1000 Qronodlcr Sopoys to take the chief Commimd and 
Wo loam that ho actually embarked with them on tho Africa on tho 12th 
of December In the mean time our Rcmmittanco of Bills to the Amount 
of 10 Lacks of Rupees had Arrived at Surat and been duly honored. 

6 The Main Body of Hjder s Army Marched from Chittoor after tho 
death of Hyder and was Arrived at Arcot on tho 23d December in its tVay 
to Amu Tho French Troops at CuddalourcousisUng of 1600 Koropoans 
and 3000 Sopoys with 40 Guns of DiiTcront Sizes left that place about tho 
some time ami b^ Advices dated 20lb Di.'combcr hod Marched as far os 
Gln^coon tho Rood to iVreot 

7 Tho iVnayst tort St. Gcorgo now under Major OcncralJames 
Slturt had been Ordered to March agamst the Lncmy but on Account of 
IhedismUdonoflufuUoaen* the Removal of the Bullocks attached to It 
and tho great UeUchmenU of Europeans It did qot appear probable tb it It 
could bo speedily rcvuscmblcd and in a sUto to Act, Wo own It os a tesU 
inooy of JusUcw to iho Cummaoder In Chief to Mention that this separatios 
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of the Army was made in direct opposition to his Sentiments and Advice 
declared m a letter to the President and Select Committee and instruction 
to General Stuart, and we aie confidently of Opimon that if he had not 
been obliged on Account of the bad state of his health to qmt the Coast, 
the Precautions which he would have taken to keep the Army together and 
in a state for immediate Service would have enabled it to take the Field on 
the instant News of Hyder’s death and either to have totally dispersed 
Hyder’s Army, discontented with long and foreign Service and dispented [<sic] 
by the recent loss of their leader, or at least to have Prevented a junction 
between thorn and the French and probably Obliged the latter to surrender 
at descretion, for in such a case they would have had no resource 

8 Lieutenant General Sir Eyre Coote has declared his Intention of 
returning to the Command of the army in the Carnatic and of embarking for 
the purpose on the Medea hourly expected for Madras We cannot suffici- 
ently applaud the Zeal which under the infirmities of a constitution broken 
by the seventies of his last Campaign has animated him to this Resolution 
We repeat the Declaration Which we have already Made m our Records 
that we place our whole Reliance on him for a happy and speedy Termina- 
tion of the War, and entertam the most sangume Hopes that he will 
Accomplish it. 

9 To remove by the only means in our power the obstacles to his 
Return and to Prevent their effects on his future operations it was necessary 
for us to exercise the special authority^ which you had deligated to us oyer 
the other Presidencies with an unrestricted Injunction of Obedience to our 
Orders for takmg the lead in all the Mihtary and political Operations of the 
Present War First in order to settle the Government of the Carnatic on a 
solemn Appeal Made to us by the Nabob and secondly to secure to Sir Eyre 
Coote the mdependant and unmterrupted conduct of all Military Operations 
dependant on him and if possible the Zealous and liberal Assistance and 
Support of the Presidency of Fort St. George from whose Measures he had 
heretofore Complamed of insurmountable difficulties and Obstructions. 

10 To explain the first of these Acts it will be Necessary to Recur 
to the Memorials dehvered to us by Syed Ahsun Cawn the Nabob’s 
Minister of which you were furmshed with Copies by our last dispatch you 
will there find that the Nabob through his Munster bitterly coinplained 
that after havmg transferred the Assignment of all his Revenues m the 
Carnatic to Lord Macartney for the Service of the War yuth the smgle 
reservation of his Sovereignty m the ostensible confirmation of th§ persons 
whom Lord Macartney might chuse foi the Collection of the Revenues Lord 
Macartney first eluded the Observation of this condition on a fictitious 
plea, and afterwards wholly disregarded it. 

11. It was a duty so very repugnant to our inchnation that we bad 
endeavored to avoid it by persuading Syed Ahsun Cawn who was deputed 
to this Government by the Nabob for the purpose of prefermg his Com- 
plaints to us, to withdraw his first Memorial and to suspend his Claim to the 
Interposition Qf our y^^uthonty which wc fear’d to exercise in so desperate 
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a State of th© War and which We hoped would become onneccsfary but 
finding our hopee unavailing and a Repetition of the Nabobe gnevancca 
having been forced upon ua were under the disagreablo Neceaaity of 
receiving the original and at the same time a Subeequent Memorial from 
the Nabob a Miniater 

12 At this time the Nabob a Situation added to the effect which it 
had on the Minds of other Country Powers to the Prejudice of our good 
Pdith and the important Cruis of Affairs in the Comatio all comhmed to 
draw from us that act of Justice to the Nabob which the delicacy of his 
Situation and the vindication of our National honour have produced 

13 We thought it Neoeeaaiy to confine our enquiries to this Singlo 
Charge because It required and was the only one that reqmrcd, our decision 
upon it. Por the rest We alialt probably for such is our wish fumuh Yon 
simply with the Materials of Evidence carefully and fairly collated for 
your judgement upon them but without offering any Opinion of our own 

14. Our Proceedings in thU investigation oro so full that we think 
it unnecessary to enter Into a detail of them m this 
n Place but rather diuse to refer You to a complete perusal 

of them for the grounds and the impartial justice of onr 
oondusions, trusting that the evidence and facta therein recorded contain 
neb plain and decided proofs of the truth of the Allegations which state 
the toimctloQ complained of that You cannot foil to approve and confirm 
oar Resolntion founded on such a basis. If there Is any defect it is in the 
Proceeding of the President and Select Committee wbloh we hod not 
Received to a later date than the 16th January 1783 bat even these 
whatever they may be coimot alter the Nature of those Foots which woro 
already provod and oven avowed on the Most antbentio testimony 

16 The Trooty of Agreement of 2d April 1781* was only conditional 
and Subject to your confinnaUon it was not forced upon tho babob but 
enterod Into at tho Particular solldtatlon of bU ^Unistor and the advan 
tages which it secured to the Company wero voluntarily conceded on hU 
Part. Tho appointment of a Resident to bis Court to see it carried into 
effect was also his request, vo wQl confess that wo tho more readily oeqaios- 
ced in this Measure from the Rccont instance of a broach of our Orders In 
the OoTcmment of Fort St George which might bavo been of dangerous 
teodenoy and which actually obliged us to Remove their President Mr 
\Vhiteh£U from the Qovomment as tho only means of Preventing its iU 
effects, and we may add to this Motive our wont of the Requisite conOdence 
in his Successor but from the time of Lord 3Ucartney*8 arrival at 3Udrass 
In Jane 1781 though We could not recall our Resident without giving, 
offence to the Nabob Wo Maintained no leparate Intercourse with hN but 
wished to leave tho AcoomplUhment of the Treaty and tho Management 
of every internal Arrangement of the Cornatio which Might bo settled with 
the Nabob under the stipulation of tho Treaty to tho exclusive Negodatloo 
snd conduct of the Ihesldcnt and Select Coounittco 

10 In this disposition wo Wrote to them fuily and confidentially 
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on the 26th December 1781 and afterwards gave our hearty approbation 
and concurrence to the Assignment of the Eevenue of the Carnatic for the 
exigencies of the War which had been received by Lord Macartney fiom 
the Nabob in virtue of the Treaty, sincerely applaudmg the address and 
Ability of hia Lordship m obtaining it. 

17. As a further proof of our ready and entire disposition to support 
the President and Select Committee at Port St. Geoige in then endeavour 
to derive the full benefit of the Revenues gi’anted by this Assignment we 
must inform You that We strongly approved their appointment of a 

Committee to supermtend and Manage the Receipts and 
IS^Ja^nuary^^ls”’ disbursements of them and upon their complaimng to us, 
of a Secret influence in the Durbar which was likely to 
13 January No 14 destroy the effect of their endeavoms to this end we 
expressed our regret that they should have suffered any condition even of 
delicacy towards the Nabob or Attention for those feelings which it might 
“be Natural for him to re tarn for the mterests of the Carnatic which weie 
still eventually his to restrain them from availing themselves of it with 
an effect as complete as the desperate Necessity which alone could warrant 
their having exacted such a concession inevitably demanded.'’ 

18. We should still have been forward to give our sanction to their 
conduct and to support it m the just and complete execution of the Powers 
granted by the Assignment had We not found that the express conditions 
of the Assignment had been violated, the Nabobs rights shamefully infrmged 
and our Approbation and Authority quoted for such acts by a stramed 
misconstruction of our words written upon a different Subject Under 
this impression we could not hesitate to vmdicate our own honour by a 
formal enquiry into the Pacts and to grant that redress to the Nabob 
which the Case evidently demanded both on the score of Public Opmion 

and formal Justice for we had positive evidence before us 
Mr^ Holl^d’T that the Indignity which this most ancient and faithful Ally 
Reply of the Company suffered from the Privation of his Rights 

and Authority had disgraced our good faith m the Opmion 
of a Neighbourmg State, and strong Presumption [sic] evidence that the 
substitution of Lord Macartney’s Personal authority for that of the legal 
and ostensible Sovereign of the Carnatic whose complaint, and situation 
could not be concealed from the world would impress all the Powers of 
India with a decided Idea of our breach of Treaty or unjust usurpation of 
his Government which would Naturally deter them &om any connection 
With the English and Rum the mfiuence We derived from their good 
Opmion and respect for our Smcerity On such grounds we thought it 
mcumbent on us to render some Public and Notonous act of Justice to 
the Nabob and therefore declared the Assignment, the conditions of which 
had been broken by Lord Macartney, void and the [Management and pro- 
perty of the Revenuas held under that Assignment, agam the Right of 
the Nabob. 

19 As the Nabob had Pledged himself m case the Management of 
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tho fiaTOQQes shoald bo restored to Mm tlmt dormg the continDa n oe of the 
War ho would Beallze and Pay into the Company s l^reaaary one third 
more Money than Ijord Macartney bad Colleoted from tho Country in tho 
samo space of timo Alim inoreoso the snpplios of Bnllooks and Provi 
■ions to tho Army by one third more than the Present quantity giving 
Soucar Security^ for tho performance of those terms, and Syed Ahsun Caun 
having declared pooaetsed of full Powers to conclude such an 

Qgreoment with the Govommont Wo accordingly Received from him a New 
obligation to that effect Copy of which wiD bo found In 

13U.fcaraor 

20 the termination of the War the Nabob is to Pay to tho 
Company 12 Lacks of Pagodas Per Annum 7 Lacks whereof ore to be 
appioprlated to the disohuge of hSa IDeht to them and 5 LAcks to hia 
]^vato Croditon And in case of any iallure in the performance of these 
Stipulations he agrees that the Nabob Walan Jaw shall submit the coUec- 
tions A nd appropriation of the Revenueai of the Camatio for tho purpose 
of discharging his Publlo Debts to such Modo of arrangement os tho Court 
of Dlreotors or this Ooverument shall direct. 

21 Upon the whole you will find we havo avoided entering into tho 
DUputos between the Nabob and tho Beaidont and Select Oemmittee at 
Port St. George farther Ui mi we weto compelled to do upon tho Grounds of 
our constitutloiml Powen and tho Noccaiary rapport of Pnblio Treatfca and 
engagemenU for whkh alt the states of India Naturally looked to the 
Honour and Power of tho oontroMmg Oovernment but the Preahlenoy of 
Fort St. George have entered more into a personal Crimination of the 
Nabob than the Merits of his acousatlonj or a justification of their own 
Conduct, for in tholr letter to us of the 6th December 1781 they go as far 
back as tho aeigo of Tnchouopoly by the Regent of Mysore to Account for 
Hyderis Reeontmont against him and Attribute the indisposition of tho 
Morattas^to the freqoent support given to tho Nabob in subduing and 
lomoUmes as is asserted oxtirpotlog Hindoo Princes from the Kistna to 
Cape Commorin onder the odions Kamo of conquest* they also look to a 
distant and most Improbable Stoation to find out grounds of accusation 
against tho Nabob a^ with a degreo of Rancour in their Stylo draw rach 
oxtroordinaiy conduskias to his PreJudJeo that we think their letter portf* 
culoriy worthy of yonr obsorratkm and therufore Recommend it to Your 
perusoL 

22 With regard to the other requisition of Sir Eyro Coote as tho 
indispensable condition of his return to Fort St. George bring satlsfiod from 
past esperienco of tho I^eceasity for his deairing it and considering him as 
tho only Inslrument capable of ntlrieving your aOsln by a successful oourae 
of Mihtory Operations in the Camatio we resolved to invest Mm with 
omy power and authority which he coidd dori%o from this OoTcrnment 
both for funning tho Army in tbo Camatio and employ log Its acrviccs 
with effect for the generU Came. 

On* former occasion wben Ue gave it os oor opinion that the 
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present Commander m Chief should be allowed a fuU and unpaiticipated 
command and Authority in aU Military Operations and recommended this 
hne of Conduct to the Presidency of Port St. George in terms of the 
greatest dehcacy and tenderness they received and construed our letter 
as a positive Command and accordmgly declared to him that they resianed 
^er an the powers, authorities and responsibilities m the Conduct of the 
War, He nevertheless complained of constant difficulties and obsciuctions 
m his Operations Such having been the effect of a cautious and tempo- 
rizmg Conduct on our Part & the piesent crisis of affairs reqiiirmg more 
decided and active measures. We resolved to repeat our former recommen- 
ations in the stile of ordeis, warranted by the authority which we 
possess from the 3d Paragraph of your commands to that Presidency, 
a e 11th April 1781 ; and we have the pleasure to add, that Sir Eyre 
Ooote IS satisfied -with these determinations 

24. In two further instances, we have also been obliged to inter^ 
pose the controulmg authority of this Government over the conduct of the 
-t'resident and Select Committee at Port St Geoige the urgency of the 
oases are so fully apparent, that we doubt not om conduct wfil meet 
with your hearty approval. Upon the death of Bazalut Jung, the Zemin- 
dar ot Guntoor, whose Country, by the Treaty of 1768 ^vlth Nizam AUy 
awn, was to revert to the Company, the President and Select Committee, 
as we understood from private authority, had entered into negotia- 
lons of some kind with Yestestram Jung, the Jagueerdar of Neermull, a 
assal of Nizam Ally, m actual rebelhon agamst his Sovereign This 
nieasure had probably for it s object an intention of securmg possession 

All opposition to the secret wishes and endeavours of Nizam 

y , and was hkely to be the cause of a rupture with him. 

25 On a previous intimation made to us by the President and 
belect Committee, of certain overtures received by them from Yestestram 
ung, we strongly discouraged them from giving any attention or counte- 
n^ce to his proposals , the acceptance of whicii would be a direct violation 
o the Treaty with Nizam Ally Cawn , and we now repeated the same, but 
in the terms of express prohibition added to this, we were informed, by 
a private communication of General Stuart to Sir Eju’e Coote, that a 
considerable body of Porces had been ordered to rendezvous near the 
Prontiers of Nizam Ally Cawn’s Uomimons , which he could not but cons- 
true mto an imphed and fixed determination in the Government of Port 
St George, to enforce their design of taking possession of the Guntoor 
Circar by arms We thought it highly necessary to prevent the pursuance 
of any acts or discussions, which might mvolve us at this time m a war 
with that Nabob, who had acknowledged himself, and even boasted of 
bemg the chief instigator of the Confederacy formed agamst the English, 
and had only been diverted from acts of declared hostihty by great address 
and good management We therefore recommended to the President and 
Select Committee, that the Company’s right, m this mstance, should 

be suffered to he dormant, untd it could be asserted with effect and safety ,

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or mado on of as an initrument of n^tiation, for adjusting onr other 
depending concerns vith Nlxam Ally 

27 31^ Anderson has lately advised ns of the decease of Nor Sing 

Hyder Ally s principal Vockeel or Agent with the Maratta State, then at 
the Oonrt of Uladajee Soindia on the 19th December This man by his 
Powers abilities and Intrigues was the Gihief mstroment m exacting the late 
general confederacy of the Powers of Hindoetan against the English We 
esteem his Death, happening so Immediately after that of his Master a 
most fortunate event for the Company s interests, and likely to Operoto 
forcibly in the Speedy accomplishment of a general and permanent Peace. 

28. Madajee Scindia has himself written a letter to the Governor 
General dated before it was possible for him to be aoqoamted with tho 
drcnmstance of Hyder a death containing inoh firm assarancee of his 
determination to nse his induenoe and exertions to obtain the immediate 
and final ratification of tho Treaty and of his own personal rosolntion to 
abide by and snpport it as We think oonaldering the oantioos part whloh 
he has ever observed even in making verbal promises if he hod any doubt 
in performing them is a strong indlcatk}n of his Sincerity 

29 The Governor General has jost received a letter from Mr 
Anderson dated 14th January whloh declares that Bow Bockshy hod that 
morning waited on him from Sindia to Notify the final Ratification of our 
general Treaty of Peace with tho Maratta State which was arrived from 
Poona whence it hod been dispatched on the 24th December and that it 
was to bo formally Exchanged with Sindia on the first anspidoos day 

30 Wo have joit received from the Preddent and Select Committee 
at Bombay by the Hawke on oxtract of thdr letter to Tou of the 6th 
November to which they refer for a reply to our s addressed to thorn on 
tho 4th of Jono Preceding. 

31 Wo think it unnecessary to toko up your time in vindicating 
onr Opinion or Conclusions on Measures which Never took place and of 
coorso only existed in Speculation but there is one point in tho letter 
above Mentioned which wo cannot pass over without exposing it to your 
particular observation 

32. In the 67th Paragraph they have Mode use of tho following 
Words As to the point whether this Government or theirs were the 
authors of tho Maratta War astbewholo of tho Proofs on either aide are 
already upon Record at tho time the Facta happened a nd cannot bo 
altered or affected by subsequent Argument You will form Your Judgo- 
ment from Facts. Had they left the Matter hero wo should have Joined 
In with them and been very well satiaOed to rest by tho iisue of it but as 
they have thought proper to afflna In Coiucqucnco of our caUlng upon 
them to explain their Assertion "tJtai tU Maniia IFor iras enUrtd upon 6y 
our crpru$ Orders** that tUa aascrtloo was grounJed on tho Orders 
Contained In our letter of the 14th September 1770 Wo rtcurod (sfcj to 
that kllcr ami teg "i our Particular attention to it bccaoio you will find 
that it was only \\ rilteo to advl« them of our Orders to general Goddard 
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then acting as Our Public Mmister requiring him to demand a Categorical 
Answer from the Court of Poona whether they would agree to the terms 
which he had proposed to them for a Renewal of Peace, hut it was Wiitten 
above Six Months after the defeat of the Bombay Army at Worgamn and 
could not therefore be considered as Authority for Commenemg hostilities 
of which that event was an unfortunate Consequence. 

33 The Truth IS that as early as December 1777 Proposals weie 
made by a Party m the Poona Government thro’ Mr Mostyn to support 
the claim of Ragoba which the President and Select Committee were of 
Opmion should be accepted and when this Party had lost their influence 
and was no longer able to afford any support to the Cause the Presidency 
of Bombay resolved to Carry the plan mto execution by means of their 
own Force and Precipitately engaged in Hostilities agamst the Marattas 
before our detachment which had marched to their Assistance could be 
brought to Cooperate with their Forces. 

34 The extraordmary letters and declarations of General Goddard 
at the Period of his Resignation m September also call upon us to Request 
Your Attention to the Circumstances of his Real Situation and to the true 
Motives which mfluenced us m appointmg Colonel Morgan to the Command 
of the Bengal Detachment after it had remamed durmg the whole Course 
of the War under General Goddard’s separate charge and authonty We 
trust imphcitly to your Candid and impartial Judgement for deciding with 
what unmented Acrimony he has thought Proper to charge us with Casting 
reflections upon his Conduct and Pronounomg his dement m mstances 
where neither were imphed and we leave it also to the Candour of the 
Honourable Court to determine what General Goddard’s Reasons must 
have been for such an Extraordmary Remonstrance. 

35. By letters lately Received from Ganjam we are informed that 
the French Fleet consistmg of 10 Sail of the line which had been over at 
Acheen made it’s appearance there on the 8th mstant supposed to be under 
the Command of Monsr Souffrem no Attempts had been made as late as 
the 14th to effect a landmg but the ships contmued crmzmg in detached 
Parties sometimes to the Northward and sometimes to the Southward 
with a view to intercept and destroy the Trade to the Coast and on that 
day all sailed to the Southward 

36 We have every reason to apprehend that one of your Indiamen 
which IS supposed to be the Blandford, Captain Pegou has fallen into their 
hands, but we are happy to inform you that the following ships are now 
safe m this River Vizt.

2 We addreofedyou a thoii Letter on the 10th Ultimo which we 
dispatched in Tnplioate over Land to inform joa of the final Ratification 
of the Treaty with the Moratta State which waa signed at Poona on the 
20th of December and the Coonterparta of it formally and pablloly inter 
changed between Madajee Slndia, and Mr Anderson on the 24th of 
Fobmary We hare oanaed printed Copiee of it thns ratified to bo made in 
the Fpgliwh and Persian Longnagea, and transmit 25 of them a Number in 
this Packet 

3 After the Interchange had taken Place Modajee Slndia thought it 
necessary to moke and reqoire some Explanations of portioulor Passages to 
obviate any Mis ondenta ridings hereaiter The Tteoty signed by the 
Peshwa hod undergone gome Altentioni, but of no Consequence These 
wore pointed out to Madajee Scindtg, who ascribed them entirely to the Caro* 
lessuM of the Copyist at Pooua, and declared that the original Treaty 
made by him should be oonsolted in Coses of Disonssion 

4 In reply to those Pomts which were stated by Madajee SlndJa, wo 
resolved and empowered Mr Anderson to commonicole to him our 
Resolutions that ho might be assured of o nr follost and firmest Intention 
to abide by and preserve Inviolate every Article of the Treaty To regard 
him os the sole Guarantee, and m that Character to support him in his 
Endeavors to frustrate overy Attempt which should be made by any Per 
sons whomsoever to violate it’ ^Vhich Assurances the Governor General 


has repeated to him by Letter 

That wo consented to two Propositions made by him yiz. 

*^lst That tho English and Moratta Oovommonts do mutually agree, 
not to afford any Refuge to Chiefs Merchants or other Persons, who 
shall hereafter fly for Protection to cither from the Territories of tho 
other 

2ndly That the 1 lib Article of tho treaty concoming the Intcrcourso 
of Shipping bo oxpialnod to mean according to former Custom (Moojob 
Saabek Dustoor) ' 

5 Wo wrote to the President ond Select Committee nt Bombay 
desiring them to carry tho different Articles of tho Treaty, which depended 
on their Lxocutfon of them literally and punctually Into Lffcct and 
directed Mr Anderson to offer to proceed himself or to depute hU Brother 
to Wntnoss tho rcrforman co of them by that Government. 


0. \\ 0 thought It tho more necessary to convey these Injunctions to 
thoPnasiOcat sad Scl«t Coromitteo at Bombay In tho most 
It> Da peremptory and podtlre Language and to propow tho 

above Method of witnessing thefr Effect becauso wo had 
6*hM»rcti received s Letter from that Presidency suggesting 

Proposes highly Inwmpuiblo with tho Treaty and founded we suppow* on 
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the Idea that it would never take Place, altho’ actually depending , for 
making advantageous Exchange of Territory with the Marattas a Circum- 
stance, which if the Marattas received any Intimation or Suspicion of, 
would immediately raise Doubts of our Good Eaith on their Mmds, which 
in this early Stage of our Connection might produce the worst Consequences, 
and cannot therefore be too cautiously guai ded against 

7 At Madajee Smdia’s Request, we likewise desiied the President of 
Bombay, to restore to the Marattas, as neaily as possible all the Guns and 
Rakillas, or Wall Pieces taken m Bassein and Arnolla, which should be still 
remammg in those Places, or had not been destroyed 

8 We further resolved “that the Goveinoi General be requested m 
his Letter to Madajee Sindia to assure him that it was the Intention of 
this Government, in granting him the Sunnud for the Possession of Broach, 
to make it tree and unconditioned m Testimony of their Respect and 
Esteem for him, and in no Manner dependant on the Treaty That they 
did not know till this Instant by a Letter horn Mr Anderson, that he had 
retamed the Sunnud m his own Hands, and that they impute this Circ- 
umstance to the Dehcacy of Madajee Smdia, m his Eoibearance of his own 
Claims, while the Public were in suspense, which they aie fully warranted 
m making, fiom the various Traits of his Conduct mamfested throughout 
the Negociation, and particularly his declimng any written Promise of the 
Sunnud from Mr Anderson upon the oiigmal Conclusion of the Treaty” 
and we immediately directed the President and Select Committee at Bombay 
to put him m full Possession of all the Rights granted by the Sunnud 

9, As we cannot so well convey to you a full and proper Idea of the 
Obstacles and Difficulties, which were raised to the final Interchange of the 
Treaty, after it had undergone our mutual Ratification, as by a direct 
Reference to Mr Anderson’s last letters which explam the different Interests 
and Endeavors of Nizam Ally Cawn and Moodajee Boosla m particular 
besides those of the other Chiefs of the Maratta State m various Circums- 
tances, which are confirmed by Information from those Quarters, We 
enclose Copies of the Letters for your Perusal 

10 Madajee Scmdia hims elf has also written to the Governor 
General, ascribing their Delay of this Formality to the violent Opposition, 
which he had to cope with, from the Jealousy and Dissatisfaction of the other 
Chiefs, but assurmg him that smce he had surmounted them he should now 
enter most heartily and sincerely mto the Accomplishment of the 
Stipulations of it A Copy of this Letter makes a Number in the Packet 
and merits your Attention because it is conceived m his natural Style, and 
we have already observed to you, that Smdia is very reserved m all his 
Correspondence 

11, It appears that Smdia, m pursua[nce] of his Promise, wrote to 
Tippoo Saheb a Letter on the 27 February Copy of which is enclosed, 
requirmg “if he regarded and desired the friendship and Amity of the 
Paishwa, that he must act agreeably to the Tenor of the Treaty, concluded 
between him and the Enghsh Company ” And that he afterwards proceeded 
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to treat with 3Ir.Aiideraon and to adjoit tho Tenna and Conditions of a 
matoal Cooperation of tho "Rngltah and Maratta Povreis to compel Tlppoo 
Saheb to tho Performance of tho 9th Article of the Treaty or to carry the 
War into hia Country in which the moot material Clause is that, Whaterer 
Coontrles may belong to the Company or the Nabob Wolau Jah shall be 
restored to them, and the Part belonging to the Paiihwa shall be restored 
to him but any other part of Tippoo Saheb s Poaseealons which may be 
taken shall be dlyided into three oqnal Shares, between the Palahwa 
Sindia and the Company and the Shares be assigned to each as they 
may be most conrement &om Vicinity to their respective Territonea^ If 
after tbt« a Peace shall be proposed by Tippoo Saheb a joint Peace may be 
concluded with him but not a separata one ' 

12. We have approved of these Conditions with the Exception of 
Bldonoor and it's Dependencies because we wore in Possession of those 
before the Anal Conclusion of the Treaty, os we shall hereafter relate to you 
and obtained them without tho Parbdpatlon of tho Maratta Allianco, and 
Qeneral Mathews may have entared into some RngogemenU with tho Chief 
as the Condition of their Surrender to the Company which might bo an 
InsurmounUbla objection to the Trons&r of them. 

13 Having thus brought our Report of the Stole of this Nogodatlon 
to it's Utost Period, l.(e.] which may be considered os tho oiTectual and 
final Termination of it, we deem it Incumbent upon os to recommend to 
your most favorable AttenUoo Mr David Anderson, by whoso Ministry 
it has been accompUthed. He has repeatedly received our Applause for his 
Conduct In vodous Porta of tho Progress of this Business, and we ascribe It 
prindpally to his guarded Attontion and mfioxlble Porsorcronco that tho 
Treaty bos boon so happily ooncludcd in the Torms of its first Construction 
which was also liU Work. Its importance derived from It s Relation to the 
various Forts of your political Intorosts, is rendered yot grootcr by tho 
anxious Expectation which you have expressed in all yonr lato Lotters for 
it s AccompUsbmont and by the public Attention of which It has been so 
long an Object and wo entertain the most langaina Convutbn, that it will 
prove Immediately dodsiro of the War which has so long laid Waste the 
Carnatic, and for aver blast oU Hopes which the Fronch may havo enter* 
taioed, of tho RecstabUshment of tbolr Power in Indio. 

14th. By those united Considerations we wero strongly Impelled to 
Bestow on 2dr David Anderson a publlo and liberal Reward In Tostimony of 
our Sense of tho Zeal and Ability with which be has performed Service, 
and of the 3IagQltado of IL but wo bavo rather chosen to refer this Act to 
^‘our Hooble. Court, in bdkf that it would be more eiTectaal for his 
Advantage os it would certainly be more Honorable for his Reputation. 

16th. Us havo every Reason to be satisfied with tho Conduct of 
Madajeo Sindla who has acted Tith Str.adini-M« anft «-tf^nf[|tfinfy throughout 
thl* Buslntis; we ascribe it to the Opposition and Jealousies of the varioos 
Piutics, and Chiefs of the Maratta State whoco bo had to consult and 
<oodliate that the Cooclusloo of the Traxtj « as so long protracted, f^l we 
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think that he has manifested equal Management, Ability, and Sincerity, m 
the Steps which he took to get the better of them We have expressed our 
Satisfaction with Madajee Smdia’s Conduct m our Letters to him, and ive 
think it proper that you also should be particularly acquainted with our 
Sense of it 

16th. This too will justify the Declaration which we made to you m 
our Letters of 15th July that we placed a firm Reliance on the Good Raith 
and Consistency of Madajee Sindia 

17th In a Woid, the Pi^Iicy which has been so successful m makmg 
Smdia, from a Sense of your Force, and his own Interests, the Channel for 
concluding Peace with the Maiatta Emjiire, will secure the Permanency of 
that Peace, and no Chief in Indostan, appears to be moie entitled to the 
Distinction of bemg at once the Plenipotentiary, and Guarantee, m such an 
important Arrangement Whoever may succeed him m his Dommions and 
Station, as General of the Maratta Aristocracy, will equally vash, and find 
it his Interest to support the Treaty 

IS After every Pomt had been settled with Madajee Smdia, Mr 
Anderson obtained from him, Passports for the Return of the Bengal 
Detachment under Colonel Moigan, and forwarded them immediately to 
that Officer, with our Orders for his March to the Banks of the Jumna 

19 At this Close of our Operations on that Side of India, we owe it 
as a Duty of J ustice to Mr Boddam your Chief at Surat, to acknowledge 
the Services of that Gentleman, m the various Aids which he has constantly 
afforded to the Commander of our Army, and to recommend him to your 
Favor.

Time or Inclination for such a Correspondence, is all that we desire for the 
fullest Justification of oui Conduct, m den5ang those Powers which they 
seemed to be so sohcitous to obtam from us 

27th Some further Questions arising out of this Subject, as it stood 
affected by the Maratta Treaty, and out of a most serious and pathetic 
Letter from the Nabob Wallau Jah, which we shall mention hereafter, it was 
thought proper to avail ourselves of General Sir Eyre Coote’s presence to 
collect his Sentiments with those of the other Members of the Board, upon 
them and we beg leave to submit the whole to your Perusal and Attention: 
for which Reason Copies of them are sent Numbers m the Packet. 

28th. We have deemed it a necessary Form to notify to the Nabob, 
your Commands contamed m the Slst and 62nd Paragraphs of your General 
Letter to us, of the 12th July 1782, together with correspondmg Extracts, 
which more fully treat of the same Subject m the 30th, 37th, 3Sth and 40th 
Paragraphs of your Letter to the President and Select Committee at Port 
St. George of the same Date, altho’ we obviously concluded, that these 
last would have been, as m form they ought, commumcated by your Presi- 
dent and Council of Port St George 

29th As you have thought proper to direct, that our Agreement 
made with the Nabob in April 1781, should be forthwith annulled, and as 
that Agreement was made and expressed to be revocable at your Pleasure, 
it IS our Duty both to obey yom Orders, and to enforce the Obedience of 
the Government of Port St George in those Pomts, m which the Paith of 
this Government which is Yours remams yet pledged and hable to 
Violation 

30th When we concluded a solemn Engagement with the Nabob, 
subject to your Confirmation or Repeal, we virtually pledged the Paith of 
this Government and Your’s, that m the Event of your annulling the 
Treaty, the Nabob should be replaced precisely in the same Condition, as 
that m which he stood before the Conclusion of that Agreement, and from 
which he was removed m Consequence of that Agreement, nor is it in the 
Prmciple of Pubho Paith alone that we ground this Obhgation but on the 
mdispensable Ties of natural Justice, for nothing could be more unjust than 
to retam the Benefits of a Treaty after having declared it to be annulled, 
or, m other Words, that one Party should be compulsively bound, by the 
other assummg a Latitude to be wholly absolved from it 

31st On these obvious Principles you observe that “as you have 
cancelled the Agreement under which the Authority of the Committee 
of assigned Revenue was formed, so you direct that the Committee 
itself be immediately abolished, unless the Nabob shall of his own free 
Will and Accord, make it his particular Request that his Revenues shall 
contmue to be so managed ” 
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ikt other Pceaidenclefl, to yield to our Commands m the Constmotion of 
them otherwise we fear that your Orders addressed to them and only 
notified to us will famish frequent Grounds of Competition end eren a 
Floa to refuse a Compliance with our Instructions from that Difference 
in the Direction of your Commands. 

69 The most guarded Instructions which human Wisdom oan frame 
will bo over liable to misconstructions, either real or forced and for this 
reason We belloTO that it Is observed os an indispensible rule in every 
established Conatitution, that orders which for their execution must be 
committed to the Charge of many Men or Bodies of Men in gradation of 
authon^ should be addressed to the first only and through them by 
their Orders to the rest. But If this rule is to necessary In the Simple 
transmission of original Orders much more forcibly will the necessary [stc] 
of it apply to public Censures of those who are first m authority which if 
conveyed to those who ore subjected to them cannot foil to defeat it by 
destroying the respect on which all authority subsists. As it in efieot 
renders them in port the Instruments of the punishment of tboir Superiors, 
and of course by encouraging disobedience to all orders in the reliance on

40 We have received the letters from the Nabob WoUa Job contain" 
mg very heavy and anxious complaints, against the Cooduot of Lord 
Macartney ’ towards him and enclosing Copies of his late correspondence 
with his Lordship Tho Nabob was not at that Ume apprued, of the 
BesoIuUons which ire had passed upon the former Beprosentatiooi of his 
Minister Ahaam Cawn^ transmitted to you by tho Lively and upon which 
Ko fully informed you of our proceedings by our last dispatches In tho 
Fox, but he had been mode acquomted with the purport of your Orders of 
the 12 of July respecting tho Treaty and assignment and had grounded 
his appUcstions to Lord Macartney upon them. The Nabobs letters oro 
so full on overy Circumstance of his Complaints, and of such a serious 
and important nature that wo cannot do justice to the contents of them, 
by a brief relation in this place Wo thcroforo transmit complete Copies 
to you in the pocket and earnestly rocommond thorn to yoor most 
atlcaU\o and Instant Consideration 

41 ^Vhen the Consequence of tho foregoing paragraph Is ConiidcTcd 
\Ve trust we shall bo excused for having delayed thus long to mention 
lutclUgcnco of equal importance to your Interests which has s^ce come to 
our knowledge Wo mean the great and unexpected Success of General 
Mathews against Tippoo Siheb s dominions on the Malabar Coast 

42. It appears by Advices from General Mathews to tho Pirsldcnt 
and bclrct Committee St Fort 6t George copies of which they ha%o trsnS" 
milted to us and wo hkouUo cneW to jou that on tho 18 of December 
ho landed at the entrance of the Hirer 2Ilr]ce and took the Fort of Baja 
Muudruog by btonn whence bo proceeded oa soon os the necessary prepo" 
rations were made, to bes^rgo wrth lIiUo loss taking or destroying tho 
Gamsun which condiUdof .4400 Men Ho then proceeded to Cundaporo 
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making himself master of the mterjacent Sea Coast and takmg at the 
different Ports one Sixty and three fifty Gun Ships nearly finished, also a 
Sixty four on the Stocks and Several small Vessels Gulhvats &ca. He 
attacked the Fort of Cundapore, on the 16 of January and took it On 
the 18th he was jomed by Lieutenant Colonel Macleod \vith 760 effective 
Europeans, 3600 Sepoys and 10 Field Pieces. 

43. With this re-inforcement General Mathews in pursuance of his 
orders from Bombay forced his way through the Gaut which he describes 
to be “a Steep and difficult ascent of 7 Miles fortified at the most Judicious 
places with strong Barriers, Batteries, breast Works and two Forts on which 
were mounted 60 pieces of Cannon from 24 to 4 Pounders and defended by 
1500 Cavalry many of whom were dismounted about 1500 regular Sepoys 
and 1500 Matchlock Men.” Havmg secured these places he summoned “the 
Fort of Bidenore a place, well built and Stiong with near 70 pieces of 
Cannon and immense quantity of Powder and Ball and 8000 stand of Arms 
quite new” and the Capital of the district of that name which surrendered 
to him without resistance. In this he had the good fortune to release the 
remams of three Battahons of the unfortunate detachment Commanded by 
Colonel Bailhe in the Action with Hyder on the 11th of September 1780. 
We have received thro’ a private Channel a Persian Copy of a Letter 
addressed to this Government from the Phousdar or Governor of Bedmoor 
transmitted by Captain Donald Campbell, who is m Possession of the on- 
gmal , We enclose a Translation , Although it mentions the Surrender of 
the Fort of Hydernagur to General Mathews with all the Treasure of Stores 
which it contained, the Fousdar’s Submission to the English Government and 
his Intention to assist and support the General m the Progress of his Arms 
towards Seringapatam, it does not specify the Terms of the Capitulation. 
Then we presume Captain Campbell is possessed of as General Mathews 
likewise refers to him. Copy of a Letter from Captain Campbell to a Member 
of our Board is enclosed 

44 General Mathews adds to his mformation that his next object 
must be Mangalore, but his attention was at that instant attracted by the 
report of a large detachment made ffom Tippoo Saheb’s Army in the 
Carnatic to oppose hun. 

46 In fact we find that as soon as Tippoo heard of the danger to 
which his own possessions, were exposed, from the success of our Arms, 
he took means to destroy the Works at Arcot, and Arnie, which having 
accomphshed he immediately afterwards evacuated them, and retired to 
his own Domimons 

46. We have received imdoubted information of this fact , for by a 
letter from Colonel Pearse to the Governor General dated the 13th March 
it appears that our Army took possession of the Fort of Arcot on that 
Evemng one hour after the Enemy had abandoned it, but we have received 
no public advice of it yet from the Resident and Select Committee at Fort 
St George, whose plans and resolution m Consequence of it we are very an- 
xious to learn, because we doubt not that Tippoo’s Force will be immediately 
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tamed agamit Greneral Mathews who ought to be supported both la 
the first Conflict with him and in every fatiiro operation by every possi- 
ble succour that can be given to him For this purpose on Army was 
formed in the Southern provinces of the Comatio under the Command of 
Colonel T^ng which had been ordered to March some tune before for an 
early co-opemtion with him 

47 The Bidenour Country is very Rich and Fertile and being 
surroundod by hlU^ may be easily defended against an Enemy we conceive 
it therefore a very valuable acquisition to the Company 

48 We have received advices under date the 1st and 14th of 
February from Admiral Sir Edward Hughes at Bombay where he was 
employed in refitting his Squadron which appears to have sufiered so 
severely from the damages sustamod in four difierent and warmly contested 
actions with the French In the Course of last year and from the Efiects 
of the Gala of Wind which it experienced oS Madroas on the ICth of 
October that he informs us several of the Ships could not have been kept 
three Months longer above water and almost oU would have lost their 
Masts and Rudders bad they continued without the benefit of such a Fort 
os Bombay to refit at Indeed he adds that one [ not one T ] of the nine 
Ships which began the Campaign with him in February 1782 nor the Sultan 
which afterwords joined Him had a Serviceable most and the Defence 
wonted a Foremast 

40 For the sake of expedition the Admiral with the permission of 
the Portugueso Governor of Goa had left three of his lino of BatUe Ships 
to refit at that place. We was [stoj preparing the romoindor at Bombay 
with all the Workmen of the Place when he received our Letter 
dated the 15th of January advising him of the appearance ofMonsr 
Sufireos fleet off Ganjam In reply Ho informed us that bo should conti- 
nue to use every exertion In his power and was in hopes to leave Bombay 
with tbo whole of the Squadron and every Ship Coppered by the 16th of 
March when ho should oso all diligence to find the Enemy s Ships on thU 
Coast 

60 ^fonsr Suffren bceldes tbeBIandford Indiaman mentioned in our 
Letter by the Fox has also token tbo Coveotiy Frigate which come down to 
her niiiitnnco and in the courso of bis cruize several Country Vessels 
Amoogkt the rest was one ladou with Onlnonco and Military Stores for the 
Gorruon at Oanjam which hod been dispatched from honco before Wo 
reedred any accounts, of tbo French fleet, and arrived In the Roods of 
Ganjam while they were off that place 

61 The importance of Strengthening and support [ing] the Port of 
Ganjam in com the Enemy os was supposed to bo Monsr Buss} a inten 
tioo« kbould moke an attempt to land their lorccs in tho Northern Cuxara, 
ia ao evident that wo boro dispatched a \ easel to replace tho Stores which 
wero Io*t and to carry some Vrtilicry Lax.irs, and wo have written to the 
Chief and Cuuned at \ izogapaum, at which place tho Fori is untenable 
from the extent of tho U orks which ore out of repair to send their Mihtary 
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Stores to Gan jam. Tins Order has been Confinned by the President and 
Select Committee at Port St. Geoige 

62 By a Letter from Mr Chapman at Nangpore we understand that 
a reconcibation has taken place between Nizam Ally Cawn and Yestesham 
Jung the Zemindar of Nurmull who was lately in rebellion against him 

63 This event bavmg disengaged the Arms of Nizam Ally Ca^vn 
which had been diverted from any foreign operations while opposed to his 
Zemindar and leaving that Nabob at hbeity to pursue hLS mimical designs 
towards the Enghsh \vith the greatci effect, We thought it expedient that 
our Resident should proceed without delay to his Court Mr James Grant 
who was still at Massulipatam had been oidered some time before to repair 
thither, but in a letter which we received from him after pleading other 
excuses for not havmg been able to Comply with our Orders he adds that 
the want of health obhges him to request our permission to resign his 
Station It was then proposed that Mr Richard Joseph Sulivan'^ should be 
appointed and a further incentive was urged, that being well acquamted 
with the Disposition of the Nabob Walla Jah and with the Animosities 
which had long subsisted between him and Nizam Ally he might be the 
better able to conciliate the Mmd of the latter Some objections havmg 
been made m the Debates upon this Subject — the Governor General 
has written a letter to the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn to know his wishes 
concerning the Residence of a person m the loom of Mr HoUond and the 
appomtment will be suspended ’till we hear from him 

. 64 In the short letter which we dispatched to you over land we 
mentioned the issue of the Vizier’s Negociation with the Nabob Pyzoola 
Cawn thro’ the agency of Major Palmer We shall now be more particular 
on this Subject The above Nabob after the Conquest of the RohiUa 
Country by the late Vizir was allowed by Treaty a Jaghier of the District 
of Rampore estimated at 16 Lacks of Rupees a year and restncted in 
Mditary Force to the complement of 5000 Troops to which was added a 
clause that he should send 2 or 3000 men to join the Vizier’s Force or 
attend in person m case it should be requisite The late Vizier died very 
soon after the date of this Treaty and the present Vizier his successor 
never havmg derived any benefit from the Stipulation for Military Aid 
which whenever Reqmred was as often refused or evaded the Stipulation 
m fact became a nulhty 

65 Frequent reports had been made to the Vizier to the Prejudice 
of Fyzoola Cawn’s Fidehty He was said to have enriched his Zemmdary, 
by the Seduction of the Vizir’s Tenants, from the Adjacent Countries and 
with the Wealth, he had accumulated to be mcreasmg his Mihtary Force, 
m order to make himself mdependant The late Resident and his deputy, 
wrote us very alarmmg accounts of their suspicions of Fyzoola Cawn designs, 
from the dangerous mtngues, which he was said to be carrymg on with the 
Neighbouring Chiefs, for the mvasion of the Vizir’s domimons They even 
applied to us for the detachment of a considerable Mihtary Force to assist 
the Vizir m reducmg him to Obedience. 
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56 From the nomeroos enemies 'wfaich 'wg iisd to oppoee at that time 
we thooglit it TTonld be highly imprudent to increase the Number of our 
foes and recommended a friendly and Ck>nciliatoTy Conduct towards Fyxoola 
CawiLf unless he should bo found in open rebellion until our affairs should 
be in a better State to warrant Foroible means if they should be neoet' 
sary 

57 On the appomtment of A& Bristow to Lucknow he was speoiany 
Instructed to endeavour to ascertain the real situation and Intentions of 
Fyzoola Cawn and by a Cautious but &om and [stc] effectual interposition 
to explain the disputed Clauses of the Treaty and to open a negociation 
with him for the purpoao of reducing his dependanoe on the Vizier • 
Qovemment to such Specldo conditions as might prevent any future dis* 
agreements between them 

68. The Vliier conceiving it proper to depute an Fn gliHb Gentleman 
to Fyzoola Cawn for thta purpose and Major Palmer happening at that time 
to be at Lucknow ho was accordingly appointed with Instmotions from the 
Beddont given nnder the Vlxlris authority 

59 As the tenor of these iostmetions loft Major Palmer at liberty to 
open the Negociation or not as ho should find Fyzoola Cawn disposed to 
receive him and appeared to us to be too Indefinite to produce any imme- 
diate effect We wrote a letter to the Resident directing him to reduce them 
to the three following points 

1st. To offer to relinquish the Viziris claim to the Military Aid which 
ho was entitled to by Treaty and to require a Compensation in Money in 
lieu of it 

2dly To require that tho Vixlris Tenants who had taken protection 
In Fyzoola Coun s Jaghier should bo restored to the lands of their proper 
Sovereign and 

3dly To offer for a proper Consideration money to change Fyzoolo 
Cawn ■ Jagblor which is a tenure for life into on Altum, which descends to 
Suoccasors. 

00 Tho purpart of our letter was Immediately communicated by Mr 
Bristow to Major Palmer but did not reach him till his negociation was 
Dcariy conclude Ho had been well received by I^ioola Cawn who stre- 
Duously denied every Infringement of the Treaty which had been laid to his 
Charge but acquiesced in opinion that tho Stipulation for military aid 
contained In tho Treaty was Subject to misconstruction and would cons- 
tantly produce misunderstanding and Inconveniences with the Vizier Ho 
therefore declared his reotlincM to give a compensation in lieu of ft but his 
offer did not exceed firo locks of Rupees Major Palmer demanded twenty 
Lacks and after Enan> tedious and difficult dlKustlons settled the terms at 
Flflern Lacks, five of which were to ba paid immediately and tho remolmlcr 
In three Instailmeots at the Seasons of the borvesU and a Treaty has 
accordingly been executed which also precludes h^ncooU Cawn from granting 
Refuge to tho \liicrs Tennants and consequently includes our second 
proposition but In order to coofuio the allegation upon which It was founded 
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Fyzoola Cawn produced to Major Palmer receipts of various dates from the 
Vizir’s Officers for a great number of Tonnants delivered up to them upon 
their roqmsitions With respect to the third Article Pyzoola Cawn was 
M holly unwilhng to treat upon it declaring his inability to advance the 
additional compensation required Major Palmer having fixed the Sum of 
Thirty Lacks of Rupees for the whole 

61 We cannot conceive -what could have been Pyzoola Cawn’s real 
motive for rej’octing an offer wliioli must appear to every one, to be so 
valuable for an Old man , the Confirmation of a rich Inheritance to his Son , 
but we are full as well pleased that he did not accept it. Upon the whole we 
conceive that the Vizir has obtained a very ample equivalent for relmquish- 
ing his claim to a precarious and unserviceable right, and we must add our 
Satisfaction, that the affair has terminated m this manner, because m your 
letter of the 12th July 1782 Paragraph 62, you express some apprehension 
for the event of the requisition made from him for his Quota of Troops, and 
proceed to intimate your wish rather to be considered as the Guardians of 
the honor and prosperity, of the Native poweis, in India than as the 
Instruments of Oppression, and hope and trust that no hostile Steps have 
been taken agamst that Rohilla Chief 

62 Before we qmt this Subject we thmk it necessary to add that 
Major Palmer on his arrival ivith Pyzoola Caivn found that the Rumours, 
which had been spread of his hostile designs against the Vizier were totally 
groundless and that if he had been inchned he had not the means to make 
himself formidable, on the Contrary bemg m the dechne of Life, and 
possessing a very fertile and prosperous J agheer, it is more natural to sup- 
pose that Pyzoola Cawn wishes to spend the remainder of his days, m peace 
and quietness than that he is preparmg to embark m an a[c]tive and 
offensive scene which must end in his own destruction 

63 In the arrangement thus fortunately concluded with PoyzoUa 
Cawn, we have adopted the Ideas which we stated to you in the 25 Para- 
graph of our Letter m the Secret Department of the 14th October 1781 and 
such are the measures, which we shall ever wish to observe towaids our 
Allies or Dependants, upon our Frontiers 

64 Having been requested to grant Sunnuds for the J agheers® which 
were settled upon Beneram Pandit, Bundoo Caun Commandant and 
Jaggernaut subadarm the District of Benares by the Governor General when 
he was there and confirmed to them by the authority of this Government, 
We have ordered Sunnuds to be prepared and dehvered to them 
accordmgly

2. We have had the honor to roedre 3roar Commands of tho 14tli 
of February 1783 the Subject of whioh relates to this department. We 
haro also received those of tho Secret Committee under the following 
dates Virt I— 18^ Juno 1732 I — 11 July 2 — 12 July 1 — 6 September 
I — 6 Soptrtmbor 1 — 10 Dicombor 1 — Jony 1783 1 — 27 March 1783 
And letters from your Secretary of the 23d Jony 8th and 15 of 
Pebn2ar7i783 enclosing a Copy of Xord Oranthoioj Letter of tho 23d 
January and printed Copies of his 3faJosty8 proclamation of peace and of 
the prolimloary Articles Concluded with the BcJligeront Powers at Vorsai 
lies on the 20th of January ^ 

3 Tho instant wo roedvod those Anthentio dooumenU Wo caused 
his Majesty^* proclamation to bo read with every proper 
Conm ISAuiU ond public form at each Station of the Troops under this 
Presidency and circulated Copies of It to our Ministers residing at tho 
Courts of tbe Neighbouring Country Ponors with Instructions to Communl 
cation [etc] tbe happy tidings of peace to them respectively 

•L We aholl leave it to tho President and Select Committee at Fort 
St. George os a duty more immediately incumbent on them posscssiug tho 
local Jurisdictioa and Information to advise you of tho particular detail of 
Military Operations ogainst tho French Forces both by land and by Sea 
friun that Coast previous to their rooeipt of the Nows of tho Peaco merely 
adverting to thorn in this letter to preserve tho chain of historical facts 
sinct tho date of our lost 

5 Bat hero vto must bo exetued for mentioning out of its Courso 
on event which obtrnUes itself first npoo our Attention and claims tho early 
tribute duo to so great a public loss and to our own private feelings in 
ac<iualntingjou With tho dratli of lieutt General Sir 
CoauL 7 May b) re Cuute which hap]icncd at Madnu* on the 27 of last 
Apnt Ho had aoll^ from this lUrcr as we before in* 
formed you about the cod of JlUrvh in tho lleeolution a 
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private Ship to lesume the Couimaud of the Army in the Carnatic Un- 
foitunately the French Admiral appiizcd of his expected departure kept 
four of his best sailing Ships of the lino and two Frigates Cruising off the 
Roads of Madtass to inteicept Him These Ships fell m with the Reso- 
lution in that situation and chased Hei incessantly for 
four days and foiu* nights being moonlight and sometimes 
withm the distance of a league 

The General is described to have suffered all the anxiety which can be 
felt by an Active mind m such a Situation and undei 
Consn 7 May such Circumstances He was almost perpetually watching 
upon Deck and too distracted by his appiehensions of being taken to enjoy 
any rest Indeed he repeatedly fainted and lemained long insensible fiom 
the effect of excessive Weakness and fatigue The Enemy at length gave 
over the pursuit and the Resolution arrived at Madrass on the 24 of Apiil 
The good old General however had sustained too seveie a shock in his 
Health to be proof against such a tiial His Constitution Yielded undei it 
and He died m three days afteiwaids 

7 The long tried and glorious Sei vices of Sir Eyre Coote which have 
justly merited and received the highest and most flattering honors that a 
subject can aspue to in the thanks of His ICing the Sincere applause of 
His Country, place his Military Character above the necessity of our testi- 
mony to transmit it to Posterity, but in Candor we are obhged to declare 
that His IVLlitary Order and Zeal were unshaken to the last and that he died 
a Martyr m the Cause of his Country 


8 This Subject leads us to mention m this place a letter^ written by 
the Right Honble the President and Select Committee at Fort St George 
to the General on the 24th of April and sent to his House when he was 
lying insensible upon his Death bed We can see no good excuse for such 
a Letter written at such a Crisis The best that occurs to us that it must 


have been premeditated and prepared before the Actual Condition of the 
General’s Health could be known to them Any Comments upon the 
Subject now would be superfluous but we most earnestly recommend this 
extraordmary production to ypur perusal and senous attention and add 
our firm and smeere behef that if it had been possible to have Communi- 
cated the Contents to the General m his illness, they wou’d have accelera- 
ted his Death and if he had survived his illness the Communication of them 
would have deprived the pubhc of those Services against the Enemy m the 
Carnatic which his Zeal had prompted him to give and former experience 
entitles us to declare He could have given wnth effect 

9 The Successes of Genl Mathews m the Bidenoor Country where 
Consn. 21 Apnl besides the Fort and all the district ot that name the 
Consn 22 May Garrison of Mangalore also surrendered to Him on the 

9th of February produced the immediate Consequences we expected 
from them by drawmg Tippoo with his Army out of the Carnatic for 
the salvation or recovery of his owm Dommions In his March e 
was jomed by a Body of 6 or 600 French Troops from Cuddalore be ore 
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oor Army fxom Madrass con d ba pafcm motion to prevent it and He [aontj 
a detachment of his Forces Oommanded by Meer 3Zbhaa o daen to Strength 
en the Garrison of Cnddobro -vhere a French rcinforoement was expected 
with 3Ionfr Bot^ who accordingly arrived and landed 
ConM.7April 2200 Europeam and 1000 Coffora about the middle of 
hlorclL. 

10 The English Army being assembled a[t] the Mount and prepared^ 

to March wero in Motion on the 21 of April They arrived 

3 at Cfnddaloro on the 7th of Juno and on the 13th Attacked 

the French rodoubts. The Contest of that day was some 
time doubtful and maintained with groat Spirit on both sides but at length 
te rmina ted in OUT favor by the retreat of the Enemy Into the Walla of 
Coddalore. On the 24th they mode a grand Solly but were repulsed with 
loss and defeated a second time 

11 In both these Actions but portionlorly the last we do bnt Joatioe 
to the Condoet and bravery of the Bengal Sepoys to remark that they 
snitahied repeated attacks from a great share of the Enemys Force with on 
nodaunted Steadiness which would have done honor to Veteran British 
Soldiers 

12. A Kaval engagement was fought off Cuddalora by the two 
Fleets of Sir Edward Hughes and the Chevalier do 
Saffron on the 20th of June after which our Ships from a 
Shortness of Water and previoas [ provisions t ] and 
from tho Sicklincu of the Feopla were obliged to return to Fort St. 
George. 

13 About this Umo news arrived at Madrass of the Conclusion and 
rotlhcatioa of the preliminary Articlos for a poaco with 
Conin. 31 July Franco, Spain Holland and America and Co^cs of these 
Articles having been received thro* private Channels of Communication 
which tho President and Select Committee hod no reason to doubt the 


Authenticity of they resolved on tho 24 of June to send a Deputation to the 
Officer Commanding the French Foroes in India with proposals for a 
Cessation of Arms until the Peace should bo regularly Confirmed from 
Autbority 3Ir Sadidr the Senior Member of the Select Committee and Mr 

Staunton tho private Sccietaiy of Lord Macoxtuey wore accordingly deputed 
and arrived at Cuddoiore within tho same Month of Juno 
Coosa It Aujt. by tbo Marquis do Bussy and the 

Cboralierde Soffreo who immediately admitted tho information of tho 
Peace which they brought them os Autheotio and the former poasosing the 
Chief Power agreed to the Ceiaotlon of Anns proposed to Him and to a 
Mutual reloaso of Prisoners and Consented to send Orders for the same 


purpose to the French Troops with TIppoo Soheb but required that TIppoo 
as the Aliy of France sbou d be invited to accede to the Peace in Virtue of 
the Id Articles of the prelimhurks. 

14 Our dcputlre agreed to unite with Monir Bossy In sending an 
inritatioa Accordingly to TIppoo Sabeb in Consequence of which they 
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wrote a Letter lequinng Him to Accede to the Peace if He 
thought proper and Apprizing Him of Orders which they 
had issued for a Cessation of Hostilities on our part as soon as he shou’d set 
the Example on His part but demanding as the first Proof of His disposition 
to peace the release upon Parole or otherwise of our Prisoners in His Hands 
which letter they left to be forwarded by Monsr Bussey with One from 
himself and returned to Madrass 

16. Tippoo on receipt of this Letter leturned an answer thro’ Monsr 
Bussy acquamting the deputies that in Consequence of their Overtures he 
had dispatched Orders to Meer Mohun O deen the Commanding Officer of 
his Forces in the Carnatic to cease hostilities agamst the English and had 
furnished him with power and instructions to send a List of His Demands 
to Madrass by Appajee Pam his Vackeel ivho was to obtam the acquiescence 
of the President and Select Committee to them previous to Settmg the 
English Pnsoners at Liberty oi relinquishing the Forts he had taken Mohun 
0 deen wrote to the Governor of Fort St Geoige in consequence and 
proposed that they should depute two Persons to him and to Mr Bussy 
after which he wou’d send two m return to Madrass to settle the Demands 
he had been instructed to make from that Government 

16 The President of Fort St George with the sanction of the 
Committee replied to Tippoo’s Letter by explaining the Nature of the 

former invitation to him in Order to remove his apparent 

Misconception of it and to repeat their desire He would 
Order the instant release of the English Prisoners if He meant to accede to 
the Treaty. 

17 The President hkewise wrote to Monsr Bussy acquainting Him 

with the Orders which had been issued generally to the 

Commanding Officers of our Forces to Cease hostilities 
agamst Tippoo unless Hostilities should be contmued by Him and 
remarking that the Agents deputed by Tippoo would be received with due 
attention but that they alone were sufficient to termmate the busmess 
without any further interposition of the French 

18 The President and Select Committee at the same time reported 

their proceedmgs to us and Apphed for Special Authority 

® and instructions to treat with Tippoo Saheb for the 

Conclusion of Peace 

19. Not knowing the purposes to which such a general and undefined 
^ Power might be apphed, as We had too much reason to be 

dissatisfied with the mode and effect of their former attempts 
to Negooiate with Tippoo and being precluded by the tenor of the 
Maratta Treaty from Negociation [5^c] any Separate Treaty with Hyder 
and Consequently his Successor We have m Answer to repeated and earnest 
Solicitations for that purpose confined [szc] our former 
letter denymg them Authority to treat except for the Accom- 
plishment of the 9th Article of the Treaty with the 
Marattas by which Peace was secured to Tippoo if He chose to Accept of 


March 
4 Septr. 
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Peace and for the Releoae of our Pnaonert in hie hands wiuch concasaion 
We thought should be obtained even at the oxpence of restoring to Him 
those Coantrks whadi had been Conqnercd from him by oar Troops under 
their dathonty on this Side of his Bomimons 

20 We are not able indeed from the I-elter which Wo have received 
from the President and Select Conmuttee of Fort 8t George to form any 
clear Idea of the Tenos npon which they would wish to acqnainst [s»c] 
ncgociate with Tippoo Some of their Letters breath only the Spirit of 
unqualified Concession whilst others recommend the wildest and most extra- 
vagant Demands. It is not long since they desired oar Oonourrence in 
relinquishing to Tippoo several small Posts and distnots in the Carnatic 
which they declared to bo of little value or unportanco 
Como. It Mtfrch convenient to and bordering upon his Dominions. 

They have since in other Letter* required our Authonty to exact 
from Tippoo «och a Bcizabursemcnt of the expences incurred by them in this 
War and such a Compensation for the losses sustained and misohiefr done In 
the Carnatic by the Invasion from his Father and the Devastations Com 
mitted by His Father and himself as the odvantogo obtained by the 
Compan;^a Arms ahoold enable them to reqofrs Suggesting at the same 
time a Censure after [sic] for not having soonred those Advantages in our 
Treaty with tbo Moratt&s. But as in the worst Situation of your AITairs 
We had never suffered ourselves to despair of their Ultimate Safety and in 
Spilo of all the DifHouItles which surrounded us had pursued Bmra with 
fira and determined Steps almost to lU comploat Attainment so wo dfd 
not think It worthy of your Qovonunent m any prosperous Turn of its 
Affairs to insist on Terms which wore in their Natoio inodmUalblo and 
Calcidtttod only to display the Levity and Arrogance of the Power that 
should wi&h to impose (henn Wild and extravogont Demands when Peace 
was within our Reach would have os id becomo us as Deapondenoy In our 
Progress to It. Besides the Poaco with Tippoo was already assured to os 
by the Treaty concluded u-ith the Peshwa which loft to us no Object for a 
Negodation and to Him only the Alternative of His Acquuwconco or on 
his lUfu&al U or dCccIarcd] against him by a now and equal Power For 
these reasons Wo refused our Assent to the Proposal submitted to us by 
the President and Select Committco of Fort St Oeoigo and far from appro- 
bending > our Ccruuro on this Occasion Wo trust you wid acquit us of 
that Imphed in the Letter of the President and Select CommiCtoo of Fort 
SL George cupccUUy when you ihaU compare Uuur Present ScnUnicnU 
with those which they entertainrd during the Period of the transaction 
which thcfyl Censure. You wili not surely tliink that they ore Justified in 
condemning the inadequate Terms of the Horatta Treaty when you recoUoct 
the Letter which they wrote to Jir vinderson almost upon the Ero ofJt 
Cohclnsioo I its conclusion] A Letter wb'ch in lu Way to that 
Gentleman possoJ through l/jdcrsbad Doora and the greatest Port of 
UIndosUn at the evident llaiard of never reaching him and which pf«intH 
lathe most affecting Column [sk f Colours] the extreme Distress of the 
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Governor of Fort Sfc George ifc either [ its utter ? ] Incapacity to conti- 
nue the War and the absolute and immediato Necessity of Peace to its 
Salvation on any Terms and with any Saciiiice which cou’d be made to 
obtam it 

21 You will pel haps be surprized to Observe that the President 
and Select Committee at Fort St Ge rge have so frequently taxed us with 
the insufficiency of oui supplies to them if you should observe by our 
Accounts the actual amount thereof and foi this reason we cannot avoid 
pointing out to Your Special notice our minute of the 15 September writ- 
ten pmposely for your information m Consequence of a letter from those 
on which wo thought it sufficient to lecord on [oui] Eemarks without 
making any direct reply as it will then appear that they made no Account 

of the Bills which they had drawn on us amounting from 
IsAugiVl^p?^ 1 January to that time to the enormous Sum of 33 Lacks 
15 Octr. nor of other advances to the amount 13 Lacks but 

Our Correspondence with that Government and Minutes 
treating on the above Subjects having been Voluminous we cannot do 
J ustice to an Abndged Account of them and therefore beg leave to recom- 
mend the whole to your perusal collected from the dates which are Specified 
m the Margin 

22 Here however it is proper to remaik that Tippoo’s acqmescence m 
the Treaty made with the Paishwa which included him and which we shall 
mention m the Sequel as recently imparted to us is the strongest confirma- 
tion we could desire of the propriety and effect of our dechmng to delegate 
Powers to the President and Select Committee at Fort St George to treat 
With him on any other terms and persisting m the requisition Contained 
m that Article 

23. You have been prepared by our Letter of the 6 of April last to 
, expect the refusal which we have lately received from the 

Government of Fort St George to carry mto execution our 
Repeated Orders for the Pvestoration of the Country and Revenues of Car- 
natic to the Nabob Wallah Jah their Lawful Sovereign which Orders were 
given by us m Consequence of the Violation of the Condition of the Assign- 
ments of the 2d December 1781 by Lord McCartney and of your disolu- 
tion of the Treaty of the 2 April 1781 on the Stipulations of which that 
Assignment had been granted This last Circumstance added strength to the 
original ground of our decision for conforming [sic] it and repeating tfie 
order we had given as We conceived that you cou’d never have intended 
to Authorize so great an Injustice to the Nabob as He would suffer from 
AnnuUmg only those Articles of the Treaty which were inserted to secure 
his Interests and yet retainmg those [which] were favourable to the Interes- 
ts of the Company unless the Nabob should grant his Consent to such an 
Arrangement Yet we understood by the last dispatches from the President 
and Select Committee at Fort St George that m a Letter from your Secret 
Committee of the 5th September 1782 You inform them that “It is your 
wish that the Assignment may be rendered effectual and that the Nabob 
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and the Bengal Government may be called npon for thefar Support to that 
purpose and that by surmoimting the difficnltiea they had hitherto encoun 
tered "with they would ensure to themselves the Approbation of their Consti 
tnents and a very large share of Pnblio Applause,’ Which is the only 
litteral Information we have received of the existence of such a Letter 
never having boon famished with a Copy of it directly from the Committee 
as is Cnstomary with yon m all Letters which you write to the other 
Frecdencles. 

24. It IS very embarrossiiig and diastreesing to us to see our Orders 
contemned by the other Preridonacs and your Authority quoted whether 
apphcable or not for their disobedience in Coses where we ore unacquainted 
%rith its having been given but on the Contrary have reason to suppose 
that no Orders exist from your Court of which we have not been furnished 
with Copies since yon have made it a rule to transmit to us Copies of all 
such Orders as you Occasionally dispatch to them An early Communica- 
tion thereof is likewise essential to same [nc] error and here we beg leave 
to remark that your General Letter to the President and Council at Port 
St George of the 12 July 1782 did not accompany the first letter which wo 
received from you of that Date by the Hound Sloop but reached ns in a 
Sabsequont Pocket hod it arrived In proper time it would have apprized ns 
of your pleasure for the dismission of Mr BJ SoHvan* from the Somco 
and prevented a ^lotion which was made for his Appointment to the Court 
of Nizam AJiy Cawn as a proper person to succeed Mr Holland in the Sta- 
tion of Besident there It would also have prevented a letter which was 
written to that Chief for his Assent to the appointment and after the 
letter of apology yet duo for not making it after ho had signified his appro- 
bation of Mr Sulivon for bolding tho Appointment. 

25 In writing to You with Bespect to Air B J Solivan We cannot 
omit drawing the Att[eat]ion of your Honble Court to the vory unploa 
sant situatloQ in which he is placed by your Diimiaslon of Him from tho 
Service of tho Company and tho Censure which yon have passed upon his 
Conduct 

20 Blamcablo as Air Sulivon has appeared to ^ou in Accepting a 
BopntatioD from tho Nabob of tho Cornatio to this Government We yet 
think ourselrcs obliged In Honor and Bcgard to tho Character and Credit of 
this Gentleman to Inlercedo with you in bis Behalf for Wo cannot but 
conclude that when hit Conduct on the Occasion alluded to bad rocolvod so 
•trong though secret on Approval os was bestowed on it in tho Trust reposed 
in him by this OoTemment of Besaleot with tho Nabob llo mustbavo 
tuppoMti that He was acquitted of all the Blame impnted to him by tho 
PresIdetKy of Alodroa for haring Accepted a Commission to Bengal 

Tho Governor General and Air Whcler formed tho Board In 
April 1781 when tho A gre e m ent which was a Conseqneace of that Commis- 
sion was mode with tho Nabob through bU AllnUtcrs Syed Asslm Cawn Tho 
Oovrrfuw General takes to himself and belleres that the [sic] can answer 
for Air Whclcrs Itcodlncas to do so liLewiso whatever Bcepondbillty ina> 
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attend tins jMeasuic a Responsibility m which Mr Siilivan cannot m any 
wise Paiticipate The Conduct of the Board in adopting the Measure has 
alieady been defended in the Letters which have been addiessed to You 
from licnco and in Support of Mr Suhvan’s Conduct We must declare that 
Wo behove Ins Intentions to have [been] directed thioughout the whole of 
it to the Honor and Benefit of the Company m which the Preservation of 
the Nabobs dignity and Rights were essentially included We take leave to 
refer you to a Letter to the Governor General on this Subject from Mr. 
Sulivanvhich at his loquest makes a No m the Packet 

28 Under this Impicssion and Because we are well satisfied of Mr. 
Suhvans Abilities and Integrity as [a] faithful Servant of the Company We 
particularly and individually request that he may be restored wth his rank 
to oui Service and here we beg leave to Observe that we have undoubted 
Evidence fiom the Letters of the Nabob Walau Jah as well as from the 
representation of Lord Macartney to one of our Members that it was 
chiefly ov.ing to Mr Suhvan’s Zeal and Influence that the Nabob gianted 
to Lord Macartney the Sunnud of Assignment for the Revenues of the 
Carnatic 

29 Our Deference to Your Opinion of Mr Sulivan’s Conduct pre- 
vented Us from deputing Him to Hydrabad although the [ . ] had app- 

roved of our Selection of him foi that purpose He has of Course sujffered a 
Severe Disappointment and perhaps Youi Honble Court may deem him 
entitled to a Recompence for it ; This we humbly submit to you as a 
fmther Agreement [argument] in Support of our Solicitation m his 
favour 


30 We request that you will take notice that the President and 
Select Committee of Fort St Geoige m their last Letter Concerning the 
Assignment, accuse us of an Attempt to breed Confusion m their Govern- 
ment by creatmg a Contest between the Clashmg Jurisdiction of the 
Council and Select Committee by addressmg Ourselves to the former 
to require them to enforce our Orders for the restoration of the 
Assignment to the Nabob and for Demanding from the Nabob the 
performance of the Subsequent Agreement^ Concluded by 
us with his Minister on the 13 Jany 1783 and afterwards 
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ratified by him 

31. We had issued our most peremptory Orders for this Effect direct- 
ly to the President and Select Committee at Fort St 
George and on their Disobedience alone We were impelled 
to apply to that Government at large of which the President and Select 
Committee were only a Branch Your Orders on all Matters whether m the 
Internal Policy of that Government they be Intended for the exclusive 
Consideration and Obedience of the Select Committee or the Council are 
generally addressed to the Latter and they alone as we Conceive, possess 
the Power of enforcing Obedience to Orders which the Select Committee 
have refused to Obey For m the last resort should the Conduct of the 
Select Committee be so flagrant as to reduce us to the^ Necessity ,of 
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vindicating our own Authority by the Exertion of that Power of Suepenrion 
from the Service with which we are vested by Act of Pariiament they on 
the same Grounds which Incited them to the first Disobedience should the 
Older of Suspension be directed to them still refuse to submit to our 
Decision In an Instance which so much more nearly affected them and the 
Council which Is the Government at large would be the only Power to 
which we could properly apply to maintain our Authority but by oddresa- 
ing ourselves to them m the first Instance of a Refusal to obey our 
Commands in Order to Carry those Commands into Force We rather as We 
conceive took a proper and a Moderate Part which we hoped would put an 
End to the Difference and prevent oar proceeding to any greater 
Extremities. 

32 An Opinion has been given by the Governor General to which 
We beg Leave to refer that in the Instance before Us of 
Conin. 13 OcL ^ President and Select Committee having persisted in 
their Refusal to render back the Nabobs Assignment and applying the 
words miserable Delnaion to our Expectation of the Obedience of the Ooun 
cU at Dirge * We ought to proceed to greater Extremities and that it was 
*^the Duty of this Government to exercise the penal Controul vested in it by 
the Act of Partiameat of the 13 of Ms present Majostys Reign by ordering 
the Suspen&Ioa of the Right Honble Lord Macartney and of Anthony 
Sodliro Alex Davidson and Morgan Williams Esqr bdng the President 
and Select Committee of Fort St George from their respective Offices in 
the sold Preddency of Fort St George for refusing to restore to the Nabob 
Wallau Jah the Asiignmont of bis Revenues of the Province of Camatlo 
in repeated Disobedience of the Orders of the Governor General and Conn 
cil of the 13 Jony and 15 of August Lost requiring it and in Violation of 
the Treaty concluded by this Govommont with the Nabob Wallow Jah on 
the2dof AprU 1<81 

33 Our Opinions upon this Important question are recorded and we 
Coma. 13 Oct beg leave to draw your Attention to them 

34 It cannot but striko You that the Style of all tho Letters which 
we have received from Modross Is very Insulting and Indecent nor do we 
see any reason for their sending Us Copies of two Minutes of the Opinions of 
tho Members of the Council upon the Subject of tho Asdgnmont but to odd 
to the Provocation Indeed the Minute of Mr Dent* delivered on this Occa- 
sion Is a Production of so ancommoo a Kind that wo ore surprized it should 
have been allowed a Place In the Records of that Govemmeot and wo bog 
leave to notice it as most pointed Ulustmtlon of the Truth of an Observation 
which We took tho Liberty to suggest to your Uonble Court in the 3Sth 
and 30th Paragraphs of our Letter of the 5th of April Lost which went by 
tho Surprize and which upon this Occasion We earnestly recommend to your 
Repcrusal together with the Minute to which W o allude At the somoTlfflo «0 
shall bo very sorry that this Remark should prove of any hurtful Consequ- 
ences to the Gentleman to whom it relates since we are convinced from th« 
tenor of his Minute that the oxcepUonaUo ports of it proceed Less from s 
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Delect of the Heart than of the Judgement 

35 We have hitherto requested your perusal of our pioceedings at 
large upon the Subject of oui orders to Madrass for restoring the Nabob’s 
Assignment and as it [is] Impossible to furnish you Avith an accurate Abrid- 
gement in the Compass of a General Lettei vhich shall contain the full force 
of the facts and Arguments that appear upon them v e Continue the Same 
mode of reference which is of so much Consequence as to Demand youi 
earliest and most serious Attention. 

36. Before this Lettei can arrive we have no doubt but you will have 
had in reference submitted to you a full and particular Account of the 
unhappy Differences which have lately taken place between Lord Mncait- 
ney and Major General Stuart which fiist produced the 
General’s recall from tho command of the Army at Cudd- 
aloro by tho Authority of the President and Select 
Committee and afterwards his Dismission from tho 
Company’s Services and Confinement 
37 We have received a Communication of the President and Select 
Committee upon those Occasions and appeals both from Major General 
Stuart and Major General Sir John Burgoyne tho Next Senior Officer in 
His Majc.stys Service at Madrass to whom the Chief Command of the Army 
was offered upon tho dismission of General Stuart, but m reply to these 
Gentlemen we were obliged to decline any Interference m their behalf ex- 
cusing ourselves from the want of Authority to take Cognizance of the 
Internal transactions of the other Presidencies 

38. In the Letter from the President and Select Committee written

39 From defective information we can only cursorily Mention the 

operations which your Forces have been engaged m on 
the Coast of Malabar We know from Authority that sub- 
sequent to the Capitulation of Bidenore bur before the Expedition against 
Mangalore [ ] and Major Shaw the Senior Bangs Officers who had 

served the former Service retired in great disgust with his 
Conduct to Bombay to make good their Complamts to the 
Government there m Consequence of which and of the Opimon of the 
President and Select Committee that Genl Mathews had been neglectful 
of his Duty m not to that time reporting the terms of the Capitulation of 
Bidenore to them and deficient m transmittmg the Advices of His proceed/- 
mgs and that He had been guilty of other Breaches of Duty and 
Disobedience of Orders that Committee resolved to Suspend Him from the 
Company’s Services and to appomt Coll Macleod o Succeed Him m the 
Command of the Army 

40 Coll Macleod and Humberston and Major Shaw left Bombay m 
the Ranger on the 6 April in Order to proceed to join the Army at Mangalore 
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bat tmfortunatoly fell m witli tho Maixata Fleet off Qheria whfit attacked 
them and after a Deiperate Action in -which ColL Hamberaton and Major 
Shaw were Idllod and CoU, Macleod very severely woonded took the Bajer

enjoin a more than oidmary Exertion on our part to render the Peace not

3 We have also the Honor to send Numbers in the Packet a Copy 
of a Letter Avhich We have lately received from the President and Coimcil 
at Fort St George Dated the 1st of Last Month, accompamed by Extracts 
of their Proceedings on the orders which We sent them on the 15th of 
August for the Surrender of the Assignment of the Eevenues of the 
Carnatic to the Nabob Walau Jah, and of a Letter written m Consequence 
of them by the Eight Honble the President to the Nabob 

4 On these Papers as they furnish no new Argument that requires 
our Eefutation of it We have nothmg at present to suggest though We beg 
Leave to repeat our earnest Eequest that You will be pleased to attend 
very particularly to the Motives and Eeasons which We have assigned m 
our former Letters for the Orders given on the Subject of them, and parti- 
cularly to our Consultations of the 21st and 30th of July, 11th August, 
and 13th of October 

6 We transmit hkewise for your Information a Copy of a Letter 
Avhich We have received from the Eight Honble the President and

6, You will have been informed from our Pubhc Department of the 
Distress which the Inhabitants of these Provmces were about to suffer from 
the serious Calanuty of a Scarcity of Gram,i and of that which the Inhabi- 
tants of the Provmces beyond them do actually suffer on the same Account. 

7 From the Eegard which every Government pays to the 
Commercial Engagements and Concerns of the Individuals residmg under 
its Protection and to the natural Expectations of the Inhabitants 
of Fort St George who look to be supphed with Gram from this 
Port the Embargo which has been laid ought if possible to have been 
brought about gradually that neither might suffer Loss or Disappomt- 
ment, but the Urgency of the Case obliged Us to dispense with this Term 
and to enforce the Embargo immediately and totally The Quantity 
prepared for Exportation which was either on Hand or expected and Ton- 
nage provided for it was enormous being no less than 11,00,000 Maunds 
To part with the whole would have brought on instant Distress and a 
partial Exportation would have excited Clamours, and Eepresentations 
which m a case of such immment Concern and Dread We durst not hazard

15 In another Instance the Right Honble the President and Council 
at Port St George have thrown every Obstacle and Objection m the Way 
of estabhshmg a constant and useful Mode of Remittance to them by Bills 
through the various Channels of Hyderabad, Aurungabad, Nagpore &c 
We had no other Motive m projecting this Measure than their Benefit and 
great Pams were bestowed m bringing it about In the first Essay of such 
a Plan the natural and only Means of furnishing Resouices for its regulai 
Accomplishment were by the Transportation of Bulhon from Place to Place 
until the reciprocal Wants of Individuals and the Habits of Busmess had 
estabhshed a leadier and easier Mode of Negociation and consequently the 
original Terms were unavoidably high though less unfavourable than the 
Remittance by Specie for the Ratio on the first Bills was but 10 Per Cent 
without a Risk, and the aggregate Loss of the Transportation of Bullion by

1 The departore of jonr Ships Atlas and Bonreli to En ^iand 
affords us an opportunity of transmitting to yon Copies of the lost Lstteri 
which wo had the Honor of writing to yon on the 23d and 30th of last 
Month by the Bodnoy and Worcester and of forwarding to you a oontinua 
tion of our Proceedings from tbo Period of our last Dispatch to this Day 
inclusive They attend you Numbers in this Packet 

2 Mr Auriol our late Secretary having resigned the Service, and 
rotumed to Europe in the Ship Wlntertoo Mr Hoy baa taken charge of 
the OfHco of Secretary to this Deportment and of that which includes 

tho bosiDcsa of tbo Foreign NatJooe, according to the 
lOih Dccr appointment which wo conferred on him on tho 23d of 

September, when, for tho reasons given In our Consaltatlona of that date 
we dotcrmlncd to placo tbo Publlo and Secret Departments under tho 
ebargo of different Gentlemen, and to give tbo ebargo of the Publlo Do> 
partment to Mr William Brucro and that of the Secret to Mr Edward 
Hay 

3 W^o have at length received a Letter from tho President and 
CouncQ at Fort St. George In reply to our Requisition of them to givo 

Effect to our Resolution to surrender tho ^VsaJgnmcnt of 
Coma. lOih Dccr Rorcnucs of iho Comatio to Its lawful Sovereign tho 
Nabob Mahomed Aliy They have determined against tho propnety or 
expcdimc^ of giving up the iWignmcnt at this time* and that no Act of 
ours mi^ht Militate against your wishes and Intentions a Communication 
of which is daily expected and os they have referred to orders which tho 
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Select Committee have received from your Honble Court under date the 
6th September 1782, of which however we have not been Honored with 
any mtimation or Copy from you, we have resolved not to take any fiir- 
ther Measures with respect to the Assignment untd your further Instruc-

Alarm such extraordinary Declarations from the Commissioners had on Mr

6 In consequence of the opimons dehvered by the Members of the 
Council at Port St George, when our orders for the Surrender of the 
Assignment were under consideration, Lord Macartney addressed a Letter 
to the Nabob desiring to be informed of the Names of such responsible 
Persons as were willing to Enter into the proper obhgations for securing 
Payment mto the Companys Treasury, according to our Agreement with 
Assam Cawn m January last, of one third more m the same given time 
than had been collected under the Authority of the Assignment, m Case 
the Eevenuos should be restored to his Highness’s management, that such 
Persons might be exammed before the Board and their vahdity considered 

6. The Nabobs reply to Lord Macartney’s Letter has been sent by 
his Highness to the Governor General, and is recorded on 
our Proceedmgs noted m the Margin, and we beg leave 

to draw your Attention to this Letter as well as to the Representations 
made in the other Letters from the Nabob to the Governor General which 
are entered m the same Place 

7. We have already had the Honor to transmit to you a Copy of 
the Letter which we received from the Select Committee at Port St George 
dated the 31st October enclosmg Transcripts of their Commission and 
Instructions to Messrs Sadlier and Staunton, who were sent on a Depu- 
tation to the Nabob Tippoo Sultan to conclude a Peace and obtam the 
release of the English Prisoners, and you will have before you ere you 

receive this, our Instructions written to and acknowledged 
onsn 31st Deer have been received by the Madras Presidency m 

respect to the Terms on which we authorized them to conclude a 
Peace with Tippoo, and the Agreement entered mto by Mr Anderson with 
Mahajee Smdia for an Alhance between the Company and the Maratta State 
agamst Tippoo, which is to take Effect if Tippoo should refuse to accede to 
the 9th Article of the Treaty of Salbey With respect to this Treaty t e 
Qonditions of which were on its Conclusion much applC'Uded by the Ri^^ 
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Honblo, President and Select CommUtee at Port St George, we have 
already complained to yonr Honhle Court and wo have done go also to 
the Gentlemen at that Pregidenoy that they have totally and, wo 
may now add purposely overlooked it m their Inatmotiona to their 
Depntieo. Wo ore now at hberty to say that they have purposely over 
looked it in those Instruotlons becanse we observe in 
CoDin- 3I»t Dccr their Proceedings of the 7th of October which have come 
to us very lately that one of their Members and that Member one of the 
Deputies also, dehvered an opinion that the Mamtta Treaty ought to be 
one of the Grounds on which Peace should be oonoluded with Tippoo 
Saheb Your Honble Court well knows that the 0th Article of it fixed 
the Outline of Peace with him If he desired Peace with a Denunciation of 
War from the Marattos who were then his AUles if he refused it, and we 
imagine that in a dread of the consequences of not acceding to that 
Article will be found the real motive for his Advances to the aocomphsh 
ment of such Object. We believe that the Peace in Europe would other 
wise have bad but little operobon on this Chiers Measnres.

and accordingly proceeded with the Commissioners towards the Gouts, on 
Arrongoment took place by which it was mutually agreed that the Forts 
and Dutricts of Comboon in the Cudopah Country, on our part, and of

0 Cob huUorton having received OfQcial Information from Telll 
cherry, of a Drrach of faith In Tippoo and a recommencement of llostiU

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tlie Eeduction of a Place represented to be of essential importance and at 
the same time to produce if possible a Diversion m favor of Mangalore. 
He succeeded agamst the Place and took it on the 14th of last Month. 
liCavmg Captain Dewar with the 19th Battalion m charge of it, He 
BiRiched with his Army for Coimbatore which he reduced 
31st Deer 25th The date of his Letter on this Subject to the 

Bright Honble the President and Select Committee at Port 
St George, is the 26th of last Month, and in that Letter he expresses 
his mtention of marchmg immediately to Satimmgalum the possession 
of which would give you the Command of the whole Country on the 
Carnatic Side of the Gauts, and render you also Masters of the Guzhhutty

10. It cannot however be doubted that long ere this Col PuUarton 
has discontmued all offensive operations m consequence of the Directions 
of the Commissioners for that purpose, and it is to be hoped that the 
Exertions which he has made, and the approach of your Southern Army 
towards the Malabar Coast, will have prevented Tippoo Sultan from 
pursmng his designs agamst Mangalore, and made him look to his own

11 The perfidious conduct of Tippoo m refusing supphes to the 
Garrisons of Mangalore and Onore and the Distresses of those Garrisons, 
particularly the former, had so operated on General Macleod, who had 
made repeated but unsuccessful Efforts to prevail upon him to Act accord- 
mg to the Convention, that he was determmed to reheve Mangalore at 
all Bisques, and bemg assisted by the Admiral, who arrived with his Fleet 
at Telhcherry on the 4th and 5th of last Month, was, as Colonel Fullarton 
informed your Select Committee at Madras, about to Sail on the 13th of it 
to Mangalore m order to force his way mto the Place and to save it from the 
Efforts of Tippoo Saheb, by whom the Garrison was very closely pressed 

12 We yet trust that Tippoo has been brought to reason, and that 
he has made it unnecessary for General Macleod to pursue Measures of 
necessity agamst him It is as much for his Interest as it can be for ours, 
not to recommence Hostilities We wish most anxiously for Peace, and 
when once concluded it shall be our study to preserve it, but any Peace 
With Tippoo Saheb we thmk can be no longer lastmg than it is his Interest 
to pennit it That your Presidency of Bombay may be prepared for any 
Event of emergency we have given them permission to draw on us for 
fifteen Lacs of Bupees 

13 Some differences havmg unfortunately arisen between the 
Commissioners in their opimons on a Claim made, as we understand by 
Tippoo’s Ministers of the unconditional dehvery of Mangalore to him, m 
whic^ Mr Sadher was for comphanco with it, and Mr Staunton against it, 
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the Right Honblo the President and Select Committee, apprehending 
Tory prejndiciaj dcJaya from anch differences in fntnre ahonldthey again 
occnr by the necessity of referring to them for decision upon them and

IS. Our late Letters haro informed ^*00 of the diOcrcncc* which bavo 
Subsisted in our opinions with respect to Air Brbtows Conduct at Luenow; 
The Letters from Mr Bristow os well as tho cumplalnU of the \lzicr and 
Lb Allmstrf, shew ckorij the Statoof tho Dispute; \our Troops in Oude 
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fell several Months m Arrears, the Claims upon the Vizier mdependant of 
the Current Kists amounted to upwards of 63 Lacs of Rupees, a Ramme had 
begun to prevail m his Country, and Evds of the most Alarmmg Nature 
were to be apprehended We refer to our Pioceedmgs for Particulars The 
Majority of oui* Members supported Mr Bristows Conduct the Governor

Anderson on this Subject, which aro gcucndl> confirmed to Us by IntcUi 
i;coco from Mr James Grant who writes that hurkla encamped on tbo 
IGth into (November) in tho Neighbourhood of Poonah, and that OnkfS 
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had been issued to all the Maratta Chiefs, and particularly to Moodajee 
Boosla, to join his Standard, with Intent to proceed to the Southward 
to influence a Peace in the Carnatic, That Nizam Ally had been mvited to 
take a Part on the Occasion, and that it was not impiobable that Bis 
Highness would second the Views of the Poonah Ministry, particularly, if 
a Report which prevailed, were true, that Meer Moghut, His Highness’s 
Brother had escaped from his Confinement m Raichore — and taken Pro- 
tection with Tippoo ” 

4 The Nazim’s Intention to take a Part with the Maratta State 
agamst Tippoo, on an Invitation from the Marattas, appears by a strong 
Hnphcation at least, m His Highness’s Letter to the Governor General 
recorded m our Proceedings of 14th November, and already transmitted 
to You 

5 We learn from Lieut. Anderson that the Draft of the separate 
Treaty between his Brother and Madajee Scmdia, for an Alhance against 
Tippoo, if the latter refused to accede to the 9th Article of the Treaty of 
Salbey, had been highly approved at Poonah, and that Nana Pumavese 
who regretted the Return of your Troops under Col Morgan because they 
might have been usefully employed m the Prosecution of the War agamst 
Tippoo Saib, was very hopeful that Scmdia himself would hasten to Poonah, 
and prevail on the Colonel and Army to accompany him Lieut 
Anderson further acquaints Us that Scmdia was anxious to be informed 
of our Resolutions m Regard to a Detachment to act against Tippoo, 
and that he would not suffer the War with the Rana of Gohud to detam 
him an hour from proceedmg with it m Person to Poonah The Advices 
from Lieut Anderson on this Subject are contained m his Letter to the 
Governor General, of which a Copy is enclosed for your Information 

6 We cannot resolve on any Measures to be taken m consequence 
of the foregoing Intelligence until We know the Event of the Deputation 
to Tippoo from your Presidency at Port St George, but We are mduced 
to be very hopeful of a Peace with that Chief, because his Alarms at the 
Preparations which are m akin g against him, to take Effect if he should 
not accede to the Treat[y] of Salbey, will urge him to the speedy Conclusion 
of it on the Terms of that Treaty 

7 Having smce the Date of our last Advices, received from Port 
St George a Copy of the Correspondence which was wantmg m their 
former Dispatches to Us, between the Right Honble President and 
Select Committee, and Mens Bussy, and of their Proceedmgs m Respect 
to the Negociations with Tippoo, for the Month of November, We have

Peace with Tippoo were on the 2nd of that Month ot Mahkorry within a 
few Milos of Scringapatam and m hopes of seeing Tippoo very soon, but 
whether their Interview was to be at that Place or Mangalore was not then 
fixed. They vrero every Moment however m oxpectotion of a Letter from 
Tippoo in iVnswcr to one which they had wntten to him on that Subject. 
Your Select Committeo informed ns that the Commissioners complained 
that the Vokeds, who accompanied them had often lod them out of tho 
great Hood through Incoovcniont and difficult Passes whether ocensionod 
by a Jealousy of ihclr communicating with any of tho PnsonoTB or by a

5, Uo have tho llcaiore to acquaint you that the BopbayAnny 
under the Cb mn u n dof Britadlcr-OcnemJ Macleod with tho Ships of or 
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j Tj u under Captain jMitchell, having appeared off Mangalore 
onsn 3 e ruary of November, in Oidei to reheve the 

Necessities of that Garrison, which was i educed to the last- extremity from 
want of Provisions, effected their Purpose mthout a Eenewal of Hostilities, 
which the General had strict Oiders not to commence if it could possibly 
he accomplished -without them The Troops however were ready to land 
when Tippoo consented to receiving a Month’s supply, and made a Solemn 
Promise thro’ Mons Piveron, the French Envoy, that the same Quantity 
should he received on the same day of the Month following He agreed 
also to allow the Garrison of Onore to be victualled in the same 
Maimer 

6 General Macleod proceeded from Mangaloie to Telhcherry, and, as 
we understand by a private Letter from Tanjoie Dated the 5th of last 
Month, and transmitted to us from Port St George, was employed soon 
after his return m Hostihties against the Kannee of Cannanore i She is re- 
presented m the Intelligence to be an Ally of Tippoo, and as ha-ving done 
every thing m her Power to distress us during the War The particular 
Cause of the late Hostihties agamst her, is said to be. Treatment of 
some of your Sepoys who were mecked in her Domimons just before the 
General’s last Expedition to Mangalore , She is repoited to have immediate- 
ly made them Prisoners, and to have treated the General’s Apphcation for 
their release in the most contemptuous and insolent Manner We are told 
also that General Macleod when at Mangalore complained of this to Tippoo, 
who disavowed countenancing any such Conduct and that the General 
determined in consequence to make her answer for it 

7 The Fort was stormed and taken on the Mormng of the 14th 
Deer -with httle loss, but, the Enemy defending themselves with the 
greatest Obstinacy in some Coco Nut Topes which were strongly barricad- 
ed, the Action continued very -violent ’till Noon, when, our Troops haying 
gamed the Position necessary for attacking the rest of the Enemys Works, 
the Firing ceased, and the Rannee surrendered herself, her People and her 
Country on the next Day We are said to have lost 8 Of&cers and 100 
Europeans Eolled and Wounded m this Attack, and Sepoys in proportion 
The Enemy’s Loss is also mentioned to have been very great We do not 
Wish to give any opimon on the Propiiety of General Macleod’s Conduct m 
respect to the Rannee of Cannanore, as we have not sufficient Materials 
before us to enable us to judge of it, but we are concerned that the shghtest 
occasion should have been furmshed to Tippoo Saheb to charge us -with a 
Breach of the Convention between bun and the Company We are happy 
however to observe that no Change appears to have taken Place m Con- 
sequence of this Transaction m Tippoo’s Disposition to Peace as in the 
same Letter to your President at Fort St George in which he mentions the 
Attack on Cannanore, as well as that made by Colonel Fullarton at 
Pahacacherry, and Coimbatore, he acquamts the President that, agreably 
to his desire, he had sent a Passport for Mr Huddleston, who had been 
appointed one of the Commissioners for concludmg a Peace with him. 
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8 We are yet apprehenaivo that the Right Hon ble the President 
nn d Select Committee at Port St George had reason to be donbtfh] of the 
BQcceasfhl Issue of their N^omationa, os they have informed us that they 
were endeavouring to get their Army mto the Field as fast as possible so as 
to be prepared for any Event 

9 Aleer Jlohud Been Cawn the Commander of Tippoo s Troops, yet 

remained with his Forces on the Camatio Side of the Gauts chiefly between 
CoUispake and Amee observing the Cessation of Hostihties bnt ooUectmg 
the Revenues of the Districts possessed by him at the Time when it took 
Place It had been agreed that on the Arrival of the Commisaionars with 
Mohud Been the Forts taken by Tippoo s Troops should be delivered up, 
and hit Army evacuated [ ] the Cornatio But Tippoo endeavours to 

justify himself for their continuanoe within its Boundanes by observing that 
the Agreement was reciprocal the Places tok^n from him during the Course 
of the War being to be delivered up m the same Manner as those which he 
hod taken from us, and that the Commissioneis refused to give up Man 
galore after which Hoetihties were commenced at Paliacachery 

10 We have the Honor to transmit to you Numbers in this Dis- 
patch a Copy of Tippoo 8 Letter to your Right Hon ble Preaident at Fort 
St George os well os a Copy of that to which it is on Answer and of the 
Intelligonco from Tanjore. 

11 We oro advised by Lieutenant Anderson of Confp^nces which 
he has had with Madajee Smdia and Bow Bncksey on the 13th ^ 20th 
of last Month in Regard to Tippoo a Conduct and a proposed Cooperation 
Con*. 3cL Febtusry ^^ween the Company's Forces and those of the 

Moratta State against him if be ihoold not comply 
With the Bequisitlon contained m the Otb Articio of the Treaty of 
Solbey A Copy of Our Advices from Lieut. Anderson accompanies this 
Dispatch* 

12 Wishing as wo anxiously do for a General Peace throughout India 
which would bo cflccted if the Negodations with Tippoo wero brought to a 
happy Conclusion wo havo yet thought it necessary in Consequence of 
the State of senous Doubts in which those Negodations appear to bo at 
present and Tippoo s romornl of his Voiced from Poona which indicates 
no Intention on his Fart to accede to the Otb Artldo of the Moratta Treaty, 
to give some general Instructions to your Select Committee of Bombay' 
such Instructions being to have efTcot only if Hostilities shouJd bo 
renewed 

13 The Season for Action is nowsoior advanced that wo cannot 
form and detach any Body of Troops from this Port of India to Act with 
the Moiattas donng tho present kcor but uu think that a suXTident 
Detachment might bo spared from >*our Presidcnoy of Bombay for that 
Purpow or that tho Forces under Gencml 3Iaclcod might bo employed with 
Eflect fur the General Good If tho War should bo continued uo havo 
requested the President and Select CommitUo of Bombay to sottlo a Flan 
for tho Conduct of it with tho Ministors at Poona. That Flan will 
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determme whether the Peshwa’s and Company’s Forces shall Act separately 
or conjunctively, and this Pomt we have left entirely to their Judgement 
Our earnest Wish is that the War when once renewed he prosecuted with 
Vigor to a speedy and Honorable Conclusion, our Aids of Money shall not 
be wantmg, as far as we can supply them, to give Effect to the Operations, 
and for this Purpose we shall remit a considerable Sum to Bombay by

14 If Smdia should leave his present situation as we think Probable, 
to act against Tippoo, he wiU be able in a great Measure to Command the 
Conduct of the War on the Part of the Marattas, and if the Company 
should be Parties m it, we have requested that the Piesident and Select 
Committee at Bombay will pay a due attention to his Wishes whether 
Conveyed to them immediately by himself or thro’ Lieut Anderson 
whom we have directed to attend him if Smdia should desire it 

1 5 Had the Bight Hon’ble President and Select Committee at Fort 
St George thought proper to make the Treaty of Salbey a Pimcipal 
Ground of their Negociations with Tippoo Saheb the Disturbances which 
may follow would m all probability not have happened, and we should not 
have had to encounter the Embarassments which we suffer, and are likely 
to suffer from the Differences between that Chief and the Marattas 

16 We have the Honor to acquamt you that your Detachment 
under the Command of Col Charles Morgan was advanced on the 23 d Ulto 
as far as Noonkeserai, which is at the Distance of about 12 Coss from 
Guahar 


17 The present Crisis of our Affairs rendermg it essentially necessary 
that there should be some representative of this Government at the Court 
of the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn for the Purpose of guaidmg against and 
counteracfcmg any Intrigues to the Prejudice of your Interests and keepmg 
Cons 20 Jany ^ Mind steady to the favorable disposition which he has 

hitheito professed towards the Company, but which is liable 
to be shaken by the apparent Neglect which may be construed from a 
longer suspension of this Measure, which his Highness has expected for 
several Months, and Judgmg Mr Bichard Johnson to be duly qualified for

19 We have the Honor to eiio]c»e a Copy of our Instmotions to Hr 
Johnson,* and beg leave to refer you to them for the Partaoulars of hia 
Oomnnaaion. We have only to add to them as further reasons for our 
wishing him to make the Compromise desired that the Amount of the 
Arrears of Pechcush really due u more than we think that we nhall be able 
to discharge for a great length of Time without the greateet inconvemence 
and that we are led to think that the Kahob Nizam Ally Cawn having the 
actual Poaseflsion of the Quntoor (^rcar oonld not be brought to relin 
quifih it without Compulsion & that Compulsion probably attended by a

the Governor General understands that this was the expressed Wish of 
the Nabob Vizier, his Ministers and all the Prmcipal Persons of his Pamily 
and Court, havmg also great reason to believe that, as soon as the Nabob 
should have received the Notification lately transmitted to him of the 
last Resolutions of the Board, he would declare the same Wish in Terms, 
and connect it with his Acceptance of the Engagement prescribed to him.

24. For the other important Reasons which have mduced the 
Governor General to make this offer we beg leave to refer you to his 
Mmute, which we deem well deaervmg your attention. The Minutes of the 
other Members of the Board now at the Presidency on this Subject, are 
also enclosed Numbers m this Address, and by these you will observe that 
the Governor General’s Tender of his services to repair to Lucnow has 
been accepted on the followmg Conditions, Vizt that the Nabob Vizier

I Wo haro the honor of tnmsmittlcg You by your Ship Fox Co- 
pies of tbo Letter which \\o addressed to You by tho Lord Macartney 
under Date the 7th Instant 

2. Since that Period We have received from j-our Right Uonblc. 
PraMdent and Select CommitUw at hart St George tu o Letters bcanng Uato 
tho 30th of December and J4th of hut Month. These with their several 
Eodosurcs atCeotl Vou Numben in tho I^ickct 

X kou will bo led to conclude £rom tho Letters which Wo hod tho 
Honor of writing to \ou on tho 7th Instant that our EspccUtlons of a 
Peace with tho Nabob Tippoo Sobeb uero much abated and indeed that 
there was *onio Itoison to apprehend a Itenouai of Hostilities with him 
Tbo Letter (xom the Maiinu Prc*ideoc> of tho Jlth Ulto oequainU Us 
with their stinngttt ipiirthcnwons cn this Sub;cct but Wo oro well plciued 
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to have it m our Power to inform You on a private Communication just 
received fiom the Commander of the Country Ship Hastmgs, which is 
lately ai rived m this Biver, after a Passage of thirteen Days only, fiom 
Foit St Geoige, that Accounts had at length been received there from 
the Commissioners, and that these were of a favorable Nature, bemg 
couched m Terms which left no Doubt of Tippoo bemg mchned to effect 
a speedy Peace. We are informed by the same Authority, that Official 
Advice had been sent to Us of this Intelligence by a Land Conveyance, This 
however We cannot expect -will arrive sooner than m two Days from the 
present Time We may possibly have it m om Power to transmit to You 
a Copy thereof by the Ship now under Dispatch, and if We should, it shall 
be forwarded without the least Delay. 

4 We cannot omit requestmg the Attention of your Honble 
Court to the Letter from your Right Honble President and Select Com- 
mittee of Port St. George of the 30th of December m Reply to ours of the 
14th of the preceding Month In that Letter they are pleased to express 
their Pleasure in observmg that We have ai last determmed to avoid any 
further Controversy, and to refer Home the Pomts m Discussion between 
Us to the proper Tribunals The Expression which We have marked by 
underhmng it is not perfectly respectful, nor if it were, would it justly 
convey the Reproach which it imphes, smce they, not We, have been the 
Aggressors m the Differences that have unfortunately subsisted between 
the two Presidencies, and instead of concluding, your Select Committee of 
Port St George have constantly shewn a Disposition to contmue them, 
but the subsequent Part of their Letter is the Part which particularly 
surpnzed L^s for m the Shape of a Defence of their own Conduct, and 
after expressmg then Satisfaction at the approaching Calm, they do all 
that they can do, to disturb it, by recapitulatmg (and this m Terms the 
most haughty and triumphant) aU the Subjects of Dispute between Us, 
and taking Credit to themselves for Acts which We have constantly 
reprobated, as if the Objections which We made to such Acts had been 
so shght and superficial as not to deserve even common Attention 

5 Our Differences and the Occasions of them are before You To 
your candid Judgment We refer them, and neither the Reproaches of 
your Servants at Madras, nor their Attempts to provoke Us, shall alter 
the Disposition which We ever shall possess to administer with Steadi- 
ness and good Temper to the Wellbeing of your Affairs, by purposely 
avoidmg any further Controversies with them as far as may be m our 
Power 

6 The Gentlemen of Port St George have transmitted to Us ivith 
their Letter of the 30th of Deer a Statement of the Troops entertamed by 
the Nabob of the Carnatic on the 26th Deer 1782, and 3rd Novr 1783, 
and of the Monthly Pay of such Troops observmg to Us that His High- 
ness or rather his second Son and Minister the Ameer ul Omrah has 
notwithstandmg the pretended Poverty of the Durbar, more than doubled 
his Guards and other Troops m the Neighbourhood of Madras, withm less 
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t>iAp twelve MoBthiT and they alao remark that the Sospidons of the 
President often commtinicated butparticjilarly in the Beginning of January 
1783 with Regard to the evil Intention of the Nabob’s second Son the 
Ame er nl Omrah,^ were bnt too well founded- 

7 The same JLetter whldi contama this Information closes with the 
following Paragraph ‘These Grcomstances are well worthy your Atten 
tioD they engage a considerable Share of ours, and os We are persuaded 
that You cannot but think it to be our Bu^ to take such Steps as may 
appear to bo requint© for the Safety and Welfero of the Company by em 
ploying all proper Measures to disoouiage the further levying Troops in 
thm Noghbonrhood, which are to be (independently of the Companya 
Authonty) under tbe Command of Amiwr qI Omrah the Nabob s second 
Son whose Diaaffeotion and MoHgnity to our Qovemment are so well 
known, so We flatter ourselves that We shall receive fiom your Govern 
ment the most eflectuol Countenance and Support. 

8 There is surely some Allusion in these Expressions to Measures 
of which We are not aware. We «ha]l call upon the Right Honble. the 
President and Select Committee to acquaint Us with them if any are 
intended and in our Resolutkma on the Subject We shall be equally 
attentive to any soiScient Grounds which may appear for their Conduct 
towards His Highness the Nabob, or his seoond Son, and to your Honor 
and your real Interest. 

0 We aro so far from adopting the Suspicions of your President 
and Select Committoo, or from thinking them in the abghtest Degree justi- 
fled by tbe Cause to which they are attributed that We cannot help 
doubting tbe RoaLty of their Existence Whether real or pretended the 
Treatment which tbo Nabob has received and the express Declarations 
indeed of your Select Committee lead Us to opprehend tliat they may bo 
maHn tho Qrouod of aggravating those Injuri^ to which the Nabob has 
been so long exposed.

Hon’ble Sirs, 

1. Your Ship Warren Hastmgs bemg under Orders to depart for 
Europe, We do ourselves the Honor of transmitting to You by this 
Conveyance Copies of our last Advices by your Ship Eox, under Date the 
16th Instant om Proceedmgs smce that Penod, and the Annual Sett of 
our Consultations for the last Year, with Index to both. 

2 We received a Letter yesterday from your Right Honble Presi- 
dent and Select Committee at Fort St George, Dated the 10th Instant, 
m which they mform Us that they had had Advices from their Commis- 
sioners Dated the 30th Ulto from Eaelbautgoody, and were m Hopes 
that the next would mform them of the Commissioners bemg actually 
arrived m Tippoo’s Camp Your Select Committee observes to Us, tliat 
although the Commimication between them and the Commjtaioners is 
now open, yet a Vaiiety of Circumstances induces them to entertain strong 
Doubts of Tippoo’s Sincerity, and that they are therefore using e\ir\ 
Precaution, and employing every Means that they can tle\n>e*, to tiiible 
them to sustain a Renewal of the War in Ciise their Negoiiatious ohould 
pro\e abortnc.

11 At this Day’s meeting we lead a Lettei flora yoiu Piesident and 
Select Committee at Bombay dated the 17th of Februaiy, m which they 
acquainted us that General Macleod was ai rived at that Piesidency and 
urged several stiong Beasons why the Possession of the piincipal Fort of 
Cannanoie should be kept foi the Company, at least until it could be seen 
what would be the Event for the Negociations for Peace then on Foot, that 
he had declared that the Treaty exchanged on the 8th Januaiy with the 
Banneo of Cannanoie was to subsist but for one Year, that it was made by 
him as only a tempoiaiy Expedient to prevent the Inteifeience of the Nabob 
Tippoo Sultan in Suppoit of the Independence of the Bannee, and that he 
was gmded m it by his Zeal foi the Intel ests of the Company, and his pecu- 
liar Situation which requiied some immediate Settlement The Gentlemen 
at Bombay informed us that for these and othei Beasons added to then 
Wishes to preserve so good a Station for the Army untill Peace should be 
eithei concluded or Hostilities again renewed, they had agreed to confiim the 
Tieaty with the Banneo of Caimanore as fai as depended on them, and that 
on full Consideiation they now fieely exculpated Geneial Macleod’s Conduct 
from the Blame and Ccnsuie expressed m their ]\Lnute of the 12th of Janu- 
ary, which he would not have incurred had his Motives been then as much 
before them as they were now and that they had given the General their 
Testimony of the active Zeal which he had shewn on all Occasions m the 
Service of their Employers , They informed us that Col Gordon had Orders 
to appear off and revictual Mangalore about the End of January, but that 
from the Nabob’s eqm vocal Conduct they were imdei some apprehensions 
that Colonel Gordon might not have been able to effect this Service, and 
that they had therefore requested the Assistance of both the Admual and 
General to consider what was best to be done if certain Advices should arrive 
that the Nabob would not admit any more Provisions being thrown mto 
Mangalore, that after full Consideration they had unammously agreed to 
request the General to hold himself in Beadiness to proceed to Mangalore 
m the Intrepid, ordered to be ready to sail at an Hour’s Warning after the 
Beceipt of their next expected Advices from the Coast, for the sole Purpose 
of entering into a negociation to surrender up the Fort on their Garrisons be- 
ing allowed to be withdrawn That all their Arguments, though urged m the 
most forcible Manner, could not prevail upon the Admiral to aid their pre- 
sent Intention with the Cooperation of the Fleet, although he deemed the 
Appearance of the Squadron most essentially necessary and requisite to the 
Success of their Negociation, and although without it meetmg with the 
wished for Success their brave and deservmg Garrisons must be inevitably 
lost m all that Month of February at the farthest, That the Motions and 
Progress of the Madrass Commissioners were entirely unknown to them , 
That if the Cooperation should be reqmred of a Body of Troops from Bom- 
bay with those of the Maratta State, on Hostihties being renewed against 
Tippoo, it was beyond their Power to give it, but that a J unction might be 
effected between the Maratta Army moving towards the Coast and theirs

under General ilacleod yot that this would be a Measure requiring their most

and desiring our Sentiments upon the Lino which they ought to observe !n 
consequence and partly vindicating themselves for not having mado tho 
Treaty of Salbey tho principal Ground of thoir NegoofatJon with tho Nabob 
Tippoo Sultan and informing us that tho lost Adricos which they hod 
received from their CommUaionors gavo thorn Hopes ofPcaco At all 
Events they observe that they should have the greatest Occasion for sup- 
plies from this Govomment.

13 On thii Day oUo «en» rccordetl AilUccs which were received 
from j-our Prrslilcncj of hurt Su George of the Conclusion of a Peace with 
the Nabob TippHi Sultan b> the Commoaioners on tho llth March* 

M On our 1 Wrtdings of this Da> U obo recorded a Letter from 
Colonel IVarw acquainting us tliat fco Itad Ileoion lo expect from the 
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Assurancas of Lord Macartney, tliafc he should commence his March with 
the Detachment under his Command on his Boturn towards the Bengal Pro- 
vince on or about the IStli of Apiil , and requesting tliat a Supply of Cash 
should be sent to meet him at Ganjam Ho also infoimed us that he meant 
to send round the European Artillery and Lascais by Sea, and that Lord 
Macartney had proposed to him to transport the Sepoys to Bengal in the 
same Manner, the Impracticability and bad Policy of which, on Account of 
the Prejudices which the Sepoys enter tarn against such a Conveyance, he 
lepiesents in strong Terms Having had the Benefit of the Commander in 
Chief’s Opinion on this Letter we mstiucted Col Pearse to lodge all his 
Ordnance and Stores eitlici at Madias oi Masulipatam as they would 
greatly impede his Match, and as tlieio w'as no Enemy in the Way likely to 
oppose him, Wo entiiely approved of his Intention to send the Emopean 
Artillery and Lascars round by Sea and acquainted him that we should 
devise such Means to supply his Want of Money as should be most hkely to 
answer his Expectations, lelying how'evei on his having exerted his best 
Endeavouis to obtain a Supply at Foit St Gcoige We also requested Mr 
Wheler to write to the Baja of Cuttack to facilitate the March of the 
Detachment through that Province 

15 The Governor Goneial having transimtted to us several Letters 
which he had lately received from Lieut James Anderson, Besident 
with Madajee Sindia, we have the Honor to send you Copies of them with 
this Address These Letters informed us that Sindia w^as by no Means 
pleased with the Negociation which had been entered mto by your President 
and Select Committee at Fort St George with Tippoo Sultan, after the 
Assurances which he had receivec^ that the Conduct of this Hegociation 
should be entrusted solely to him He at the same Time informed 
Lieut Anderson that the Maratta Government was determined to enforce 
Tippoo’s Acquiescence in the 9th Article of the Treaty of Salbey, and read 
him a Letter which he had received from Tippoo expressmg his Determina- 
tion to accede to that Article, and desiring that an English Gentleman 
properly authorized by Sindia and Nana Funiavese might be deputed to 
him to receive Charge of those Places which ivere thereby stipulated to be 
restored to the Honble Company 

16 On these Letters the Governor General expressed his Opmion 
that, in pursumg any longer the present Hegociation, we were suffermg that 
Conjuncture to pass away which was so favorable for brmgmg the War to 
a happy Conclusion , that we were losing the Confidence of our new Allies 
and exposed to Circumstances disgraceful m the Eyes of the other Powers, 
at the same Time that we offered Tippoo an Opportumty of carrymg on 
Intrigues to our prejudice, and recovermg our late Acquisitions He 
therefore recommended to us to send Instructions to your Bight Honble 
President and Select Committee at Fort St George immediately to recall 
their Deputies from Mangalore, and to declare to them that we would not 
ratify any Agreement which they might afterwards make 

17 In Beply we acquamted the Governor General, that the Orders 
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which ho proposed wero rendcrof! iinneccAjan by the Conclusion of a 
Treaty with Tippoo on tho 11th of ^farch not yet known to him 

IS lient Anderson acquainted the Board that Sindia bad been 
pat in complete Possession of Qohnd on the Ist of March and b^ a 
Letter to tho Governor General ho intimated his Opinion (founded on a 
Message uhleb be received from Smdia) that Scindia meant to adopt veiy

Reliefs to the different Military Stations in the npper Country we acquainted 
him that the Wants at the Presidency were so great that wo were sure that 
they would appear to him to deserve a Preference to every Consideration 
but those of unforeseen and local Necessity 

32 On this Bay*! Proceedings are recorded two Letters from the 
^abob of Arcot to Mr ^Vhelor complaining in strong Terms of the Omii>sioa 
of his Xamo in tho Treaty with Tlppoo Sultan while those of tho Rajahs of 
Tanjoro and Travcncoro and Vincatagcrry were included in it and dcsinng 
that it might bo inserted previous to tho Ratification of tho Treaty by us. 
In Mr Wheler's Reply to his Highness a Letters ho was informed that this 
Government entirely disapproved of tho Omission complained of that we 
bod been under tho Necessity of mtlf^'ing tho Treaty but should take tho 
first favourable Opportunity of arranging such additional Stipulations as 
might include an Ackoowledgomont of His Highness s Right His Highness 
was also requested to communicato to the ^lodros OD\‘en}incnt such Rep> 
rc»entatIona as ho might hereafter deem it neccssojy to make to their Board 
regarding their Conduct so that tho subject when wo should toko it Into 
Consideration might bo complotety before us.

36 Letters from Bombay under Date the 10th and 26th of March 
recorded on this Day’s Proceedings acquainted us with the fluctuating State 
of the Negociation for Peace wi,th Tippoo Sultan, to as late a Period as the 
10th of March and mentioned a Report which had been transmitted to them 
by General Macleod and by Captam Scott Commander of your Ship Hawke, 
then stationed m Mangalore Road that, Tippoo had treated the Commissio- 
ners with Insult and Indignity by eiectmg Gibbets before their Tents, and 
preventmg them from keeping up an unreserved Commumcation with the 
Shippmg These Letters also represented the great Distress of Bombay for 
Money, and their utter Inabflity to put the Army m Motion on that Account, 
if the War should be renewed They also suggested the Propriety of the Co- 
rmjah Rajah’s bemg mcluded m any treaty which might be made with 
Tippoo 

37 In consequence of the Intimation contamed m the Letters from 
General Macleod and Captam Scott, and of the Recommendation of the 
Governor General, we thought it necessary to transmit Extracts of’ these 
Letters to your President and Select Committee at Fort St George, as the 
Circumstance stated m them if true would have entailed an mdelible Dis- 
grace on the English Name m India We accordingly required from your 
President and Select Committee then Commissioner’s Reply to the Charge 
thus exhibited agamst them, and at the same Time dnected them to trans- 
mit to us complete Copies of then Correspondence with the Commissioners, 
and of every Paper relative to the Negociation 

38 A Letter which we received from General Macleod acquaint- 
ed us that, he had been undei the Necessity of breakmg up his Army, and 
sending the Major Part of the Bang’s Troops to Madras, (notwithstanding 
that a Letter which he had received from the Commissioners requned him 
to keep them collected) m consequence of his utter Inabihty to support 
them, and that he had been reduced to the Necessity of grantmg Bills on us 
for then Arrears provided they were not paid at Fort St George, which he 
hoped the Situation to which he was reduced would excuse We acquainted 
General Macleod m Reply to this Letter, that we thought him justified m 
what he had done by the Cncumstances of the Case, and at the same Time 
gave him our Testimony of his Gallantry and the Services which ha 
rendered to the Company dunng the War 

39 On this Day’s Proceedmgs is recorded a Letter from the Gover- 
nor General contaming his Sentiments on the Treaty concluded v ith Tippoo, 
and ivritten prior to the Receipt of our Mmute on the same Subject As this 
Opimon comcides eutuoly with that deliveiod by us on the JOth April, and 
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03 WO think that auch a Conformity la a atrong argument in Favor of tho

•jO In a l<ottcr bearing Date tho 3rd May the Governor Gonond 
transmitted to us tho Copy of a Letter which he bad received from 
Xicut Anderson which stated tho displeasure of Madajee Sludia at 
the Omission of tho 9th Article of tho Maratta Treaty os tho Basis of tho 
Treaty concluded with Tippoo and laid before us tho additional Biffiouities 
m which wo wero involved from this critical Omission.

till the Receipt of the expected Explanations from your President and

46 By Letters from our Resident at Hydrabad under date the 
3rd and 6th May we were informed that a Report pie vailed that Tippoo

61 We also received a Letter from your Resident at Hydrabad, m 
which he pomts out an Embarrassment he was likely to be exposed 
to by the Neglect of the Madras Government in omittmg the Name of His 
Highness the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn m the Treaty with Tippoo, as an Ally 
of the Company notwithstandmg our positive Orders to mclude him, and 
the Promise contained in the Governor General’s Letter to His Highness 
under Date the 15th November He also proposed that m Older to give

66 The Governor General’s Letter of the 25th May pointed out an 
Irregularity which had existed in the Rates of Batta charged by the Resi- 
dents at Lucnow on the Rupees m which the Vizier makes his Payments to 
the Company We directed the Mmt Master to assay the several Species of 
Rupees which the Governor sent to us for that Purpose and to report their 
comparative Value in Weight and Fmeness with Fyzabad Siccas of the 16th 
Suns, m which Rupee or its Eqmvalent, the Viziers Payments are fijced by 
Treaty 

57 The Governor General’s Letter of the 26th May announced his 
Expectation of Major Browne’s Arrival on the 28th from Delhi with 
KeUaut, and Letters from the Kmg Shah AUum, and that the Governor 
General proposed m Comphance with the Forms of Respect prescribed and 
established for such Occasions to advance beyond the City to receive them 
The Governor General acquamted us that he could not judge what Changes 
this Deputation would make in the Situation or Determmation of the 
Pimce Muza Jewan Bukht, but that he conceived none and assigned his 
Reasons for this Behef The Governor General at the same Time informed 
us that the Prmce had lately expressed much Dissatisfaction with his actual 
situation and a Desue to retue to Benares and that he had rather encou- 
raged than opposed this Inchnation, because the Presence of Muza Jewan 
Bukht at Lucnow was no less hurtful to the Administration of the Province 
than hurmhatmg to the Prince, and many useful purposes might be attam- 
ed m the Maturity of Time from his Residence under the Protection of 
your Government, exclusively of the immediate Benefit which the King 
was likely to derive from the Provision of such a Resource agamst the 
worst Designs of the Men, who have Possession of his Person and Authority 
The Governor Geneial observed that he should be very imivilhng to 
acqmesce m this Proposal of the Prince if he should decidedly make it, 
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before he had received our Sanction for it oe it would bo impossible to 
foresee all the Consequences which might happen or be euggeatod to the 
Opinions of others asLkelv to ensuo from the Idea of a Connootion so 
established between the Pnneo and the English Nation but that the Princo

68 We replied without Delay to this Letter from the Governor

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23 Having taken into om most serious Consideration the Proposi- 
tion submitted to us by the Goveinoi Geneial in his Lettei of the 26th June, 
that he should be authoiised to wiite a Letter to Mahagee Sindia m the 
Name of the Boaid declaring “that we consideicd the Peace with Tippoo 
Sultan to have been the Effect of the 9th Article of the Tieaty concluded 
with the Peshwa, that it is in Confoimity theicto, and that the said Aiticle 
which IS still in Eoice, is no wise alteied oi affected by the Treaty with 
Tippoo Sultan,” and having also read with Attention the Extracts from 
our Proceedings laid before us by our Secretary, m Obedience to our Orders 
of the 13th which tended to thiow any Light on the Movements of the

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the Adnumstration of I'ort St Greorge had cautiously withheld from us any 
Account of the Proceedings of the Commissioners, nor have those Proceed- 
ings been to this Day tiansmitted to us, though we were told in the Letter 
of the 3rd of June that the Minutes of the Commissioners were copjung 
Whatever the Contents may be they are not now very interesting The Mea- 
sure [Manner] in which the Commissioners weie tieated by Tippoo, theu 
own Disputes and Apprehensions, and the Declaration which they made in 
writing to General Macleod at Telhchery relative to the probable Duration 
of the Peace are but too well known Amidst the Circumstances in which 
they stood in Tippoo’s Camp it would be unjust perhaps to scrutinize or 
blame their Conduct We have Reason to believe that some of them 


behaved with Firmness and Zeal to theu Trusts The original Erroi lay in 
committing them and their Negociations into Tippoo’s Hands, An Error we 
beheve the most fatal, and the Source of worse Consequences than any 
step that was ever taken m your Councils m India To have persisted 
in such a decided original Erior aftei Tippoo had cut off all regular 
Commumcarion between the Commissioners and then Principals at 
Fort St George was more unpardonable, and from the Moment that 
the Commissioners signed the fatal Order^ to Colonel FuUaiton in 
Decembei to stop his Careei , and restore his Conquests unconditionally 
to Tippoo’s Officers, there was a Stop put to their Correspondence 
with Madras, and they were led about through Tippoo’s Dommions until 
the Time was expended in which Mangalore could have been reheved, and 
when the most Distmguished Gallantry of Lieut Col Campbell and his 
brave Garrison were obhged to yield to Treachery and Famine Had the 
Commissioners been ordered to proceed to Colonel FuUarton’s Camps, Had 
they carried on their Negociation from that Ground, and had the first 
Experience of Tippoo’s Treachery and Want of Faith in his Violation of the 
Treaty he had concluded with Lieut Colonel Campbell been seized by the 
Commissioners to leheve Mangalore and Onore, Tippoo had been kept 
m Check, The happy Ternmiation oi vigorous Contmuance of the War 
had been at our Option, and the Revenues required by Colonel Fullarton 
amountmg to no less a Sum than sixty Lacks of Rupees, which the Zemin- 
dars engaged for annually, would have supphed a Fund for the War at the 
Expence of the Enemy, and have enabled us to recover all the Prisoners 
that were m his Hands, We might then have talked in another Style to 
Tippoo relative to the barbarous Mmder of General Mathews,^ and 
not have alluded to it, as Lord Macartney has m his Letter to Tippoo,

Onore and Cannanore , the Stations from which the Enemy was vulnerable, 
were lost and given up Bombay had lost an Army, and the Resources which 
we had sent to them were expended Colonel FuUai ton’s Conquests were 
agam to be regained m Case of War, but there was an Argument of as much 
Weight with us as any that Necessity could create The Powers which we 
gave to Fort St George to negociate were absolute even to conclude the

Nabob, and though the Proposition of not commumcatmg the Declaratory 
Clause about the Nabob Walau Jah to Tippoo was prevented by the Right 
Honble President’s casting Vote, We are informed by Lord Macartney 
that sooner than obey a Repetition of our Orders about the Declaratory 
Clause, he will resign his Office® however prejudicial such a Resignation may 
be to his private Fortune , all the other Members of the Select Committee 
umte m declarmg that his Lordship’s removal from his Government would 
be attended with the most fatal Consequences to the Company, and with a 
pecuhai Species of Respect for this Government, if not a premature Zeal to 
discharge their Duty to the Company, the Members of the Select Commit- 
tee most solemnly and formally protest against the Governor General and 
Council A Protest is an Act of Busmess and a serious Act when it is in 
the Name of so respectable a Power as your Honble Court and regards 
the great Interests of the Nation The Words of the Protest speak the 
Clearness of Forms though they place the Meamng of the Admimstration 
of Fort St George m an awkward Predicament The Words aie “The 
Committee therefoie do upon the Presumption that it may be the Intention 
of the Governor General and Council to remove the Right Honble Presi- 
dent from his Station, hereby on Behalf of the Honble East India Comj^any 
solemnly oiesi against such Act, and declare the Governor General and 
Council solely responsible for all Consequences ” To protest against 
Intentions is not a common Practice and if it had boon authoiized by Law 
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or Custom tte Practice may be endleaa and os wido in lU Pango as tbo 
Operations of Suspicion But to protest against an Act that is not an 
Act for it has not taken Place and against ita Consequences too moat 
certainly be as much out of Form as it 15 mconaistent with the OflSdal 
Respect that was at least duo to this Govermneut If you will please to con- 
sider farther that this intended Removal of Lord Macartney was to be the 
Act of lua own Pleasure in Reference and Obedience to a Repetition of the 
Orders of the Governor Gene r al and Council it will appear still more extra 
ordinary to hold your Governor General and Connell responsible cither 
for a Disobedience of their own Orders or the voluntary Determination of 
the Grovemor of Fort St George. The Protest to bo Justifiable ought to 
have been established on some actual spccifio Grounds. But to disobey 
Orders and in the same Breath to protest against the supposed Conse- 
quences of the Disobedience la we beh6\"0 o descriptj\o Testimony of the 
cooperative Disposition and Precision of ^oar nilmg Servants at hort 
St George, If jou have Time and Patience to peruse the repeated Dii>cu5- 
slons of the same Subject under the various Forms of Minutes of } our Right 
Honblo President — Invectives against this Government — the Dangers from 
Ameer ul Omrahs Intrigues — the Ambition of his Fflth[or] after ho bos 
been stnpt of every Village as well os o\ ery Fort m bis country the fat d 
Enmities against M^-soro — the oxtcoslvo Attentions of this Govcrxuntnt to 
the Isabob 8 fictitious Grievances with repeated Declarations that no Ud !ii 
Specie boa been Boot from hcnco to Fort St George since the Death of Sir 
E^to Cooto — if a Repetition of such Dotoila can interest > our Attention }ou 
^nll find them again renewed m the Dispatch of the Slst of July from lort 
St George ^ou will likewise find an ^Xrgument laid much strc&s on for the 
Exclusion of the Nabob from being a Partj in the Treaty with Tippoo—vut 
because ho was not made such 10 our own ^loratta Treaty But did not 
the Maralta Treaty stipulate that II>dcr Ally should restore to the Nabob 
Mahomed ^V1I> the Country token from him and how could ^lahomcd VIJ3 
bo a contracting Part^ m a Treaty with the ilarattas, ulicn llio^ hail not 
bccnol War with him nor had molested his Countrj Their VJI> H>dcr had 
been at or with him, and lhe\ stipulatci! that tier should be obliged 
to restore to him the Countiy that bad been taken from him. But tho 
Mnratta Treaty did not stipulate that tho Nabobs Countiy ihouhl bo 
restored to tho English and it m3> bo their Oianion that uhUo iloliomcil 
AUj h'^'* an^ Infincnco in the Carnatic that Interest must bo more fA\or 
able to them than to their Neighbour Tippoo But it U not iho ipccuUii\ o 
Coujections about future and similar b\rnU to which wo miut now ap)>ly 
our Thoughts.

Li^ht than that of preparatorj Ht»4tiht} and it U the more dangerous os. 
the Adminiatralion of tort tjt Gcorgo endeavour* to nuui Icr it os »pcciilr 
The liclurodrawuof tho Uutreas of our Fmonusm cviry BwiJJtnc> oiuUf 
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tlie actual Embarrassments of the Company at Home needed not to 
have been stated to convmce us of its Reahty, and the Moments of even a 
Truce, if they are well employed, are mterestmg and not to be forfeited 
without Necessity If it is true that any Commumcation of our Directions 
to Fort St George of the 8th of June relative to the Declaratory Clause 
would have alarmed Tippoo so as to draw on a new Invasion of the Car- 
patic, the Committee of Port St George judged properly in postpomng any 
Obedience to our Directions But we have every Reason to beheve that 
the Commumcation of the Declaratory Clause could not have produced any 
Suspicion m Tippoo’s Mind, on the contrary, the Additional Signature of the 
Governor General to the Ratification, must have been satisfactory to him, 
nor could a Testimony of our Paith to an old Ally, have been displeasing to 
him Suspicions about the Consequences of the Declaratory Clause seems 
to have laid hold of another Mmd, and to have produced a violent Resolution 
The Proposition of the Clause to Tippoo would produce an Explanation of 
the Management by which the Nabob’s Name was excluded contrary to 
Tippoo’s first Proposal But supposing that Tippoo might not be pleased 
with the Declaratory Clause, the Commumcation of it might have been made 
without Danger It might be left to his Option, nor could the possible 
Danger of offending him, nor even Want of Resource warrant a general 
Timidity of Councils That Timidity could not be long unmarked by 
Tippoo The Elnowledge of it would regularly lead him from contmued 
Insult to open Demand, and force on the Contest which the Admimstration 
of Port St George was laboring by every Sacrifice to avoid The Respite 
of a Peace obtained by such Coucessions, or the Moments of a Truce so 
purchased, cost dearly in the End We are confident it would be better 
Pohcy not to discover so much Apprehension in regard to Tippoo, and that 
the best Security for the Contmuance of Peace with him is to assert every 
Right of that Peace with Pirmness, to explam every Pomt of it that is 
subject to Doubt with a manly openness, and to be prepared to repell his 
first Attempts of Hostihty with Spirit and with Force 

57 It would be more for the real Interest of the Company and the 
Nation to withdraw our Forces entuely from the Carnatic, and abdicate 
the Country, than to hold it on the Prmciples and destructive Expence of 
so weak and conceding a System We venture to think more favorably 
of our own Force and Resources, and less formidably of the Successor of 
Hyder. The Power of Mysore must have been greatly weakened, and its 
Fmances equally exhausted with our own, durmg the late Invasion of 
the Carnatic We command the Sea, and are now fully acquamted with 
every Part of Tippoo’s Donumons, and should he invade the Carnatic 
Tomorrow, the War must be carried mto his own Country on the 
other Coast, where Experience has taught him to feel that he is 
vulnerable. 

68. It is to the Negociation of Fort St George, the Consequence 
it gave him among his own People, while the Commissioners were led about 
among them for six Months, from October to Maich that Tippoo 
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ifl at present indebted for the Submission of his rebellioua Generals, and 
the undisputed Possession of hla Fathers :irusnaa. Hia Cruelty and 
the Resentment it has excited not only among our Troops but like- 
wise among hia own must prove a senous Obstacle to hU Success in 
any future Contest with our Arms Hia Conduct to hia French Auxihane* 
has been at once barbarous and impolitic and such os must prove a 
lasting Obstacle to that cordial and systematio AUianco between thnm, 
which we have most to apprehend. In a Word if Tippoo Is so very formi 
dable the present Administration of Fort St George ore amwerable 
for having permitted hia Power to have risen to such o Height and should 
he be either ambitloua to renew the War or violent in his Homands, 
Firmness in our Councils and Speediness in our Preparations oro our best 
Securities against him. 

60 Having given our Sentimeuls so fully on the subject of the 
lato Peace with l^ppoo and the progressive ilismanngcmcnt under which 
the Negooiation was conducted from Its Commoucemont in July to its 
Cloeo in the ensuing March Having given you a Detail of our Corres- 
pondence with Fort St. George on the objectionable Parts of tho Treaty 
and stated tho refusal of the President and Select Oommlttco to comply 
with our Ordori of tho 8th of Juno together with their violent Protest 
and alarming Representations, Your Honorable Court will bo desirous to 
know tho Measures which wo propose to adopt In eonscquenco of so dccl 
ded on Opposition to our Authority an opposition founded on Pnnciplus 
which wo cannot think wammted by Political Necessity nor justified on 
tho Ground of Publio Duty If tho Nabob of Arcot is not tho principal 
Ally of tho Crown in India who is meant as our Ally in tho lOtb Article 
of tho last Treaty of Peace with Franco wo know not who tho Allies 
alluded to are Your Honorablo Court in your hut Ihspatch of tho J7tb 
of January dccloro him ifour AU ^ — ^you trust Aw PoMCSitoru oro secured to 
hjm, aud you order us to oso our best olBccs with him for a Reduction of 
his Military Expenecs That iUJy appeals to us for Justice he has boon 
stnpt of hia Resources denuded of overj species of Authority clril 
criminal or military over his own subjects and Country till ot length ho 
beheld an Instrument of final Oppression prepared agolnst him in a solemn 
Treaty with bis Enemy A Treaty which to his Apprehension was on tho 
Princlplo of a cruel Fiction in Law and Justice to exclude him for over from 
tho Muinud of tho Carnatic and bar agahut him every rcdrws that ho 
expected from you os the Guardians of the Company s taiih This U no 
exaggerated Picture of Oppression ond tho oppression lUclf (inclepcndcat of 
tho Circumstances of Compassion duo to tho IMnco on whom It Calls as your 
eorhest and most dtscrring Nativu ^Vlly) is committed on tho nuMt eompleu 
ous Stag© of ^nur Affair* and Icforolho Vyct of Luropean Rivals and the 
first loucr* of Uuulostan. Tho most ncccuarj Infiuenco ami Character 
of (his Government Is therefore peculiarly cuncerned In tho Transattloo 
for in permitting tho OppfrAsion wo are either a Party or deficiml In lower 

CO. Were wo therefore to attend lu tho DuoU-dicnw of our Or dvrs 
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and the Indignity offered to our Controul by the Administration of Port St 
Gfeorge, there could not be a Hesitation on our Parts regarding the 
Measures which we ought to 'pursue on the present Occasion , and the 
present is neither the first nor the second Occasion on which your Right 
Honble President and Committee have m a Manner defied the severest 
Exercise of the controuhng Powers of this Government But we 
have been unwilhng, for many Reasons, to proceed to so violent an 
Extremity 

61 From My Lord Macartney’s particular Representation, and the 
Alternative which he has resolved to adopt, it is evident that he either 
apprehends that an immediate Rupture with Tip poo is mevitable at perhaps 
all Events, or the other Embarrassments of his Situation dispose 
him to qmt his Office and charge his own Resolution to our Proceedings 
A Resignation or Removal from his Government on either Ground could 
not, we apprehend, be supphed by more efficient Abilities, or equal Weight 
of Character m the regular Lme of Succession among your Servants in 
Council at Fort St George This ought not to be a secondary Consideration 
with us The Points on which we have essentially differed with them have 
been long in Appeal to you, oui mutual Superiors, and we are in continual 
Expectation of your Decision Besides we hope, on the return of the 
Governor General to be able to adopt some Arrangement, eithei by an 
Article of a special explanatory Treaty with the Nabob WalawJah, oi a 
direct Correspondence between the Governor General and Tippoo, that 
may palhate the Defects of the late Treaty with Tippoo, and place our 
Situation in the Carnatic on a more hbsral and secure Footing, without 
proceeding to the Extremity of any violent Measures against your ruling 
Servants at Fort St George At all events, your Honorable Board may 
rest assured that we are determined most scrupulously and guardedly to 
avoid every Measure that can have any Tendency to a Renewal of Hosti- 
hties with any Power of India, or any of the States of Europe My Lord 
Macartney cannot express a stronger Zeal for preserving the general Tran- 
quihty than we actually possess , nor can he regret the distress of ^mur 
Finances more feehngly than we truly lament it The Fmances of the 
Empire at large, and in the Capital of the Parent State labour under a 
general Distress, but wo should be sorry to think that the Rulers of our 
Nation would on that Account relax in maintauung or asserting the 
Digmty of the State AVith Foreign Powers Such a Conduct \\ouId o\cn in 
Europe provoke the Danger it was shrinking from , But a similar Conduct 
ui this Coimtr}’^ it would accelerate Ruin, and speedily mvolvo us in a 
general War from the Source of the Ganges to the Southern Extremity of 
India

Restoration of Dutch possessions 
To the Honble the Court of Directors 
Honble Sir, 

We had the Honor to address you from this Department by the Ship 
E^'rl of O^ord OQ. the 16th of March last, and shaW transmit to you by 
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the Southampton which wiU eaU at the Begming of next Month a 
continuation of the Detail of our Proceedmgi since that Period* But m 
wo aro about to dispatch a Packet to Bombay to be conveyed to j-ou by 
way of Bussora wo think It necessary to fumiah you with a Bhort account 
of our Proceedings on an application which wo received from the Governor 
General and Council of Batavia to deliver over the Posseasions captured 
from the Dutch Nation in Bengal to the Chief and Council appointed by 
them to receive Charge of them and on a further application which was 
made to us by the Governor and Council of Colombo to interpose oar 
Authority to procure the Restoration of their Possessions on the Coro 
mandel Coast Stipulated by Treaty to bo given up to them os well as that 
Trine should bo dehvered over to tbeir Agents immodiatoly oRer 
wo were put m Possession of it by tho French^ agreeably to the Terms 
of a Stipulation said to have boen agreed upon between the two Courts of 
London and VanuiiUes

respective Treaties, in Proof of which we send him a Copy of our Answer 
to the Governor and Council of Ceylon relative to Trmchinopoley — that if 
after so fair and candid an Offer and our unreserved Determination to 
fulfil the stipulation of the late Peace with Prance any Observations 
should arise, neither the Observations nor the Effects they may produce 
can be attributed to our Government or Nation ” 

3dly “That in Reply to the Letter from the new Council at Chin- 
sura we should mform them that we are ready to carry into Effect the 
stipulations of the Prehmmary Articles of Peace with the States General 
and to put the Dutch Council in Possession of Chmsura, and the Pactories 
dependent on it on the Pooting on which they formerly possessed that 
Establishment but as the 9th Article of the Said Preliminaries directs that 
the Restitutions and Eventions [pc] in Pavor of the Dutch shall be made 
at the Same Periods with those between Prance and Great Bntam, and as 
the M de Bussy has not yet agreed to dehver to us Trmchmapoley and 
Cuddalore, so we cannot agree to their taking formal and regular 
Possession of Chmsura till we hear from the M de Bussy to whom we shall 
write for a deferent Answer about the Restitutions stipulated m the 
Treaty with Prance That m the Mean Time they may take Possession of 
the Warehouses of the Dutch Company at Chmsura, and land their Goods 
and establish their own Regulations m every Pomt but m hoistmg their 
Colours, or mtroducmg any Troops or Mihtary Stores, that they may be 
assured of every just Protection to themselves and their Trade, and that 
a Comnussary only on the Part of this Governor should be left at Chins[ur]a 
to correspond with them and with us imtd Matters are adjusted with the 
M. de Bussy and the Admimstration of Ceylon for a formal Restoration to 
the Dutch Company of all their Establishments accordmg to the 9th 
Article of the Prehimnaries between Great Bntam and the States General, 
that we shall send a Reply in the same Terms to the Governor General 
and Council at Butavia, by whose favorable Attention to our first Applica-

4thly That before we write ofljclally upon either of these 
Questions except the last which admits of no Delay, the Opinion of 
the Governor General should bo requested if It should be agreeable to him 
to give it before his Return to the Presidenoy’ and that Copici of all the 
Papers on this Subject Should bo transmitted to him, and to Mr Stables, 
unless he should return in a few Days to Calcutta. 

In conformity to the Terms of Mr Maepherson s 3d Proposition 
above stated the Council appointed by the Supreme Government of 
Butavia to conduct the Concerns of the Dutch Nation in Bengal have 
been put in Possession of their former Bstablishmonts at Chiusura 
Cossimbuzar Patna and Bumagoro^ The Office of Jemmindar at 
Chinoura and tho Jonsdiotlon of the Court of Justice in as far os relates to 
the Subjects of tho States General and tho Estabhahment of Chinsura 
have been abolished and tho Troops stationed there have also been with 
drawn, 

Tho other Propositions moved by Mr Maepbenon still remain 
in Susponce and shall have tho Ptcasnre of communicating to ^*oa oar 
Resolntions upon them by the next Dispatch.

7 We have the Pleasure to acquamt you that we received Informa- 
tion from the Honble the Governor General, by a Letter dated the 26 th 
of August, that he had accomplished to his own Satisfaction, the Objects 
for which he visited Lucnow, and meant to leave that Place, on his 
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Return to Cojcntta, on the 27Ui and that he would with the firat Lcwuro 
transmit to us a Detail of the Arrangements which have been adopted for 
the Security and regular Discharge of the Viiiers Debt to the Companj, 
■which -was reduced at the End of last Month to the Sum of Fyxabad 10

8 The Governor General adds that it is with Regret ho informs 
us that the Prince Mirza Jownn Buckt will occompony hJm to Benares, 
that he is anxiously desirous of seemg him return to his Father but that 
his Influence has been too feeble to produce that Effect ho does not houovcr 
yet despair of some Tonmnatiou of the hicgotiation for his Return to Dclhy 
which IS still open, without being obliged to wait long at Benares for the

22 The last Letter which we have received from your Bight 
Honble Piesident and Select Committee of Fort St. George is dated the 
10th of Sept It. was \vTitten m Reply to one winch we had. .addressed to 
them on the 13th July requesting to bo furnished annually with Estimates 
of their Receipts and Disbursements and other Statements necessary to 
give us a complete Idea of their Situation, and contamed their Reasons 
for not havmg been able to transmit these Statements when we apphed 
for them many Months ago It also conveyed to us Copies of two Minutes 
recorded by their Right Honble President on the Subject of the military 
Estabhshment, which it would be necessaiy to keep up on the Coast m 
Tune of Peace, and a Proposal for an Encrease of their Estabhshment by a 
proportionate Reduction of our’s A similar Pioposition on the Part of 
your President and Select Committee of Bombay was commumcated to 
us by their Letter of the 28th January recoided on our Proceedmgs of the 
2nd of March, and the Sentiments expiessed m the Governor General’s 
Letter on this Subject of the 10th of March which is already before you, 
and which comcide entirely with our own, wiU apply equally to the present 
Occasion By a corrected Statement which we have received from your 
President and Select Committee of Fort St Geoige of the Company’s

23 A very strong Report havmg prevailed m this Place, that 
General Matthews and the other Officeis who were made Prisoners with 
him at Biddenore, had been cut off by Poison, by the Order of the Nabob 
Tippoo Sultan, your President and Select Committee of Fort St George 
thought it necessary to call upon Colonel Biaithwaite to give an Account 
of such Circumstances as were withm his knowledge relative to the Fate 
of General Matthews His Narrative is recorded on our Proceedmgs of 
the 1st Instant and tends to create a Behef that the General feU a Sacrifice, 
not to the Effects of Poison, but to the Violence of his own Disposition, 
and to his groundless Apprehensions of an Intention on the Part of Tippoo 
to take him off With regard to the other Officers of his Army, Colonel 
Braathwaite says that it is not m his Power to account “for their Death, 
the Tune and many Circumstances considered, without concurrmg m the 
general Behef of thmkmg they died by Violence of some kmd, altho’ 
he IS convmced m his own Mmd that neither Poison or any other Means 
of Death was pubhckly administered to any one.” 

24 Smce the Date of our last Advices, we have received., two 
Letters from your President and Select Committee of Bombay of the 12th 
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Angust and 1st September Tho former of these Letters enclosed to us 
the Rephea of General Macleod and of Captahw Carpenter and Torriaiio 
to some Charges which had been preferred against them by Tippoo SoltOD 
for dehTBnng over Cannanoro to the Rannee without tho Presence of an 
Officer on tho Port of Uppoo and for destroying some Forts in the Place 
after tho Peace, and for Delays m deUvering over tho Forts of Carwor 
and Onoro Aca. These C5iai^ appear to ns to be folly refoted and 
yonr Presideat and Select CornTnittwi inform ns, that they propose "to 
gfvo Tippoo every forthar Satisfaction ihort of tho Idea suggested in 
Lord Macartney^s Corrcapondenco with him of again posseaamg oureelves 
of Cananore a hleoaure which ( th^ add ) could not bo effected but 
by Force of Anna and which they never should ogreo to merely for 
the Cferemony of redelivering it to the Biby m Prcacnco of a slnglo Person 
on tho Part of the Kabob 

Your President and Select Committeo at tho eamo Time state to ua 
m strong Terms their urgent Distress for Slonoj and promise to famish us 
with Estnnates of their real Situation os soon os they can bo prepared 
They hod received the Bills forwarded to them by tho Governor General 
from Lacnow for five Lacs of Rupees, which would in some Pleasure alleviate 
their Distresses, On tho 1st of September they acquaint us that every 
Thing remained quiet on the Coast except some Disputes of no great 
Moment respecting tho Properly of the Ctf^rgeo Rajah and others secreted 
by Houssa m which the Gentlemen at TclhchciT> have given tho 2\abob 
every Satisfoction in their Power 

25 Our last Advices from the Resident at the Coast of tho ^abob 
Noam Ally Khan have been very folL They gcnoralJy tend to impress 
us with tho Idea, that a speedy Rupture will take place between llis 
Highness the Kizxun and the Kabob Tippoo Sultan ubobo lortci 
now bang over tho southern IVisscsidons of Ilia liigbnos in Iteoihm'Mi 
to beix» tho drat favorable Opportunity of attacking thuu oitd the 
Habob MoUabut Jung, tho present Posbcssor of Adonl and Ray chore u 
woU os tho Nabob of Canoul aro said to have already submitted by Letter 
to Tippoo. 

JO, Mr Johnson has not yet brought Ids Negotiation for tho Couioa 
of tho Guntoor Cfrcar^ to a Conclusion Ho has made two ProposoU to 
tho Niiam on thu Subject to which ho has as yet rccviicd no Vnswer 
Thoy nro cither that ho should surmvlcr tho Dutrict agreeably to 
Treaty or that ho should withhold it in UquMalluii of all VccomiU past 
and futuin of tho stipulated annual I’aymcnU to bo mailo him, 

J 7 Wo are much pleased to sco this Nrgoaailon likcK to retaria 
in a State of Suspcnce because the \cquks«nco of tho Nabob to oor 
tteoisnds of Poreeasion would involve ua In great by the Ob- 

ligation which it would Impose upon us of dUdurgmg Uw .Vrerar* of hu 
pcehcash for which wo have no Mcanr nor U It errum that lU IWwteo 
of the Cxfcar of Guntoor would yuld any .ubsiaatUl UtanUgoW wunuc- 
the Ntuauty of a'liliiH, Ui ibo JJupu w-n *J your uidiUry ‘-miutb 
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for it’s Defence, and by too near an Approach to the apparent Scene of 
Tippoo’s actual Operations, tend to draw us into Hostihties mth him 
Our Wish IS that the Negotiation may teimmate, Avhenever it shall termi- 
nate, in a clear Accommodation of all retiospective Demands on both 
Sides by a Cession of our Right to the Property of the Circar opposed to 
an Acqmttal of the Arrears of the same Peshcush, and such is the Effect 
' of the present Suspence, while it leaves the Option open when we wish it 
to remam open for your future and special Decision. 

28 In Mr Johnson’s Letter of the 7th o'f October he suggests to 
us the Piobabihty of the Nazim’s wishing to suricndci the Guntooi to us 

should Tippoo Sultan intend to seize it, and acquamts us 
from that as ho cannot receive our Oiders m Time to gmde 

21 Oct 84 ^ Event should take Place, he aviU give 

a conditional Answer to the Nazim, by informing him 
that on the Arrival of Agents wfio may be sent fiom Madias, he wall receive 
Charge of the District, provided that his Officers may then be free to dehver 
it to him In a subsequent Letter however he acquaints us, that from 
Tippoo’s slow and cautious Mode of proceeding, it is supposed that he 
means rather to tiy what ho can do by Thieats and Alarms than by decided 
Efforts fiom which he cannot afterwards lecede, and that therefore his 
Attempt upon the Guntoor may yet be distant 

29 The Nabob Nizam Ally Khan has expressed his Wish to Mr 
Johnson to have fresh and distmct Assurances of our Readmess to comply 
with the 6th Article of the Treaty of 1768 which stipulates the Company’s 
Assistance to be afforded him when he may lequire it, and the Situation 
of their Affairs wdl admit of it, but IMi Johnson thinks that if such 
Assurance is obtamed, he ivill not immediately require the Effect to follow 
Promise, nor at all until the last Extremity of Distress He also adduces 
several Arguments to evmce the Pohey of our takmg Part with the Nazim 
i mm ediately, as we must sooner, oi later m all Probabihty have to contend 
with Tippoo, when his Resources may be encreased with the Provmces of 
Adorn, Raychore, Canoul and Guntoor, when he wiU entirely mtercept 
the Commumcation of the Cainatic with the northern Circars, and wath 
Palnaud, and when we shall have the whole Expence to bear ourselves, 
and to a Certamty wathout the Nazim’s Aid if our’s is now refused 
him. 

30 We have not yet rephed to this Proposition, but not chusmg to 
leave any Obscurity or Doubt on a Matter of such immediate Relation to 
the Peace of your Possessions, we venture most confidently to assure You, 
both that we shall not pay any Regard to a supposed State of Danger un- 
pendmg on our Ally, but not warranted by any Declaration of it from 
himself, nor can we foresee any possible Necessity likely to force us to take 
Part m his Contest with Tippoo durmg the Course of the present 
Year 

31 Both Tippoo Sultan and the Marattas have required &om 
Nazun Ally Kha.n the Dismission of Mr. Johnson from his Highness s 
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Conrt. Tho Reaaon aaaigned by Mr Johnson for his Highneosi hiving 
refused to comply with the Demand on the Port of the Morattaa, is bccauso 
hi8 Stay at Hydrabad probably keeps Tippoo m Awo, by improesing him 
with an Idea that we shall toko Part against him- A great Coolness is 
aaid to have lately taken Place between the Court of Hydrabad and Nana 
Fomaveae oocaanned by the latter having detected some Letters from 
the ifanm tending to lay the Foundation of on Intercourse with his 
OpponenU m the Moratta^tate and by Mr Johnsons lost Letter wo 
are 'mformed that some OpenmgB had been afforded him of reverting to 
the mam Objects of his Instructions, vist. to amend the Connection bet 
ween the Nizam and English by a more mtimato and real Junction of 
inteireats than now ecrista by a glaring Detection of Nana s Dophatv 
and insmeenty to hla Kighnens and Tippoo s hostile Appcanmccs, As 
Mr Johnson promiaea to lay befoco us the Grounds of this Negotiation very 
shortly we have thought it expedient to await the Receipt of his Advices 
on this Subject, before ire fumiab him with any Instructions on the 
Subject of hi8 Commumcatlons, 

32. Some Overtures were mode by Nana to Mr Johnson thro hu 
Agent Napclound * which were rejected on a Certainty of their being in- 
si ncere and intended to create a Jealousy between the CompaD> and 
Modajee Smdia. 

33 Overtures of Aliianco were also made to him by Mohabut Jung 
the Son and Successor of the Nabob Bisolut Jung which were likewise 
rejected os incompatible with our Eogagomoota with the Soubah which 
prohibit Corrcspoi^cuco with any of his Subjects in open or secret Rebel 
lion.

1. We have the Honor to transmit to you by the Sui’prize a Triplicate 
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of our Addreas from this Doportmemt on the 16th March by your Ship Earl 
of Oxford and a Buplicate of that dated the 13th Ultimo which wai sent 
to Bombay that it might be dispatched to you by the way of Buworalu 
The Pocket by the Surpnw takea also a broken Sett of our Proceedings and 
their Index beginning with those of the 23d of March and ending with 
those of the 23d of November

2 In our letter by the Earl of Oxford wo assured your Honorable 
Court that we should pay the strictest Attention to jnur Commands of the 
24th September in tra n s m itting to j^ju by an early Conveyance a coiaploat 
& exact Statement of the sums which have been advanced us siuce 
the Beginmg of the war for the Subsistence and 3Iamtcnanco of the 
Pienoh Prisoners in Bengal together with the ncccssoiy Keccipts, attested 
Accounts, and other anthentfo Titles relativo thereto 

3 Orders were accordingly given to the Accountant General to carry 
your Dlreotions into complete Efifeot with the Assistance of the Commissary

7 Our Advices of November conveyed to you a short Account of 
our Proceedings on an apphcation made to us by the Governor General and 
Council of Batavia in Virtue of the Preliminary Treaty between His 
Britanmsh [sic] Majesty and their High Mightinesses the States General, to 
dehver over the Possessions captuied fiom the Dutch in these Piovinces 
to a Chief and Council at Chinsura whom they had appointed to receive 
Charge of them, and we have had the Honor also to inform you of an 
Appeal which we have received from the Governor and Council of Columbo 
to interpose our Authority for piocuring the Restoration of such of the 
Dutch Possessions on the Coromandel Coast as are stipulated in the same 
Treaty to be given up, the Appeal desiring also that Tnncomale 
should be dehvered over to the Agents of Columbo immediately after the 
English had been put in Possession of it by the French, in Conformity to 
the Terms of an Agreement that had been executed between the Courts of 
London and Versailles 


8 The Letters from Batavia and Columbo on this Subject, our Sub 
^ Secretary’s Report of the actual State of the Negociation 
8th October Cession of the Places stipulated to be given up by the 

Treaty with France m as far as regarded Trincomale, whiclf 
seemed to be the only obstacle to the final Execution of that Treaty, the 
Mmute delivered by Mr Macpherson, who in Consequence of the Indisposi- 
tion of Mr Wheler, and the Absence of Mi Stables for the Benefit of his 
Health, was left to take the Lead m proposing such Measures as were to be 
adopted on the Applications before the Board The Boards Resolution to 
comply with those Apphcations immediately in as far as respected Chmsurah 
except that the Colours of the Dutch Nation were not to be hoisted at that 
Place until the Marquis de Bussy should have agreed to the Restitution of

12 The j\Lnutes of the Goveinoi Geneial and Mi Maepherson upon 
this important Subject are so fully explanatory of the Ground which 
determined us m proposing that wo have proposed to the Marquis De 
Bussy that we think any further Elucidation of them unnecessary , and 
they appear to us so convincing that we do not hesitate to assure ourselves 
of your entire Aproval of our Conduct If it be urged however that 
we ought to have employed the Agency of your Servants at Fort St George 
to cany the Treaty into Execution, we answer that so many Scruples and 
Delays weie permitted to operate in their late Negociations with the Maiquis 
De Bussy that we could not venture to hazard even a possible Repetition of 
them on so essential a Service 

13 Oui Propositions to the Marquis De Bussy are so clear that no 
Questions ought to arise upon the Intent of any Part of them, and after so 
explicit a Declaration as we have given him of our Sentiments, and so 
mcontestible a Demonstration as we have afforded of our Readmess to 
carry the Treaty with France into immediate Execution, no Blame can be 
henceforward attributed to the Enghsh for any Delay that may be 
admitted m this great and salutary Work We have done all that we could 
do, the Rest depend upon the Marqms De Bussy and on him only as he is 
in effectual Possession of every Place that is to be ceded 

14 Some Differences having arisen between the Nabob Walau Jah 
and Lord Macartney in respect to the manner of giving Effect to the 14th 
Article of the Treaty with France, which stipulates that His Britanmc 
Majesty shall procure for an additional Dependency to Pondichery the two 
Districts of Valanour and Bahour the Governor General has addressed 
a Letter to His Highness acquamtmg him with our late Resolutions m 
respect to the Treaty at large, and earnestly requestmg that His Highness 
will submit to the Occasion, and forward our Arrangement without 
Difficulty, and if it should be necessary for that Purpose, even without 
consideration of his Rights which will not be injured by a temporary 
Suspension pf the Exercise of them since we declare, and are ready to 
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ocluiowlcdgo in tho most formal 3bnncr that sach an Instanco of Ilis 
Highness s Acquicscenco in our Request is not to operate to their Prejudice 
but that bis Claims are just, and admitted by this Government to their

31 Mr Bio transmitted to us in Consequence of our Desire a State*

for the Defence of his Dominions had been gieatly reduced, and that the 
Governor General had proposed, as the easiest and most equitable Method 
of reconcihng our present Arrangements 'with strict Justice, that the 
Regiment stationed at Lucnow should be included m the Number of Troops 
for which the original Subsidy was settled, that the Vizier should be allowed 
Credit for the Amount of the subsidy -with which he had been separately 
charged for that Regiment from the Time of the Reduction of your Mihtary 
Establishment, and that to entitle you to receive this separate Subsidy m 
future an additional Regiment should be sent to Cawnpore 

4 The Proposition thus submitted to us by the Governor General lay 
for Consideration when we had last the Honor of addiessmg you, but it 
has been since taken up, and written Opimons have been dehvered on it by 
the several members of the Board Copies of these Opimons are transmitted 
to you, and include another subject of Discussion, vizt the Recall of your 
Troops under the Command of Sir John Cumrmng from Eutteghur, as agreed

12 Your Right Hon’ble President and Select Committee at Fort St. 
George have lately transmitted to us Copies of two Letters which they 

had received from the Resid nt at Hydrabad & of 
November Reply to them The first of Mr Johnson’s Letters 

mentions generally the uncertam State of his Negociations 
m respect to the Guntoor Circar, desires the eaihest Information, should 
any hostile Appearances betray themselves on the Part of the Nabob 
Tippoo Sultaun against the Company, expresses his Wish that he had been 
permitted to have given a favourable Answer to the Soubahs expected 
Demand of Comphance on our Behalf with the Concluding Clause of the 
6th Article of the Treaty of 1768, and represents the Jealousy entertamed 
as well by Tippoo Saib as Nana Furnese of his continuance at Hydrabad, 
and the repeated Apphcations made for his Discharge The last of Mr 
Johnson’s Letters to your Select Committee mentions the Movements of 
the Nabob Tippoo Sultan’s Troops, their Arrival at Gootee, which is the 
most northerly District rdjommgto Adorn, and that they had made an 
Incursion mto Kemchemgute, the nearest Zemmdarry under Adorn and 
earned off the Zemindar That this may be considered as the opemng of 
Hostihties, and that probably no further Efforts may be required m 
Tippoo’s takmg Possession of the Nizam’s Southern Provmces, for no 
opposition whatever seemed to be intended, that it was understood that 
Mahabut Jung, the present ostensible Possessor of Adoni and Cayebor, had 
by Letter submitted to Tippoo as had also Rummut Khan, the Nabob of 
Kanoul, so that these three Districts were nominally in the Possession of 
the Invader and that probably they would soon become virtually so Mr 
Johnson further observed that nothing now remamed but the Guntoor, 
which is on the one hand claimed by the English, and on the other threaten- 
ed to be taken by Tippoo That it was surmised at Hydrabad that,

Select Committee at Bombay they have advised us of a Dispute which 
has happened between Sciddie Abdo Rhahim Khaun of Rajipoie, & one 
of his Office! s Zumra, Tandar of Mutgar, by whose Defection that Port had 
fallen into the Hands of an Officer of the Marattas residing at Tulhah, that 
the Sciddee, in virtue of the Treaty concluded m his Behalf in 1761 bet- 
ween the Piesidency of Bombay and the Maratta State, m the 14th Article 
of which it is stipulated “that the Sciddie’s Country is not to be molested 
in future by any of the Maratta Officers or Subjects,” expected your

19 Your Select Committee advise us that, as the Information 
could not entirely be depended on they had resolved to send Mr Mallet 
to Rajipore to confer with Abdo Rhahim on the real Situation of his Affairs, 
and to ascertam what Secuiity he purposed givmg to mdemmfy the Com- 
pany for any Charges that might be mcmred, and that they meant that Mr 
Mallet should be accompamed by Major Nickleson of the Engmeers to ob- 
serve & report on the Mihtary Porce now m the Service of the Sciddee 
and the Condition of the Port at Gmgerah, its Guns, Stores &ca 

Your Select Committee add “Should the Marattas actually lay 
seige to Gmgerah,® takmg advantage of the late Disputes between the 
Klhaun and his Officers, it will prove a matter of real Concern to us, as 
our assistmg the Sciddee, altho’ m support of positive Engagements, may 
be construed into an aptitude to embroil the Company with the Poona 
Government, while on the other hand we might incur severe Censure if we 
looked tamely on, and saw them in breach of a solemn existmg Treaty with 
us possess themselves of what will be a very valuable acquisition and 
what they would long ago have made themselves Masters of, if not 
prevented by the spirited mtei position under the Government of 
Mr Crommehn ” 

“We are m hopes however our Piesidont’s Letter, and the Rumoi of 
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Mr Mallet s Tnp to Rojipore may cause the Pcahwa to lay aside his 
present designs and not anything short of hia proceeding to tho lost 
Eitrcnuty shall force us into other Measures than an amicable interference 
and should vre moat unwillingly bo compelled to adopt other resolutions 
wo shall moko haste to communicate them to your Hon bio Board 

In tho mcantimo that you may bo enabled, to judge properly on this 
matter wo have tho honor to enclose Copies of all tho Documents above

T 0 the Hon’ble the Court of Directors. 

Hon’ble Sirs, 

1. Our last Advice &om this Department vf^ere dated the 8th Ulto. 
and dispatched by the Surprize They have been forwarded m Duphcate & 
Triphcate Copies by your Ships Southampton and Vansittart, and a Quadru- 
phcate of them now attends you a Number m our Packet by the Valentme. 
We have the Honor to transmit to you also by this Conveyance the broken 
Sett of our Proceedings to the 4th Instant, and the Index to it. 

Dutch 

2. Our Consultation of the 14th XJlto contains a Letter &om the 
Chief and Council at Chinsura in which they state to Ascertain Privileges 

as having been allowed, before the Commencement of the 
^onsn 14 Septr. War, to the Trade of their Nation in this Country, 

and desire that these may be restored to it We were 
sohoited at the same Time to permit the Dutch Flag to be hoisted at 
Chinsura. 

3. We allowed to the reasons that were urged in Support of this last 
request all the Weight that could be given to them, and we granted the 
Permission that was desired reserving to ourselves, however, the right of 
withdrawing it when any case should occur to make this our indispensable 
Duty as in the Instance of the refusal of the Marquis De Bussy to accede to 
the Proposal which we had made to lum for the immediate Cession of 
Trmcomale to the Government of Ceylon, and for the Execution of the 
other Provisions in the Defimtive Treaty with France, as far as 
the same have Delation to the East Indies 

4. But the Gentlemen at Chinsura have not been satisfied with this 

condition. They appear to claim rather as a Bight what was before

6 We have acquamted them of course that as the prehmmary Arti- 
cles of Peace with the States General direct that the mutual Cessions therem

could we think onrselvea at Iibert> to do so until tho oxpeoted Arrange* 
ments should have actoally taken place on the Coast 

6 Tho Account which we have received from Chinsura of tho 
Privileges that were formerly allowed to tho Dutch Trodc^ yet rests for our 
Decision upon it It differs from that which has boon submitted to us by 

tho Commissioners of Customs and as our Resolutions on 
^dTjaniy 1785 whatever they may bo will include tho Trade of tho 
other Foreign Settlements, or may bo quoted as on Exam- 
pb that should guide our Judgement on any Questions that rebto to it wo 
wish to bo full^ Xxwscsacd of tho Facts and properly acquainted with th.o

7 Tho Chief and Council at Chinsura having acquainted us with some

immediately issued Orders to tho Board of Customs, to rdcoso a Boat that

Council for the Management of Affairs of that Nation, 
and to receive from the Hon’ble Company the possessions formerly held 
by the Dutch at Surat and Broach, agreeably to the 9th Article of the 
prelinunary Treaty between Great Britam and the States General Your 
President and Select Committee have acquamted us at the same time that 
Mr Sluysken and the other Gentlemen had made a formal Demand of 
their Factory (by which we suppose their Factory at Surat) that they had 
rephed to it m the Terms of their Instructions to the Chief and Council, 
and that they had also publicly notified to the Dutch that the Company 
had by a late Treaty ceded to Mahajee Smdia the City and Pergunna of 
Broach, and that he was now m full possession of the Sovereignty of both 

11. The Reply thus given by your President and Select Committee to 
the claims of the Director and Council appears to us to have been very 
proper, but we have expressed our Wish to be better informed than We are 
at present of the Nature of the Estabhshment that was formerly possessed 
by the Dutch at Broach — the origm of it, and on what Authorities it was 
founded, smce a question may arise out of this Claim and our Grant to 
Mahajee Smdia which our Superiors m England, if it should come before 
them, may be requued to decide, and for this purpose it is necessary that 
you should have all the Lights that can be given to you on the Subject of it 

12. In our Letter to your President and Select Committee at 
Bombay under Date 23d November we acquamted them with the proposi- 
tions which we had made to the Marqms De Bussy (as advised m our Ad- 
dress to your Hon’ble Court of the 8th December) for the accomphshment of 
the several stipulations m the Defimtive Treaty between his Britarmick 
Majesty and the Most Christian King m as far as the same related to the 
East Indies, and we requested that they would be pleased to carry them 
into Effect on the Western Side of India on receiving advices from Fort 
St George that they had been fulfilled imder that Presidency We have 
smce thought it necessary to inform them that our Instructions were in- 
tended to apply also to the Prelimmanes with the States General, the 
Execution of the provisions m one Treaty being dependent on the Execu- 
tion of those m the other 

13 Adverting to the Orders of your Hon’ble Court, as contained in 
the 9th paragraph of yom General Letter dated 24th Septr 1783, 
that we should transmit to you by an early Conveyance the necessary 
Receipts, and attested Accounts and other authentic Titles relative to the 
Subsistence and Mamtenance of the British and French Prisoners durmg 
the late War, and as, in Consequence of the Discontmuance of the AUo^\- 
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anco that wero Granted to tho DtUch 'nro oro enabled to have aimilar 
Acconnta and Vouchers transmitted to you of tho subsistonco and Main 
tcnanco of tho British Prisoners and thoso of that Dutch Nation We havo 
directed our Aceomptant General and Mr Purling to prepare tho same 
without Delay that they may be sent to you by tho earliest Opportunity 
and m the Comploto and Satlsfactoiy State which you hare been pleased 
to Order In respect to the Subsistence of the French Assisted by tho fullcet 
Explanations and Elucidations that Mr Purhng and our 
Sccrctanc* can furaUh Copies of all Accounts Receipts

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Pilot not to proceed mth Captain Clement’s Ship untd Satisfaction had been 
rendered to our Custom House, for the Irregularity which had been com- 
mitted in the receipt of 400 Bales of Piece Goods on board after she had 
diopped down, the peons of the Office having endeavoured m vain to 
pi event their being shipped without an Order, appearmg to us very 
sufficient. We directed that the Ship should be detained until the rights of 
Government were satisfied 

18 On this Occasion Mr Bie was pleased to decry those Rights, and 
to prefer Claims m favor of the Danes which even British Subjects do not 
possess at this port He thought proper also to hold out the Threat of a 
Protest agamst Us for injurious Treatment, if he should find it necessary 
to comply with our Demands 

19 Mr Bie’s Claims were of such a Nature that we were at a Loss to 
conceive on what Foundations they could be made to rest, and we requested 
that he would be so obliging as to state them, or to fiimish us with Copies 
of the Instruments on which they were grounded. 

20 We informed him that we should be much concerned on many 
Accounts if he should see it necessary to proceed to the Extremity of enter- 
ing his Protest against any act of this Government, and particularly 
because such an Act would reduce us to the Necessity of protesting on our 
part against him for interrupting the Harmony which had so long subsis- 
ted between his Settlement and Ours, and which We were anxious to pre- 
serve and even to increase, 

21 It IS within the Knowledge of the Board that Twenty Ships 
under Damsh Colours have imported m this river m the Course of the pre- 
sent Season, and that Ten of these Ships are yet here and at Fredencksna- 
gore under Orders of Dispatch for Europe, whereas for some years preceed- 
mg the late War we Understand that only Four Ships Arrived annually and 
only one of these was said to be a Ship [of] the Damsh East India Company. 

A Stronger Proof perhaps may not be reqmsite of the Advantages 
derived or expected by the Danes from their Trade with Bengal, nor do 
We think that a clearer Evidence can be desired that the Trade is not 
burthened with unusual or unreasonable Imposts 

22. But our Differences with the Governor of Fredencksnagore were 
not yet concluded A Representation had been received from the Com- 
missioners of Customs in which it appeared that Mr. Bie had not only 
demed the Right of your Custom House Officers to demand the Manifest of 
a Cargo that had been brought m a private Danish Ship to Fredencksna- 
gore, but had proceeded to the unwarrantable Mesisure of forcmg the Land- 
mg of the Goods, and seizmg and confinmg the People who acted under the 
Authority of Mr Kinlock, your Collector of Customs at Houghly 

23 Mr Bie’s Conduct m this Instance was so very improper and so 
derogatory to the Digmty of your Government, that it was necessary to 
afford him a decided proof of our Sense of it, and to adopt such Resolu- 
tions as were likely to prevent a Repetition of it 

24 We therefore thought it necessary to reqmre and Demand that 
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ho should immediately release the pcoplo who were in Confinement, that 
he thonld satisfy them for the penonol Injuries whioh they had sufTored 
by the Violence of his Proceedings against them and that ho should do- 
hver the iManifest of the Goods landed from the Ship to the Officers of the 
Bnx Bander 

Wo aoqaointcd him Thatjt was owing to our ifr>deration and to the 
Desire that We possessed not to proceed without absolnte necessity to tho 
Extremities which his Conduct warranted, that wo had been content to 
molce theso Demands that Tho Occasion of them was sonous and could 
not bo overlooked and that we thought it necessary to apprizo Mm if thoy 
were not immediately complied with wo should bo obliged to toko such 
Measures os tho Support of our Authority and of tho injured rights of your 
Government required that We should then send an armed Force to attack 
the Ship from which tho Goods were forcibly landed, and should not allow 
any Pilot to toko Charge of any Danish Ship nor should wo suffer any 
Danish Ship to pass tho Guns of Fort William, whether up or down tho

3. We weie afterwards informed by Lieut Anderson that he had 
conferred with Smdia on the Differences between the Marattas and the 

Siddie of Rajapore, and had requested that he would 
write to Nana Furnevese to suspend his hostile Intentions 
against the Siddie, and accept of the Mediation prof- 
ferred by Mr Boddam. We weie also told that Sindia did not beheve that 
Nana had any serious Intention of proceeding to Hostdities immediately 
agamst the Siddie, as it was unlikely that he would pursue a Measure of 
this Nature without previously acquainting him, and he had as yet re- 
ceived no Intelhgence on the Subject that Smdia was at the same time 
aware that the Siddie’s Conduct had of late been so infamous “as fuUy to 
warrant such a Design on the part of Nana ” That Smdia had adduced 
several Instances of Outrages that had of late been committed by the 
Siddie upon the Maratta Territories, and seemed to thmk that nothing 
short of the total Extirpation of the Colony would effectually secure 
their Government from the hke Insults m future for besides that the 
Siddie’s People had acquired fixied Habits of Plunder, and Rapine fiom 
which they would never be reclaimed, he considered it as the necessary 
effect of their Situation, which bemg upon a barren Hdl smTOunded by 
the Sea naturally led them, as well from Necessity as the Security which 
it afforded them, to commit Depredations m the Marratta Countries 

4. At the Time that Mr Anderson’s letter reached us, one arrived 
from your President and Select Committee at Bombay, m which they 
submitted us the Information which they had received from Mr Mallet, 
who had been deputed to the Siddee of Rajapore, and the apparent 

Views of the Siddee, which seemed to be to obtam a 
Reinforcement of your Troops to enable him to reduce 
and destroy the Fort of Mutgur, but your President and 
Select Committee assured us that it was “by no Means their Intention to 
send a Man to Gmgerah unless that Fortress itself were mvested by 
the Maratta’s m Force and m imminent Danger of falhng mto the 
Hands of the Peshwa before they could possibly obtam our Instructions 
upon the Subject ” The same letter advised us of the apparent unwilhng- 
ness of the Peshwa to accept of the Mediation of Mr Boddam, and that 
he seemed to think himself at Liberty to proceed to any Extremities 
against the Siddie “altho he did not expressly say what those Intentions 
were, the Execution of which, however, whatever they may be, must depend 
much upon further Contmgencies ” 

It was the Intention of your President at Bombay to address the 
Peshwa agam, and to desire that no Measures imght be taken until our

6. With these Informations before Us, We could not hesitate m our

We have considered the very important and solemn Proposition which 
the Governor General has made to the Board The very earnest Manner 
m which he has called upon Us and his Colleagues in the Administration, 
and the great anxiety which he has expressed for the Issue of Our Deter- 
mination obhge us to confine Our Sentiments on the present Occasion to a 
clear and explicit Answer, to the Question which he has been pleased to 
propose 

The Question itself, as a Proposition for our adoption is stated m 
full and clear Teims, nor need we repeat the Words It is a proposition 
founded upon Specific Acts of this Government which have also taken 
Place , and as Members of the Government We have already committed 
our Sanction m it’s favor by those legal Obligations which bmd every 
Member of the Admmistration to the Acts of a decided Majority, and that

who had the delegated Powers of the Government to conclude those 
Arrangements We are therefore wilhng and ready to adopt the Mode 
which the Governor General has proposed for reheving the mind of the 
Vizier as weU as his Ministers from all Apprehension or uneasmess upon 
the Subject 

We are confident at the same Time, that the Governor General will of 
his own Accord use his utmost influence to convince the Vizier and his

21. We have the pleasure to acquaint you that the Accomptant at 
Lucnow has in Conformity to our Instructions remitted the following Sums 
to this Presidency and to Bombay m Bills of Exchange on Account the 
Easts due from the Vizier for the Month of Poos

22 The Governor General has acquainted Us that before he left 
Lucnow Mr E B Thomas had requested Permission to resign the Appomt- 
ment of Surgeon to the Vizier and to the Establishment of 
Janry.'l785 your Servants at that Place, that his Excellency had been 

pleased at the Governor’s Recommendation, to nommate 
Mr Wm. Blame as Surgeon attendmg on his Person, and that Mr Blame 
was directed to execute the Office of Surgeon to the Station at Lucnow m 
the Room of Mr. Thomas until Our pleasure should be known The Gover- 
nor General has recommended to Us the Confirmation of this last Appomt- 
ment, and that Mr Patrick Cockrane may be appomted Surgeon to the 
Presidency of Mahajee Smdia m the Room of Mr Blame, both which We 
have agreed to. 

23. Your Right Honble President and Select Committee at Port St 
George havmg been pleased to express dissatisfaction at the Permission 
which We had granted to Sir John Burgoyne to draw on 
^Dec.^178?^*^ ^ purchase of 160 Horses to complete the 23rd 

Regiment of hght Dragoons at a fixed Amount, and hav- 
mg refused to interfere m any Manner in the Transaction, altho’ our Aids 
to that Regiment were and could be mtended only for the Service of their 
Presidency, and Sir John Buigoyne havmg informed Us that his Bills on 
Bengal could not be discounted at less than 27 Per Cent We found ourselves 
under the Necessity of requestmg on the 20th of last Month that he would 
desist from any Purchases not made on the Receipt of these Instructions. 
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24 We have the pleasure to aoquolnt You that the DctachnKiiit of 
Your Troops lately serving in the Comatio under the Command of Colonel 
Pearse arrived at Mldnapore on the 31st Ulto and at Giretty on the 13th 
Instant. 

25 The Governor General has Informed TJa that whilst he was at 
Benares a Vakeel of the Nabob Nizam Ally IClinn brought IiItti Letters 

of Introduction from hlahajee Sindia and was presented 
28 Dccr ^ ghow Buokshey that it appeared that the 

Vakeel had been deputed firom Hydrabad before Mr 
Johnson s arrival there and hod been sent to Mohajeo Sindia under the 
Supposition that Mr David Andoraou was still with that Pnnee, and with 
a View of effecting thio that Channel an Adjustment of the Matters still 
unsettled between the Company and the Nizam relative to the Revenues 
that are due on account of the Circora. The Governor General was un* 
willing to enter into any Discussion of these Subjects under the Mediation 
of the Marattaa with the Vakeel who had brought noXettera from his 
Master to thli Government but considering the respectable Channel thro 
which hovros introduced and the Footing m which Mabajeo Sindia is 
placed with respect to the Company and tlm Nazim by the MonUta Treaty 
ho thought it necessary to receive the Vakeel uith Attention and dismiss 
him \rith on Assunuice that Mr Johnson who has been deputed by the 
English Qovemmont os an Embassador to his Master would hear every 
thing that ho might have to propose and that we should on onr part 
adhere most strictly to the Principles of Fnendship and good Faith 

20. The Governor General laid bofore Us Copies of the Lettors that 
hod passed between him and Mahajeo Sindia on this Occasion and We 
transmitted them to Mr Johnson with an Account of the drcumstanccs 
that related to thorn dosinng that he would juitisfy Nizam Ally Khan in 
respect to the Attention that was paid by Sindia to his Wishes and the 
Governor General s Roceptlon of tbo Vakeel 

27 Wo bod tbo Honor to commumcoto to You In our Advices of 
the Sth Ulto two Letters which wo had roedvod from your Resident at 
ll>drabad bearing Date the 3l}th October and Ifith November tholostof 
which submitted to us the Heads of a Flan for a Ncgocia 
with the Niiom s Court as Soubahdar of the Dokhan 
with a view to a Qnol Tnuity with that Nobab and tbo 
English to bo secured by a real intimatoand pennonent junction of 
luterfests] to tho Kzcluijonof those lorcignond Inimical Combinations 
which then appeared to form tho Basis of tbo Politics of that Court. Wo 
bad tbo Honor also to acquaint ^oa that the Subjects of Mr Johnsons 
Letters’ weru of Importonco and that Wo proposed to tako thorn Into our 
scriuui Cotuidcrutiun at our nozt Meeting 

2d. We did BO but on a outuro Coniidcratloo of the IVupositions 
that ucro hubrmttid to Us in Mr Johnson s Letter of tbo ICth November 
tto«cro unuiningto hazard a DcciMon at that Tlmo upon a Question of 
such Magnitude, ami tending to such poadblo Conacquenos because wo 
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were in daily Expectation of Advices from our Superiors, which might 
announce to us some Change in the system hitherto followed by the Com- 
pany, and we would not by any Act not absolutely and immediately 
pressmg mvolve the Execution of it m any possible Difficulty or Trouble 
Nor were at that Time the Propositions more than general , Tho’ specific 
Terms were proposed 

29 We have the Honor to transmit to you a Copy of our Letter to 
!Mr Johnson a Number m the Packet, and to recommend it to your Atten- 
tion, since it contains other Matters also that appear to be very deserving 
of it Indeed we thouglit it so necessary that Mi Johnson should receive 
this Letter as soon as possible, and as we weie also to transmit to him 
some Dispatches that had been received from the Secret Comnuttee of your 
Honble Court under Date the 9th Septr 1783, ivhich from their Secrecy 
and Importance could not be hazarded by the common Post, that we gave 
Orders for youi Ship Besborough, which was laden and ready to sail for 
Europe, to touch at Masulipatam, and that the Commander should take 
these Packets under his special Charge 

30 Since that Time the Questions we have alluded to m a pieeeeding 

Letters dated Paragraph have been brought in a more pointed, important 

1st, 5th, 6th, and detailed Form before Us by your Besident at Hydra- 

10^, 26th Deer transmitted to Us the Heads of a Treaty for 

a perpetual Alhance Offensive and Defensive between the 
Company and the Nabob Nizam Ally EJian, which the Nabob has offered 
to conclude with this Government The Arguments in favor of such 
Treaty, as well as those to be used agamst it, are so ably detailed m 
Mr Johnson’s Letters that we refer them to you without Comment, 
unable as we are, to add anything m Elucidation or Support of the very 
accurate Heasomng which they contam They^ therefore attend You 
Numbers m this Dispatch 

31 We have been urged by Motives similar to those which we have 
stated to You for not havmg decided on the general Propositions that were 
laid before Us m Mr Johnson’s Letters forwarded to You by the Surprize, 
m not deternuning at once on those now mentioned, and, however Advan- 
tageous We might deem the Treaty now offered, as well from a due 
Consideration of the present Circumstances of your Affairs as from the 
general Prmciples on which a Surrender of the Circars might be agreed to 
as described m Mr Johnson’s Arguments, we knew not how far your 
Opmions nught correspond with our Own, and we could not immediately 
]udgo how far the Alliance m Question might Affect our Relative Situation 
to Mahajee Smdia, whose Confidence and Friendship We have desired to 


preserve ever smee the Conclusion of the Treaty of Salbey 

32 We have therefore directed Lieut Anderson to take the most 
guarded means of ascertaimng whether and to what Degree the Alhance 
proposed with Nizam Ally Elian would meet the Sentiments of Mahajee 
Sjndia, or rather if such an Alliance, were it entered mto, would give 
Offence to that Prjnce oi vary his Disposition to contmue in Friendship 
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With the Company for we do not imagine that if the Treaty were detailed 
and he aoquamted with all it a Porta, were formally desired to give his 
Opinion upon it he would hesitate in throwmg some Obatmotlons in the 
way of it, since the Execution of it would certainly Himimwh the Influence 
which he has acquired m Indostan from the Cinnmistances that have 
given nse to hJg Connexion with the Company and it would materially 
aflect the Object which his Am bition leads him to aspire to of being the 
sole Channel of Correspondence between the KngHwb and Maratta State. 

33 We at the some time directed Mr Johnson rather to encourage 
Nizam Ally Khan in the Expectation that such a Treaty may be efleoted 
tho not immediately to continue his Negociatlon even to preparing the 
Draft of it and to discover to an ondemable Certainty how for and at what 
Periods it will be in the Power of hit Highness to substantiate his Eogoge- 
monts and make the Payments that he oflers to the Company He Is 
ordered also to signify to tho Naum that Wo are in Expectation of general 
Instructions from our Suponors whioh We desire to receive before We 
conoludo tho Treaty in Question as We wish every possible Obstacle to 
it s Duration to bo done away as Cor as any tlmt is material can bo fore- 
seen That Wo have already referred tho Consideration of it to You 
and that In Fact no Time can be lost in waiting for your Answer which 
will be given to Us with tho Knowledge and Consent of our Sovereign and 
his Ministers since It is his Hlghncaa a own Desire that tho Treaty should 
bo mtlflod in England by the approbotioo of tbo highest Authority that 
con bo annexed to it and it wonld bo In void end might not correspond 
with tho groat and lostmg purposes of it or aith the Sentiments of Res- 
pect ahicb Wo entertain for His Highness, to conoludo tho Treaty hero 
until Wo shall bo occualntcd with tho Resolutions of that high Authority 
respecting it Mr Johnson is also to oasuro Nkorn Ally Khan that ho 
shall have the earliest Information of ^our Answer to tho Propositions 
now submitted to your Judgoment Rolativo to the important Subject of 
tho iVIUonco proposed by Nizam Ally and tho Conditions ho offers to tho 
Company your Honble. Court may bo ossorod that wo shall act nith tho 
most dcllbcrato Caution and with tho most guarded Determination to 
ficcuro tho general Foaco of all your Presidencies. 

3t Wo shall do ourselves tho Honor of transmitting to >*ou b^ tho

3ni \our Ucaidrnt at Bu.'isora has addrc&scd Us under Date tho

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Majesty’s Embassador at the Porto dated 13tli June he writes as follows.”

To the Honble. the CJonrt of Dirootora for Affairs of the United Company 
of Merchants of England tradings to the East Indies^ 

Honblo Sire 

1 Wo had the Honor to acquaint yon In onr Advioca from tho 
Secret Department by the Danish Ship Copenhagen that we hnd resolved 
to renew onr InvosUgation of the Establishments in tho different Offiooa 
of jour Government for tho purpose of effecting a Reduction of Expcnco 
and wo repeated tho same assurance in our letter of tho 13th of lost 
November This indeed was gronnded as wed on the necessity that existed 
under the actual Sitnatlon of your Affairs for extending onr Retrenchments 
of Expcnco both in the Civil and Military Brunohes of your Service as far as 
Prudence would allow as on tho solemn Coll that yon wore pleased to roa ko 
on us in your Orders of tho 18 March 17S4 to verify tho Estixoates which 
you bad submitted to Parliament and to dimmish our Exponces to tho 
utmost IdmiU of Prudence and Justice. 

2 You havo loft the Detail of this Operation to Our Discretion and 
jou havo invested us with tho fullest Povort to oecompUsb what you have 
most earnestly prescribed 

3 Wo shall not complain that tho whole Burthen Is thrown upon 
this Government and that your Presidencies of Fort Bt, Georgo and 
Bombay far from being ablo to assist us In diminishing Its Weight ore an 
jVdditional Tax upon our Resources and wo presumo that your Uonble 
Court when you published t!io EsUmatod which Wo are required to mnlto 
good were not awTxro of tho incrcaso In tho Sums annually remitted to 
thofco ScttlomcnU tho Amount of which had It been applied to tho DIs- 
buTbcrocnts of your Government of Bengal would in a short tlmo ha>o 
rclcobcd our Finances from oU Incumbrances and enabled us to send homo 
InvcittmenU as largo as ever 

4 ^^hato\cr Rcluctonco wo havo felt In dlmiaishing tho Salaries 
and hapccUtiuns of Indiilduab many of whom from Merit oml long 
Sen ices aro entitled to tho most libera] Recompense \\o could neither 
n-sut an Appeal formed upon tho Basis of the Companj s Existence nor 
tho ital nocobvitj fur an immcdiato Retrenchment 

3 To waio tho mothers of pcnonol Regard and private hricodship 
U tho greatest Tax upon thu bcnriblUty of the 3Und but tho Task imposed 
on us bj juur Injunctions and your lolcrests have compelled us to 
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suppress these Considerations, and to unite in the prosecution of a Plan of 
Retrenchment and Reform by which the Sacred Pledge of your Credit was 
to he redeemed 

6 Two prmcipal Objects claimed our Attention in this Work, 
the Interest of the Public and the Situation of Individuals , the former 
was to be consulted by reducing the Expences of every Department, with- 
out Favor or Partiahty withm the Strictest Limits of Oeconomy, and the 
latter suggested the necessity of providmg for the Interests of those who 
imght suffer by our Arrangements 

7 With a view to these Considerations we have agreed in the 
necessity of the following Resolutions and passed them 

Ist That a Reduction of Expences be made and extend as far as 
possible to every Department, aUowmg nevertheless to each a fair Recom- 
pence for their Labours 

2ndly That all Offices that can be dispensed with be abohshed, and 
that no more officers be employed in any Office than Necessity reqmres 

3dly That the Salaries of all Offices be as nearly as possible propoi- 
tioned to the Duties, and Responsibihty annexed to each 

4thly That such Persons as may be removed from their Offices, in 
Consequence of these Regulations, be nominated for Succession to such 
offices as may become vacant m future, according to their Rank in the 
Service and their Respective Merits 

Sthly That a decent subsistence be allowed for the servants who 
may be removed from their Offices, whether by their Abolition or partial 
Reduction, accordmg to a table of allowances to be drawn out in proportion 
to their respective Ranks 

fithly That Permission be granted to such of the Company’s Ser- 
vants as may be w illin g to avail themselves of it, whether such as are re- 
moved from their present Offices or others who may be contmued in then’s 
upon a reduced Estabhshment, to return to England with an allowance of 
half the allotted Salaries payable in Bengal and without forfeiture of the 
Service 

We shall take Care to prevent misapphcations of the Election allow- 
ed by this Regulation. 

8 Our last Resolution was to recommend it very particularly to 
your Honomable Court to appomt no more Writers or Cadets before the 
year 1787, and we earnestly sohcit your Attention to this Request 

9. These promises having been Established some particular Ins- 
tances immediately occurred to Ds m which Retrenchments might be made 
either by the abolition of Offices, or the Reduction of Salaries. A more 
complete state of Retrenchments will be hereafter before Us, prepared ivith 
the Assistance of your Subordinate Officers, and we shall prosecute the 
Work that has been already commenced 

10 The Committee of Revenue and CoUectors forming the most 
considerable Office under your Government naturally attracted an Atten- 
tion in the first Instance. When We considered the Degree of Labor and 
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Responsibility annexed to the Committee, their Opportunities to ennch 
themselves at the Pnblio Expence and the Restnotions imposed npon them, 
we were far from thinVing their Salaries immoderate. In conformity to 
the principles laid down for onr Guidance it was nevertheless neces- 
sary to order a Rednction * The Salaries of the Committee arise from a 
Commission npon the net Collections, They draw one per Cent npon the net 
Collections in genera] and an additional sum npon that part of the CoUec 
tions made Hnzzooiy or nnder their own immediate ControL This 
Bistmotion was Established with a View to indnoe the Committee to bring 
all the Revenues nnder their own Immediate l^nagement, and we wish the 
Principle to be still adhered to But we have resolved that the percentage 
given to the Committee should be so reduced os to allow the President of 
it to draw a Sum not oxooedlng six^ thousand Rupees and each of the 
Subordinate hfombera a Sum not exceeding fifty thousand Rupees per 
Annum. We have loft the oalculatloa to the Committee themselves to form 
and to submit to us, and the saviug of Expence by this Reduction will 
amount wo bolievo to at least one Lack of Rupees per Annum upon their 
present allowances 

11 Having exammed the EstabUsbments dependant on the Commit- 
tee of Revenue wo conedved that very considcrablo Retrenchment might 
bo mode in thorn These wo have left to be performed by the Committee 
themselves, to whom our Strictest Injunctions have been conveyed to 
reduce as for as possible the Expeneos of the Offices and the Salaries of the 
Officers both European and native dependant on them without loss of 
time and to abolish all Establishments that arc not absolntely and essen- 
tially necessary under the Penalty of our Displeasure upon any Inattention 
to our orders in this Respect. 

12. Tho Accomptont General and some other Officers arc paid In the 
Bomo manner os tho Commlttco from Commission upon tho not OoUeo- 
tioos and the Salorios of all Officers in this Predicament are to bo regulated 
by tbo Rule laid down for reducing tho Salaries of the Committeo. 

13 Ono part of tho Plan proposed by the Institution of tho Com 
mitteo of Rovenuo and indeed a fundamental Prmciplo of tho Institution 
iti>clf was to withdraw tho Collectors and such as were permitted to ro- 
main after tho Lstablisbmcnt of tbo Committee ^oro declared to bo tern 
ponuy Residents only Yet it has liappcncd that not only tho Collectors 
who were not removed at tUo time havoromaincd but that others hsvo 
crept in. Necessity ruiw colls upon Vs to revert to tho fundomcntol 
i^nnciplcs of tho Committeo s Institution and to carry them Into EiTcct. 
hor this purpose tho Attention of the Board vnu drawn to those Collector 
ships that might bo Immediately aboUsho) 

14 In tlut port of tho Provlnco of Beyhor formerly under tho 
Jun^dictiuu of the Council thcro are at present fivo Collectors We havo ro- 
solvid on tho reduction of tuo and (bat tlm lands on the Southern bide 
of tbo lUecr be (tloccd under the Authority of tho Chief at Patna and 
Mr Law excepting alwa)*! suchdlsUrcts os tho Committeo may think it 
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expedient to take under then: own Management, and that the Districts to 
the Northward of the River be placed under one authority vizt Mr 
Graeme’s. 

15. It will remam with the Committee to specify the Limits of the 
respective Jurisdictions of the remaming Collectors and to subnut them to 
our approbation 

16 The Reasons that have induced us to exempt Mr Law are as 
follows, The Pilgrimages to Guyah^ are become an Object of great Political 
Importance, and the Encouragement of them deserving our serious Atten- 
tion They alone require the Care and Inspection of a Servant of the Comp- 
any, and should not be entrusted to any Native This Consideration was 
of itself sufficient to require the Continuance of Mr Law, though other 
reasons might be mentioned, as well as those derived from the Nature 
and Situation of the Districts over which he now presides, as because his 
Talents are pecuharly adapted to promote the Objects consigned to his 
charge 

17 The CoUectorahips of Euttehsing and Hooghly appeared to us 
totally unnecessary, as the Vicimty of these Districts to Calcutta suggested 
the Propnety of placmg them immediately under the Committee of Revenue 
The same reason appbed to the Office of Commissioner of Burdwan and 
Collector of Pachete, the Expences of the latter Establishment absorbmg 
also the Revenues under charge of the Collector We have resolved therefore 
on the Abohtion of all these Offices, as well as of the Residency at Jelasore, 
the Duties of which will be performed by the Committee of Revenue , An 
occasional Deputation may be made for the Adjustment of any Disputes 
that may arise between the Borderers of the two Provmces. 

18 The Districts under the Collector of Silberris were formerly 
superintended by the Council at Moorshedabad, and we have therefore 
agreed that they be placed under the Chief of that Station and that the 
Establishment of the Collector be withdrawn 

19 These Abohtions m your Revenue Department are not the only 
Abohtions that may be made The rest will come under our further 
Consideration and Revisal 

20 Our orders to the Committee to reduce the Expences of the 
Departments under their Authority are to be understood to extend to all 
the CoUectorships which for the present are allowed to remain 

21 We were of Opmion that the number of Adawlets might be 
reduced without Impediment or Inconvemence to the Admimstration of 
Justice , but, from an Inspection of their Situation, we agreed only on the 
Abohtion of three of these Estabhshments which might be dispensed with, 
and the Powers belongmg to each transferred to other Jurisdictions Those 
alluded to are Stationed at Rajehaut, Sultanoee, and Meissey m the Beyhai 
Provmce The Jurisdiction of the Adawlets at Rajehaut is to be divided 
between the Judges of Moorshedabad and Burdwan, that of Sultanoee 
between the Collector of Sylhet, and Judge of the Dacca Adawlet, and the 
Adawlet of Durbunga will absorb the powers annexed to that of Meissej 
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The Fomedarry Jurisdiction, and Establishment appertaining to each of 
the Adawlets will fall of Course. 

22 It IB with Concern that We have been obliged to make any reduc- 
tion of Expencca m the Salt Department, ainco ^nu have derived so large 
aa Accession to your Kevenuea from the labor attention and good Manage- 
ment of Mr Vonaittart the Comptroller and the Gentlemen who have had 
Charge of the inferior and ezeontave Departments from the commencement 
of this Office under his Anthority The Estimate by which their Commission 
was originally settled was moderate, and if the Amount may now be 
deemed large, it should be remembered that it arises from an Increase 
in the Profit of this Branch of Bevonne which wo believe that you w ould 
never have expected and which is entirely derived from tboir labours. 
But the Prlnoiploa laid down did not admit this Consideration to prevent 
the proposed Boform altho we wore obliged to allow some ivoight to it. 

23 We have theroforo rcsohed that the present Commission of ton 
per Cent upon the Not Profits of the Salt which la divided between the 
Comptroller and Agontu bo reduced to five per Cent and to take mto Con 
sidcration the Claima of the Original Officers who have been employed 
from the Commoucoment of this Institution and order a Uoward to thoir 
Sen iocs in having been the meana of mcreasing the Fund 

24. Tho Deputies to the Soli AgenU being unnecessary Officers uo 
ba\o reduced them and called thorn to the Prcaldcnoy or admitting their 
Services not to bo without Uuhty tho Bcgulanty with which tho Buiinccs 
of the Salt Department u couduoted aUou*s a Dispensation with them 

20 In tho Detail of the Estabhshments annexed to tho Salt 
Doportmeat thcro ore probably some charges that can bo reduced and 
wo bavo recommended to Mr Vansittari to roviso tho Expouccs and reduco 
them as far as possible 

20. Tho next Department that occurred to our Notice nos tluxt of 
the Board of Customs Whatever Bovonucs might bo derived to ^‘our 
Treasury from this Establishment the chorgus atteiuliug it could nut but 
bo deemed a heavy Deduction from their Amount and tboy exceeded our 
expectation or Inteations. Wo have thereforo riMUcd tliat tho Board of 
Customs should be entirely annihilated and that tho President should take 
Charge of tho Business with on oUowanco for tao ikulstanU. 

27 It did not appear to tu that tho number of tho Cullectors of 
tho Customs could bo diouniAhcd excepting in ono Instance Virt. tho 
Establishment at Chowsar uhichfur other Bcasons as ucU os to save 
Expcnco «Q have agreed shall bo abolished ob Ihire u an Office of Customi 
at Putoa there could not bo tho least 'Neecbsit> for the Contlnuauco of 
that at Chowsur 

2S t\u have directed that a particular btaUmint of the l*acboutra 
and Shahbunder OjUccUoiu bo UUl before us spccifjlng the iwmci of tho 
sovmi Officers emplo^ctl In tht^o IXpartmcnu and tho naluro and EsUnt 
of their duru-UcUoiui tho Arinin* ui*ou which ami tho Ibtcn b> which 
their Collections ore mode. 
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29 The objects proposed m the Estabhshment of the Committee 
of Grain have now been answered, and the necessity that dictated 
the Estabhshment in its present extent no longer exists We have the 
satisfaction of knowing from the Governor General, who acquamted us 
from undoubted Authority, that the Natives m General acknowledged with 
Gratitude the Obhgations they owe to this Government for theu timely and 
effectual interposition to save them from the dreadful effects of a Eamine, 
and that the Establishment of the Committee has - contributed to rescue 
many thousands probably from misery and destruction We could not but 
feel the most sensible pleasure in contemplating the beneficial effects of this 
institution, and as the same necessity which required its formation might 
agam exist, as an Office of this kind could only act with advantage and 
efficacy from experience, and as that experience could only result from 
a constant and permanent Operation, we resolved that a partial aboh- 
tion should be made of this Office, bemg convinced that your Honourable 
Court must approve the contmuance of an Estabhshment that had for its 
object the preservation of the hves of your Subjects We have resolved 
therefore that the Estabhshment of the Committee be abohshed, but 
that the President of it do stdl remain invested with the same powers and 
Control that the Comrmttee now exercise, and under such further regula- 
tions as we may hereafter deem necessary, to assist him in discharging thfe 
Duties of his Office one Assistant and one monthly writer wfil be sufficient 

30 The charges of Poolbundy or repamng the Embankments of the 
Paver are considerable. Some of these Works are performed by Contract, 
and some by Estimate We have resolved that these expences be parti- 
cularly recommended to the Revision of the Committee, and that in all 
mstances where it can be done the Repairs be performed by the Zemindars 
m order to reduce the Establishments of Supermtendants If an Officer of 
Inspection should be necessary it may be occasionally undertaken We 
shall hereafter determme the Reductions m this Department on the Com- 
mittee’s Report 

31 Many of the servants of the Company are allowed Pensions m 
Consequence of then removal from then Offices on the Appointment of the 
Committee of Revenue The abohtion of these Pensions will be the result of 
our present Resolutions, and the Pensioners will be entitled to receive allow- 
ances according to the Table of Salaries annexed 

32 It has been the usage of this Government to grant to such of Your 
Servants as were wdhng to Apply themselves to the Study of the Persian 
language an allowance for Masters, as an Encouragement to them We 
have resolved that this mdulgence should be allowed to Servants only 
under the rank of Factors, and that Masters to aU others be abolished 

33 We have given Orders that the Establishments immediately 
depending upon Council, as well as those of the Offices of Compiler of Stand- 
mg Orders and Persian Translator be laid before us Wo do not mean to 
extend any Retrenchments, that may be necessary in the Office of Persian 
Translator to Persons who have long served the Company m the Capacity 
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of lObonfilues, or their immediate conneotlonB whom length of semoo 
entitles to subsistence. Mr Colebrooke has been directed to explain to us 
to whom the allowances of his Office ore distributed which will enable ns to 
determine on the proposed Beduotions. 

34. We have resolved on a reducUon of the salary of Kegister to the 
Sudder Dewanny Adawlet from two thousand five hundrod Bupees per 
month to fifteen hundred Bupees. 

36 We could not but remark on the very heavy charge incurred for 
monthly writers in all the Public Offices and on the Inconvenience arising 
from employing these persona to perform the Duties of the Servants of the 
Company We have therefore required from all the Heads of Offices an 
account of the Establishment of Oompany*s Servants necessary for carrying 
on the Buamosa of their respective Deparimenta That the pnnoipal use 
of such a report will be to enable ub to form a standard Establishment for 
oonduotmg the boamees of each Office, and when formed to send it to 
your Honble. Court with a Becommondation to confirm it by 3roar Sanction 
and to advert it on any fnture appointments as a Bnle to determine the 
neceoBity of them, and to prevent the nomination of a greater nnmber of 
Servants than the public Duties of each Department may require 

36 The injunctions which we have received from your Honourable 
Court have boon commnnicated to the Board of Trade They have been 
informed that in all those Departments which ore immediately under 
ourselves we have begun a Plan of Boform on the principles which wo have 
had the honour to explain to you and that we relied on their teal and 
regard for your interests to carry this Plan into exoontiOD, on tho same 
principles in tho dlfierent Offices under them and wo have deaircd that 
they will lay before us as soon as possible an occonnt of the Beduotions 
which they may be able to effect in thoir own Establishment. 

37 With respect to the Monno Department wo have resolved as a 
standing order of Government that no Pilot Sloop bo over omplo^nd on any 
Foreign Service and wo have directed the Marine Paymast43r to lay before 
us an account of tho oxponces attending the Equipment of those voasols 
that have been so employed which will enable us to form a judgement of 
tho charges prevented by this Bulo. 

35. Wo have resolved that os a further relief to Govommont our own 
salaries and those of tho Board of Trade and all Official oUounnccs of 
your other Covenanted Sorronts shall bo paid ono half in Treasury Orders 
and one half in Specie unUl tho domands upon tho Treasury shall bo suffi 
dently reduced to admit the revocation of this order 

30 To what extent BoducUons will bo made in consoqucnco of tbeso 
BesuluUons ue cannot at onco accurately Judge, but they will probably be 
much moro considerable than may at first occur as not only the solonrs of 
IndlTlduols will bo saved b^ the abolition of unnecessary Offices but the 
long trtdn of Establishments belonging to them 

40 We have the Honor to subjoin a Lb>t of the difTerent ranks In 

^ourscrrico according to which >toba\e agreed tu grant pensions to tUosouf 
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your Servants who are removed in consequence of our Resolutions, or may 
not be in Possession of any office,

41 We now proceed to acquaint you with our Reform m your 
Mihtaiy Service 

42 We have resolved that the whole Sepoy Estabhshment at present 
formed mto thiee Brigades consisting of thirty five Regiments mdependent 
of the Ramgai Light Infantry and the Chittagong Corps, he reduced to 
Thuty Regiments , that the Artificers and Labourers attached to the 
Troops without the Provmces be kept on the War Estabhshment, and those 
attached to the Troops within the Provinces, on the lowest Peace Estabhsh- 
ment, and that eveiy Staff Appointment constituted smce the 1st January 
1776, be annulled, but as this Part of the Reform is not meant to be final. 
We have directed the Commander in Chief, if he shall find it necessary to 
recommend the Re-Estabhshment of any such reduced Staff, to assign his 
reasons for so doing, and describe with the minutest Detail all the Duties 
reqmred to be performed by them 

43 We have resolved that when the Commander m Chief shall have 
completed the Estabhshment enjomed by our present resolutions from the 
Officers in the several Ranks who now compose the general Lost of the 
Army, mcludmg the Corps of Surgeons, an Option be allowed to the Jumor 
Classes of Supernumerary Officers and Surgeons of each Rank, and to all 
other Officers and Surgeons of the Army to continue m the Service or return 
to Europe without prejudice to their Rank, on half pay if they prefer the 
Same in England or on full pay if they would prefer the same m Bengal 

44 Their leave of absence is to contmue for three Years from their 
Arrival in England, on the condition of their retiunmg to the Service at 
the expnation of that Period, or sooner if they are called upon so to do by 
your Hon’ble Court Officers avaihng themselves of the Liberty thus granted 
to them to return home are to notify to you the Day of then Arrival, and if 
not required to return before the Expiration of three Years after that Day,

45 In passing this Resolution we have reserved to ourselves the

46 All Officers desirous of returmng to England under these Condi- 
tions during the present Season are to signify the same to the Commander 
in Chief before the 1st of April and those who may wish to return under the 
same Conditions next^ Season, are to notify the same to lum two montlis 
before the Period of then intended Embarkation 
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47 "We have Resolved to disband all tho Sebondy Corps within tho 
Provinces and in order to seonre the Collection of tho Revenues and 
maintain the Peace of the Country four Bngade Regiments are to be 
Stationed at Bogga Bungpour Dacca and Midnapoor These Regiments 
■will be kept in constant movement but never Divided into Parties 
of less than the Command of an European Officer They ore to be relieved 
twice m the Year from their respeotivo Bngades Vizt m the months of 
April and November to bo kept m the Picld during tho above Penod and 
to form a constant Interchange of reliefs bctiveen their respective Posts. 

48 Tho nature of the Ramgnr Frontier and the remoteness of Chitta 
gong from any Bngado Station hove induced us to continue the Regiment 
of Ramgnr Light Infantry and tho mdependaut Regiment at Chittagong on^ 
their present footing for the Protection of these Provinces and tho latter 
Causo has also luflnenccd us m Resolving that an Additional Battalion of 
300 Light Infantry shall be formed from the disbanded Corps of the ^Vrmy 
for the Protection of tho Province of Silhet 

49 As tho infonor Services of tho Departments under tho Manngo- 
mont of tho Board of Trade and Committee of Revenue may occasionally re- 
quire other Olds than those which have been provided for by our iircscnt 
Resolutions wo havo desired them to give in to us an occouut of the numb- 
ers of Peons and Pikes that they will absolutely and indlspcusabl) want 
and an Estimate of tho fixponce thereof rated at tho least pobsiblo Charge 
Such Peons and Pikes are to be selected from the reduced Sobundtes, and 
aro to wear a Badgo to distinguiab them from others on private Service 

GO Wo have resolved that the provision now in Force for the Native 
Warrant OCBccw and others of the Bngado Corps that have been lately 
reduced bo extended also to tho Brigade Corps that are ordered to be 
reduced by our present Reform and to such of tho Officers of tho reduced 
Sebundy Corps as havo formerly served m tho Bngado Corps and been 
tnuisfcnvU on account of Sickncbs or Wounxls to tho Sebundy unless thcM3 
Officers should desire in Lieu thereof to accept a Gratuity of three months 
full Paj and Batta of tho Stations to which they nou respectively belong 
and with it a final Discharge from the Scrv'icc in which Coso tho same ate 
to bo granted thorn. 

G1 .iVll vacancies that may occur m future In tho native Corps yet 
maiutaiuc'd are to bo supplied from tbo Native Officers of tho Disbonded Bri 
gado Regiments and tho Commander m Chief has been rcijuircd to establish

Gi Nono of the lUgtnunU or Nallvo bUiT Officers that have been 
on Vortign bcrvico m tiio Coutm. of Iho lalo War arc to fall under the rcduc 
tiun now ordirtd oud the Commander in Chief has been desired to furuuh 
us ri'gularly wiili tho monthly Rclunis and Casualty Lists of all tbo Super 
numcrarvs Warrant and Non Warrant reformed Officers of tho ►ercral 
redui.T.d Ui'ginn.nts 
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53 We have resolved that the present Bounty allowed for Eecrmts 
from the King’s Service be increased to that given to the Company’s vizt 
40 SRs to each man for three years, but that this resolution he not pubhshed 
but Commumcated to the Becrmtmg Officers thro’ the Commander in Chief 
m order that they may avail themselves of it before the Men shall embark 
for Europe, after having received their Orders for domg so. We conceive 
that this indulgence, bemg for the General Good of the Service, is strictly 
consistent with the Prohibitions contamed in his Majesty’s Orders 

54. The Resolutions both Civil and Mihtaiy which we have had the 
honor of commum eating to you are to take Effect from the 1st Day of next 
March and the Mihtary Paymaster General has been directed to prepare for 
our Inspection a comparative Statement of the present Expence of the 
Army on its actual Estabhshment and of the expences of the Army 
undei the New Reductions As the great Sources however of Mihtary Ex- 
pences are m Elephants, Camels, Bullocks, Hospital Charges, Military Stores, 
Garrison and Surveying Charges «feca, or m other woids, the Extraordinaries 
of the Army, the Commander in Chief has been requested to fiirmsh us 
with a statement of the reserve of Elephants and Draught and Carriage 
Bullocks which he may deem indispensibly reqmsite to be mamtained for 
the Service of the Tioops quartered within the Provinces on a Peace 
Estabhshment specifying also the most proper Stations at winch they 
should be kept up 

65. The Mihtary Secietary has also been directed to obtam from the 
Pay Master General and lay before us a peace Establishment of the whole 
Army and Gariisons in all their Branches, stating the Expence of every 
nature for one Month

directed the Right Hon bio President and Select Committee at Fort St 
George not to insist in the Cessioa of Negapatam on the constructions 
that might be put on this port of the 4th Article of the PreUmmaries with 
the States general but to consider it for the present as applying to no 
more than Negapatam and the lands and Villages adjoining to and

[3] Having unilcntood lluit the ItcMiIutiun uliich uo hail jkuised 
on tho 27th Ullo for raising an odditiurul Uaiuhun of 300 Dglit Infantry 
from tho Disbonded Corps of tho Vrmv for tho 1‘rolcclion of tho i’ruvinco 
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of Sylliot would entail on the Compy a considerable expence and be

[9 ] Having understood that the native Invahd Troops now com- 
posed a very considerable Body, and that the greater part was capable 
of doing Garrison Duty, and might be employed in furmshing Escorts 
for M i l ity Stores and Treasury proceeding by Water transport, besides 
furmshing Garrisons to the internal Military stations at Buxar, Patna, 
Monghiei, Muxadavad and the Presidency, the Commander in Chief was 
requested to take the subject mto consideration, and if the pioposition 
should be approved by him, to form a suitable Disposition of the European 
and Native Invalids We at the same time agreed that the Command of 
the Mihtary posts of Buxar and Patna should be retamed by Majors Eaton

[1 ] Our address from this department of the 22nd Ultimo by your 
Ship Mansfield will have advised you of every material occurrence that

to dehver up the Fort to Eayjee Pattde, but after his arrival there had 
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enoreased hJs preparatioiifl for the defence of it 

[3 ] It IS snggeeted however in the opinion of your Resident with 
Mahajeo Sindla that the ntmost which the Governor of Agra can do is to 
protract the surrender for a time as it is impossible for him destitute os 
he is of resources of his own and unsupported by any other Chief to 
withstand the power of Slndia m case he should compel the exertion of it 
against him 

[4 ] Ambaj ee who was lately detached with a oonsiderablo force from 
Sindia a camp at Reig to Dehly having been met at a considerable dis-

To the Hon’ble the Court of Diicctois foi Affaiis of the Umted Company 
of Merchants of England tiading to the East Inches 

Hon’ble Sirs, 

1. Wo have had the Honoi to commumcate to you in oui General 
Advices beaiing date the 31st Januaiy and 22nd Febiuary, the lesolutions 
that we have passed in tlus Depaitment foi the Retienchment of your Ex- 
pences and the Refoim of yoiu’ Seivice under this Government to as late a 
period as the 22nd Ultimo, and on the 2d Instant we tiansmitted to your 
Hon’ble Court our Proceedings at length on these Subjects contmuedto the 
19th of the last month Copies of oui late Letters attend you numbers in 
the Packet wath a continuation of oui pioceedings from the 9th Ulto to 
the 16th of this Month 

2 The Statements we have lequired from the different Offic s of 
Check and Disbursement have not been yet completed, but we have every 
expectation that they will be soon fimshed They were important and 
required the clearest Precision in the formation of them, and the remeffeness 
of some Stations from which the materials were to be supphed as 
Necessity been a Source of much Delay 

3 Our first Object was tp obtain a very exact and Detafie acc 
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of the monthly Eipencea of every Department and of every Individual 
Office under Government 'whether Civil or Military Upon receiving this 
Account vre proposed to flz the aotoal Expence of every Office and Em 
ployment not only in their Eatabhahed Allowances, upon a reduced scale 
but to limit all contingent chargee to as moderate and mvanable a Stand 
ord as possible. 

4. Many wise Regulations have been at various times adopted by 
your Government of Bengal not only for collecting and realizing the 
puhUo Revenue but for a regular and guarded disburscmeuta of it 

5 These Regulations have at the same time been fiequently over 
looked and lost in some measure m the great Volume of the public Records. 
When the ill Effects of an Evasion of the best Orders of Govemmont 
appeared in the actual Conduct of Affairs new and more specific Regula 
tlons were generally adopted hence it has foDowed that those interested 
in evading the Rules of the Service have often made their Appeal to 
contradictory Authontica, and derived a Justification for excessive 
Demands from the Variety and frequent discordance of Orders that wore 
originally intended for the Security of the Public Finance 

0 It has been in the contingent Charges of your Establishments 
that this Evil has predominated with the most ruinous Effects Contingent 
Charges have been and over will bo m all Governments the great Sources 
of abuse oitd m proportion os the contingent Disbursements of this 
Govemment particularly ore compressed within strong Restrictions in the 
some proportion will your Finances become regulated and your Ultimate 
Security established. For wore on Account of the Actual Expence of this 
Government within any particular Period oontiusted with that of iU esta 
bllsbed Charges in the several Departments for the same period the Differ 
once which this comparison would exhibit would be found to bo oxccaslvo 
and as ovtuy augmentation of such Difference most operate almost Imme* 
dlately upon the Sum which wo could afford either to the Provision of 
an Investment for Europe or to the Relief of your other Presidencies it 
must bo kept at the loircst limit which the Exigency of your affairs will 
admit of 

7 It IS the Reduction of the overwhelming Evil produced from 
the excessive Amount of contingent charge* that a successful exertion of 
Retrenchment is to bo pnncipall> Applied 

8. Though tho Ust of the established Allowances of your Civil 
Service which was transmitted to jou after much difflcujtj by tho 
Mansfield will strike you in manj instanc<» with Astonishment and incur 
jxiur AnlmaUv’crsion and though tho collective vVmount of tho Salaries 
and Emoluments In tliat Stotement conatitutcs in iUclf a Revenue equal to 
tho monied Resource of many States In Europe >-ct it is not by any extra 
ordmnrj Reform m tliat Chapter of jour Expenco tliat wo hope to rcstoro 
} our Credit or rcllov o >*ou from tho PrcMuro of > our Debts. 

0 Our beat Ilopcfl In tho pursuit of this most important of oil >our 

concerns oro founded m tho Labor with which wo arc endeavouring to

laise peimanent boundaries against encreasing Expences and ultimately 
and giadually to draw the Stream of your Contingent Charges back within 
a narrow Channel 

10 To form an adequate idea of the destructive Influence or Inun- 
dation with which this stream has flown during the late Wars in all yom 
Presidencies, you have only to refer to the Sum by which the Income of 
this Government exceeded its actual Disbursements at the commencement of 
the Wai This Sum added to the Amount of yom Debts, as they now 
stand in India, and the greatest part of your Debt in Europe may be 
termed the progressive growth of your Contingent Charges 

11 To prevent as much as possible the accumulation of so 
fatal a Burthen in future, and to provide some gradual liquidation oi 
relief for the present Debt, next to the immediate Security of these Dorm- 
mons, must be the first object of yom Attention and Care 

12 Impressed with the Duties and anxieties connected with such 
an Object ive are exerting omselves noth the utmost Zeal, and to the best 
of our Abilities It is domg a great deal to be able to revive your Credit, 
and to reduce considerably the Discount upon your Bonds and the Orders 
upon your Treasury In every stage of this Work we trust that 
we shall meet with jmur Indulgence, and we doubt not but we shall 
have your Co-operative support m the most hberal and useful extent. We 
shall have occasion for it all and with a patience on yom’ pai t as steady 
as the Task we have in hand is arduous We hkewise trust to an equal 
Support and Indulgence from the Superioi Admimstration of our Country 
We have to thank them already for some of the wisest Piovisions that 
could be framed by the Legislature of the Parent State for the Secmity 
and Protection of the pubhc Service in these remote Domimons. We 
mean those clauses of the late Act of Parhament, for the Regulation of 
the Company’s Affairs, which seeme the Civil and Mflitary Servants of the 
Company in a progressive Line of advantage and reivard according to the 
length and merit of then Service m this inhospitable Climate It is our 
Duty, and will be a pleasure to us, to impress upon the minds of yom 
servants the obligations which they owe to you for the Struggle you have 
made to obtain for them the security of these Regulations , We shall like- 
wise hold forth to them the Gratitude with wluch they should be bound to 
then Country, while the Rulers of it have been pleased to connect a Vah- 
dity with the Rewards of Service, which renders Service of the Company 
a species of Patrimony to those employed in it The hberal Spirit of so 
provident an Arrangement was worthy of the British Legislature and of 
the extensive views of a British Admmistiation, and altho’ there may be 
circumstances, connected with the Law which dispenses tins J ustice, that 
may at first sight appear severe, and excite a Jealousy inseparable from 
the noblest ideas of Servants and Subjects of a free State, we shall yet 
consider it our Duty to remove then Apprehensions, and satisfy our fellov 
subjects in this Country that the Seventies of the late Law, vhich ha\o 
certainly aflected then national Pride, are onl}'^ uecessai 3 '' seventies lUlpo^ed 
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merely for the purpoee of restraining illegal Acte, and rescumg Innocence 
and Uent from the unjust Effeota of general Prejudice and aspersion 

13 It ifl not always easy oven for Individuals much leas for great 
Communitiee to discriminate one cause of dissatisfaction fiem another 
which may create uneasiness at the same moment Upon this ground it 
will not appear extraordinary to you that discontents mvariably connect- 
ed with general systems of Reform m all Countnea should imperceptibly 
and mvoluntorily mix with general Ideas of Disapprobation of some parts 
of the late Regulations for the trial of Offences committed in India 

14 The penod of your late moat expensive Wars in which contm 
gent Charges rose to an enormous height bnij at the same time produced 
some of the clearest and moat pobtio Regulations that were ever devised 
by any administration os checks against profusion or an improper Waste 
of the pubUo Iffoney Wo are endeavouring to bring those estimable Rules 
and Orders of your Service to practical Use and to a public and connected 
System of Regulation for the Quidance of all your Servants We cannot 
place this subject more mtclhgibly before you than bj calling your Atten 
tion to different Positions contained m a Minnte which the Governor 
General recorded In Council on the 1 1th Instant Those Propoeitions were 
the result of repeated discussions at the Board m which all our opimons 
Invonably agreed- The Propositions therefore axe more for the Forms of 
Buamess than os the separate Propodtioos of the Governor General made 
in hiB name to the Board They are as follows 

let That an official List of the Oompony's Servants Cisil and 3Iili 
tary be printed together with a Summary Account of all the Deportments 
and Offices of Government with on Explanation of the Partioular Duties of 
each Office and a Recapitulation of the established Instructions for the Dis- 
charge of its Duties 

2nd That this Publication be divided into two ports, the Cl\il and 
the Ifihtory Departments 

3rd That a new Regulation should be adopted and added Vix. that 
no Civil Servant shall bo permitted to draw the Allowances and Salaries of 
more than one Office when there are covenanted Servants, without any 
Office or Salary yet willing to bo oroplo^xd and capable of diitcbarg 
mg the Duties of anj Supomumcrary Office This Regulation not to 
preclude Servants from holding moro than one Office at a Time there bo- 
mg Offices of which the respective Duties ore intlmatoly connected 

4th That a General Order bo Issued to the following Purport 
throughout the Service C^vil and Military 

That the Board ha>o found cxpcncnco that Nonous Cblras 
against the Company have been unnecessarily kept back fora length of Time 
that the Company have not onl^ suffered considerable loss on this Account 
but tho Attention of tho ifembers of Government has been taken off from 
more material Business b} Applications for Claims of long standing which 
If brought forward in proper Time might have been ascertained and 
liquidatixl with less Diffieulti to Government and with more satUfacilon 
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to the Claimants That the Duties of the pubhc Officers of Government 
must have been impeded and the annual Books kept back in consequence of 
Apphcations on such subjects and that for these Reasons the Board have 
deteimined to put an End to this Practice, and in Order to convmce the 
Servants of the Company, indisciiminately, that the success of all 
Demands or Claims must Depend no less on their Model ation and Pro- 
priety, than on their being made wthin a propei Time, it is resolved and 
ordered that upon and after the 1st day of May next, any Bdl or Demand, 
which shall not be presented to the pioper Paymaster within thiee months 
after the same becomes due, shall be totally, and finally rejected, without 
any other reason whatever being assigned, than its not having been pre- 
sented within the prescribed Time After this pubhc Notice, the Parties 
Will have themselves only to blame if they fail to make their Demands 
within the Time hereby limited ” 

5th That in order to ascertain at one A'^icav and regulate the Payment 
of the established Monthly Allowances of the European Commissioned Staff, 
and Warrant Officers of each Rank in the Army it be resolved, and ordered, 
that from the 1st of May next not only the Pay and Batta, but, also all 
fixed allowances of every Nature and Denomination shall be drawn in one 
Bill or abstract, shewing the total Sum due to each Officer per Month, 
agreeable to a fixed and described Form 

6th That for the purpose of ascertaimng when Bills shall have been 
presented in any Department, the Board chrect, that all Paymasters do 
from the 1st day of May next keep a Register, m which shall be inserted 
the Number of the Bill or Abstract according to the Order of Presentment, 
the Drawers Name and Rank, the amount, the Date of Presentment, and 
a blank Column for wilting off, when the Bill shall have been discharged, 
after which the number and Date of presentment shall be marked on the 
Back of every Bill, and be subsciibed by the Paymastei A form of the 
Register of Bills to be kept by the Paymasters was annexed to this Pro- 
position 

7th That aU Demands against the Company which, aftei a full In- 
vestigation, shall be found to be unjust or unreasonable, and which shall be 
declared so by the Board, will not only subject the persons making such 
Demands to a pubhc Repiimand, but Government "will take such other 
measures to testify their Displeasure m such cases, as the Degiee or 
Repetition of the Offence may require Copies of all Demands falling 
under the above description to be entered in a Separate Book to be on the 
Council Table, and to be transmitted annually to your Honourable Court 

These Propositions having been laid before us your Governor Gene- 
ral observed that having already discussed the subjects of them with the 
members of the Board, and knowing their wishes upon every point 
of them to correspond Avith his o^vn He had directed the Commissary 
General, and the Accomptant General, together wnth the Paymaster General, 
the Civil Paymaster, and the Accomptant to the Revenue Department to 
revise the Standmg Regulations an then different Offices of Check, and 
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Disbursement and to prepare a select Abridgement of the Bune to be 
submitted to our final approbation for the Salutary Purpoecs which he 
had premised ifr John Petrie ^ the late Compiler of the standing orders 
of Gover nmen t had oflered his Assistance upon thiw occasion, and whoa 
the whole work should be complete with the additional Begulatlons which 
your Governor General has suggested he has promised to lay the 
beiore us for our final adjustment and Directions, 

By that lime it is to be hoped that the Buaineis of General Re- 
trenchment will be completed thro every Department of the Service, 
and that the exact allowances of every Office with the established Pay 
and Emoluments of every Rank m the Service will be ascertained and 
published for the Guidance of the Officers of Government and your parti 
cular information 

16 The Board remarked that Perfection and Regularity could only 
bo introduced gradually in a Work of this kmd but should they over 
be attorned m a considerable Degree groat would be the Relief and Credit 
to the principal Servanta and Members of your Administration and your 
Honble Court could then bo able to seo in a clear and comprehensive Point 
of view the System of your Superior Government with the Expcnces of 
this Estabhslmienfc and by coroponug these with your actual Resources 
and making allowances for the annual Burthen of the Debts and the 
Demands of the other Sottioments yon would be competent to issue the best 
Orders, and to adopt the necessary Regulations for tho security of the whole. 

16 Having unanimously coDourrod in your Governor Qcncrol a 
Propoaitloiis and passed our Orders accordingly wo ba>e tho Plcaiuro to 
inform you that the new R^uJatlons have been already adopted and 
lasnod and that tho Work propooed for explojnlng and publishing tho 
orders of Government and checking every Disbursement (soperating tho 
established from the contingent and restraining tho Utter in tho accurcat 
Channel) is preparing at tho different Offices, and will soon bo ready for 
Publication to answer tho Salutary purpoeoe iutended 

17 Having proceeded thus far on tho great and gonoral lino wo 
shall now enter on tho Detail of Particulon which tho mmuto and com- 
parati\cly unimportant cannot but bo satisfactory to>ou In their Ex 
planation Tho Recital will mcludo an obstract of all that wo have resoir 
cd on whether tho samo has been already communicated or remains to bo 
communicated to your Honble, Court 

18 Wo shall distinguish tho Rofurm in tho Civil from that m tho 
ililitaiy Department as Ur as wo havo proceeded In them and os soon as 
Estimates can bo prepared of tho Saving* they havo produced such Ksll 
mates shall bo transmitted to ^‘ou

10 The Committee of RovcnuoandCollcctoraformlng tho most con 
liderabU Office under > our Gov enmitnt naturally attmted our atteuth n 
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m the fiist Instance The Salaiics of the Committee aiose from a Commis- 
sion on the Net Collections They drew one per Cent upon the Net Collec- 
tions m General, and an additional sum upon that Pai t of the Collections 
made Huzoory or under then* oivn immediate Conti oul The Commission 
of the President amounted m the last year to Sa Rs 90604 3 15 3 [sic] and 
that of each Member of the Committee to Sa Rs 75420 3 3 We have 
reduced this percentage so as to allow the President to draw a sum not 
exceeding sixty thousand Rupees and each of the subordinate Members a 
sum not exceeding fifty Thousand Rupees Per Annum This reform at the 
same time that it produces a considerable saving in the allowances to the 
Committee yet leaves a sufiicicnt and an ample compensation for their 
labours m very lesponsible situations of the first and most important Trust. 

20. We directed the Committee of Revenue to revise their Establish- 
ments and we positively enjomed them to reduce the expences of the 
offices and the salaiies of the Officers both European and Native, dependant 
on them, as far as possible, and without loss of time, and we ordered them 
to abolish all Estabhshments that are not absolutely and essentially neces- 
sary under the Penalty of our Displeasure upon any mattention to our Com- 
mands m this respect Then Propositions and Statements on this subject

21 The Accountant General and some other Officers bemg paid m 
the same Manner as the Committee from a Commission upon the Net Col- 
lections, the Salaries of aU Officers in this Predicament are to be regulated 
by the Rule observed for reducing the Salaries of the Committee 

22 We have lesolved on the Reduction of two of the Collectors of 
Revenue in the Bahar Province, and that the Lands on the Southern Side 
of the River be placed undei the Authority of your Chief at Patna, and 
Mr Law the Collector of Guy ah, exceptmg always such Districts as the 
Committee may think it expedient to take undei their own Management 
The Districts to the Northward of the River are to be placed under one 
Authority, Viz Mr Graemes, your Collector of Sarcar Sarun 

23 It remains with the Committee to specify the limits of the res-

Reduced the Commission of ten per Cent upon the I^ot Profits of the Salt# 
which was divided bctucui tho Comptroller and Agents to five per Cent 
and wo bavo removed all the DcpuUc^ lu the details of the EatabUihmcnts 
annexed to tho Salt Department there are probably some Charges that

Board 


[04.] Wo havp also resolved that no Allowancee be granted from the 
end of the present Month to Engineer Officers excepting

[90 ] It appears from a statement dehvered to ns by the CommlBsary 
General that the aQowancee fixed or contingent paid to officers employed on 
Survey or receiving those of Surveyors amount by the latest Bill to no 
lees a sum than Be. 17 400-8 per Month 

[06 ] We have been funiLshed on our reqmaJtion with a return of the 
Corps of Eugmeers, and the Commissary General has been directed to afEIx 
thereto the monthly allowances given to each officer attached to it, 

[07 ] We have called upon the Paymaster General to lay before us 
the Establishments allowed to the Chief Engineer and to the Commandant 
and Barrack Master of Port WilUam as well as a state of the Contingencies 
drawn by these Officers, the some have been delivered in accordingly and 
will soon come under our RevisaL 

[08 ] We have now dosed the Abstmet of our Proccodings as far as 
they have gone In our Coufiideration of the Retrcnchmonts which should 
be efieoted in your Military Service and wo trust that they will bo honored 
with your approbation of them. 

[09 ] Wo arc sorry to inform you that tho Statement* of the actual 
Rosourcos and Disbursements Debts and Arrears of j’our Presidencies 
of Fort St. George and Bombay whloh wo requested might bo tranainittod 
to us on a similar Plan with tho same account* under this Go\emmont*o 
early as ot tho cloao of the year 1781 and in February 178J ond which wo 
have since demanded have never yet been transmitted to us according to 
tho Plan required* One of our reasons for restricting your Preeidenoy of 
Fort St. George from drawing upon Us lathe unrestrained manner which 
the> had before practised was to compel them to make up tho Statement* 
desired from them 

[100 ] With tho account* of all your Prcaidende* and Settlement* In 
Alia before u* upon one uniform Plan of construction wo could decide 
with Justice in appropriating ovciy surplus Resource of this Go\cnimeat 
according to tho superior Pressure of tho local Exigencies of your Service In 
any particular Quarter If j-ou will bo pleated to ob4crTo that the Amount 
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of unsatisfied Demands upon the Treasury of Bengal, and for which Trea- 
sury or Exchequer Orders have been already issued, was on the 1st of last 
month 139 Lacks of Rupees exclusive of youi Bonded Debt, and mthout 
including all the arreais to your Army, and, if you wll be pleased to con- 
sider further, that the season of the heavy Collection of your Revenues 
precedes the Month of Febiuary, you will, after a calm Attention to these 
Considerations, be disposed to admit that the utmost piecaution was neces- 
sary in applying any part of your growing Revenue or Income to the 
undefined wants of your other Settlements Indeed we have much reason 
to believe that the very extraordmaiy Efforts made by youi Government 
of Bengal to relieve the Carnatic and Bombay had a tendency to render 
your Administrations m those Establishments less sohoitous with respect 
to then local Resources, in a general but mistaken confidence that Bengal 
could afford never failing supplies In all situations of Disbursements it is 
dangerous to confide in undefined Resources, and the best security for 
leal Oecouomy is a certain knowledge of the sums to be expended and the 
limits beyond winch no possible aid is to be expected Upon this principle 
u e shall always endeavour to give you a clear statement of the Nett Reve- 
nue and Income of this Government, of the Amount of our disbmsements 
imder their respective heads of established contingent, and commercial 
The surplus oi deficiency that "will exist will be the result of these 
Accoimts The Prospect then presented to Us, from the General view of 
your Resources, Disbursements, and Debts over all India, and for hquidat- 
mg your Burthens in Europe will afford you the most useful information, 
and we trust that it ■will encourage the State, whose Interests and Ermds 
are so inseparably connected with those of the Company, to render them 
every service m order to support their Credit amidst the shocks of a Dis- 
tress oppressmg them in common with the Nation at large, and which has 
been fortunately as General throughout India and Europe among our Ene- 
mies and Rivals as the Influence of the late War has been very exten- 
sive 

[101 ] The late Act of Parhament has prescribed the hmits of our 
■territorial Ambition in India ^ The Justice and Policy, which dictated and 
estabhshed those limits, must hke^wise have resolved on a firm mamtenance 
of your present Possessions, and left ■with us an implied Authority for op- 
posing all attacks that may be made, and this ■with the whole Credit and 
Force of the British Nation Such at all Events, shall be our Comment to 
the Native states of India upon restrictions ■wisely imposed upon us by the 
late Act of Parhament against extendmg our Dominions, or making War 
against our Neighbours We shall explain to those Powers that Great 
Britam is fully satisfied ■with the Extent of her possessions m Asia , and, 
as it may be difficult for them to discriminate the Principle of this unusual 
Moderation from a System pioceedmg from weakness or an apprehension 
from their own superior Force, We shall endeavour to make them sensible 
that, while you restramed, you fortified our hands, and that the Parent 
State m Europe will afford us the utmost assistance to mamtain the 
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PoeseBaiona which you hold m thia Country and to which we do not deeiro 
to make any addition. It will bo neceesory nob only to declare to them and 
ifrequiaito to carry that declaration into Pore® that if any of their 
Statea ahall preeume to commanoe unjuat Hoetiiitiea against ns or our 
AHiea from a miBoonatruotion of our moderatiou wo shall carry War into 
the Invader e Country on the same system of Warfare which they practise 
amongst t h e iu a e lvee, and which lately proved so Puinons to your Interests 
in the Carnatic 

[102 ] Wo have thought it neoeeaary to give you this communication 
of our Sentiments on Pomta which tho of a pohticsal Nature ore so closely 
involved in and connected with the Busmeas of yonr Pinances that it is 
difficult to form a just opinion relative to the One without ascertoming the 
Solidity of the other In discharging our Duty to yon in this Deportment 
by our Endeavouia to regulate and reduce your Expencea we should give 
but an imperfect Idea of our Labors without explaining to you [m] 
every shape the leading Principle of our Conduct tho difflonltics wo have 
to encounter on every hand the great Aim at which our Exertions are 
directed, and the <x>operativo Support which it is not only necessary for 
you to ^ve us but to obtain for us from the State for regulating and 
maintaining the credit of the Pubho Pinanco in India for npon that Cre- 
dit does the safety of yonr Possessions m India depend To tho State of 
your Credit and Ilnancea at all your Preeidencies in the dangerous Crisis 
of 1781/2 you cannot but haro maturely attended At that Crisis ^ our 
Tfeasnrles at Bombay at Port St George and even at Port William ucro 
completely exhausted the Amount of your Military Disbursements under 
t.hi« Presidency alone in the years 1781/2 greatly exceeded its Nott Reve- 
nue#. Under tho Presidencies of Port St George and Bombay you will find 
that little Revenue was collected if you compare tho Amount with tbclr 
Expences From the year 1781 to this Ponod it must appear at first sight 
extraordinary how Roeourcee could be provided equal to tho Amount of 
your Expenditures when tho actual Mihtary Exponco of each of jour Pro- 
sldenclca within that Period independently of every other lijcpcnco 
amounted to perhaps double the Rett Produce of all your Revenues in 
Whence then tho surplus Expenco been defrayed and where 
have tho funds been provided which enabled your Servants to carry on 
your affairs till a general Peace was established You will find tho answer 
to till# Question in tho aggregate Amount of >our own Debts In Europe, 
your Bonded Debt in India together with tho current Debts of your Trea- 
suries not bearing Interest and tho present Aneais of jour Civil and 
MiHfnr y Scrvico In all your principal Settlements and Poctories m ^Vsia. 

[103] It must have struck you with surprixo how this Govuniment 
could have antiapated a Credit and sustained Operations equal to so ex 
troordlnary a Creation of Bonded and Current Debt kouwiil find the 
explanation of these unparalleled circumstances in that fcalutary mcaiuro 
which was adopted by this Government In tho \ ear 1782 and announced 
to jnurllon hlo Court m tho General Letter of tho fith April 1762 in juur 
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Secret Department We mean the measure of the Subscription Invest- 
ment, a measure winch, in the first instance, produced an immediate 
Resource to your Government of near a Crore of Rupees (CRs 99,75,000) 
A measure which in its secondary Consequences has kept in contmual Exer- 
cise the manufacturing Industry of these Provinces, and which on reduced 
original Prices has loaded your numerous Ships with Cargoes foi the 
Europe Market and in return for which the Bills drawn upon you to the 
Amount of Current Rupees 2,92,90,603-11-2 have produced a very impor- 
tant Fund in India for the purposes of the War, while we 'have to hope 
that the Duties and Customs produced to the Company, and the State from 
Investments provided by these Bills will more than secure the means for 
ultimately reimbursing the Bill holders, and yield time for a general 
Liquidation of the Debt by Commercial Profits We do not dwell upon the 
public Good, which has in so many shapes arisen from the measure of the 
Subscription Investment of 1782, and of succeeding Investments by Bills, 
tvith any other view than that of holding out to you this important consi- 
deration , that it can only be from a Similar Remedy and anangement m 
future against similar distresses with those ol the Crisis at that Period that 
you can expect support to your Ciedit and an extrication from your 
difficulties 

[104 ] If you will be pleased for a moment to suppose that the 
measure of pro vidmg the Subsciiption Investment of 1782, had not been 
adopted, you ivill admit that the reverse of every beneficial Consequence 
to your Affans which arose from that measure might have ensued, From 
the moment that Your Treasury in Bengal was empty, that your power 
of borrowing upon Bond had ceased, it is evident that, as the expences of 
the Bengal Government exceeded it’s Nett Revenue and Income, no Supply 
could be sent from Bengal to Madrass or Bombay. Your Indiamen must 
have returned home without Cargoes, and at an immense Expence to the 
Company; the Nation would have lost the Customs and Returns of the 
Indian Commerce, and the private Fortunes of Individuals,, multiplymg 
m Acqmsition with the extent of your Military Operations, would have 
only added to the Resources of Foreign States m passmg to Europo thro’ 
the medium of Foreign Commerce, or have dramed' your own Provinces 
of the last Spark of then Vital Resource in the Exportation of its remam- 
ing' Specie Bills drawn upon Your Hon’ble Court in 1782, unless they 
had been secured in the public Opmion of your Servants by a supposed 
Mortgage -of Goods, would not have produced 10 Lacks of Rupees for your 
Treasury Indeed every mode of raising Money by Drafts in Europe 
and Annuities had been attempted tfil the Effect had, proved the Bxpen- 
ment to be useless 

[105 ] Upon a due consideration of these Truths we doubtruot hut 
you Will see a Rehef to the present Embarrassments ofr your pubhe Credit 
by opening, extendmg, and improving, the Channel ofr your* Investment 
and. Commerce The Influx of private Acquisitions will then lend an Aid 
to the’ Statoi lUia, manner equally conducive to the Pubhp and Private 
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convem en ce or in other words to render the Profits of the latter what 
they ever onght to be the natnral means for the Support of the former 

[106 ] Having taken mto onr parfaonlar consideration the State of 
the Public Credit of this Government, and wishing to grant every Setunty 
in OUT power to the Company*a Engagemento with their Creditors and 
especially those Creditore who lent their Property to the Company m Times 
of Public Distress we have resolved and notified that the Interest on the 
Bond Debt will not only be regularly paid m future but when we shall 
be anthonzed to draw more BUia than ore at this tune actually pledged, 
upon your Hon ble Court that a Preference will be given to the Wishes 
of the Bond Oeditora to receive PB3rmont by BAIb of a Year s sight for half 
the amount [of] Inteieet that may be then lespeotively due to them 

[107 ] In considering the present State of our Reeonrcee the heavy 
demands upon our Treasory and the feeble niftArm that wo possess for 
supplymg the urgent Wants of your other Presidencies we feci a serious 
concern in the Intelhgenoe that we have received &om the necessities 
of your Service at Canton. Your Supra Cargoes have apphed to os with 
Earnestness for a Benuttance to enable them to send you a Suitable 
Investment in the next Year but they have neglected to furnish Us with 
any Statements We yet leom from private Advices of so late a date 
as the 20th December that they have received &om Europe and India 
no more than the sum of £ Sterling 1 CO 000 to provide Cargoes for 12 
Ships that of this Sam only £ 1 00 000 have been yet actually paid mto 
their Treaaury and that having provided complete Cargoes for your 
Ships (We suppose the ships of the last Season) they are left in Debt to 
the Merchants for upwards of £ 2 90,000 It win bo the earliest object 
of our Attention after the Dispatch of the Hlnohinbrooke to ascertain 
in what manner we can administer oven the smallest Belief to their Wonts, 
but we fear that the more we dwell upon this Subject the more wo 
■“hfLll be forced to see the Impossibility of doing what our Inclinations 
mduce us so strongly to oifect.

There was a period when the surplu Income of this G'lVfm- 
ment exhibited a Fund which, m the couise of a few Years, v/oi/Id ha'*© 
been equal to the general Liquidation of your Debts at Home and Abropd 
but it is difficult to draw witlun former Limits the eucreaaed Sca'O of 
Established Expences, and your late extensive Wars have dissipated 
Vital Medium of Wealth in these Provinces to the remotest Quarteisi''’ 
India We wish not at the same time to discouiage your Hon’blo Co"n % 
or our Country, by a Representation of difficulties A Rival Nation 
exhibited in a Neighbouring Colony we mean the Islands of Francs, a 
rumous yet instructive Scene in Colony Finance. A Geneial Bankruptcy 
to the amount of above Two Milhons Sterhng has overwhelmed those 
Islands and, tho’ the Bankruptcy happened thro’ the management of a 
Private Individual who engrossed the Commerce and property of the 
Colony, the real loss devolves ultimately upon the Government of Fiance, 
who are obliged to provide Funds for the Liqmdation of the General Debt, 
or to witness the irretrievable Rmn of a Colony which in its Estabhshment 
and protection has coat them many Millions. 

[119 ] This great Bankruptcy at Mauritius, operatmg m reverse upon 
Funds which were to be employed agamst your Interests from France 
exhibits to your Consideration a Calamity agamst 'which you ought to be 
secured m your own Settlements, and affords you Time for regulatmg and 
providmg the means of that Seciuity. We shall take care that your next 
Inyestment shall be in the manner duected m your Letters of the 16th 
March 1784 Had these advices arrived earlier the Investment of the 
present Year would have been provided accordmg to the Authority which 
you delegated to us Improvement m the Fabnck and Reduction in the 
Prime Cost of the Goods, which compose your Investment, are objects of 
the first Concern in rendeiing your Commerce a certam medium of Benefit 
to the Company at home, and rehef to your Burthens in India. With 
these objects before us we must likewise consider that the prosperity of 
Bengal depends not upop an exclusive Monopoly of its Commerce m favour 
of the Company’s Trade, but that Foreign Nations should have every 
Inducement left to them to import Specie into the Provmces in Exchange 
for ats Manufactures and the Industry, of its Inhabitants 

[120 ] To this End we have it m contemplation to abolish all 
Customs upon the Export Trade, and to render the Import Trade from 
Europe equally free from Duty to all Nations who Trade to this ' part- bfr the 
World, The Preference which British Manufactures imported here (must 
always secure m their favour will render it necessary for Foreign Nations to 
import Specie. 

I [121 ] As we wish to proceed with caution m Matters- of such Dehcacy 
and Importance, and to decide upon them only m proportion as we are 
sure of our ground, and of your approbation, we shall at present -content 
Qprs^lv^s with merely Suggestmg the Subject to you. 
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[122 ] The !DlBf>utes tfIucIi we have already had with the Agents ot 
Denmark and Holland and whioh we shall probably have with thoso of 
Franpo when the French Eatabliah Government at Chandemagoro 
will be m ode Subjects of Complamt to his Majesty a Ministers -by the 
Administrations of those Nations in Europe In answer to such oomplamts 
we wish Our own Court to be apprised that We consider it as the pawnt iHl 
Interest of these Provinces that Foreign Nations should have access to 
Trade with them nearly 6n the same footing of advantage with our own 
Coippany and that to this End we are divmng a General Plan for putting 
the Duties and Customs exacted fiom Foreign Trade on an equal freedom 
with those paid by the Company Such an Accomodation would obviate 
the ill Effects of a Jealousy naturally coincident with our exclusive posses- 
sion of these Colomes and ultimately provide for the local prosperity of 
Bengal itself a prosperity m whioh you ore more mtereated os the Possessors 
than os the Merchants of the Country

attention to the different Subjects of this Address Various and multiplied 
08 these are they ore but the Part^ of a whole which to be contidared with 
due attention must be attended to in every Branch This being the last 
regular Dispatch of the Season we have endeavoured to open our Sentiments 
to you in the freest and most explicit manner and we Trust that Candour 
of our Representations will merit your Indulgence even where Your 
own Opuuona may not exactly coincide with those whioh we have stated

Ilonblo Sirs 

I I\ 8 haso tbo Ilonor to transmit to you Numbers In this Dispatch 
bj jour Ship HincbinbrooVo Copic* of our Adi ices bj tho Cornwallis 
bearing date tho Sd Instant and our I'rocccdings in this Department from 
tho mtb Ultimo to tho 17 of this Month with their Indo* 
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2. We were informed by Colonel Sir John Gumming under date the 
11th Ultimo, that in Consequence of a Requisition from his E.iceliencj' the 
Vizier the piobabihty of which has been aheady mentioned to youi 
Honble Couit he should march fiom Futty Ghur the next Llornmg wnh 
two Regiments of Sepoys, the Russelah of Cavalry and the A-rtiHery leaving 
one Regiment at this Station m Charge of the Cantonments and Magazine 
until the Ariival of a Battalion of the Nabob’s Native Tioops when tho 
Regiment also would proceed to join the Detachment 

3 The Colonel was still of Opinion that there was but little Ground 
for his Excellency’s Apprehensions with Respect to the Safety of his 
Country, but he approved of the Movement of the Troops towards tho 
Erontier, as, by shewing ' that wo were ready to act, it might be a means 
of inducing Sindia to lay aside his hostile Intentions (if he should have 
formed any) upon the Viziers Dominions, and it would also secure the 
Country from the Ravages of the Sieks. 

4 The Detachment of your Troops under Sir John Gumming 
arrived at Anopshur on the 23d Ultimo. 

6 The Letteis which we have received fiom that Officer, bearing 
Date the 23d and 27th Febry and transmitted Nos in the Packet will lay 
befoie you the several Circumstances that have come to his Knowledge m 
respect to the Invasion of the Sieks The last Letter wiU mform you that 
tho Injuries done by the People m the Provmce of Rohilkund are by no 
means of so serious a Nature as was imagined and it offers reason to believe 
that the Vizier’s Surmizes of Smdia’s Connection with the Sieks for an 
Invasion of his Domimons were founded more on Conjecture than on 
Positive Authority We are led to this Remark ffom the following Ex- 
tract of Su John Cummmg’s Address to us of the 27th February “Upon 
my Arrival here” that is at Anoopshire “A Maharatta Vakeel waited on me 
with a Letter from Mulhar Baboo, a- Person m great trust and Confidence 
with Smdia, and who rents all the Districts situated between Delhi, and this 
Part of his Excellency the Vizier’s Domimons The Letter assures me (as 
did the Vakeel verbally) that the Maharattas have given Orders to all those 
dependent on their Government to afford every possible assistance m point 
of Supphes to our Troops, whether encamped on their Frontiers or passmg 
thto’ any part of their Districts, which oh the Side of the River are m 
many places much better blended with those of the Vizier ” 

6 Colonel Sir John Gumming adds that understandmg that the 
March of the Troops from Futty Ghur had alarmed Smdia and the 
Maharatta Government he had judged it necessary in his Letter to Mulhar 
Baboo, and m Conversation with the Vackeel, to give the strongest Assur- 
ances of the Friendship and Attachment of our Government towardsi the 
Maharattas. Sir John Gumming had also desired him to inform Mahajee 
Smdia that the sole Object of the March of Your Detachment was the De- 
fence, -of the Vizier’s Frontiers from the Incursions of the Sieks, and, should 
the Sieks come down m such Force that the Maharata Troops on the 
IVgutier should he unable to repel them that he was ready to assist them 
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flgamst the Sleki u a Proof of the Fnendsiup of tho Kn gin^ Gorcrmnent 
towards tho Fated. 

7 We are advised by tho Cotoad that on tho Momlag of his Amval 
at Aaoopshur ho recdved a Letter from Major Palmer wnttan by Order 
of the Vxxier acquainting him that, tho Sides having retreated 
Continuance in that Quarter with tho Troops that marched with htm firom 
Fatty Ghur could bo no longer necessary and enclosing a Hequisltlon 
from his Excellency for his Hetum to Ritty Ghur leaving Lieut. Op lonol 
Knudson with two Regiments of Sepoys. Tho Colonel observes that ho 
was so fully convinced of tho bad Consequences that would result 
from this Measure, that ho had represented to his ExcoIlcnQ;' In tho 
strongest Terms tho Iscccesity of continuing at Anoopshurat least until 
tho 1st of April when tho River w^uld begin to nso and that It would bo 
highly proper that Lt, Colond Knudson with two Regiments of Sepoys, 
should remam on the Frontier until the 22th of that Month. Sir John 
Gumming appears to bare urged omoog other Reasons for thU Advice, 
that tho Sicks who plundered Rohilcund, were then encamped near Goux 
ghur at the Distance of 35 Coss from ^Vnoopshcer and that tho Ruby 
harvest, upon which tho CoUoctlon chiefly depended would very soon 
commence* that thero was a frontier to defend ox tending upwards of UO 
Miles and that two Regiments of Sepoys couJd not afToid to send out 
Deta c h m ents to any Coiuddcrahlo Distance and that tho immodiato return 
of the Troops would not only greatly alarm oil tho Inhabitants of the 
Frontier but stamp sn Impression of iluctusUon in his Execlleo^s 
Councils upon all the Kcighbouring Powers. Colond Sir John Cnmmlng 
has however requested Major Palmer to inform his Excdicnty, that if 
notwithstanding what he has urged tho RcqaislUon should bo repeated bo 
should think It his liaty In Obcdicoco tberoto to return to Fntty Cur 

8 In a late Letter which your Governor General bos received from 

Coom. Ist Mirch Palmer beonogdato tho lit Ulto that Oeutlemon 

writes as follows 

Tho late predatory Incunloas of the blcks has been znuro ills* 
credltablo than Injurious to tho Vizier s Government. Thero bos certainly 
been neglect in tho Aumll of Rohiicbuiid as tho Vtxlcr Pa^s for a forco in

Rapeotod and uaifurtn \ccouaU have Uen received throuob tho 
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?ublio News Paper, and private Intelligence, of Encouragement given to 
his Attack upon the Vizier’s Possessions by Mahajee Smdia, and of his 
lavmg engaged to support it by a Maharatta Force I did not give im- 
ihcit Credit to these Eeports, but the Possibility of their bemg true waa 
lufficient cause for not neglectmg them I therefore recommended to the 
Vizier to require the Actual March of the Futti Ghur Detachment and the 
?reparation for it of the Brigade at Cawnpore The Collections were sus- 
pended as unnecessary, since Sir John Cummmg “is in 'the field, and Smdia 
las solemnly disavowed to Mr Anderson having excited the Sieks to ravage 
the Vizier’s Country ” 

9. One of the last Letters which your Governor General has lecenod 
from Major Palmer is dated the 24th Ulto and conbains the following Para- 
graph. “The Sieks have entirely evacuated the Frontier of the Vizier’s 
Domimons, and everything within them is m a State of Tranqmhty with- 
out the least Appearance of further Disturbance, or Obstruction m the 
Collections ” 

10 A letter has been received by the Governor General from Mr 
A.nderson acknowledgmg the Arrival of those which had been addressed by 
himself and'Mr Hastings to Mahajee Smdia, the Peshwah and Nana Fume- 
vese on the Occasion of Mr Hastmgs’s Departure and Mr McPherson’s 
Accession to the Government , Your Resident acquamts us that he imme^ 
diately dehvered them to Mahaj'ee Smdia who gave -him Many Assurances of 
it’s bemg his warmest Deane", to cultivate the same Friendship with your 
present that he had cultivated with your late Governor General, and a 
liOtter which he has written to Mr McPherson is replete with theso Senti- 
ments, 

11, Bow Buckchy the Munster of Mahaj'ee Smdia has also address- 
Consn 8th March ^ Letter to the Governor General which is recorded on 
the Proceedings noted m the Margm, 

12 Major Browne advises that he had received the Arzees for his 
Majesty Shah AUum from Mr, Hastings and Mr McPherson on the 
Occasion before Mentioned, and had presented them 
‘ 13, The Arzies to the Shahzadda and the Letters to the Vizier and 

Consn 8th March Ministers on the same Subject had also been received 
at Lucknow, and the answers to them which we have 
found very Satisfactory, appear on our Proceedings noted m the Margm, 

14 The only Information that has reached us smce the Period of 
our last Advices m respect to the Movements of the Maharattas m the 
upper Provmces is' con tamed m the following Extract of a Letter from 
Major Brovvme beaimg Date the 8th Instant The Ealladar of Agra mqt 
havmg been satisfied with the Security oflered him by Smdia the latter 
sent a Body of Troops to blockade the Place but to aVoid Hostihties with 
the Fort if Possible However contrary to Smdia’s Wishes (who was 
fearful that the Spirit of Opposition might spread thro’ other Places) they 
began to fire fiom the Fort on the 19th of February, and the Maharattas - 
also erecting Batteries, the Place was pretty Closely besieged. In hopes 
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of bringing it to a ipcedy Surrender Sindin marehed with hie llojeety 
from Deigh the 20th 01to and amrcd at the Place tho dth Inatant ilnco 
which a ^egotiation for dehvcnng up tho Fort haa again been eot on 
foot and the firing almost entirely ceased 

15 ilajor Browne concludes as follows. The 0th Instant I received 
Intelligence on which I think I can rel> that the Sick Sirdars who lately 
invaded Rohilcnnd have entered Into Engagements with Sindin which bind 
them to assist him with Troops whcoovee ho may toquwe them for a Certain 
Subsidy But tho Interests and Pretensions of tho ilabarattas and Sicks 
clash in so many points that I apprehend their Union cannot bo verj firm 

10 Your Governor Gcocral is assured b> Major Palmer that tho 
Shahxadda is disposed to conduct himself entirely by tho lltshcs and 
Advice of your present Government and to place tho firmest Kclianco upon 
tho Governor 8 personal Kindneuand Support, It is also mentioned that 
tho Princo and tho \ Izicr live In porfeot Harmony and that tho fonnet 
appears to bo very happy and contented m his present Situation 

17 In a Letter which tho Sbniadda has written to \our Governor 
General his Royal Highness has expressed his wuh that tho Battalion lately 
Commanded by Ueult PoUiil should not bo transferred to tho Miiers 
Sorvico but contmuo In tho Company s Pay and near his Perbon as here* 
tofore Tho Answer given to this Hoquost informs tho Shaiada in respectful 
and complimentary Terms that tho Regiment at Lneknov U under hU

13 Wo aro advised that tho 31iaUter and iUnuss all> Cawn cooti 
nno on Tenns of Cordiality and Confidence and that there U not tho 
smallest Apprehension that this Good Understandmg will be interrupted 
since so much £ncourfa]gcmcot has been given to both to rel> on our 
Protection, and support whilst they discharge their Respective Duties for 
tho advantage) of tho two GovemmeoU and as tLe> know bow essentially 
their own Honor and Interests depend upon their ifcol and FJdclit> there 
con bo DO Doubt of their best Exertions. 

10 A Letter was vrritten by your Governor General to Major 1 aimer 
on tho 4th Instant and u recorded on our proceedings uf tho 3th. This 
Letter was In Explanation of tho bentimenU oftbo Board convejvd by 
the Governor Gvncral to tho VUicr in his Letter of tUo 4lU of March. Tho 
\uicrs Vniuer bos been received to it and bis Excellency has expressed 
his Satisfaction at the Itcsoluljons of your Government that all Mloasnccs, 
l*cnswns or Gratuities of whatever Nature i»id out of Ills Treasury to

to the Receipt of such Presents, observing that the Question v as only of 
Importance to himself as it stood connected vith the pubhc Credit and

to beheve that Tippoo and the Maharattas have not only not made Peace 
but are at this Juncture at open War >A Copy of Mr Hall’s Letter attends 
you a Number m the Packet. 

24 Your Governor General has written a Complimentary Letter 
to the Nabob Tippoo Sultan, mformmg him of his Accession to the Charge

The Object of the Letter seems to be to claim the Restitution of two 
fugitives who had resorted to Chittagong Your Collector of that Pro- 
vince has in Consequence, desired our Orders as to what Answer should 
be delivered to that Letter and m what manner he should conduct 
himself towards the fugitives should any claim of him the Company s 
Protection 

36 We have directed him to acquaint the General of the Burmahs 
that it IS a fixed Principle m the English Government not to deliver up 
any Persons who resort to it for Protection, that having adhered to

To Thomas Morton, Esquire Secretary to the Hon’blo the Court of 
Directors for Affairs of the Hon’blo United Company of Merchants ot 
England trading to the East Indies. 

Sir, 

'The Packets from the Goveriioi G'cnoial and Council for the 
Hon’ble Court of Directors Pr Ship Hinchinbiooko having been closed 
and transmitted from Calcutta, I have ordois to acquaint you b3’' 
this subsequent Dispatch that the Governor General and Couned have 
just received Information from Fort St, Geoige that Pondicherry was 
delivered up to the French, and Cuddolore restored to the English ort 
the 1st ultimo, and that since that time the Cessions to the Fiench of 
ViUanour and Bahour as also of Karical and the 4 Magans have taken 
place The Right Hon’ble the President and Council at Fort St George 
advise however that there are some Points which yet remain to be 
adjusted relative to the Right Claimed by the French to a small barren 
Island in the River of Nagore, to some trifling Tuncans of the 
HaviUy Pergunna and Cusbah of Waldour neai Pondicheriy, and also 
to an Exemption of Customs m the Northern Ciicais but that they 
should endeavour to settle these Matters to the best of their Judgement 
m the manner most consonant to Tieaty, to Justice and the Interests of 
the Company 

You are requested to commumcate this Intelligence to the Hon’ble 
Court of Directors and to acquaint them at the same time that authentic 
information has been received by the Governor General of Trmcomalay 
-havmg been restored to the Dutch and that the French Garrison lately at 
that place had arrived at Pondicherry 

The Governor General and Council have directed me to observe in 
this Letter that the Delay which was permitted m Carrymg into Execution 
the several articles concemmg the East Indies, as well in the Defimtive 
Treaty with France, as m the Prehmmarys with the States General, the 
accomplishment of one Treaty bemg connected with that of the other has 
been productive of some loss to Bengal m having been the occasion of 
detammg Three Dutch East India Men at Batavia which the Governor 
General and Council at that Settlement had intended to have dispatched 
to this River with a considerable quantity of Specie for the Re-establish- 
ment of then trade 

The Measures taken by the Board m November last to prevent 
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further delays, none of which had been wnrninted by tholr Order or Autho- 
nty m this important Burinew haro of courso removed tho apprehentioa of 
the Dutch. 

The eonrcca of Profit to oil the ServonUoftho Dutch East India 
Company which depend chiefly if not totally upon their Commerce In 
the Eaat Indies having been stopped and indeed entirely done awaj 
dunng tho late War their peraonal ^tereata are so much Involved in tho 
Continuance of the present peace that they dread tho pouibility however 
distant of a renowal of War between lli two Nations and are of course 
diamcJined to any sqro connections with France as might render tho 
Established Tranquility precarious and tho Governor General and Council 
havo reason to boliovo that tho principal servants in tho Administration 
of Dutch affairs In Ada have represented or will represent to tho superior 
Administration of their Country The Ills that would accrue from further 
Hoetilitiee and rocommeod tho Continuance of Peace upon almost any 
Conditions with tho Court of London.

I Since our address to your llonbla Court of tlie 2uth iLsrvh in lb© 
Secret Department of Inspection and Ilctrenchmcnt a Copy of *hich Is 
sent a Number in this Packet Our attention has been priucipaiJy eogsgol 
in endeavouring to form Vrrangcujeots for the permanent buppoti cf your 
Trade and Credit at Canton and to esUbluU such a b>stem on Ihosollil 
pnnaplesof Commeiro as would ultimately rtUsve yon from tU heavy 
Burthen of ^ our Bonded DobUatyour different 1‘rwklmcirt in Indu 
retain the Current Specie in the*© IVovUicvs an*l secure to the 1 wmt tout© 
iMtiiig advantages Irom tbe Trade of \n a« 
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2, In considering the best means of mamtaimng and improving your 
Trade with the Chinese We have supposed that the measures which were 
lately adopted m England for the Eeduotion of Duties upon Tea will 
inevitably lead to the encrease of your Sales m that Branch of Commerce 
and that you will of course destine a greater number of yom* Ships than 
usual to the Port of Canton. It follows as a natural consequence, that 
your Credit in Chma will demand a more enlarged Support, nor is there 
any Quarter from which that Support can be had more obviously than 
from your Government of Bengal. 

3 Your Supercargoes at Canton have only made to us a general 
Kepresentation of their wants We understand however fiom piivate 
Information that the native Merchants of that City aie in Advance to 
them m no less a Sum than two Hundred and Ninety Thousand Pounds 
Sterlmg It is theicforo essential for your Interest that the Ciedit of the 
Company should bo maintained completely m the Estimation of the 
Chinese Merchants A further Exportation of Specie fiom these Provinces 
can on no account be attempted nor can any of youi other Piesidencies 
afford to send the Aid of the Commercial Supplies to yom* Factory at 
Canton and wo have reason to apprehend that Piivato Remittances which 
have hitherto furnished a very considoiablo Fund for the Support of your 
China Trade have of late been vciy msufficient for that Puipose 

4. Having taken all these Circumstances into our particular 
Consideration and being siuceiely anxious to enable you to realize your 
Expectations from your Commerce with China and wth a View to prevent- 
ing heavy drafts upon your Treasury in Europe We have issued a publi- 
cation and circulated it thro’ all your Settlements oflfermg the Opium of 
November next for Cash paid into your Treasury at Canton to Supply the 
Cargoes for your Chma Ships of the approachmg Season 

6 How far this Proposal and the encouragement which it holds out 
wiU be productive of the relief intended by them We cannot yet venture to 
pronounce but we are determmed, m case you shall approve the measure, 
to apply the Proceeds of the Opium Manufacture m future to the exclusive 
Busmess of your Chma Trade 

6. We have the Honour to enclose a Copy of a Minute which your 
Governor General has dehvered on tins Subject with copies of the Plans 
enclosed m it, and to recommend them to your particular attention Our 
opinions on them will attend you with the next dispatch. 

7. The next object that has claimed our Attention, and been 
already mentioned in the first part of this Address, is the Establishment 
of such a System on the solid Prmciples of Commerce, as would ultimately 
reheve you from the heavy Burthen of your Bonded Debts at your different 
Presidencies in India, retam the current specie in these Provmces, and 
secure to the Parent State lasting advantages from the Trade of Asia 

8 We are clearly of opinion if the Bond holders will agree to this 
measure that by fundmg all these Bonded Debts, and by applying the 
amount of the Interest with a part of the Prmcipal annually to the 
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purchaeo of Invwtmont of Oooda properly selected and provided at the 
cheapest ratca tho whole Debt may bo gradually hquidated In Europe on 
a reduced Interest and with infinite and equal advantage to Groat Britain 
and this Country 

0 Yon will find this important Subject fully dUcussed in a second 
minute which is enclosed from your Governor Genor^ nnf^ which we shw U 
take into our early consideration 

10 On P l a ns of sneh importonco it is noceaiaiy to proceed with 
caution, to coDect the beat commercial Information and to Weigh the 
disadvantages together with tho propocod advantages of ihcir several Parts, 
The Pnnclpb of each Plan is evidently good yot the Obstructions which 
will of course arise in carrying thorn into Execution aro but too manifest 
but the best prospect for ovorcoming those obstmctloos is presented by tho 
absolnto pohtical necessity that presses for the adoption of decided measures 
to oonnect the main to nonce of your Credit with tho oxtcntion and improve- 
mont of your Commerce. 

11 In regard to the Opium Flan tho objections that will naturally 
bo mode to it os a Plan of 3Xoaopoly are Objoctiona which can never bo 
obviated while any considerable Itevenuo is derived or said to bo 
donvod from it. Tho Opium Uko tho Salt must bo manufactured in these 
Provinces on tho footing of a monopoly or tho Kovonuo must fall It 
will bo observed that tho solo of the Ojiium might bo oxompted from 
tho unfavorablo checks of a Monopoly System and left open to overj 
bidder of tho Coicotta Market Hod wo possessed a Port to tbo Eastward 
to which Opium sold by Public Solo to tbo Bengal Merchants might bo 
carried and securely disposed of to tbo trading Inhabitants of the Eastern 
Islands it would certainly bo moro consonant to tbo advantages of on 
open Trado that tho Opium If oven manuTocturod b> contract should bo 
sold to tbo highest bidder at Calcutta but thow&ntof somo safo and 
certain Establishment to tho Eastward as an Emporium to tho ^[crebants 
of this placo exposes ovciy pnvato adventurer in tho ^Vrticlo of Opium to 
tho greatest risqucs and renders it necessary to concentrate a general 
Interest to give as much security as possiblo to tbo Success of our Opium 
Soles in the Eastern Seas. 

12 Tho nsquo to which private advratujxrs In Opium oio so much 
exposed oblige them to Export Secretly a considerable Quantity of bpccio 
together with their Opium to mako go^ ot all ovonts their I Uoagcmcnts to 
pay iloncy in China. This is an Evil which wo wuh to obviate la every 
Dcgn» Indeed wo consider tho further exportation of bpccio from Ihrso 
Provinces os Public Credit now stands In so alarming a point of \ low that 
wo imagino it would be moro for >our Interest to transfer tbo Opium entirely 
to the Dutch on the Condition of their paj Ing lU N aluo In ilunry Into j uur 
Treasurj at Canton than to Icaio it on lU pnwcnl uutxrUm fix)lin,v 

13 \\o t b t l l eudeavur to comert ilcssures with llo 
General and Council of lUuv U for iho b^emtty of tho Opium Trade In 
irun ,‘l^r fnj this subject wo aro inJuftd to express our wuh that it wefo 
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possible to exchange Negapatam for the Fort of Malacca a secure Estab- 
hshment m so favourable a Position would give real Vigoui to our Eastern 
Trade and throw within the Command of Bengal a regular Supply to your 
Treasury at Canton with every advantage to this Government while it 
would piocure to the Company a permanent Superiority m Europe m the 
Chma Commerce. 

14. The Exchange of Negapatam for the Fort of Malacca can be 
effected only by Negotiation and by the authority of His Majesty’s Mmisteis. 
The Object is important and we earnestly recommend it to your Serious 
and immediate consideration. We think it necessary at the same time to 
hmt that if the Exchange be not effected speedily and befoie the States 
General are fully informed of the consequences it might have relative to 
their Eastern Trade, Difficulties would probably encrease to prevent their 
accedmg to the measure. They consider Negapatam as of much greater 
importance to them than Malacca. But their Possession of Negapatam 
could be of little detriment to our Interests upon the Coast and the Fort 
and Town of Malacca would be a most important acquisition to Bengal. 

16. In regard to the second Plan, that relative to your Bonded Debts 
m India it may be justly considered as intimately connected with the Plan 
for supportmg the Trade with Chma It ^vlll give new Life to the valuable 
part of your Commerce from the Coasts of Coromondel and Orixa, it ■wdl 
furmsh Supphes for the Mocha, Surat and Malabar Returns and secure some 
valuable Cargoes from the Coast of Sumatra But the whole success of it 
depends upon the Integiity and Judicious selection with which the Goods 
for the encreased Investment are to be provided and a proper attention to 
the Employment and destmation of your Charter Party ships for receiving 
Goods m India and transportmg them to England m proper seasons 

16 In 1781/2 when this Government found it necessary to draw 
Bills upon the Company to purchase what has been called the Subsa iphon 
Investment the evident Necessity which appeared for makmg the produce of 
that Investment m England equal amidst all the Bisques of War to the full 
amount of the Bdls drawn, produced that Reduction in the prime cost of 
the Goods of that Investment which has so justly merited your approbation 
and may be deemed a most valuable savmg to the Company A similar 
Necessity will produce similar and improved effects and We trust that 
such precautionary measures may be adopted for lowering the pnme Cost 
and unprovmg the Quahty of an encreased Bonded Debt Investment (to 
describe it by a particular name) as will answer the most sangume Expec- 
tations that can be founded upon the Plan 

17 It wiU naturally occur to you that almost all yom Servants and 
every British Subject connected with the Company have a general Interest 
m the Success of the undertakmg, and ought to be watchful of every step 
leading to that success We shall say no more upon the Subject at present 
but submit the whole to your discussion, and deternunation We doubt 
not but His Majesty’s Ministers will pay every hberal attention to Proposi- 
tions which on the clearest Grounds of Pubho and Commercial Advantages 
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open SO favourablo a Prospect to the Stato at largo and to tho local 
Prosperity of these Settlements

1 Wohavo tho Honor to address ^“ou by the Way of BuasornJi 
Oar Communicationi will be therefore brought within as narrow Limits os 
pcsilblo Thoy will be hcrcaffcr detailed at Length and Copies will bo aent 
to you of all the Papers to which they refer by the drat proper m Con 
veyonco that may offer from Europo or either of your PrcMdcncics. 

2. Wo enclose on Abstract of our Addccs [of] 25tb March by^our 
Ship Hinchinbrooko which Wo are much concerned to inform was 
lost on tho long Sands on tho Night of the lOtb Instant. Sho was pro- 
ceeding to Europo and bad an Investment on board anmonting to near 
8 Lacs of Current Itupccs 

3 You havo been informed of our Kcsolution to recall Major 
Drowno from tho Court of Delhi indopendent of the great Lxpcnco 
attending Major Browno s Embassy and tho troubles to which uo behove 
it bos gi\cn n 2 >o o considered tho Appointment of a Public Muhtcrat 
tho Court of Shah Allum who hod become a Prisoner and mere Irutru 
moot in tho hands of thoMarattos os on indirect Acknowledgement of 
sovereign Autbonly which might bo turned against us and made tho 
Source of Maratta Claims. On the Shaws receipt of tho Governor 
Generals Letter which announced MajorBroHnos Itccoll ho is sold to 
have eaprcsAcd hii total Du-tatUfactioo with tho Mtasuro and ho thought 
proper to renow a Demand which he hod not tnoilo to our KnowlciloO 
since tho >car 1770 for Payment of the TnLuto so lung withheld fium time 
Provinces doinng at tho some time that ilajor lirwwno n>i„hl rrmsln 
uith him to nc^oliato tho liu'inris Ui its tonijilclojii- buiha tluw frvw 
tho Shaw alone would havohecnof hltlo Con*c(iUcn«.o Lul wa» aitrtwh'J 
withau implied Threat of Maratta Ud to*up]-jn it and with a L-rtUf 
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from Sindia requesting a clear and explicit Answer to it. Tins Letter was 
forwarded by Major Broivne and not by the regular Channel of your 
Resident wth Sindia who was entirely iminfoimed of it until he heard 
from Major Palmer to whom Majoi Biowne had communicated the Intelli- 
gence yet Major Browne and !Mr Anderson were in each others Neighbour- 
hood, and Major Palmei was at Lucnow Had Mr. Anderson been 
acquainted Avith it in due time he might have joined his Endeavours 
to Major Biowne’s to prevent its being sent, but this ivas not allowed him 
The Governor General on leceiving the Letters from the Shah and from 
Sindia apprized Major Browne of the risque to which he exposed himself 
of incurring the Penalties annexed to Disobedience of Orders by not having 
complied with those issued to him w'lthout loss of Time and recommended 
that he should instantly attend to them, and representing to the Shaw 
that his Departure from his Court pi oceeded from those Oiders mdepen- 
dently of any other Consideration We suppose therefore that Major 
Browne is now on his Way to the Presidency The Governor General also 
acquainted Mr Anderson that it was through him and not through Major 
Browne that he expected to leain the real Intentions of Sindia, that he 
should not lightly take up a Matter that may have originated and might 
terminate as it originated in Major Biowne’s Opinion of the Consequence 
of his Office as Minister with Shah Allum but should prepare for the Worst 
and send Orders accordingly to the commanding Officers in Smdia’s 
Neighbourhood The whole Subject was laid before us m a Mmute from 
the Governor General who advised that Letters should be witten to Shah 
Allum and to Sindia to the following Purport to which We agreed and the 
Letters have been sent to Mr Anderson with a discretionary Power vested 
m him to deliver them or not as he shall judge best 

4 The Letter to the Shah states that “when the Kmg and Parha- 
ment of England were lately mvestigating the Affairs of India, they upon 
a Principle of Justice took Notice of his Majesty’s Rights as the records 
of the Parhament which are pubhshed to all the World would clearly shew, 
but that they were withheld from sendmg orders upon the Subject of that 
Justice by seeing that his Majesty had voluntarily resorted to the Pro- 
tection of another Power, and had not been pleased to remain with the 
English that the Governor General for his own Part bore the utmost 
respect and Veneration to his Majesty’s Person and Rights, that he would 
forward faithfully to his Sovereign and to the Company all Letters which 
Has Majesty might be pleased to transmit to him and that for that reason 
he had given a Commission to Mr Anderson to wait upon his Majesty to 
receive his Commands, but that as the British Nation was renowned for 
Smcenty and Truth it was the Governor General’s Duty to inform his 
Majesty that the Pnendship of England towards him and the August 
Pamily would ever flow from a volimtary Disposition and not thro’ the 
Intercession or Interference of any other Power however nearly related m 
Affiance with them ” 

The Letter to Mahagee Smdja states “that many requests had been 
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lately mado to the Governor General by other Powers which ho bad not 
mentioned to Smdia leaving to him that fmdom of Action in hU own 
Affairs which ho should ever maintain m those of this Government while 
ho hod the Honor to bo at the Head of It that this was the trao and 
honorable foundation of Public Fnendahip between great State#, that hi# 
personal Reapect and Esteem for Slndia had been cjlabliahcd upon ono 
solid foundation that of Ms having observed Truth In all his Letter# and 
Word# and amcerity in all Ms Action# that observing that Mohageo Sindla 
poescssed this Merit above all the Prince# of India the Engluh declined 
the Oder# of other Chiefs and endeavonred to clear rather than obstruct 
his road to Power, that Sindia # letter accompanying that of Shah AUum 
might b© coniidered either in a friendly or on unfriendly Light, that the 
Governor General wa# ready to construe It os was most ogreablo to him 
who wrote it and to act accordingly but os ho did not receive it from him 
thro* Mr Anderson ho should delay deciding m respect to it until bo 
should hear from that Gentleman. 

5 We hope to bo soon informed by Mr Anderson on the important 
Subject of these Lottori and in tlmo to communicata Ms Obsorvatioa# to 
you with our nejet Advices, 

0 You wore acquainted by oar last that Col P John Ciunmlng 
bad received a requisition from tho VUlcr for bis return to Futtygbur with 
tbo whole Detachment ojcccpt two Regiment# of Sepoy# that were to rv 
zQirin at Anopshlcr under Licuii. Col Knudson Ue accordingly loft 
Anopshcor on the Itt Instant but on tho first day of hi# March he rectlved 
Antbority to remain on the Frontier if bo should think It necessary for 
tho safety of tho Vlxicrs Dominions. The Colonel ho# slnco returned to hi# 
former station at Anopaheer Tho Nabob bo# declared himself willing to 
defray tho Charge# of this Detachment during an Appearance of a Necessity 
for it • Serdeo 

7 Tho Fort of Agra surrendered to Slndia on tho 27th Ulto * and 
tho Shaw immediately afterwords conferred the Soubabdarry of tbo 
Province# on hUaecood Son the Prince AebarShaw and tbo dcput^shlp 
on Sadogeo Dcshmuck Sindus Son in Law In tho mean time SIndU 
appointed Uaa>ge« Pattcileo a rcUtion of his oan to the Gorernment of 
tiio Fort on the port of his Son In law and having token measures for tho 
stttlcmtnt of the Pro\ ineo marched «itb tbo King from Agra on the llh 
Instt touonl# IXlhi Ue boa baited at Mutrah on his «a> aud It U 
thought that ho will i\ main therefor sometime to conclude the Nrgo- 
tlatlon which he has begun w ilh the KcUidar of All>thur for the suntuder 
of tho iort— tho treasures of the late Nauoub AfnuUh Cuan aro rcpurt«l 
to ho lodged In All>gbur which U said to ho dcluaUcd for 12 Months to 
bo %ery strong ond to hate a numerous CarrUon under tho Commanil of 
Jehangur Cawn Brother to Vfrasiab.

8 \our Itoidcut with Mahageo birwhs continues ttcsily in Ui 
Belief that tho Intentions of that Chief *re frkmlly and U< Irofc«lvn» 
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sincere, ho^veve^ strong the Apprehensions and however current the 
reports ot a dififeient Nature The last Lettei which your Governor 
Geneial received fiom Sindia was wiitten within 4 days after that which 
has been already mentioned to have been tiansmitted by Major Bro^vne 
and yet was couched in the most fiiondly Terms, we earnestly wish that 
no Event may happen to break the Relation in which ho stands to you but 
as his support of the Shaw’s Demand and leference to a menacing Shoka 
which announced to us in terms not very easily misundei stood that the 
Maratta Forces under Sindia are at the Shaw’s Command convey no shght 
Suspicion of his Views, as adverting to Ins past Measures and not laying 
a Stress that might deceive us upon his public Assurances, we thinlc that 
we can trace the real Causes of them to a Pohcy which requiies om* most 
vigilant Attention as his Mimster Bow Bucksey has been secretly tampering 
with the Shah Zada who is now under youi’ and the Vizier’s Protection 
at LucnoAV to prevail upon the Prince to return to his Father’s Court, 
that the Subjection of the house of Timor to the Maratta Power might 
be rendered absolute and complete and the English bo deprived of that 
Check which while the Prince remains with them they possess over Sindia’s 
Ambitious Prospects Influenced by these Considerations we have thought 
it incumbent on us as well from a due regard to the Honor and Dignity 
of this Government as for the sake of ascortaimng the real Intentions of 
Mahagee Sindia towards the Company and the Vizier to direct Mr James 
Anderson to obtam from him a Disavoival of any Intention to support the 
Shah’s Claim or a declaration of his entire satisfaction with the Answer 
which your Governor General has sent to his Letter if m the discretion 
vested in Mr. Anderson he has thought it adviseable to dehver the letter 
which contained such Answer 

9 We think it nor improbable that Smdia’s Object in making the 
Demand, (for we cannot consider the Demand from the Shah m his 
present Situation but as that of Sindia himself) may have been to exhibit 
to the Government of Poonah the great Advantages hkely to accrue to the 
Maratta State from the Influence he has obtained in the Adimnistration 
of the Shah’s Affairs and to reconcile in some decree the Minds of the 

O 

Poonah Ministers to his encreasing Authority. We have therefore desired 
Mr. Anderson to inform himself very particularly, whether Smdia is not at 
this time carrying on some Negotiation with the Poonah Government with 
a view to the effectual support of Shah Allum’s Claims and whether a 
Maratta Force may not be crossmg the Pemnsula to cooperate with him 

10. In this last Event Mr Anderson will determme whether it may 
or may not be most adviseable to instruct Mr Mhllet who is now on his 
Way from Surat to proceed at once to Poona to separate the Mimsters from 
the Cause of Smdia, and if his Opmion should decide m the Affirmative 
we have authorised him to send Orders to Mr Mallet accordingly 

11. Unwilhng as we are to engage in Hostihties if the same can 
possibly be avoided, it is yet our Duty to watch with Care the Movements 
^d Proceedings of so powerful a Neighbour a9 Mahagee Smdia and to bo 
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proparod against any of an hostile Tendency and considering the Rapidity 
of Sindia a Motions wo conceived that Wo could not bo too cariy in our 
Mcosurcfl. 

12 Wo have tho highest Confidenco m the Honor Judgement and 
PmdcncoofMr Anderson and as tho remotcncaa of this Presidency from 
tho Scene of Sindia s Operations is too great to aliow of onr ■onHtn^ ^ Orders 
so soon as Orders should bo given on every Occasion that may onso for 
them We have mvested him with largo discretionary Powers a^d sent him 
tho following Instructiona 

13 If Mr Anderson should think that Sindia a Stay at Muttrah 
will bo productivo of Effects hostile to tho Vuder or should ho fln/l that 
Smdia IS either himself disposed to entertain such Designs or to bo in 
flucnccd by the Advice of Persona disaffected to your or bis Excellency’s 
Government or that he forms improper Expectations from his ilogul 
Authority wo havo authorixed Mr Anderson to make a splrilcd Re- 
presentation to him in the Eamo of this Government against his Encroach 
incnts and unjnst Demands and warn him of tho Consequences of such 
Conduct This ropmentation foiling of its Effect or If Sindia should act 
with Duplicity and havo mode Prepamtioni for Invading tho Viziers 
Tomtoncs, Wo have outhonxed Mr Anderson to signify our directions to 
Col Ironsido and OoL Sir John Cumming that they immediately unito 
their Forces and tako tho most favonblo Position for checking tho Views 
of Sindia defending tho Territories of tho Vizier ami sUrrlng up the bdk 
and Mogul Chiefs against 

14 Wo havo thought It proper however to caution Mr iWlerson 
against issuing these Orders, until the lost Extremity and against op- 
pnxlng cither Col Ironsido or Col Sir John Cumming or any otbiur Person 
of tho Purport of thorn before ho shall aco a Necessity for doing so 

13 Ho is to bo early in his Communications to Luenow upon all 
Matters that relate to tho Security of tho\izjers Dominions and ho os 
well oa Major Palmer oro instructed to watch with the utmost Vigilance 
any Correspondence or Negotiations that may bo corr^'ing on at Luenow 
thro tho of Bow Duckw^y or between Smdia and the pnndpaj 

ChieJj in tho \ Izicr a Dominions. Tho InlertaU of the Company and tho 
\ixicrmtho presentState of the 31anilla Poacr and tho sWtlon ubicli

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Measures We have assiiicd him in the strongest Terms of our fixed 
Determination to support his Authority and Rights against the Encroach- 
ments of any Rower whatsoever, and wo have lecommendcd it to him to put 
his Forts on the Western Frontier m a state of immediate Defence we have 
given him similar Advice with respect to the Fort of Allahabad and pro- 
posed that it should bo garrisoned by a Detachment of your Troops It 
has also been recommended to his Excellency to take Means for drawing 
together and preparing for actual Service such Native Cavalry as are 
in his Pay and Domimous and not absolutely required for the Collec- 
tion of his Revenues but useful as these may bo in some Respects, We 
must confess that we have little Depondance on any material Service 
from the Vizier’s own Troops The Part of his Forces m whom any 
Rehance could be placed either by himself or us was the Corps of 
regular Mogul Cavalry which ho has lately discharged They have arrived 
With their Commanders in Siiidia’s Camp, and ivcro to bo entertained 
m a few days, wo have taken some Measures for rocovciing their Services to 
the Vizier if they should not have been actually engaged to Mahageo Sindia 
[17 ] Your oivn Tioops stationed beyond Chunar consist of the follow- 
ing Numbers So resjiectablo a force is equal to any Service against a 
Native Power and wo have the Pleasure to inform you that the Arrears due 
to it are well paid up

[18 ] Several of the leading Chiefs of the Seiks hare made Overtures 
from all Quarters for an Alhance with your Government and that of the 
Vizier against the Marattas The Advances of these People were thought to 
be smeere smee they were much more exposed to the Encroachments of the 
Marattas than the Viziers Subjects and have formerly experienced their 
hostihty m a very severe Degree we deemed it however proper to en- 
courage their Expectations only by general Assurances conceiving that the 
Delay m accedmg finally to their Overtures might be protracted until the 
real Designs of Sindia should b© so well ascertamed as to enable us to 
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Jndgo whether we shoold apcept their Asalstopco or not But wo arc jiut 
advised by Mr Anderson that they have entered into a Treaty oOcn&i\o 
and defensive with llahogeo Sindlo. Mr Anderson is aware that this 
Connection may alarm the ^Trier and is endeavouring to procure from 
Sindia a Copy of the Treaty with aatislactory Eliplonatlons of It but ho 
observes that considering that Slndla has virtually mado hinuelf res- 
ponsible to yon and the Vliler for the peaceable Behaviour of tho Sciks 
since in the present State of his Connection with them all their Inroads 
must bo supposed to bo made with his knowledge and Approbation the 
Treaty in this View may be considered os advantageous to your Interests 
In this Place we cannot avoid remarkmg that Sir John Gumming hfm 
been assured by a Person dopnted to him liom the Seiko that they 
had been Instigated by Sindia to commit thoir lata Depredations in 
Hobilcund. Tho Sclk Agent promised at bis Departure to retum with 
a declaration to this Porpoea under tha Seals of oil tho Chiefs Ho 
said that there were not leas than thirty thousand Seiks between Poniput 
and Delhi 

[10] Incur lata Instructions to CoL Sir John Cummbg Wo have 
declined giving him Authority for employing his Dotacbment in opposing 
Sindia s reductioa of tho Forts along tho Frontier but wo have instructed 
Mr Anderson to endeavour to dissuodo Sindia from this Measure without 
avowing our Authority for such Bccommondatloo Sindia s Possession of 
theso Forts will giro alarm to the Vhior and Occasioo Disputes between 
tho MoratUs and his Ezcclion^s Subjects. We bavonot moch Ex 
pccUtion We must confess that SindJa will bo diverted from his PurpoM 
whilo in Aid of his ambitious Views any Prospect is ofibrUed of bis obtain- 
ing Treasure irom the Conquest but we desire if posaiblo to removo tho 
Grounds of present os well os future Apprehensions for the safely of tho 
Vizier's Dominions and nothing will bo lost if Mr ./Yndersoo s Iteprcscn- 
tation should be succcasfuL 

[20 ] In regard to omen or other Persons in Distress who shall rtsori 
to Sir John Gumming for Protection, in order to escapo tho Ravages of 
Sindia s Troops u-o have acquainted him that such Protection must bo 
oiTorded to them but that ho U not to cncourego such IVrsons to leave 
their Homes nor is [be] to hold out to them any Adrontago in their doing so 
and wo have direct^ m the strongest Terms that be should not i>crmit any 
Act to bo dono by hU oun Authority or by these under his Command that 
could givo Just Oflcnco to Mohageo Sindia or furnish him ulth Um least 
tcnco for any hostile IVocctding against tho Company or tho \ Uicr s Go-

[21.] With respect to the Position of the Detachment under the Com- 
mand of Sir John Gumming wo have dnected him to be guided solely by 
the Vizier’s Orders, until that particular Emergency shall occur m which 
Mr Anderson is authorized to give him Instructions and if such Position 
should be disagreable to Mahageo Smdia, Mr. Anderson is desired to 
acquaint him that he has himself given Occasion for it by the Impiopnety 
of his late representation on the Subject of the Tribute and the Doubt 
which this has produced of those friendly Dispositions which have before 
marked his Relation to the Company 

[22.] The last Order given by the Vizier for the return of Sir John 
Cummmg’s Detachment to Anopsheer has been occasioned by the Colonel’s 
Conduct in encampmg it within a few Coss of Allyghur and as it is said 
beyond the Vizier’s Jurisdiction and having given a Meeting to the 
Kelladar. This Proceeding and the Assurances of Support said to have 
been made by Sir John Gumming to the Kelladar alarmed Sindia who 
considered it as evincing a determmed Resolution in us to oppose his 
Measures. Sir John Cummmg indeed under a Jealousy of Smdia’s en- 
creasing Power and an Apprehension of the Consequences which his 
Possession of the Ports on the Frontier might have on the security of the 
Vizier’s Countiy, announced his Intention to Mr Andeison and desired 
that the same might be mentioned to Mahagee Sindia, of opposing the 
Designs of that Chief until Orders should be received from us if the 
Marattas should cross the Jumna and commence their Operations against 
the Forts m his Neighbourhood. Mr Anderson very properly declined 
makmg this Intention known to Smdia and protested against it as being 
m his Opimon highly prejudicial to the Enghsh Interests We have the 
Pleasure however to understand that Sir John Cummmg has since ex- 
pressed himself rather doubtful of the Propnety of hia actmg in the 
Manner he had proposed Mr. Anderson further advises us that havmg 
reason to think that Representations from Lucnow will have effectually 
diverted Sir John Cummmg from the Pursuit of his late Intentions, 
he had, in this Confidence, been induced to send a Message to Smdia 
informmg him that all the reports he had heard of Sir John Gum- 
ming havmg with his Army trespassed the Vizier’s Frontiers and 
encamped at Allyghur with Views of Opposition to him were false and 
assuring him that if he would disregard these reports entirely he would 
find that they would soon subside of themselves This Message we are 
informed by Mr. Anderson was receive'd by Smdia with an Excess of Joy 
and was thought to have contributed greatly to dimmish the Apprehension 
into which he and his Durbar have been thrown for some days Past 

[23 ] However injudicious Sir John Cumrmng’s Conduct may have 
been m conferrmg with the Kelladar of Allyghur and givmg him Assurances 
pf Support against the Mar^tt^s jt h^S had the good present Effect of 
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inducing Sindia to reca l l tho Troops tliut ho had sent acroia the Jumna 
and wero to have been followed by many More to carry hia Designs against 
the Forts Into Execution, 

[24 J Every Precaution has been taken for tho prceervation of tho

[1 ] Our last Address to you was by the Eliza and dated the 29th Ulto 
That Vessel was ordered to Bussorah for the conveyance of Dispatches of 
very considerable Importance as well from this Department as from the 
Secret Department of Inspection Duplicates have been sent by the Way 
of Madras and we have the Honor to transmit Duphcates thereof with this 
Letter Your Ship Admiral Hughes being under Destmation to .the Bom- 
bay Presidency, we have thought it adviseable that she should first proceed 
to Muscat and deliver his Packet theie to be sent on a hght Boat to 
Bussorah from whence it will be forwarded to you by your Resident 
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[2 ] Our lost Letter adnacd you of a threatening Demand received 
from Shah Allum for Payment ofthaTnbuto for thew Provincci and of 
Sindia a Support of it conveyed thro 31ajor Browne. It informed you 
also of the Pleasure* that we had token in consequenco to vindicate the 
Dignity of your Government and to oaccrtain explicitly Sindia ■ actual

7 We have received with the fullest sense of gratitude the thanks 

rendered to the Members of this Government by your

Proprietors on the 7th November, and have directed, that they be offici- 
ally transmitted to your late Governor General We have also ordered our 
Secretary to advise Mr David Anderson of the honorable testimony which 
you have borne to his conduct m negociatmg with the Maratta Powers 

8. Our Secretary has been directed to collect from our Consultations 
Genl Letter appears therem with respect to the proceedmgs of 

10th Deer. 1784 your late Governor General at Luenow, and to prepare a 
Para, 3d. , (jistmct account thereof, which will be transmitted to you 

by the first sea conveyance, and we have required Major Browne to furnish 
us With the whole correspondence^ between the late Governor General and 
him from the time of his first appomtment to reside at the Court of Delhi 
doivn to the latest period It will be sent to your Honble Court by the 
first opportumty that may offer after our receipt of it 

9 A copy of this paragraph has been commumcated to Major 

^ Browne, who has long smee withdrawn from Delhi, but is 

not yet arrived at the Presidency We have therefore 
repeated our orders to him to repair hither as soon as possible 

10 We shall now proceed to lay before you m brief the occurrences 
which have happened smee the 16th May last, when we had the honor of 
addressmg you last by the way of Bussorah.

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11 On tho 14th Ultimo we received a letter iiozD your Right Hon- 
ble. Prerident and Cotmcil at Fort St. George bearing date the 1st of that 
month enclosing copies of your General Letten of the 0th and 10th Decem- 
ber 1784 in which you ordered tho Burrender of tho ottignment to tho 
Nabob of tho Comatio withont delay and stated tho arrangement which 
you desired ehoald be made with tho Nabob and tho Rajah of Tanjoro for 
defraying tho expcnce of protecting tho Camatio in peaco and war 

12 Tho dispatch was brought to ns by Lord 3Iacartnoy who had 
-como [to] Bengal on his way to Fngland at the particular re^^ucat of your 
administration at Fort St George that wo might bo apprized by hia per 
sonal representations of tho embarrassments which they suffered and 
be prepared to afford them all tho rohef in our power 

13 Our next advices will lay before you tho soveral arguments that 
were stated to us by the Gootlomen of that Presidency on tho subject of 
your commands for summdermg tho assignment * They were arguments 
of sonoos importanco and received os they merited our candid and 
Impartial attention. They were strengthened by the reasonings of Lord 
Macartney to whom your Governor QonoraJ at our request commimicatcd 
our readiness to receive any representations that hu Lordship might wish 
to mohe to os on tho restoration of the assJgtimcnt or in general on the 
affairs of Fort St George and who inconsequence dclticrcti bis opinions 
to us. It appeared to us, that >*our orders for surrendering tbe;\ssjgnmcDt 
wore given after much consideration and with a full mow of the comcqu 
onccs that were likcl> to anso from thorn cod that tboy were founded on a 
liberal pnncJpIo of national jusUeo that you bad toicn extraordinary 
pains in >t}ur letter to tho Nabob of Arcot to explain to hu Highness tho 
conditions on which the Sunnud of Aadgnmont was restored to him, and 
that tho Nabob must Infor from this letter that tho forfLituro of his Coun- 
try irould bo a certain conscqucnco of tho nonpcrfonnanco of thuMi condl 
tions It appeared to us also that tho importanco and equitable omnge- 
ment wldcli }ou hrul proposed with tho Nabob and tho Rajah of Tonjorc 
was so connected with your orders ixlatlve to tho assignment tlut tho 
execution of them could not bo suspended without injury to that arrange- 
ment. U o saw tho Justice and felt tho policy of leaving to onlcm so o> ident 
ly founded on prinaplcs of nallouai justice and duxxttd to tho puhllogotxl 
thur full scope and proper effect and wo trusUd tliat tho Nabob would 
find gnatcr resources than ^our Presidency of lortbt George cipccUd 
from lus best exertions. 

14 To that administration wo recomroended that they should carry 
^ourorders rclatho to tlwi iorrciultrof tho asjJgimicnt Into execution 
without dela^ and wo assured them that every old of rrsourtc and every 
cooperation within tho iwwcr of this Government would bo ehcarfully

Mimsters, or Agents, m the punctual performance of the stipulations 
under which his country was ordered to be restored to him, were stated in 
forcible and decided terms, and we thought it necessary to attend so parti- 
cularly to the security of the renters, who have fully and faithfully fulfill- 
ed their engagements with the Company, that your Governor General 
acquainted the Nabob, that any mjury or oppression towards these 
renters from his Highness’s government, would be considered as an act of 
hostihty towards the Company 

16 But long before these dispatches could have been received at 
Fort St George and notwithstanding the refeience that was made to this 
Government a negociation was opened by your Servants at that Presidency 
with the Nabob Walau Jah, m which, from a due regard to the early 
execution of your commands in respect to the Assignment, his Highness’s 
assent was obtamed to certam articles of agreement declared to have the 
full force of a treaty and Prehmmary to the general arrangement 
which you have ordered for the protection of the Carnatic in peace and 
war. Such assent having been received, the assignment was immediately 
restored, and the articles of agreement were executed by your President 
and the Nabob A copy of them attends you a number in this dispatch. 
A material deviation which they appear to have from the letter of your 
orders is, that land security is given in heu of that of Saucars for the due 
performance of his Hjghness’s engagements, but with this provision, that 
the latter shall be substituted for the former if we should desue it 

17 On Lord Macartney’s resignation of the office of President at 
Fort St George, there was a balance m that treasury of Page 269898, 
but this would contiibute in no great proportion to the diminution of the 
heavy and urgent demands on it foi it is stated to us, that on the 18th 
Ultimo, there was an army arrear existing of 18 lacs of Pagodas, and 
your Civil Establishment was in arrear for 18 months 

18. Our advices from Mr Anderson are m substance as follow. 

19. Shah Allum and Mahajee Sindia having disavowed any know- 
ledge of their letters to the Governor General, in which the demand for 
payment of the tribute was made, Mr Anderson availed himself very 
properly of the discretion which we vested in him, and suppressed the 
dehvery of the answers to them, mentioned in our advices to your Honble 
Court of the 29th April 

20 Sindia foreseeing the length of time that would be necessary 
for the reduction of AUyghur, and unwilhng to leave this object un-’ 
accomphshed, prevailed on the Bong to forego hia resolution of proceeding 
to Delhi, and to canton during the rams at Muttrah In the mean time 
the vicimty of your detachment under Colonel Sir John Cummmg operated 
as a check upon Smdia’s designs on AUyghur, and alarmed him with respect 
to their accomplishment, for he had heard that the Colonel was carrymg 
on a coriespondence with Jehangur Cawn the Kelladar, and he was 
apprehensive that an asylum might be affoided him, or rather a protection 
given to the treasure in the place, for the possession of this treasure which 
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mcludod the effecU and property of the late Ameer U1 Omrah Afraaiab 
Cawn -Haa the principal object of the conqneat. Wo imagine that the 
arguments which ilr Anderson has osed in reply to ilohajeo Sindla • re- 
presentation on this subject will have removed hii suspicion of any direct 
intcrforenco on the port of this Government or the Nabob Vizier for the 
defence of Allyghur No enconragoment will be given to the KeUador of 
that Portress to desire an asylum in bii Excellenoya dominions but if 
it should be desired it cannot be dnmed to him We have deaired 3Ir 
Anderaon to inform Sindia that it is not the custom of the to 

enquire into these subjects that the proteotion due to the property 
brought with the person caimot bo sepexated from the protection given to 
the person himself but that neither the Company nor their servants will 
be benefited by it 

21 In the wish of preventing the consequences that might arise from 
poesibb disagreements betirccn thoViiiors subjects and thoMomttaa, if 
Smdia possessed hunself 01 the chain of Ports on the western frontier wo 
formerly desired Mr Anderson to endeavor to prevail on him (but in such 
manner os might shew the advice rather to proceed from his own judg 
meat of Sindia s Interest than from our authority) not to pursue this lino 
of conquest He did so and sounded him on preserving the Fort of i!Ul> 
ghur to the possession of Johangur Cawn but so much jealousy was 
discovered by Sindia on this occasion that Air iVndorson thought it best

23 Our latent advices from Air iVndcrson are dated the 30tb June 
and inform us that Sindia had detached a considerabio body of Lis troops 
under Nudjif Oooloy Cawn against Allyghur tbst NudJLf Cooloy hod 
ondcrtaLcu to ncgociato with iho KcUador but it was imagined that tho 
question would not bo peaceably adjusted.

shew, but that they were inthheld from sending Orders on the Subject of 
that Justice, by seeing that Ebs Majesty had voluntarily resorted to the 
Protection of another Power, and had not been pleased to remain with the 
Enghsh that the Governor General for his own Part bore the utmost Bes- 
pect and Veneration to His Majesty’s Person and Bights, and that he would 
forward faithfully to his Sovereign and to the Company all Letters which 
Ebs Majesty might be pleased to transmit to him that for that Beason he 
had given a Commission to Mr Anderson to wait upon his Majesty to re- 
ceive his Commands, but that as the British Nation was renowned for

them ” The Letter to Mahajee Smdia stated “that many requests had been 
lately made to the Governor General by other Powers which he had not 
mentioned to Smdia, leavmg to him that Freedom of Action m his own 
Affairs which he should ever maintain m those of this Government while he 
had the Honor to be at the Head of it, That this was the True and 
Honorable Foundation of Pubhc Friendship between great States , that his 
Personal Esteem and Bespect for Smdia had been established upon one 
sohd Foundation, that of his having observed Truth m all his Letters and 
Words, and Smcerity m all his Actions, that observmg that Mahajee Smdia 
possessed this Merit above all the Princes of India, the English dechned 
the offers of other Chiefs, and endeavoured to clear rather than obstruct 
his Boad to Power , that Smdia’s Letter accompanying that of Shah Allum 
might be considered either m a Friendly or unfriendly Light That the 
Governor General was ready to construe it as was most agreeable to him 
'who wrote it and tp agt accordmgly, but as he did not receive it from him 
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throDgh Mr Anderson ho should delay deciding in Respect to it until ho 
should hear from that Gentleman. 

10 You wtn acquomted by our lost Letter that ColL Sir John 
Ca mming had received a Reqaintion from the Vizier for hU Return to 
Fattyghor mth the whole jDetaohment exceptmg two Rcgimente of Sepoy* 
that were to remam at Anopeheer under Lieutenant Colonel H Knud*on. 
Ho accordingly left Anopehcer on the 1st April but on the first doy of hi*

Do mininna . The Colonel then retnmod to his former Station at 
Anopsheer 

17 The Fort of Agra surrendered to Mahajee Slndia on the 27th 
of March and the Shah immediately aftenvard* conferred the Soubohdarry 
of the Provlnco on his Second Son the Prince Aibor Shah and the Huputy 
ship [sic] on Ladogeo Deahmuok Sindia s Son in Law In the mean Time 
Smdla appointed Raaygco PattoDee a Relation of his own to the Govern 
ment of the Fort, on the Part of hi* Son m Law and having taken other 
Measures for the Settlement of the Province marched with the King from 
Agra on the 4th of Apnl towards Delhi ho halted at Muttrah on his way 
and it was thoogbt that ho would remain there for some Time to conclude 
the Kegociation which bo had begun with the Kcllcdar of Ail^gbor for the 
Surrender of that Fort. Tho Treosnres of tho lato Nawab Vfrasalb Cawn 
wore reported to bo lodged in All^gburr which wo* said to bo vicloollcd 
for 12 Months to bo very strong and to bavo a numerous Garrison 
under the Command of Jehanguir Cawn Brother to Afrasaib Its Distance 
from tho Frontier of tho Nabob Vhdor s Dominions [is] 4 or Coss. 

18 Your Resident with Mahajeo Sindia uninformed at this Timo of 
tho Into Conduct of that Chief was steady in his Belief that his Intentions 
were friendly and his Ifrofcsiions smccro bovo\cr strong tho Appreben* 
sions and however Current the Reports of a diifcrcnt hiaturo He trans* 
milted a Letter to Your Governor Goncrol from Sindia urit ten within 4 
days after that which has boon already mentioned to ba\e been rccolved 
by Major Browne and It was couched In the most friendly Terms. l\o 
had earnestly wished that nothing should occur to break tho RcUlion In 
which ho stood tokou but as bis Support of tho Shah s Doumd and 
Reference to a menacing Shoka which announced to us in Terms not cosily 
to bo muundentood that tho ^[abratU borers under SIndU were at the 
Shah s Commamh conw^cd no slight Suspicion of his \*hjwj asailvcrtlng 
to bis pastMcasurts, and not lading a strcAS that might dceelvo us U|«on bis 
Publlo iVisurantcs wo thought that wo could traeo tho real Causes of them 
to a Policy which required our roost tigllont Attention \s bU ^liniitcrs 
Mow Mucksoy had been secretly tampering with the bhahsa^U, who 
was under \ our and tho \ Uier * i*rutcction atLuenow to j^revalJ uj*o tU 
I'nneo to return to his bathers Court that tho Subjection of ibo Hoiuo of 
Timur tothoMahratla I’owcfmiobl U» rendered ahoduto wul cvmidral, and 
tho tnpluh to dcpntnd of that Check which, wbllo tho IViiKC icnuiltr'l 
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with them, they possessed over Smdia’s ambitious Projects , Influenced by 
these consideiations we thought it incumbent on us, as well from due regard 
to the Honor and Dignity of this Government as for the Sake of ascertain- 
ing the real Intentions of Mahajee Smdia towards the Company, and the 
Vizier, to direct Mr James Andeison to obtain from him a Disavowal of 
any Intention to support the Shah’s Claim, or a Declaration of his entire 
Satisfaction with the answer which Youi* Governor General sent to his 
Letter, if in the Discretion vested in Mi. Anderson he thought it advisable 
to dehver the Letter which convoyed such answer 

19 It appealed to us not improbable that Sindia’s Object in making 
the Demand (for we could consider the Demand from the Shah in his then 
Situation but as that of Sindia himself) might have been to exhibit to 
the Government of Poonah the great Advantages likely to accrue to the 
Mahratta State from the Influence ho had obtained in the Administration 
of the Shah’s AfFaiis, and to reconcile in some Degree the Minds of the 
Poonah Mmisteis to his encreasing Authority We theiefore desired 
Mr. Andeison to mform himself voiy paiticularly whether Sindia was not 
at that Time carrying on some Hcgociation with the Poona Government , 
with a view to the effectual Support of Shah AUum’s Claim, and whether 
a Mahratta Force might not bo crossing the Pemnsula to coopeiate with 
him. 

20 In this last Event ive left it to Mi Andeison to determine 
whether it might not bo most adviseable to msti uct Mr Malet, who was 
then on his way from Surat, to piocecd at once to Poona, to seperate the 
Ministers from the Cause of Sindia, and if his opinion should decide in the 
affirmative, we authorized him to send Oideis to Mr Malet Accordingly 

21 XJnwilhng as we were to engage m Hostihties, if the same could 
be possibly avoided, it was yet our duty to watch with Care the Move- 
ments and Proceedings of so powerful a Neighbour as Mahajee Sindia, and 
to be prepared against any of an hostile Tendency, and considermg the 
Rapidity of Smdia’s Motions, we conceived that we could not be too early 
m our Measures. 

22. Having the highest Confidence m the Honor, Judgement and 
Prudence of Mr. Anderson, and as the Remoteness of this Presidency from 
the scene of Sindia’s Operations was too great to allow of our sendmg 
Orders so soon as orders should be given on every Occasion that might 
arise for them, we mvested bim with large discretionary Powers, and sent 
him the followmg Instructions 

23 Lf Mr Anderson should think that Smdia’s stay at Muttrah 
would be productive of Effects hostile to the Vizier, or he should find that 
Smdia was either himself disposed to entertam such Designs, or to be 
mfluenced by the advice of Persons disaffected to Your or his Excellency s 
Government, or that he formed improper Expectations from his Mogul 
Authority, We authorized Mr Anderson to make a spuited Representation 
to him in the Name of the Government agamst his Encroachments and 
unjust Demands, and warn him of the Consequences of such Conduct. 
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Thi* Representation iafling of Effect or if Sindla ahooJd act witli Dpplicity 
and have made Preparations for invading the Vmers Temtorics, Wo 
anthonxed Mr Anderson to signify our Rireotiona to Colonel Ironside, and 
Colonel Sir John Cummlng that they should immediately unite thou* 
Forces and taie the most favorable Position for checking the View* of 
Slndia defending the Tcmtoncs of tho Vixicr and stirring up the Scik and 
Mogul Cbieis against him. 

24. We thought it proper however to caution Mr Anderson 
against iasulng these Orders until the last Extremity and o^iiust apprizing 
either Colonel Ironside or Colonel Sir John Camming or any other Person 
of the Purport of them beforo he should see a necessity for doing so 

25 Ho was to bo early in his Communications to Luenow upon ail 
Matters that related to tho Security of tho \Tzior’s Dominion* and ho a* 
well os Major Palmer ware instructed to watch with tho utmost Vlgdenco 
any Correspondenco or ^egoaatlons that might bo carrying on at Luenow, 
through the Means of Mow Mucksoyor between Sindia and tho Principal 
Chiefs In the Vizior s Country Tho Interests of tho Company and tho 
Vizier in the preaent State of tho Mabratta Poncr and the Sanction of 
tho Shah s authority would givo to tho Excrclso of it were so deeply

20 Tho VUlcr was requested to conform to any Virongcmcnts 
that ifr ^Vnderson might suggest and admit tho operation of an> 
Measures that ho might recommend whiio bo mnainod in Sindia** Camp 
for tho safety of hi* Excellency s Country in any Extremity that might 
require such Measure* Wo ossurtxl him In the strongest Tirms of our 
fixed Determination to support hi* Authority and Right against tlioEn 
croachments of any Power whatsoever and wo recommended tofalm to put 
bu Fort* on tho Western Frontier in a state of iromediato Defence Uog4\o 
him similar Ad\ico with respect to tho Fort of Mlahabad and propos'd that 
it should bo garrisoned by a Detachment of lour Trooiis It was aho 
recommended to hi* Excvlloncy to Ulo Mean* for drawing together an<l

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Audience of leave Smdia expressed his desire to be present on the occasion, 
and Avas so We refer to the Nariative of ivhat passed at this audience for 
the particulars of the Conversation We doubt not that they will appear [to] 
You as extraordinary as they did to us Mi Anderson possessed of the 
Governor General’s Sentiments on the Eeceipt of the Shoira horn Shah 
AUum, and Sindia’s Lettei, that came with it and now informed by Majoi 
Browne of irhat Sindia had said to him in the Shaiv’s Burbai, began to 
appiehend that the late friendly piofessions of that Chief had been entirely 
fallacious and [it] immediately occuiied to him that after so extraordinary 
behaviour on the Part of Smdia after so wanton a Tiesspass on that 
Delicacy of Conduct which the English Government had ever shewn to 
him, it was necessary to loss [sic] no time, in takmg some step that might 
manifest of our Sense of it 

29 His resolution was instant and he instantly announced it to 
Smdia Illness prevented him from declaring it m Peison, he therefore 
prepared a Remonstrance, and sent it by his Confidential Servant Malavey 
Theyrah Been whom he mstructed to lead it to Smdia in the Durbar 
Mr Wilkinson and Lieutenant Wilham Steivait attended the Durbar on 
this occasion at Mr Anderson’s request The Remonstrance stated 
the Grounds of Complaint of Sindia’s Conduct, and his support of the 
Shaw’s Claim, confiimed befoie Majoi Browne and m Conveisation with 
him at the Shaw’s Durbar, aimounced Mi Anderson’s intention to leave 
the Camp The Effect with respect to Smdia was as immediate as the 
decided means ivhich irere adopted foi obtaining it were honourable to 
Your Minister and Creditable to Government Mahajee Smdia expressed 
the greatest Astonishment at the Message which had been sent to him and 
endeavoured by every means in his Power to vindicate him self from the 
Supposition of bemg hostily inclined to the Enghsh, some Parts of the 
Narrative he absolutely denied and others he explamed away In particu- 
lar he observed that he had never made mention of the Tribute of Bengal, 
When he talked of the Money to be paid, he meant nothing but the Petty 
Stipend paid Monthly by the Vizier to the King Me was astomshed that 
any Letter he had written to the Governor Genera] should have appeared 
to him of an Offensive Nature He declared he had only written a few hues 
and he could not account for the Circumstance on any other supposition 
than that of somethmg havmg been foisted into them in the Kmg’s Office, 
where he had sent his Letter to be made up, as to intentions of hostility 
against us, he asked if he had made any preparations for a War against us 
He declared that on the Contrary he had no greater wish than that of 
preservmg a perpetual Friendship with the Enghsh, and he then entered 
mto a Jong enumeration of all the difficulties he had encountered in the 
accomplishment of it. 

30 He waited on Mr Anderson immediately and endeavoured by 
every means m his Power to undeceive him m regard to the opmion he had 
formed and to divert him fiom the Resolution he had in Consequence come 
to Mr Anderson prescribed to him what he should do He told him that 
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Si i idlft should wnt© a letter himself sm} procur® oDotbor to bo ■wntten from 
the Shaw disavowing their knowledge of what had been before written 
and asenbing it entirely to the Error of tho Moonihy and m thu case ho 
would agree to proceed no farther than Etayah and there wait our Orders 
for his return if wo should approve of it Sindia mode no objection to 
writing such Letters intreated Mr Anderson not to quit hia Camp and 
represented to him that if ho thought it proper for tho toko of appearance 
to do so, ho was yet not awaro of many Consequences that could result 
from it.

endeavour to obviate an impiession that may be conceived to the prejudice 
of oui late Conduct by those who may not have sufficiently investigated 
the Motives of it It may be a Subject of enquiry by some -^vhy our 
lesentment has been raised at a Demand founded on Justice, and we may 
be blamed for it We will not Canvass the merits of the Claim, for they 
have undergone full and particular Discussion, nor did they appear to us 
to make any Part of the General Question before us The Question before 
us was whether we should or should not Permit the Dignities of Your 
Government to be insulted by a Marratta Chief who owed his late Powei 
to your forbearance and his inci eased reputation to your Connection with 
him, while he presumed to dictate to us what we should perform, and 
supported a Shoka which infoimed us that the Mahiatta Forces were at the 
Devotion of Shaw Allum and would Act agreeably to his Pleasure 

36 Certain it is that we should have deemed our8elve[s] liable to a 
charge of Imbecility m our Conduct after receiving such a Menace, had we 
taken no notice of it and as clearly are we convinced that a tame sub- 
mission to it would have stamped a discredit on Your Government and 
exposed it to the Derision of surrounding Powers It would also probably 
have subjected us to other Insults offered under that Confidence m our 
Timidity which might be justly warranted from our sufferance of the first, 
but of such a Nature that they must of necessity have produced an 
interruption to the Peace of India. 

37 We have to observe also that our Measures had become an object 
of watchful attention on the Change that had lately taken Place m Your 
Ad min istration, by Mr. Hastings Departure to England, and that we could 
not be too careful as to the opmion that might be entertamed of them 
Your Governor General had taken pains to publish to the Native Powers 
.those Principles of a Pacifick System^ which have been so wisely estabhshed 
m the last Act of the British Legislature, but it was proper also to be pub- 
hckly understood that these were not to be perverted to any mterpretation 
that could weaken your actual Authority, or reflect Discredit instead of 
H,onor on Your Management of it 

38 The Circumstances of our Differences with Mahajee Smdia 
I created mdeed by himself, and the Termination of them, were soon gene- 
rally known, and the Instrument with which he endeavoured to weaken 
your Power became that by wfiich he shook the Contmuance of his own 
Mr Anderson informed us that m the mommg after his remonstrance 
was made Public m Smdia’s Durbar, he received Visits from the Vakeels

To the Hon’ble the Court of Directors for Affairs of the Hon’ble Umted 
Company of Mei chants of England tiading to the East Indies. 

Hon’ble Sirs, 

1 Your Snow Intelligence being now in readmess to proceed to 
England we have the Honor to transmit to you by this Conveyance 
Copies of our Advices by your Ship Swallow, which left Bengal at the 
beginning of last Month 

2 Your Hon’ble Court was then fully informed of the Progress 
which we had made m the Regulation and Retrenchment of your Civil 
and Military Expen ces under this Government We have proceeded 
further m this necessary Work tho’ a httle impeded by the Indisposition 
of your Governor General, and the Necessity consequently imposed on him 
to remove occasionally from Calcutta 

3 Our attention has been also taken up by the Claims which have 
been preferred to us by the French and Dutch, (as noticed m a separate 
address to youi Hon’ble Court) and we have met mth many delays m the 
difficulty to which the Officers of Government have been contmually 
subjected m collecting Minute and comphcated Statements and Accoimts 
from the remotest Parts of Youi' Dommions, and adjustmg them with that 
degree of accuracy which alone could enable us to correct the Abuses that 
ought to be objects of Reform, as well as to ascertain the aaviugs that 
could be made in a permanent Plan of Reduction 

4 You will observe m a Mmute Delivered to Us by your Governor 
General, and recorded m our Proceedmgs of the 11th of March which were 
tiansmitted to you by your Ship Swallow that the Commissary General, 
and the Accountant General together with the Paymastei General, Civil 
Paymaster, the Accomptant to the Revenue Department, and the late 
Compiler of Standmg Orders had been directed to revise the Standmg 
Regulations m their different Offices of Check and Disbursement, and to 
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pxvparo a select abridgment of tbo same to bo snbmitted to os for our finnl 
approbation Tho rules prepared by the Ckjmmlttoo who Invoatigatod tho 
Orders in tbo Civil Department of your Service and tho Descriptions which 
they laid before us of the Duties which appertaining to each Qvil Office 
have been communicated to your Hon bio Court in our dispatches by tbo 
Swallow together with our resolatlons on them Our next object was to 
oxamlno your CivU Establishments which notwithstanding our lato 
RcdncUons amount in tho .Agregato to a Sum which wo conceive may 
bo considerably rotrenebed and wo shall proceed on this reform with all 
po&siblo Dispotck.

9 A great deal of Trouble would be saved by fixing Equivalents 
to be paid annually to Field Officers m heu of the Commission on the 
Revenues and we beg leave to propose the same for your Consideration, 
and that the equivalent may be calculated on a medium of the Net Collec- 
tions for the last five Years 

10. In the course of ilihtary Reform, and Avith a View to embracing 
every branch of your Military Service, the Commander m Chief proposes 
to lay before us some regulations for the Corps of Cavalry , but as the 
Cavalry now employed under this Government consists only of two 
Rossalahs and the Governor Geneial’s Body Guard the Regulations that 
may bo proposed for Cavalry will rather have a reference to any Augmenta- 
tion that may be found necessary in this Part of your Military Estabhsh- 
ment than to the Establishment as it exists at present 

11. The Commander m Chief is now engaged m exammmg the 
Charges to which you are subjected m the Department of Ordnance, parti- 
cularly the Expence of the Magazmes and Camp Eqmpage and Military 
Stores and the other branches of Mihtary Agency He is also revising the 
Establishment of native Aitificers and Lascars, and will recommend to 
us such Reductions m these several charges as he may Judge practicable 
and necessary. 

12. The Commander m Chief having considered the Plan that is 
now pursued m respect to the charge for, or m heu of Budgerows and Boats 
for Officers proceeding upon Service up and down the Coimtry has found 
the Expence large, but does not see any present necessity for an alteration 
of the System, observmg that the Expence will m future be much reduced 
smce he has determined upon permitting no supernumerary Officers to be 
Stationed beyond the Provinces, by which a saving of more than two 
Laacks Annually will arise, and on preventmg as much as possible Re- 
movals of Officers from one Corps to another 

13 We had the Honor of transmittmg to you with om' advices of 
the 31st July a List of the Commissioned Officers, Surgeons, Cadets, Civil 
Servants and others receivmg Pay from the Company m the Mihtary 
Department, as the same stood on the 1st of February last.

14 Having ta ken mto conridcratlon tho Number of Old Balances 
ouUtandlng on tho Pay Master General s Books, and bang doairons to 
traco os £ax os possible inm tho Records and Vouchers in his o£Bce and 
from other authorities the Nature and Ground of tho claims, which the 
Company appear to havo ogolnst Individuals, We have appomted a Com 
mittco for this Purpose consuUng of Mr AVilllam Pawson and Mr "William 
Bemo two of your Servants who are not in any particular employ 
Tbov will bo assisted m their inquiries by tho MUltorj Paym GenI 
wbo6o AkuAtanta or Clerks will enable thorn to Act without any now 
Eatablidiincnt.

21 We agreed to the Proposition of the Commander m Chief and 
an advertizement has been pubhshed requiring Sealed proposals to be deh- 
vered m on or before the 15th October by Persons wiUmg to contract 
for this Service, but as the Service is of the first importance, and the due 
Performance of it indispensably necessary, we have concurred in Opimon 
with the General that we should reserve to ourselves the Power of agreeing 
to such Proposals as we may Deem most advantageous to the Company 
whether the same be, or be not the lowest Proposals, and we have 
pubhshed our Intentions accordingly. 

22 A Representation having been made to us by the Surgeons at 
the Presidency of the Hardship which they suffered in Consequence of 
our Regulations for Reducing the Amount allowed before for House Rent, 
we considered of the Circumstances oi that Haidship as they weie stated 
to us, and as the House Rent fixed for the Surgeons had been Estabhshed 
by a special Resolution of the Board, and had not origmated as an Abuse 
in the Service We agreed that m heu thereof, the Surgeons at the Presi- 
dency should be permitted to draw an Extra allowance of S. Rs 200

To the Hon’ble Court of Directors. 

Hon’ble Sirs, 

1. The Dispatch of the Intelhgence affords us an opportimity of 
transmitting to you a Contmuation of our Proceedings in this Department 
from the 19th July, the Period to which they were last forwarded by your 
Ship Swallow. They are brought up to the 10th Instant and attend You 
with their Index

2. Our Address of the 31st July conveyed to You an Accoimt of 
the Dehvery of Chandernagore to Mr. Dangereux, the Agent appomted by 
His Most Christian Majesty to receive the Cessions to be made to Fiance in 
these Provmces, and it recited such other Events as had occurred to the 
Date of it with Respect to the Execution of the 13th Article of the late 
Defimtive Treaty. 

3. We should have been well pleased to have had it m our Power to 
inform You that our Wish to give the speediest Operation to the Treaty in 
Bengal, and to concede to the Subjects of France every Object that it 
required from us, and every Aid m the Prosecution of their Commercial 
Views that could be properly desired, had been attended with those Conse- 
quences which might reasonably have been expected from such a Disposi- 
tion m this Government, but neither this Disposition, nor the Management, 
and Exertions of our Commissary have produced those Comphances in the 
French Agent, nor at all Times that Decency of Deportment m his Corres- 
pondence With the Representatives of the Bntish Nation, which our

4 We transmit to You a Number m the Packet a Letter addressed 
to us by our Commissary, which contains a clear Detail of all that has

M Chevalier then 
Commandant of Chandemagore, remonstrated in passionate Language 
against the Conduct of Your Governor General and Council in warrantmg 
the Visitation of French Ships, and the Question was referred to the 
respective Courts m Europe 

13 Your Governor General and Council in their General Letter of 
the 22d August 1776, which stated the Particulars of this Disagreement, 
declared to you that, they themselves entertamed “no Doubt of Your Right 
to require an Account of any Ship passing Your Fortifications , that it was 
warranted by the usage of every well regulated Government, and never m 
Fact before that occasion had been disputed by any of the Foreign 
Compames” They observed that “Mr Chevalier did himself admit it even 
m his Remonstrance to be the Practise of European Nations, but founded 
his Claim to an Exemption from it on an absolute Freedom of Navigation 
m the Ganges, which he asserted to be entirely open to all Nations which

At 
present ho has but httlo to fear for though Smdia is highly incensed with 
his conduct and seems oxlromcly desirous of enforcing hrs demands 
against tho Rajah yet ho is prevented by other olrcumstances from 
cUcctnall^ carrying his intentions into excouUon His army Is greatly 
weakened by the various dotacbmenta ho has hod occasion to moko from 
it, and particularly by that sent against BundiJcund under Appa Condey 
Row and that under Mahomed Beg Humdannio which marched against 
a refractory Chief m his own dommions to the S W ofGuohor entitled 
tho Kotchl Rajah. In neither of theso oxpediUons has his success been 
in any respect odoqoato to hla preparations. Uls troops havo been so 
barrauod for want ct pronsions that many of them havo been induced to 
desert and this drcunutanco bos produced other consequences equivalent 
in cUuct to a defeat. In setting on foot so many distant axpeditions at 
tho somo time Slndia eccuis to havo departed from his usual wisdom and 
policy for wbilat ho is hinuclf restrained by other objects from command 
mg In thcM expeditions in person ho can scarcely expect any decided 
sucetbs and tho defeat of any of his detachments might involve tho ruin 
of all his schemes. 

0th Tho object which Smdia oppears to havo most at heart and in 
which ho IS bold to iiase tho best prospect of success is os we ba^o acqua- 
inted ^uu in former advices tho reduction of AUyghur 
Sensible howo^tr of tho jealousy which his attack upon 
a furtrtas so near tho limits of tho Viziers country bos 
excited at laicoow bo is reported to bo unwilling to incrcoso that jealousy 
by prtxccdmg lojVliychur in person. Rumors had reached him (and ho 
ha 1 jdaecxl cunhiknco m the truth of them) that It was llio intention of 
Nabob \ iJcr tu afford oaoulanco to Jehanour Cawn tho Chief coiomandiog 
St lul\Qbur f VliBorh] and that tho Nabob had caruoUy nrcoouncndid iho 
bUp]k.'(tof JrLanoUr Caun to us Uo communicated Ids sajpiemns to Mr 
Uaierson ani at the same tuuo that bi n dla declared his cutiro cunfldcnc* 
In car iiovinnocnt ho ujmjilainnl of the \ uicr s conduct which by tho 
rotoura.,cmfn it alTurdcd to Jehanour Cawn operated to tho dclrlrocxit 
of ta» ' cw*. 

Iwh- Mr hialcrum demed that ho pe^raicd ony knoaUdgo of the 
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circumstances lepoi ted to him by Smdia, whoso apprehensions from the 

Mr Anderson’s ^^^ler Avore certainly not without foundation, for Mi 

letter dated Anderson acquaints us, that tho anxiety with which the

11th It is indeed much to be regretted that in the actual situation 
of Smdia’s affairs a duo consideration of his oavti mtorests had not led him 
to desist from an undertaking, Avhich as it bungs his arms so near the do- 
minions of tho Nabob Vizier may involve disagreeable consequences 
hereafter. 

12th An Arzeo, or petition has been addressed by Jehangeer Cawn 
to the Shahzaada soliciting his Royal Highness’s interference and the 
march of your troops to the relieve [.sic] of Allyghur. Tlie Prince requiied 
the advice of Colonel Harper in respect to the answer that 
should be sent to it The peculiar situation of Jahangeer 
CaAvn, secretly supported as he is by Shah Allum and enco- 
uraged by tho Prince, and apparently m a state of rebelhon 
against tho Royal Standard, made a correspondence of this 
nature extremely difficult and dangeious, and Coll Harpei was deteimined 
to prevent, if possible any answer whatsoever being sent to the Arzee of the 
Killadar, particularly as he had been informed by Mr Anderson of the 
idea enteitamed by Smdia, that the Prmce and the Vizier were projecting 
schemes for the rehef of Allyghur Colonel Harper thought it necessary, in 
order to prevent any ill effects from such an opimon to make the unequi- 
vocal .declaration to the Bhaiv Buckshey of tho falsehood of such repoits, at 
the same tune that he made a similar representation to Mr Anderson, so 
that Mahajee Smdia is noAv perfectly satisfied on this subject 

13th In consequence of a desue expressed by Lieutt Coll Harper 
to the Bhaw Buckshy, the latter has written m positive terms to the 
Maratta Chief in Bundlecund, directing that the Marattas should not mter- 
fere either as principals oi allies m any disputes with the Aumils or troops 
of the Vizier m his Excellency’s districts to the Southward of the 
Jumna

14th A circumstance, not unconnected with the present subject, 
has been mentioned by Coll Harper, and merits notice m this letter It

nsn I th Octr succeeded Bhaw Buckshy as the Vakeel of Smdia at the 
Vizier’s Court The subject of the conversation was the mterference of the 
Marattas m Bundlecund, (a country adjacent to the provmce of Benares) 
when speakmg of their right to such mterference the Vakeel observed, 
“that their right extended as far as their swords could reach The remark 
struck Colonel Harper, and contains an unequivocal avowal of the ambition 
of the Maratta nation 
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15th. ilflhajco Smdia hoa not been successful in his cndcavore to 
attach the Sclks to his interests but considering the animosities Avhlch 
prevail among themselves ho has no reason to dread their making any 
serious cfForts against him Ho proposes however to detach 
hmcr^iucd^Sio ^ considerable port of his army under the commard of 
24ihSepi CoDsa. Dhaar Baw to tho Northward of D Ihl to watch their 
motions. On mentioning this intention to itr Anderson 
Sindia observed that ho was not forgetful of tho obligation ho had cont- 
racted of preventing tho Sells &om attempting any such inroads into tho 
Vmcr*8 dominions as they had mode in tho lost war Tho Seiks have at 
tho same timo mado offers of entering into alhnnco with tho Vhuor against 
thallarattaa.

you all the proceedings of the late Governor General at that penod, we 
have ordered, that a fair transenpt be immediately made of the corres- 
pondence and forAvarded to you Avith our next dispatches

Coll. Harper the !Mmistor observed, that as tins excess had arisen either 
from negligence m the proper officer to inform your Resident at Benares of

As the justice of the leasomng 
appeared to us uncontrovertible, we have directed the Resident at Benares 
to explain the cncumstances to Saudit Ally, and to make no further 
payment to him beyond a moiety of his reduced allowance, until the whole 
amount of the over payment should have been reimbursed to the Company. 

33 You have already been advised of the plan which we have 
adopted for the rehef of the Nabob Muzzuffer Jung, and the settlement of 
the district of Furruckabad Mr Willes, our Resident at that place, havmg 
been m consequence dispatched from Calcutta with letters to his Excellency 
the Nabob Vizier and his Mimsters, as well as to Coll Harper, arrived at 
Luenow on the 2nd September but not ’tiU after Almass Ally Cawn had 
settled the letting of the Peigunnahs, which we had wished should be given 
up to Muzzuffer Jung for the Fussellee year 1193, as formmg part of the 
extensive territory possessed by Ahmud Cawn, the father of the present 
Nabob of Furruckabad A representation havmg been made by the Vizier 
and his Ministers, that the revenues would suffer a considerable diminution 
by immediately reversmg what had been so recently settled by Almass Ally 
Cawn, and that his Excellency’s treasury should become responsible to the 

Nabob Muzzuffer Jung for the amount of the revenues of 
nsn. 11 Oct those Pergunnahs, Coll. Harper thought it best to comply 
with the wishes of his Excellency, more especially as Mr Willis was also of 
opimon, that, in the present circumstances of things and considermg the 
great public pomts which Coll. Harper had to settle with the Vizier and 
his Ministers for the ensumg year, this mode was preferable to insistmg on 
the immediate cession of the districts to Mozuffer Jung The other pomts 
which were to be obtamed from the Vizier m our plan for the rehef of 
Furruckabad have been comphed with. 

34. A petition has been transmitted to us by the Resident at Benares 
from Raja Mylupnaram, statmg that he was in possession of a paper under 
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tho ugnatm^ of yoor late Governor Gcaorol aathorizing him to invetUgoto

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40. Mr Anderson expresses lumself much pleased Avith the be- 
haviour of Sindia on this occasion, for although that Chief had cause to 
Consn 24 Augt O'PprcIiond the defection of Bappoo Shihdcs, who had been 

long discontented, if ho mteifeied to piocuie tJie levo- 
cation of the grant to him, he scrupled not to sacrifice this consideiation 
of embarrassment in his o^vn afiaiis to his friendship to the Company, 
every circumstance of Suidia’s conduct, on this and othei occasions, has 
impressed Mi* Anderson with a conviction, that Sindia’s real desiie is to 
preserve the fiiendship of the English. 

41. A letter has lately been transmitted to us by the President and 
Council at Bombay fiom their Besidont at Broach, acquainting them with 
the little probability there Avas of the iccoveiy of the debts due to mdi- 
viduals at Bioach, in consequence of the lettei from Sindia to his Agent, 
Goapul Bow, on that subject, which appeared vague and totally inadequate 
to the purpose The Besidont of Broach represented the necessity of 
prevaihng on Sindia to adopt a cleai and specific plan for the recovery of 
the Broach debts, as avoII as of sending orders to his Aumildais for

42 Your Honble Court have been advised of the privileges which 
^ the Gentlemen at Bombay recommended it to us to obtain 

onsn 12 May ^ concession from Sindia to yom factory at Bioach and 
of the instructions which we thought proper to give to IVIi* Anderson on 
this subject That Gentleman communicated them m full to Smdia, who, 
after some delay, assented to all our requisitions, except that which 
related to wrecks, but required at the same time, that we should agree on 
our part to some pomts, which he said were essentially requisite for the 
good government of the town These Avere, that the English Besident 
should not attempt to protect any of the people of the toAvn, nor otherAvise 
mterfere m matters which related to the subjects of the Maratta Govern- 
ment , that Ave should not insist on the gates bemg opened after the 
customary time of shutting them, and that the number of sepoys for 
furmshmg guards to the factory should not exceed fifty, and should not be 
paraded m the mornings and evenings, as is customary in our own 


garrisons In regard to the AAuecks, it was stated to be a right derived 
fi-om immemorial custom, that they should be the property of the Chief on 
whose territories they were driven and Smdia continued for some time 
absolutely to refuse to rehnquish it, observing that the mere advantage he 
might expect to derive from the right was m itself trifling, and could 
never be put m competition with his desire of encreasing his friendship 
Avith the Company, but, that he was unwilhng to give up the pomt, 
because he would thereby furmsh a pretext for all other nations to demand 
a Similar concession, and the Peshwa in particular Avhose servant he was, 
■would, if he yielded this point from motives of fiiendship to us, consider 
himself in an equally strong degree entitled to the indulgence After much 
difficulty howevei, Smdia was at length brought to make the concession,

and oTcrytlnng being settled a draft of mntnal agreement* tfos presented 
to 3Ir Anderaon in conformity to the adjustment which had taken place 
whjch having been tnmfimlttod tons for perusal it met with our entire 
approbation, bat aa this paper appeared in Bomo mcoanro deficient in point 
of form we directed our Secretary to prepare an agreement with Smdia in 
the spirit of that which ho bad proposed and agreeing os iar os English 
forms woaJd admit with tho actool terms of it. This agreement having 
been accordingly prepared it received oar ratification and was transmitted 
in dnpllcato to Mr Anderson in tho English and Feraion longnogcs to 
receive tbo seal and aignatnro of Slndla also ono copy will remain with 
that chief and tho other Is to bo returned to us.

Wo advised 3 our Servants there that it would bo sent by the Francos which 
would sail as. soon as tho Season should make it safe for her to visit the 
Corroninndel Coast Wo g.ivc them m the mean Time unlimited authority 
to diaw' on this Govcinment for such sums as then Military Wants absolu- 
tely required, aiul wo cuiiiC'.tl}' recommended to them not to reduce their 
Cavalr}', foi they had it in Contemplation so to do, and wo wcio decidedly 
of Opinion that a J\fatenal Strength of their Aimy wasm this Corps 
Wo fear that they will not bo able to procure much Cash for Bills, but they 
will procure some The Rcimttanco of Cash to Fort St. George by tho 
Frances will be 9 Lacks of Rupees, and this will prove a reasonable Supply 
but not suflicient for their most lugcnt Necessities, and we cannot spare 
more , It is with difficulty that vve can spare oven this, and the Country 
feels a Weight of serious distress from tho continual Loss of Specie sent out 
of rt. 

We had every Reason to believe that if tho Arrears duo to the Army 
at Fort St. George were fully Iiqmdatcd your Affairs there would be 
relieved Bombay 13 also in the greatest Distress, and the Ai’reais in the 
Bengal Army are very large To devise some means of pay mg off all 
Arrears was a necessary, though a most difficult, Service , It would not 
suffice to put the arrears merely into a Tram ofhqmdation from which 
they would grow to an Ultimate accumulation of Difficulties, which m the 
end might not be surmounted. In these Circumstances tho Governor 
General laid before us a Plan for discharging the Arrear Debts of aU your 
Armies m India by the 1 st January next, and we have resolved on 
its adoption We annex a Copy of the Plan to this Letter, for it does 
not admit of an abstract We assure ourselves of your approbation 
of it. 

We have received formal apphcations from the Peshwa and Nizam 
Ally Cawm, and another application from Mahajee Smdia made at the Desire

34 In this General position of Affairs we have two great Lmes of

41. Intelligence received in Sindias Camp beaiing Date at the latter 
End of Novembei acquaints us that, amidst gieat Piepaiations foi War, 
Peace Negotiations weie going on, and that Tippoo was labourmg to pre- 
vent Nana from having his intended Interview with Nizam Ally Cawn. 

42 Our late Arrangements will produce to us regular and full Advi- 
ces of the Material Occurrences at Poona, Hydeiabad, and Probably at 
Seringa Patnam, and as it is of Consequence to Your Inteiests to remove 
every suspicion from the mind of Tippoo, and to reconcile him to our De- 
putation of Mr Malet to Poona, the Governor General has availed himself 
of the Opportumty which has been afforded him of Opemng a Corres- 
pondence with Tippoo in Consequence of a Reference which has been made 
to us by your Piesident and Council at Bombay on the Subject of your 
Commands to that Presidency under date the 27th January 
1786. These Commands relate to the unhappy sufferers 
who were made Prisoners durmg the War, and are stiU supposed to be in 
Confinement a Copy of the Governor General’s Letter to 
Tippoo on this occasion attends you a number m the 
Packet It was transrmtted by General Carnac who will

blf ostenfliblo objects on our Frontier by the Surrender of Alllgur The 
Terms which irero granted to Jehangecr Ca^ni the Killedar were that ho 
should retain pos&esslon of all his pn\ ate property and that a particular 
Jaghiro m the Districts of Cod of about 60 000 Rupees annually should bo 
granted to him ho was not however to have the posj^esaion of any Fort and 
it was albo stipulated that ho should repair to Camp to gi\o an -Vccoant of 
all the property belonging to the lole Ameer ul Omrah Afralsalb CawTU 
^fr Anderson thinks that Scindia has been dj:>appointcd in Ids Expectation

Candy Row, who had been involved in much Distiess to conclude a Treaty 
upon any Terms he could procure and return with his Detachment to 
Gwaher It is not howevei imagined that Sindia’s piesent Situation will 
admit of Ins affording so huge a division of his Tioops as would be requisite

49 Timur Shaw Abdalla has been making great warlike Prepara- 
tions and IS said to have advanced near the River Attock This has given 
rise to a Report very prevalent in Sindia’s Camp of the Abdalla’s Intention 
to march mto Hindostan, and altho’ theio is some Reason to believe that 
his Preparations aie diiected against Azad Cawn, his former Governor of 
Cashmeer, who has rebelled and assumed the Sovereignty of that Province, 
We are not unfounded in a Surmise that he has been invited into Hindostan 
by ShaAV Allum, who impatient of his Subjection to Smdia’s Authority is 
earnestly desirous to be released from it So prevalent is the Behef of 
Timar Shaw’s design to move mto Hmdostan that several Merchants 
have made preparation to quit it Mi Anderson hoivever thmks that such 
an event is extremely improbable both because of the great Difficulties

3 We had hoped that our letter to the French Agent of the 25th

by bearing the adjustment of them to our respective Courts in Europe , but 
we have been disappointed in their expectation, and our disposition to 
cany on a friendly correspondence with the French Agent has been 
counteiacted by a conduct directly the reveise in Mr Dangereux, we are 
mclmed indeed to beheve that his hne of proceeding is not unwarranted by 
the instiuctions of his Court, or by those of the Gentlemen at Pondicherry 
and that he has been desned to create difficulties and Embarrassments in 
the Execution of the 13th article of the treaty for the sake of furmshing 
Pretexts for extraordinary Demands and even for national disputes This 
suapecion receives encreased strength from the conduct of the superior 
Agents of the French Nation, whose political views have been stated to you 
m our advices from the Secret Department 

4 The Letter addressed to us by Mr Dangereux on the 14th 
November, in consequence of ours to him of the 26th of October, is a very 
insufficient reply to it Its general object seems to be to shift the responsi- 
bihty for the Delay in restonng to the French nation their rights m 

these Provmces from himself to us, to charge us with an 
November, incompetent knowledge of them, and with having con- 

sulted umnstructed or ill-intentioned Persons concernmg 
them He declares his pretentions to have had a just Foundation, and 
assures himself of the approbation of his Court, and he produces 'an 
extraordinary proof that Delays aie not imputable to him, by observmg 
that of all the objects we have hitheito refused him there remams but one

salt and requested Capt. Keaman would inform the Comptroller, which 
Capt Keaman did ; he also sent the Captain’s letter which Captam Keaman 
dehvered to the Commander m Chief”. 

11. This letter from the French Captain was dated the 20th Novem- 
ber and was Verbatim as follows • 

“It would be unnecessary for me to mention to you, the Firmg of 
Cannon loaded with Ball on my ship, or of the forced Visitation to which 
I have been obhged to submit. I ask of you. Sir, why I am detamed’ 
here 

12 Capt Keaman havmg reason to imagme that the L’ Auguste 
Victor had salt on Board we directed him to state them m writmg, and at 
the same time ordered the search should be continued He immediately 
sent the necessary orders to Budge Budge but before they arnved there 
the French ship had passed the Fort. 

13 The folio wmg are the reasons given by Capt. Keaman for suppo- 
sing that the ship had salt on board 

“1st Because the Commander refused to Comply with the positive 
orders of Government on bemg boarded at the Signal pomt, in not suflfermg , 
his ship to be searched ” 

“2d. Because he did not immediately come too on bemg told he 
would not be permitted to pass the Fort of Budge Budge, but contmued 
under way until the positive orders of Government were enforced by firmg 
a shot a head of the ship ” ^ 

“3dly Because the Vessel was said to come firom Europe and last 
from Pondicherry, and her hold was more full and lumbered than ships 
generally are after a Voyage of six months, and also because the Capt 
refused to clear the hold m any manner, which prevented any proper 
exammation for salt bemg made.” 

“4thly The Letter from the Captam to the Commandmg Officer of 
Budge Budge, which was dehvered to the Commander m Chief, in which 
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be absulntely disclaimed any right m oar Govemmcnt to board or Examine 
him. 

fithly The account Capt Keanian received some days before from 
Capt, Josh Bailey Commanding the William merchant ship from Pondi 
cherry who mfonned Capt Keamao that a French Brig was to sad in a 
few days for Pondiohorry loaded with salt for Bengal and npon his obscr 
vmg to tho owner that his salt would bo seised In Bengal the French 
Captam replied there is no fear of that as tho Salt Trade is now open to 
the French Nation. 

Captain Bailey farther informed Capt Keaman that the General 
opinion at Pondicherry was that the Salt Trade was ireo to them and that 
it was assigned os a reason why it wot so That the two Captains Savory 
and Lo TenniUico both Commanding French ship* (lately stopped at 
Budgo Badge by Capt Kcamon) bod been permitted by Government to 
pass with their salt to Chandomogoro he also said that ho was certain 
every French Vessel that hod not freight for a Voyage olsowhcro would In 
futaro load salt for this Fort. 

1-1 On tho 22nd November tho L Auguste Victor being a little 
below Fort William we call Mr Vonsittart tho Comptroller of tho Salt 
Bopartmeot, boforo ua and having acquainted him with tho Ciroomstanccs 
tliat bod happened directed that bo should visit tho ship ond inform tho 
CapUia that ho was at tho Head of tho Salt Department and had been 
sent by tho Board to examine her In (>>nsoquonco of positivo information 
rccei^od that she hod salt on Board Mr Vanslttart was also ordered to 
acquaint tho Captain that in Consequence of an agreement between this 
Government and tho French Chief tho French were precluded from 
importing salt except under particular regulations which had been 
mutually resolved on 

13 Mr Vansittort accompanied by tho blaster attendant went on 
board the ship she was completely scorched and not having been found 
to contain any salt the Immediately proceeded to Cnumdornagore 

16. The hreneb Agent coU^ on us on the 23d November to 
render immwiiato and aatUfactory Justice for an act of violenco (as ho 
Coos. 7ih Dccr h4Mi been committed towards tho L 

Auguste \ ictor our reply to bis letter Is transmitted a 
number in thu Pocket and recommended to your particular attention 

17 Having related the Orcumstanecs which happened in n^spccl 
to the L \Dgiute\ktur wo now proceed lo lay befuro you th<*Mi of a 
more tenons nature which have oecumd In rrsjrct to tho ljiin*Tunco 

IH, On tho TtU of hut month womtUeiia lo^ttcr datol the 0th 
from the trcnih \i,rnt iu wUuh he acquainted us that Ills Majesty s 
ihicil Cummaiulitin the Ct rvi-tlr L l.«|<irai tc had been stup{<ird at Iludj^o 
HulnO and Uut they hod hml at ibe vr^-cl ulicu rhe uialieti to ronUnue 
her route to Chandcnu^^oir Mr l>.uif,trrux iroiumittcd tousa Cu]y<f 
tho Letter from the Cctmman Icr which with hitusti Ut us U furwanlnl 
a number in 1 seket lie | r tr.oc'l lo fr furm us with tho grratewt Ddlecnco 
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of what had happened Older [sic]” to prevent the loss of the Corvette 
which was coming to be repaired and because “the smallest Delay might 
be the means of her perishing” He acquainted us also as follows 

“I gave orders to the Pilot to come up, without permitting a Visit, to 
be made as soon as he shall have given m his Complamt , If you obhge 
that Corvette to stop at Budge Budge, she shall be at your risk, and I 
will g ve her up to you I have no remedy to oppose to violence and injus- 
tice, but the reclamation of our right and Privileges but I make no doubt 
that my Court, which I acquamt exactly with every thmg, will take the 
necessary measures towards yours to obtam a satisfactory reparation of all 
the vexations and msults which we daily undergo ” 

19. Immediately on the receipt of Mr Dangereux’s Letter of the 6th 
December which we have already observed reached us on the 7th, we 
sent the followmg Directions to the Commandant at Budge Budge Vizt. 
“that if the Vessel mentioned by Mr Dangereux were a Vessel of War, 
and the Commander bear the Commission of the Kmg of Prance, she should 
be immediately pel mitted to proceed without mterruptiou, but if, on the 
Contrary it should appear that she was piivate propeity and any sufficient 
information should have been received of her havmg contraband salt 
on Board, she must be detained till further orders ” 

20 These Directions were dispatched to Budge Budge a little before 
3 O’clock m the afternoon of the 7th, and we ordered that they should 
be communicated to our commissary for the information of the Drench 
Agent, 


21 They did not however arrive at Budge Budge in sufficient 
Time to prevent the consequences that ensued from the opposition given 
by the Commander of the Esperance to the usage of the Biver 

22 The followmg is the particulars of the Business as stated by 
Captain Kearnan to the Commander m Chief 

“This day, about three O’ Clock, the French Vessel that was stopped 

Cons 12th Deer signal point got under way On her 

approaching the Garrison I ordered a Blank Cartridge to 
be fired to bring her too, which was paid no regard to , five minutes elaps- 
ed before the shot was fired at her rigging which was treated with the same 
mdifference , I ordered a second shot to be fired at her rigging, when a shot 
was fired from the Vessel , the Garrison fired two more, when the Vessel 
came too, and took down her Colours , The Captam came on shore, and 
shewed his Commission, which says she is a Kin g’s Corvette, and he told 
me he had anchored the Vessel and was going to Chandemagore, also shew- 
ed orders from Monsr. Dangereux to act as he did, also that he would take 
no further charge of the Vessel but left her to me , I rephed that I should 
take no Charge, and said had the officer he left yesterday on board taken 
the Letter which I ivcote to him, and sent a person to receive his ansiver to 
the Questions agreeable to my orders, he would have been permitted to 
pass. 

“I yesterday wrote to the Captain and Enclosed a letter from !Monsr, 
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Dangcreax to him he was gone to Chandernagoro The Officer Command 
mg refused to receive it, tho directed to the Captain or Officer Command 
mg Tho purport of it was demanding where he was going the ship and 
Captom 8 name whence ho came, and Cargo which U the positive orders 
of Government In his report to tho serjeont ho did not call iumsolf a 
King s ship but said ho was a Pilot from Bolasore roods, which with the 
information received of her having salt on Board, was the cause of the 
^ranting to soarob for salt I request your orders on this afToir and hope wy 
conduct win meet your approbation The Captain told a man aiia woonded 
on board I desired ho wanted bring him ashore to our Doctor he sold ho 
bod sent him to Chandemagoro he has quit the Vessel and is gone up with 
the People 

23 On pomsol of this Karmtive we ordered that a copy of It should 
bo sent to tho Commissary at Chandemogore that he might communicate 
tho purport of It to tho French agent acquainting Hr Dongeroux at tho 
same time that as it appeared from his letter to the Board of tho Cth 
December that ho had given orders to tho pilot In tho Corvette to como up 
tho river wltliout pormltting a Visit to that Voaso] he alone was responsible 
for tho Conaoquonecs of tho roalatanco which bad been made to tho cstabll 
shed Regulations of Government 

2t Hr Dongoroux not only remonstrated in strong terms but 
doUvored a Protest against tho proceedings of the officer at Bndgo Budge 
toward tho French Corvette deeming such proceeding to bo an Outro^ 
olTcred to tho Flag of His most Christian Majesty 

23 IXaving directed our Socrotary to acquaint tho Commanding 
Officer at Budgo Bodgo that the Board Imagmed that It must have been cro 
that time clearly ascertained whether tho Corvotto bod any salt on Board 
on her arrival in tho river and if sho hod that he should report tho same to 
us a person was sent on board who found bor iloUhcs locked and barred. 

20 Uogavo strict orders that no charge should be taken of tho 
\ ftacl on any account 

27 Particular Details of the proceedings at Signal Point and Budgo 
Cciu. 12 Deer Budgo touards tho L Espenmeo are recorded on our pro- 
ceedings of the 12 ultimo. Vio directed that these should 
bo supported by regular affidariU taken in a legal manner affidavits have 
been taken accordingly and are transmitted to^ou Numbers in tho Pocket 
U^gether with a coaciso narraU\o of the ercnls. 

2d Tho following appear to bo neecuory conclusions Croin tho hocts 
as they tuTO been stated to us. 

Ikt That tho Commander of the Fnrncb >‘ca>el who docs not appear 
to have denied that be had salt on board had no sufficient reason to refaw 
a search fur that article if no salt was to bo found there 

2nd. That the person colled Le Slcur Pu,,ct and Cummaiuling the 
bi{<fouce is «cU known to have Uvo a Ihkt commonly cm)do>cd bofon) 
tho late Uar In Ihlolhitt Irench shij** and \caicl4 into this River 

3rxl. That tho rang called iho \c*kI a Company s J’dot tesaeJ, 
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and that Mr. Puget not having at the beginning of the Business shewn 
any warrant or paper to support his assertion that he was a King’s Pilot, 
could not properly he so considered 

4th That, although the Forms of visiting ships before the[y] pass 
Budge Budge does not exist with regard to French ships of War, it certainly 
does and ought to exist with regard to such vessels as pilot vessels, he they 
under what commission they may, for if it be m the power of a French 
Governor, or a French Agent, to grant Commission on the part of Bis most 
Christian Majesty, He may grant commissions to all the French Vessels in 
India, and so far forth a pretence wdl be afforded to such vessels to elude 
the purposes for which the Form was instituted by the Government of this 
Country to visit foreign as weU as Enghsh ships before they pass the river 
Forts 

6th. That repeated signals and warnings were given to the vessel to 
prevent the consequences of a refusal to admit the search for salt, but 
without the least Effect 

6th That the presumption entertained of her having salt on board 
was strongly confirmed by her commg in with a Doney, or salt vessel, and 
by that vessel’s continuance along side of her for one Day and mght, 
during which the salt might have been easily embarked from one vessel 
to the other, and after which it might have been with equal case carried 
away by the Doney, which, instead of proceeding up the nver, where she 
must have undergone a search, returned down the river probably to evade it. 

7th That even admitting (what however may not be admissible) that 
the French Ageni; possesses a right to grant warrants or Commissions on 
the part of His most Christian Majesty, the warrant or commission granted 
to Monsr Puget, bemg said to be granted on the 7th December, could not 
operate as a sanction to Mr. Puget, the French Captam, m his previous 
resistance to the usage of this Port 

8th. That Mr Dangereux’s Commission to Mr Puget, and his instruc- 
tions to that Gentleman to act, as he did, in defiance of the authority 
of this Government see Mr Dangereux’s letter to the Govr Genl and 
Council dated 6th December bemg dated on the same day, a strong suspi- 
cion IS thence established, which receives encreased force from the general 
tenor of Mr Dangereux’s conduct to this Government, that he not only 
seeks but fabricates causes for a rupture between his nation and our own 
It appears further and evidently that the whole of this Transaction was 
premeditated on the part of Mx Dangereux to bnng the point in Dispute 
to the issue to which it has come and which he knew it must have come 
according to the established orders of Grovernment. 

29 Havmg received various representations and remonstrances 
against the present exercise of the usage long established of visitmg the 
ships of all nations, before they passed the Forts on the Banks of the river, 
and being desirous, at the same tune that we do not concede the nght to 
accommodate the exercise of it as for as possible to the convemenco of 
Foreign Nations, and by so domg to prevent any just ground of Complamt, 
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we have passed fomo new regalations for visiting tho ships. They 
accord perfectly with the ossoranco given to ilr Dongerem in our letter 
of the 2uth October and wo trust will be approved of by your Honble 
Court if it bo your pleasure that the right of visiting ships should not be 
totally given up Had Hr Dangcroux agreed literally and dooldodly to our 
propositions m tho letter of tho 25th October wo should have acoommo 
dated tho established Regulations to the splnt of that letter But wo saw 
in Mr Dongcreux a Reply to it a reserve which required caution on our 
part in oltenog any orders that had been long established A Copy of tho 
new regulations goes a number In the Packet together with a transport of 
those which hare been berotoforo in use and which guided tho proceed 
ings of tho officer at Budge Budge in roapoct to the L Auguste |VIctor and 
L Esperunce 

30 \\ o have stated to you the conclusions which wo have drawm 
from the circumstances laid before us concerning the French Corvette but 
thcio Conclusions hare not been notlflcd to the French Agent In proportion 
as our conduct towards him is marked with moderation the violence of his 
towards us must appear tho more conspicuous and subject to reproach* 

31 Thu sentiments of yourQovr Qcnoral on this occasion were 
deliven'd to ui in a minute which it tmnsmittod to you a number in tho 
Packet \\ 0 followed them in our answer to Mr Dongcreux s Complaint. 

32 There was reason to bclio\o that tho Oovcrnincnt of Pondi 
cherry had not opproved of his conduct ond with a Wow to co\ crony 
Faults in it ho might wish to embroil os with tho lupciior French Govern 
ment In India and to work up the points in Dispute to a national quorroL 

33 \\o determined therefore to counteract tho aim of tho French 
\gcot and to divest IdmofoU prctcnco for charges ahicbho wished to 
r^tublUb against us of Infraction of tho treaty and insult to tho Flag of His 
most Chrutian 31ajcsty In our answer to bis protest wo expressed our 
regret at what had Iiappcnml in regard to tho Fn-acb Corvette and obsor 
vcdtlut Eo Cir from intending an insult to the nagofbismo»t Chrutian 
^Lijcaty It VOS dem<jnytraUIo for tho Circumstances of tho caw> that wn 

old not Live prevmtcd the mliundcrstanding which hod unfortunatdy 
take i place for wlu*n uo received intimation from 2Ir Dangereux that 
tlic LijKTanco was a Corvette m tho scrvico of hU most Christian Majesty 
orUrrauiro Inunrdiattly dn>jiatcbcd to tho Commanding Office at Budgo 
Buil^o to diaut from any t>carch oml to occasion no delay in her posoage 
uptl^crivir Uo then procx'cdcil to acquaint tholrcnch \gent that thi< 
Govunm ot would ever U> sohcitous to act up to tho principles and 
PfcLrati' ns in our htUrs uf tho 2u(h OctotM.ranii 7th Decr where uu(Iis> 
cPicn deny mtendon of stoppirie or exomuung hrrnch sMps of Uar and 
ra the 1 qcronire dricrtcd by her crew and as wo were ad vued afterwards 
1 it had been dreUrrd by him to bavo teen In the scrvico of Hu luost 
CliT tian Majoty and commWonctl under his royal authority noofleml 
lu rr{daoc tho sold hspcronec Corvette and to defray auyox{>cnccs that 
cj^Li have been Ovcasiuncd hy her Lujj. 
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34. The Fiench Agent has sent us a Cml answer to this proposal. 
He assures us that he never doubted of our making an open repaiation to 
the flag of his most Christian majesty, and of oui disavowing the msult 
shewn to the Esperance King’s Corvette by the faulty Indiscretion of the 
Commandant at Budge Budge, Mr Dangereux acquaints us that he sent 
accounts of this unhappy event to the Governor General at the Moment, 
dispatchmg to him his protest, and act of [ . ] which were sent to us by 

our Commissary and that the afian appears to him of too dehcate and 
important a nature to permit him to decide any thing until he receives the 
orders of the Governor General 

35 Soon after we had written our last letter to the Eiench Agent, 
and before he had rephed to it, we received one from Mr Cossigny, the 
Governor at Pondicherry for the time being, and one from Mi Dangereux 
addressed to us in consequence of a letter which he had leceived from the 
same Gentleman 

36 Mr Cossigny letter to this Government is dated the 28th 
November and acquaints “that on the departure of the Vicomte de Souillac, 
Governor General of the French Settlements on this side of the Cape of 
Good Hope, His most Christian Majesty had entiusted Mr Cossigny with 
the particular Government of Pondicherry and of aU the French Settlements 
on the Peninsula, and m that Capacity he was bound to take notice of the 
account which Mr Dangereux, Agent for the French nation at Chanderna- 
gore, had sent to the Vicomte de Souillac of a treaty which he had made 
with us, and which^ altho’ conditional, would still have effect ’til news 
should be received of the certam Disapprobation of the Governor General, 
smce m the said treaty His Britannic Majesty guarantees to His most 
Christian Majesty the Liberty, the Certamty and the Independence of the 
Commerce of the French nation 

Mr Cossigny informs us that “Mr Dangereux has m every respect 
exceeded his powers, and that he loses no tune m writing to him to annul 
every convention that he may have made contrary to the 13th article of 
the late Treaty of Peace, and to execute the positive orders which he gives 
him m virtue of the powers which are vested in Mr Cossigny supplying 
the place of the Vicomte de Souillac.” These orders he states to be to 
“call upon us for the execution of the treaty made between our respective 
Courts, to desire our free answer concernmg the Pretensions which wo 
establish upon their trade in salt, concernmg the visit which we think 
we have a right to make to the trading vessels of the French nation, and 
finally concernmg the duties and customs which we peimit the Princes of 
India to exact on then merchandize ” 

37 Mr Cossigny’s letter does not state with accuiacy the 13th 
article of the late tieaty. He declares that m that article “His Biitanme 
Majesty guamntees to His most Christian Majesty the liberty, the certainty , 
and the independence of the commerce of the French nation ” The terms 
are widely different, “His Britannic Majesty engages to tale outh 7 neasureo 
03 shall be in his poive? for securmg to the subjects of France a safe, free, 
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and indopendant trade $uch as toas corned on hy tht Frtnch East Indxa 
Company xcJuUitT they txtrcxssd t< tndttnduaUy or aniUd %n a Company ’* 
Mr Cossigny stops at the 'words Independent trade , and leaves out the 
relative explanation -vhich follows them 

38 Mr Bongereux s letter to this Government is as follows. We 
quote it verbatim because we wish to be os precise as possible in statmg 
the terms m which It is expressed. 

“I have received a letter from the Governor General who entirely 
disapproves of the arrangement which I have accepted in my letter of the 
17th October to 31r Wilton for importation of salt into this Country and 
which I only accepted with the proviso that no new orders from my Court 
should disapprove It those which I have jast been made acquainted with 
Gentlemen, being preciso I cannot absolutely deviate from them and you 
ought to regard that conditional arningomont as entirely without force 
What I have now the Honor to inform yon must have been already com- 
monicated to you by Mr do Cossigny Qovemeur partiouUer, who tho 
rendering justice to tho moti\os which determined me to consent to that 
treaty regards it os contrary to tho liberty which onr cornnk^rco ought to 
enjoy 

I have the Honor to lay before yon Gentlemen the Demands which 
tho Governor Geoeiul Orders mo to mohe, in the name of His most 
CbriiUon majesty 

1st. The free, certam and indepondont entrance of French ships 
and Boats In all tho Ganges, without being subjected to any kind of visit 
(or scorch) 

2nd Tho freo Importation and Exportation, certain and indepen- 
dent of all tho itcrchandho of Europe and of India absolutely free from 
every Duty on their import and export and particularly for tho following 
articles 

3rd. A free certola and iodopendent exportation of toll pelro from 
Patna to Cbandcrnagoro and from Chondernagoro to France 

4th. Tlio free certain and independent, importation of salt from tho 
Coast of Coromandel and Orixa not only at Chaodernagore, but even to all 
the hoctories on the Ganges where we have a right to hoUt tho Flag of hU 
Majesty without our being limited os to quantity, that ought only to 
depend on tho manner in which wo would employ it 

I am rquoll} ordered to desire from you a speedy clear and prcclso 
answer concerning thcio four articles and I dArodattcrm^*»clf that >ou will 
bo kind enough to put me In a situation to satisfy without losing time the 
Guicmor Gtneml on this subject 

39 Mr D^f^creux dcclorrs in the hc^aalng of hU letter he has 
rccii\r<I enc from the Coermes* Gtntral In which bo entirely disapproves of 
the salt adjustment ^blrb ho onl^ acccfrcd with the proviso that nu new 
Ordrrs /rcmi kis Ctmrt should disap|iniTe it,* Wo believe that Mr 
Dan.:rrrux cannot have >cl heard from the Oortenor Oouml on this 
subject ^Se know that that ho bos heard from Mr Ojcdgny CTorcmewr 
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particuher, and we believe the fact to be, however extraordinary, that the 
French Agent’s powers are independent of even the French Oovemeur 
General, of course they must be independent of the Oovemeur particuhe‘) , 
whose authorities being delegated cannot be greater than the authorities of 
the person fiom [5^c] he received them Certain it is, that when Lfr Dange- 
reux proposed the salt arrangement, which he now thinks proper to say that 
he accepted meaning to imply that the proposal came from us, not him, 
there was not the least mention made of any superior authority m India, 
nor IS such superior authority referred to m any other act of his admmistra- 
tion The salt arrangement was to have Force until the Decision of “the 
Courts” ' ¥re known We are sure that he must have mtended at the mstant 
the Courts m Europe. Had he then proposed any other meamng to this Ex- 
pression, or had he found himself not at liberty to conclude without orders 
from Pondicherry, it would have been easy for h;m to have waited for 
those orders on a reference before he made any arrangement whatsoever 

40 In answer to Mr. Cossigny’s Letter to this Government we have 
acquamted him that “as the late requisitions came to us from the superior 
Government of the French nation in India, and thro’ Mr Dangereux, 
whom from the Vicomte de Somllac’s letter of the 8th June we conceived 
to be mvested with full delegated powers respecting the French Commerce 
m Bengal, we have thought it proper to address our answer to him for the 
information of the Vicomte de Soudlac and, as it applies directly to those 
pomts which Mr Cossigny wishes to ascertain we presumed that a copy of 
it which we sent to him with its references would explam the Lme of this 
Government on the subject in Question. We assured ourselves that his 
Excellency on perusmg our letters to Mr Dangereux of the 26th October 
and 7th December, and other of&cial Papers, on the points in Discussion, 
would see clearly that our Endeavors have been throughout exerted to 
mamtam that umon and Harmony which are so happUy established 
between our respective sovereigns ” 

41 Our reply to Mr Dangereux’s letter is transmitted to you, with 
copies of the other letters and papers necessary for your information, a 
number m the Packet. You will observe from it that it yields nothmg 
which had not been agreed to be yielded before and that it is calculated to 
give time for our receipt of answers to the references which we have made 
to your Honble Court. 

42 In the 6th Paragraph of our General Letter of the 26th October 
we acquamted you that no difSculties had then occurred, nor did we 
think that any would be apprehended m regard to the restitution, of places 
to the French , We had taken pams to ascertain with precision what 
these were, and, m the Conferences which had then passed between our 
Commissary and the French Agent, the Claims of the latter seemed to 
correspond, exceptmg m a few trivial Instances, with the Documents from 
which our Commissary was empowered to accede to , but these Claims have 
not continued the same The French Agent has not thought proper to 
discriminate between private and Pubho Factories, He considers every 
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man aont by bun into tho Provinces m tho light of a Public Agent. This 
and other Qaims of tho French Agent were stated to us by our commissary, 
under Cato tho 7th of last Month and ve determined on thorn on the 8tfa 
We have tho Honor to transmit them to you ^nth Copies of our Resolutions 
numbers in this Dispatch. We are not yet Informed how Mr Dangereox 
bfljt rcccl\cd our Dociaiona They conformed to the resolutions that were 
passed on similar questions in tho year 1776 Had these been improper 
■v>o concche that tho 13th article of the late Treaty would have some 
provision ulucb would have prescribed a new Uno of proceeding but os it

2 Our Letter to the Hon’ble Court of Directors from the Secret 
and Foreign Depaitments will inform you of the proceedings of the French 
Agent at Chandernagore, and of the Intrigues in which the other Agents 
of Frap.ce appear to be employed for the Increase of their Power and the 
Consequent Diminution of that Influence which Gieat Britam has long 
possessed in the East Indies 

3 We beheve that the Resistance made by the Fiench Corvette 
L’Esperance to the established Usage in this River and her surrender at 
Budge Budge were the Consequences of a preconcerted Plan^ in the French 
Agent at Chandernagore to pioduce Such a Necessity foi the Exercise of 
our Authority as should furnish a pretext to France to make Reprisals on 
your Ships, and to engage m Hostihties ivith the Enghsh under the plausible 
Excuse that our conduct has given Rise to them Our Offer to replace the 
Corvette and to compensate any Loss that may have been sustamed by the 
Accident which has happened to her, is calculated to prevent those serious 
Consequences which might otherwise have attended it but if the French are 
resolved on seekmg Pretences for a Rupture, the Proposal which we have 
made may not be accepted Similar Occasions may be forced upon us by 
Vessels actually importmg Salt, and consequent Reprisals may be 
intended 

4 The Conduct of the French m Bengal, and the Machmations of 
their Agents in other Parts of India lequire our strictest Vigilance and Care 
to guard against their possible Effects The Measures which we have lately 
adopted for discharging the Arrears of your Armies m India, for 
securing their regular Payment m future will, we hope, be productive of 
the' best Consequences, and enable youi Troops to act with Success when- 
ever Occasion may require them to take the Field, but this success will be 
much retarded, and mdeed the worst may be apprehended, if in the Event 
of an European War m India we should not be assisted by a Naval Force 
The French have Ships at Mauritius, they have Cruisers m the Gulph of 
Persia, and they sometimes have Frigates m the Coromandel Coast The 
Dutch too have a Fleet m India, while the Enghsh are without any, or at 
least will be so m the expected Departure of the Ships now commanded by 
Captam Hughes 

5. The Intelligence received by his Majesty’s Mimsters will probably 
enable them to determme what Measures are m Contemplation m the 
Cabmets of France or Holland, but it is our Duty to represent to you that 
it will be in the Power of two Ships of War to stop Supplies from Bengal 
to the other Presidencies while we have no naval strength to oppose to 
them, and that as the other Presidencies particularly Fort St George, 
must depend in a great Degree on us for the Means of carrymg on War, 
we shall be involved in the most serious Dilemma if at the Commencement 
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of Hostilities there almll not bo a Bntish ilarmo Force m* India equal to

Our last address from this Department was dated the 9th of January . 
It was dispatched by your ship Rodney, and has been since transmitted in 
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three other copies by the King Gcorgo Fox and I>utton We now forwarded 
by your ilup Deptford a continoatlon of our ProceedlngB relative to the 
Foreign Settlements from the 24th Deoember to the 3Ut Tonuary indosive 
together with the annual Sett of oar Consultations and Indexes to both 

French 

We had the Honor to lay before you on the 2tfth October by the 
Intcihgenco a Letter which had boen addressed to os by oar Commissary at 
Chandemagoro m which he detailed all that had passed between him and 
tho French Agent in respect to the Execution of the 13th ortiolo of the 
Definitive Treaty from their first meeting to the date of the account We 
now transmit a continuation of that Nar{r]ative brought down to the 5th 
Instant. Wo forward likewise on abstract prepared by Jlr Wilton of all 
tho material events and occurrences which happened m Bengal from the 
Peace of 1763 to the Surrender of Chandernagoro In 1778 m as iar as the 
same have any Relation to those Subjects of Dispute which had ooenrred 
with Mr Dangoroux The Commissary s Letter to us of the 6th Instant 
enclosing these narratives is sent also a Number in tho Packet. 

Wo bog leai.o to refer >*our Honourable Court to Mr Wilton s Norra 
tivo brought up to tho 5th Instant for full Information of all that boj

You have been duly advised of the offer which we made to the 
French Agent to replace the Espeiance Corvette, and to defray any Expen- 
ces that might have been occasioned by her Loss, and you have also been 
informed of the French Agents answei in which he observed that the affan* 
appealed to him of too dehcate and important a Natme to permit him to 
decide thereon until he should receive Orders fiom the Governor General at 
Pondichen}^ ' A Reference having been consequently made by Mr. Danger- 
eux to Mr Cossigny on the Subject, Mr Cossigny has acquainted him that 
“he IS not qualified to accept of the Proposal which we made on the 14th 
December last relative to the Loss of the Esperance Kings Corvette, that he 
has given an Account to Monsieur Le Viconte de Souillae and to his Court 
of this unhappy affair, transmittmg to them at the same Time all the Pa- 
pers which Mr Dangereux had sent to him on the Subject.” Mr Dangeieux, 
acquamts us further that Mr Cossigny is extreemly surprized that we should 
confound the French with other Nations m a Regulation that ought never to 
concern it, smce it would deprive the Nation of the mcontestable Privilege 
which they had obtamed, and which they had always enjoyed — that then 
Ships should pass freely every where that they may judge it necessary 
for their Commerce, and which forbids that they should be stopped in their 
Passage or any Impediment thrown m their Way even under the Pretext 
of Visit and Inspection ” 

This Question is already m Reference before your Honouiable Coiut 
with our Remarks on it 

Your President and Council at Fort St George addressed us on the 
25th of last October on a Claim made by Monsieur Le Vicomte de Souillac 
to an Exemption for the French from all Duties of Import and Export 
both at their Sea Ports and Factories Inland on the Coast of Coromandel 

Your Government of Fort St George justly conceiving that the 13th 
Article of the Defimtive Treaty did not allow so extensive an Interpretation 
dechned admitting it, and informed the French Government of then 
Intention to permit every Exemption and Privilege to their Nation, whether 
tradmg Individually or as a Company which were formerly enjoyed by the 
French Company. They notified however to the French Commandant at 
Pondicherry that they should refer Mr. de Souillac’s Letter to us, and 
conform to such Directions as we might think proper to send them 

The President and Council at Fort St George transmitted to us in 
consequence Copies of several Letters, and of a Minute of their late Presi- 
dent, tendmg to illustrate the Subject, and observed that if the French were 
allowed what they claim they would enjoy Privileges which would 
materially affect your Interests 

We have not yet offered our Sentiments to Fort St George on this 
Subject the Difference between them and the French Government could 
not be removed by it, and we are in Expectation of bnngmg the Subject 
to some general accommodation vith the supeiior administration of France 
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In thtu Country or of receiving explicit orders for our Guidance from your 
Honourable Court The first Claims of exemption from all Duties m

17 We have the Pleasure to acquaint you that the Nabob has since 
addressed the Governor Geneial in Term strongly expressive of the Sense 
which he entei tarns of our Priendship on the Occasion 

18 Your President and Council at Bombay have represented to us 
the continued Friendly Behaviour, and the unremitted attachment of the 
King of Travencore to the Interest of the Hon’ble Company, in proof of 
which he had agreed to furnish them with a Quantity of Pepper for your 
Ships of the present Season, altho’ they had not the Means of paymg for 
it but by a consideiable Increase to the large Balance before due to him, 
and they expressed their Wish that the Exigencies of our own Government 
might soon admit of our enabling them to discharge this Balance 

19 So sensible were we of the sinceiity of the Attachment of the 
King of Travencore that we deemed the Company’s Credit engaged to 
liquidate his Claims as soon as possible, and we have accordingly autho- 
rized your President and Council at Bombay to draw on us m Certificates 
in Conformity to our late Eegulations for the amount which they might 
borrow to discharge this Balance, provided the Eelief afforded to them by 
the late Orders of your Hon’ble Court of the 15bh September did not ena- 
ble them to pay it from their own Eesources. 

20 The President and Councd at Bombay having transmitted to us 
a Letter which had been addressed to them by Mr Hutchinson, their Eesi- 
dent at Anjengo in Vindication of his Conduct respecting the Transmission 
of some Intelhgence which appeared to have been fabricated on the 
Malabar Coast, as mentioned in the Governor General’s Minute of the mnth

21 On the 16 of last month a Letter was addressed to us by the 
Insurer of a Vessel called the Eodney Snow, belonging to this Port It 
stated that the Vessel had been forced by stress of Weather mto the Port 
of Eencatghery on the Malabar Coast in the Month of August last on her 
Passage from Bombay to China, and that she was detamed there by the 
Maratta Governor undei some Pretence, ' as they then understood, of her

from whom it wna stated to be impossible to procure the Payment of their 
Peahcoth without the aid of a Mllitaiy Force The Disaffection of these 
Pohgors was lepresented to be In some degree heieditoiy since it had been 
found necessary to station a strong Force in the Tmnivelly Province in 
the Time of Former Soubadara of the Camatlo as weU as m that of the 
Father of the present ^abob Wallau Javr who bad empbyed a formidable 
Body of Troops for a similar Purpose. 

12 Your President and Council appear to have been well aifaro of 
the bod Consequences which might result frnm the Collection of Poscush by 
a Military Force since it might alienate the PoUgars from any aitaohment 
to the Nabobs Government when otherwise they might be well disposed 
to it but as a refusal to comply with the Nabobs request would furnish

22 As the Conduct of the Maratta Governor on this Occasion 
appeared to be in direct Contradiction to the 11th Article of the Treaty 
of Salbey, which fetipulatca that the VesseJ of each (the English and the 
Peahwa) shall afford no Disturbance to the Navigation of the Vefisels of 
the other and that the Vessels of each shall be allowed Access to the Ports 
of the other whore they shall meet with no Molestation and the fullest 
IVotection shall be reciprocally afforded wo directed our Resident with 
Mahajeo Smdia to make appheatjon to that Chief for the Exortion of hia 
Influence to procure the immediate Release of the Rodney and her Cargo 
And at the some time desired the President & Counoil at Bombay to moke 
a Similar opplication at Poona 

23 We have since received an anthentio Narrative of the Cflrcums- 
fjinrfa attending this Event from the President and Conndl at Bombay 
It Is contained in a Protest made before a notary Pnblio by the Agent to 
the Owner of the Vessel and in the Evidence upon Oath of a Passenger 
and one of the Seamen who had been permitted to return to Bombay 

24 From the Account given by these Persons and the Letters of 
the Oinmandor it appears that the Port into which the Rodney was forced 
was Ghenah where she was seised by order of the Maratta Governor 
Gungather Pundit and the Captain Officers Passengers and Enropoon 
Seamen were earned on Shore and closely confined 

25 The Governor of Bombay had made opplication to the Peahwa 
for the Release of the Lord Rodney early In October but had received no 
Answer on the date of our lost advice Ho meant however to repeat his 
Efforts to procure Rcdrcsi altho’ without any Bonguino Hopes of immo- 
diate Success os a Vcsshcl belonging to a piincipo] Merchant at TcUiohorry 
which was seized lost ^ oar at Gbcriab has not been delivered up altho 
repeated Orders to that Effect have been sent from Poona. 

20. Copies of our Adnccs from Bombay on tbu Subject and of the 
Papers uIiIcU accompanied them have been transmitted to Lieutenant 
^Vnderwon with poBitlvo Instructions to desire the good offices of ^lohajce 
Smdia in taking tbo earliest and most effectual 3fcasurcs for obtaining the 
Restitution of the \cfv>tl and the Return of the Prisoners os wcU as the 
necessary Reparation for the Loss and Domoge suataioed the Conduct 
ofGungather Pundit to remonstrate to bindia such lufnngcmonU of tbo 
11th iVrticbof the Tnat> ofSolbo> b^ an\ Subject of Iho ilaratU States 
and to concert the best probable means of presenting them in future 

27 TboGuscnior General tuis oLo orldrcs-Hcd the Pc^diwa and bis 
2Iini«tcrs on tlio Subject oj thi Conduct of Gung lUitr Pumlit bos probably 
not bvn warranlcd bj tbo Sanction of the Oosimmcnt of Poona wo 
doubt not but uo ihall bu able to obtain Satisfaction for lids sloiatlon of 
iho Treaty 

23 Lieutenant Vndcrann bos Infonucil us that bo lost no Tlmo In 
rvprttointing the Circum^tanctJ of this affair to Smdia asstatoiin our first 
\ceounU reccirc<lfrom tho Inmrcri of tlio \cajcl capUioing to him at tbo 
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same tune the Obseryation Ave had made that even on the Supposition 
of the Vessel being a Wieck no light was thereby established to her 
detention, since the contiaiy is expressly piovided for by the 14th 
Article of the Tieaty of Poona and we have the Pleasure to acquamt you 
that Sindia entirely acquiesced in these Sentiments and assured 
Mr. Andeison that, besides fuinishmg him with a Letter on the Subject 
to Nana to be delivered by Mi Malet, he Avould likewise write to him by 
his own Conveyance requiring him to cause the Vessel and Cargo to be 
immediately released and cautioning him against the admission of any 
Excuse or Evasion Avhatevei 

29 We had the Honor to acquaint you in our last advices that we 
had resolved on carrying the appointment of Mi Malet as Resident at 
Poona into immediate Execution and that Smdia had at length become as 
desirous of its taking Place as he had foimeily been averse to it We have 
Since understood from Mi Anderson that he had communicated to Smdia 
such Parts of our Instructions to Mi Malet as regard the Preservation 
of the Peace and Friendship aheady estabhshed between the Company and 
the Maratta Government and the Attention which we have Enjoined him 
to pay on all Occasions to Mahajee Smdia from the particular Relation m 
which he stands to both Governments Sindia has expiessed himself ex- 
tremely well pleased with these Instiuctioiis and has informed Mr Anderson 
that Nana had m a Lettei lately leceived, mtimated his wish that 
Mr Malet might proceed as soon as possible to Poona 

30 Smdia at the Same time wrote a Letter to Mr Malet expressive 
of his foendly Sentiments, and requested that Mr Anderson would commu- 
mcate his wish to Mr Malet, that altho’ we might not have directed him 
to give any assurances to the Peshwa’s Ministers of the aid of Troops 
desired for their Defence against Tippoo, Yet that, m Case of this Question 
bemg proposed, he might give Nana such an Answer as might still mduce 
him to hope for it 

31 The Intrigues of the French Agent, Mr Montigny, at the Court 
of Poona have been mentioned m our late Despatches Smce the Date 
of these the Governor General has received a Letter from Mahajee 
Smdia, acquaintmg him that Mr Montigny had proffered to the Peshwa 
the Assistance of his Nation m the contest with Tippoo Sultan, and threa- 
tened, m the Event of a Refusal, that they would mute with the Adver- 
saries of the Marratta State Smdia therefore desired that we would 
interfere to prevent an Alhance between the French and Tippoo Sultan, 
and give our Sanction to the Maratta Government to employ the French 
Cons, 7ch Jany. Troops m their Service agamst Tippoo A Copy of 

Mahajee Smdia’s Letter to the Governor General on this 
occasion attends you a Number m the Packet and, altho’ the object of it 
IS to obtam our Concurience on their employing French Troops to then 
own Benefit, it is Mr Anderson’s Opinion that the Request ivas dictated 
solely by the despau of Assistance from us. and that we may rely, m as far 
as depends on Mahajee Smdia on a stop being put to this Connection, should 
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TTO t hink proper to give him such aasDrancea as may satisfy him that the 
Marattas will eventually be no Losers by this Instance of their Friendship 
for the English. 

32 A Pa^r of Intelbgenco from Poona which has been lately 

transmitted to ua by Mx Anderaon, mentions that Monsr Montigny after 
Con*. 7th Jany received very great attention from Nana Furma 

veese hod set out for Goa to meet a General from Pondi 
cherry that he had received from the Peahwa at his Departure a Khelant, 
Sorpetch and Jegoh and the some from Nana and Hurry Pundit, that 
sncb marks of attention had never been shewn to him before that Nana 
had aupphod him with Horsemen Chubdars Silver Sticks and other 
Necessaries for hit Jonrney os well as a Horse and some fine Cloths for the 
General that Montigny had promised that the French should join the 
Morrattaa who were to allow them & Share of tho Country their joint 
Forces might conquer from Tlppoo and to make them a Grant of a Seaport 
near Bombay such os Rewah Dnndoh the Marrattas agreeing also to 
pay the whole Expence of the Troops sent by the French to their 
Assistance 

33 The Circumstances contained in this Inteliigence having been 
noticed by Lieutenant Andorson to Mahajee Smdia ho has given ns tho 
strongest Assurances that he will never suFor Nana to enter into any such 
Connection with tho French os may be deemed a Violation of the Treaty 
with tho English and desired that we would bo perfectly at Ease on the 
scoro of the present Report as bo knew that Nana was only amusing tho 
French to intlmidato Tlppoo and wos certain that tho Peshwa would os 
soon yield Poona to tho French as the Port of Kowoh Dnndah 

34 The repeated and pressing solidtations which wo bad received 
from the Fetbno, Smdia and Moodajco Booala and the Accounts which had 
reached us of tho Negotiations carrying on by the French at Poona render 
ed it necessary that wo should givo tho Peshwa and Slntlia moro explicit 
assurances of our Support than tboso bltbcrto afforded them for in tho 
Event of tho Admn of Poona being pressed bj Tippoo thc> might other 
wUe bo induced to accept tho offers of tho Government of Pondicherry 

33 Under theso Circumstances tho Governor Gcucral informed us 
on the I4th Instant that lio bad prepared a Minuto which ho intended to 
ba\ o hud before us exprcssivo of his bcntiments In regard to tho Answer 
which should bo given to tho applications of the Pvshwa Tho iVnswcr was 
proposed to contain General oiauranccs that wo vtould not remain idle 
should wo SCO him jireikscd his Enemies, but that orders 
Coo*. I-tih Fcby should bo sent for tho Troops of liombaj to assist tho 
Peshwa s Government should he want them for the Defence of his Towns 
ami Districts tho Pcaco established bctwwn Tlppoo and the English 
rendering it impossible that tho EngUsh should send troops against him into 
hia own Counlrj 

30. A cop) of tba Governor General s 3Iinute and of another which 
^ccompkinivd jt attend ^ou Numbers In iho r«u.ket. 
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37 Your Honble Court will observe that an alteration in the 
Governor General’s Propositions as appears in his last Minute, was a 

Consequence of Accounts which had reached us, and which 
Consn. 8th Feby bad every Reason to consider as authentic confirming, 

14 h eby ^ p>eport which had obtained Ciedit at Foit St George 
and at this Presidency that the Nabob Tippoo Sultan had been killed in 
Action, and that the Regency of his Dominions had been taken Charge of by 
Kurrim Saib and the son of Meer Saib, who continued to push on the Seige 
of a Fort called Oralapally, where they had gained considerable advantages. 

38 As this Event might have the Consequence of impressing the 
Mariattas differently from what was intended in their Estimation of the 
Proposal which the Governor General had, before his knowledge of the 
Event, wished to make to them with the approbation of the Board he 
thought it expedient to alter the Terms of the reply which he had proposed 
should be sent to the Peshwa’s applications, and to Substitute for it the 
foUowmg assurance Vizt That having heaid of the great Preparations of 
Tippoo against the Mai atta Dominions he had desired the Vakielsofthe 
Peshwa, Smdia, and Moodajee Boosla to attend him in the 26th of last 
December, and had acquainted them that it was the Determination of the 
Enghsh Nation not only to Support their Connection with the Peshwa, but 
to improve it in every way that could be satisfactory to him and his Chiefs, 
that Mr Malet had been deputed to his Court for the Purpose of Setthng 
more particular Arrangements, that Orders should be forthwith given to the 
Government of Bombay to send whatever Troops he wished to his Assis- 
tance tho’ by the Peace subsisting between the Enghsh and Tippoo Sultan, 
those Troops could not be employed to make war m his Country, that we 
were also determined to support Nizam Ally Cawn according to the Terms 
of the Treaty and that his Highness had received assurances of this two 
Months before 

39. The Proposition contained in the Governor General’s Minute 
having met with our unanimous Concurrence, Letters have been written 
m the Terms which he recommended to the Peshwa and Nana Furnaveese, 
and the Substance of them has also been commumcated to MahajeaSindia 
and Moodajee Boosla 

40 Nothing but the Precaution which the state of Public Affairs 
rendered necessary to preserve the Peace of India could have induced ils 
to make the Declarations above mentioned to the administration of Poona 
The Death of Tippoo opened a very dangerous Field for the Operation of 
the Intrigues of the French, and had we remained quiet Spectators in such a 
Scene, and on the one Hand permitted the French to make an Alliance with 
the Marattas, while the Marattas, had by their offers afforded us the Means 
of preventmg it, or if on the other Hand we had neglected to secure our- 
selves by streiigthenmg our Connection with the Marrattas against the 
probable Consequences of French Influence in the Mysore Country, we 
should have neglected a very favorable Occasion of securing your Influence 
m India, 
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41 We »till hope tliat the Marrattas will not require our Aid and 
that our ProfesfiJon5 of Friendship which they will of course make pahUc, 
will be sufficient for their Purpose ilr ilaJet a management and address 
will be employed to delay the Hequiaition for Troops aa long as ho 
can without hazarding the Conseqaencea which our offier of assistance 
was intended to prevent but if such Requisition should be pressed, 
the Government of Bombay have our Instructions to agree to it to the 
Extent of three Battahona of Sepoys under the Express Stipnlation that 
they shall not be employed to act offensively against the Mysore Govern 
ment or for any purpose but the security of the Peshwa s Person or of any 
of the Forts within his own Bommions* an Agreement is also to be adjusted 
with the Peshwa and his ^lioisters for the Pay of the Troops to bo sent 
to the Marmtta Cbuntry but they are not to he actually detached tlU that 
Agreement shall have been ratified by this Government You may rest 
assured that wo shall not ratify such Agreement but in the Cose of absolute 
Necessity 

42 At the same Time that we have resolved upon these Measurca, 
that nothing m our Power may be wanting to preserve the Peace of India, 
and to prevent the Influence of a RhaJ European Power from being cata 
blished in the M^'soro Country where tho Force which they might acquire 
as Pnneipals or Allies in the Mysore Government would greatly endanger 
tho safety of tho Camatco wo haro thought it expedient to recommend to 
tho Government of Fort St Gcorgo that in the event of Tlppoo s Bcatb being 
certain they should depute a Semmfcof the Company of ExjJericnco and 
abilities as their Minister to tho Government of Jlysoro and for any profest 
[sic] Purpose which mo) appear to them moat plausible but vath tho real 
View of odvUiDg them of tho Occurrences irbich have happened or are likely 
to hoppen from Tippoo s Death and to uafeb and as for as may bo possible 
b^ address to counteract tho Designs of the French but without implicating 
tho Cbmpan^ s Government in any Promho or Engagement that could 
involve them in War

be forwarded and that their Orders should be communicated to him imme-

Intelligence, should take place in the Revenue Expences in consequence of 
your Orders befoie mentioned. 

9 Our Emendations of the Committee’s second report and our le- 
maiks upon the reductions are transmitted to you, with the statements of 
the two Accountants, Numbers in tins dispatch 

10 The Committee of Revenue have been instructed to coiiect then* 
report according to our remarks and lesolutions, and according to the state- 
ment dehvered in by the two Accountants and as it appeals by that state- 
ment (due regard being had to the spirit of your oideis of the 11th April 1785 
which makes it necessary to include within the sum of 72 Lacks all contin- 
gencies connected ivith the Collection of the Revenue) that such Contingen- 
cies cannot be rated at a less annual Sum than five Lacks of Rupees, the 
surplus expence to be yet reduced amounts to Rupees 6,94,198 0 8 

11. Not to have included every probable contingent expence within 
the sum prescribed by your orders for the whole Annual Expence of the 
Revenue Department would have been an inattention to your Commands 
We daily experienced the inconveniencies which had arisen from a want of 
Established Limits against the Tide of former Expences, and we as often 
see the salutary consequences of possessing httle latitude m such points. 

12 The Committee have been required to report upon the further 
reduction aheady mentioned and we have directed that the reductions and 
alterations actually resolved on in the charges of the Revenue Department 
shall all take place from the first day of next month, excepting those for 
which periods have been expressly fixed in our remarks, and which of 
course are to have affect at those particular periods The indulgence arismg 
from this delay is but a small compensation for the seventy of the Refoim 
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against those who are necessanJy affected by it 

13 The difference between the last Reduction proposed m the 
amended report of the Committee of Revenue, and the sum of Rupees 
4 42 000 proposed to be reduced on the 14th October is to be deducted 
from the let of next month by aPer centage upon oU Revenue Salaries 
and Establishments whatsoever 

14. As the Douana at Calcutta and in the Ihstncts of Pumeab, 
Houghly and Patchcat, receive ot present larger allowances than the 
Dewans ux the other dlatricta and as It appeared proper to us and accord 
Ing to the principles of our late reduotions that the several allowances of 
the Deunns should bo levelled to the same sum wo have ordered that they 
bo se> orally fixed without exception at 160 Rnpees P Mensem 

16 The allowances granted to your Servants who are assistants 
to the Revenue Chiefs and Collectors varying m their soveml amounts, 
which were not formerly Intended to exceed 300 Rupees P Mensem respec- 
tively wo have directed that the monthly allowances granted to oil such 
assistants bo fixed at this sum, 

16 Wo have ordered the Accountant General to report upon the

17 Wo think it proper to mention to )on In this place tho necessity 

wliich wo aro under ol postponing the completion of those 
to orrangementi which oro seperato from the reforms ordered 
Europe dated by your 0 [ourt] and carried Into effect by us and which 
25th October proposed to lay before you by tho Ships of tho present 

Season for tho General regulation of j-our expenccflundor this Government, 
Tho Season is now so for advanced that wo despair of being able to finish 
them m tUo complete manner wo \rlah In tlmo to be dispatched in tho 
coiirso of it and manj important duties which wo have had to perform in 
our b 0 \cral Departments ha\o so occupied our tlmo that wo hod none to 
bestow upon this proposed extra scrvlco Wo trust however that this 
ncccb^arj dcla^ [in] proposing final arrungements of reform a ill not in 
[crease] tho effect of tho Intreaty which wo presumed to [show] in favor 
of ) our Servants on this Establiiiliincnt. 

18 11x0 Sub Treasurer having submittid to us an oppUcation made 

to him iltain*, Gfrahara] CrommeUn and iroubra^ that several CertI

clcMCd OU the 1st of next month os advised in our l,etter of fith January 
HbO wo tcfcTTtd to our resolutions in tho Ihillio Department of tho 
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9th November 1784 and observing our faith pledged to the holders of the 
Certificates before mentioned to allow them Bills in preference for the 
amount due to them when Bills should be hereafter granted on the 
Court of Directors, we comphed ivith the apphcation of ]V[essrs. 
Graham, Crommehn, and Moubray, and directed a general comphance 
with similar wishes of other persons holding such Certificates, provided 
they intimated the same to our Secretary before the 14th of the present 
Month 

19 On the 31st of last month we addressed a Letter to the Judges 
of the Supreme Court, m which we acquainted them that, having found it 
necessary to adopt one general and impartial rule for the discharge of the 
demands upon our Treasury due to Individuals, we informed the Pubhe 
on the 20th December 1785 that the demands should be regularly discharg- 
ed in future according to priority of date, and that an adherence to this 
rule put it out of our power to admit any longer of that preference which 
had heretofore been occasionally given to the orders granted in discharge 
of the Salaries of the Judges and Officers of the Supreme Court, we ex- 
plamed to them the motives for this regulation and assured ourselves that,

,£0. We are sorry to acquaint you that the Judges did not think 
proper to comply with our proposal, they observed that “it amounted in 
substance to a request that they should choose [one] of two Evils, -either; 
by discountmg their Paper to receive considerably less, than the Legisla- 
ture [had] given them, or to borrow Money for the supply of their 
monthly Expenses, the first of which they thought unreasonable, and the 
second [unbecoming ?] theu stations. They acknowledged that we derive 
our right to our Salaries from the same high authority with themselveS^ 
but they observed [that] our situations were in many respects widely 
different from theirs, and that the terms" which we had imposed on our- 
selves were consequently injurious. They remarked that no power on Earth 
could legally deprive them of their Pro[perty] without their own assent ex* 
pressed by themselves or declared in Parham ent. That the inconv[emence] 
already brought oh them" by 'repeated refusals from the Treasury to pay 
even a part of their [arrears ^] or of then Current Salanes could hardly 
be desenbed, and the inchgmties to which they were daily and hourly 
exposed, thro’ inabihty to support their several Estabhshments, must in 
all stations be vexatious, in th eir’s intolerable, for, tho’ equally Zealous 
iVith ourselves, as we justly supposed, for the restoration of Pubhe Credit 
they could not be so romantic aa to abandon all regard for their owp,’ 
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2] The judges therefore. Protested against our intention to include 
them in our regulations •which Intention if long formed, had been late 
declared to them who were most matenalJy affected by it. Nerertheleca 
to prevent the consequences of diaousaion which in their private Life, 
would be painful tho it would never influence their Pubho Conduct they 
•vrero willing to make a temporary concession and if we would provide for 
the punctu^ monthly payment of half their Salaries and order speedy 
payment of half their Arrears so that their Current expences might, with 
rigid Oeconomy be aupphed and their debts discharged they would on 
that condition acquiesce in the receipt of the other half for one twelve 
months on the terms which we proposed and, before wo refused to comply 
with so just oud moderate a requisition they intreated us to consider the

22 We have been thus partioolar m acquainting you with tho 
answer sent by the Judges to our proposal that our conduct may bo Jnsti 
fled in your opinion for the offer which we made to them in reply It is 
immaterial to that reply at full length but it is necessary that we shoold 
inform you of a part of it. 

23 We observed to the Judges It was not the magnitude of 
the sum of rtsady Money necessary to pay their Arrean and Salaries 
in Cash that could have any effect m deranging our general regulation 
and defeating the general boneflts to bo expected £r^ it. It was tho 
precedent that was to bo avoided Wo remarked at the some time 
that if tho PubUo Creditors understood that preference of payment, 
contrary to general regulation proceeded in fovor of ony Persons not 
from partmUty or usvateadincss iu Go\cmment but from necessity tho 
lncon\cnicnco would bo in a great meosare removed Yet wo could not 
ogre© to tho propoaltiou w hich they hod been pleased to make of receiving 
half tbcir Salaries and half their arrears in Cash for a limited time as 
it would be a relinquishment of their just rights roiulting f^rom] our 
Bcgolations.

23 buch on vVirongcmcut wo obKrved might obvUto tho dtflj

20. Our Letter to tho Judges cloftcd uiih acquainting them that If 
this Accogmodation khoald not prove salbCactorj or circcluall> pro>ldo 
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for a predicament which we were soiry to make any subject of corres- 
pondence, and which must be equally painful on all sides, we requested 
that they would inform us by anj^ Officer of them Court that they 
demanded the Payment of their Salaries in Cash, and that they would 
declare the peiiod at which it must according to Law be made, observing 
that we only wished for such an Official reqmsition as might not make the 
payment of them Ariears and Salaries in Money an unnecessary deviation 
on om* part from a general regulation, which had been announced to the 
Pubhc, and which we could not with justice violate without legal necessi- 
ty ” Should the three judges avail themselves of the option presented 
to them of receiving Bills on the Company in payment of their Arrears and 
Current Salaries we shall take care that the total amount be considered as 
included withm the sum permitted by your Letter of the 15th Septemr.

of date , we have not however yet decided on these It is proper to 
observe, that, had we followed, the foimer Custom of paying these stipends 
and allowance m Cash, no Cash could have been as yet advanced to 
them since your orders of 11th April 1785 directed preference of pay- 
ment to your Soldiery You may be assured that the Nabob Mobaruok 
ul Dowla, and other Natives receiving Stipends fiom this Government 
Will meet with the same justice relative to the payment of them allow- 
ances as we propose to observe in the discharge of our own, nor can 
they have any just reason for complaint while we observe this equitable 
rule.

Agents, of manifestmg our good Disposition towards the Commerce of their 
Nation, and effecting in a great Degree a happy accommodation of our 
Disputes on Commercial Subjects with the administration of France 
m India

1.. We had the Honor to address you from this Department on the 
28th Ultimo by the Deptford, and on the 9th Instant by the Dubhn 
Duphcate and Tnphcate Copies of our Advices by these Conveyances now 
attend you by the Wmterton which is under Dispatch. 

2. Our Letter by the Deptford commumcated to you the Substance 
of our Correspondence with the Judges of the Supreme Court on the 
Subject of the Discharge of their Salaries in Paper and the Offer which we 
found it necessary to make them of granting Bills on your Honble.

9 We are mfoimed by the same Channel of Intelligence that Ballo 
Jah Son of the late Seedy Abdul Rahim Cawn Governor of Gengeiah on 
account of some Disagieemeiit with his Mimstei had fled with his Younger 
Brothel to the Foit of Siverndroog in the Possession of Hurry Punt 
Tanteah and that Gmgeiah is now in the Possession of Seedy Jooar the 
Mimstei of the late Abdul Rahim. 

10 We transmitted to you with our Advices of the 28th February a 
Copy of a Lettei vhich V'e had leceived from the President and Factors at 

Consn 9 March Tellicheiry beaiiiig date the 14th of January, m which they 
acquainted us mth their Apprehensions that the Prince of 
Chenika privately instigated by the Nabob Tippoo Sultan, ^ intended 
Hostflities against the PioAonce of Randoteirah from which the Company 
Collected Revenue, and that the Piince had it m Contemplation to make a 
further demand of the Revenue, if not the Customs of TeUicherry itself 
They also mformed us that several of the prmcipal Merchants of that 
Place had been required in the Nabob’s name to Leave TeUicherry 
instantly with the option of remaining eithei at Cananoie, or m any other 
Poit of the Nabob’s Districts and mfoimed that if they Rejected this offer, 
and a War should ensue they must share the Fate of the rest and would 
not be in the least Considered 

11 Other Circumstances were also related to us of Tippoo’s Conduct 
which shew Intentions not favorable to the Continuance of Peace either 
towards the Company or then fiim Fiicnd the King of Travancore 

12 Your Resident and Factors at TeUicherry represented to us that 
them Force consisted only of a smgle Battahon of Sepoys and about 80 
Emopeans and about 1,600 L regulars of the Inhabitants and that this Body 
of men was veiy insufficient, as indeed it must be, to mamtam their Lines 
of five Miles m Cucumference on which rests the Preservation of the Place, 
but as the Gentlemen at TeUicherry had appiized the Government of 
Bombay of their situation on the 12th of Januaiy we make no doubt that 
the necessaiy measures have been already taken at Bombay foi the Rehef 
and futme support of TeUicheny 

13. We have received private advice by a Channel which we deem" 
authentic, that a confederacy of the Petty Rajahs, privately requested and, 
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encouraged by T^ppoo was believed to bo formed against TellioharTy, and 
that these Malabar Bajas had assured ISppoo of its being pnt mto his 
hands The same advices mention also that the Pnnoe of Cherrika had 
actually taken Possession of Rhondoterry 

14- We conaider the Preservation of Tellichorry as of Great Import- 
ance to your Commercial Interests and we are decidedly of opinion that the 
Inhabitants bare a just Claim to your Protection- Besides, it Establishes a 
Port of connection between Bombay and the Camatio and forma a proper 
situation for the assembly of an army to act against Uppoo m his own 
Dominions Sensible of this he must be anxious to disturb our Possession of 
it what Renders it obnoxious to him coustltutee its value to the Company 

15 We have instructed your President and Conned at Bombay to 
Bend an immediate Aid of Men Idoney Provisions and Stores to Telli- 
cherry if they should not have done so before the receipt of our orders and 
as they ore much in want of Oram we have desned the Gentlemen at 
Port St George to dispatch a vessell with 7 or 800 Bogs of Rice to them 
without Delay We have authonxed the Government at Bombay to draw 
on us for such supplies of Cash os are reqolred at Telhohciry and not 
exceeding three Lacks of Rupees. We have instructed the Reudent and 
Factors at TelJicherry to defend their Settlement against every Attack 
and to advise the Preddent and Council at Bombay iiom Time to Hme of 
their Wonts that they may relieve them- Wo have also deolred that they 
would bank and Repair the Defences of their Fortifications and put thAm in 
tbo best CoodiUon to resist an Attack. 

10 With Respect to Rhondoteny wo have Requested the Preaidont 
at Fort Saint Goorgo to write Immediately to Mysore and to Hequlre from 
Tippoo or in case of bis Death from the actual Govom- 
CooHJ 9 March of Mysore that the Princo of Chomka bo not 

supported ogainst the Company or their Servants at TcUichcrry A Letter 
has been also wntten by the Governor General to Tippoo Sultan Transla- 
tion of which attends you o Number in the Packet. Tbo President and 
Council of Bombay having acquainted us that the Nabob bod not removed 
tbo Embargo nhich bo bad laid on the Exportation of Pepper Sandal and 
Cardamums tbo Governor General bos particularly mentioned his wish on 
this subject in his Letter to Tippoo 

17 Having adopted these precautlonniy measures wo are in no opp- 
ruhenslona for Tcllichcny Yet after tbo want of support which the ^Ulabor 
Cbids found In our Engagement during tbo late war they must naturally 
bo now hostilo to tbo Company s IntcroU, their Ho«tilit> to the Company 
ma^ bo tbo Condition of their Sccunt> from Tippoo s oppression. 

18 Wo regret that our Intelligence conceminj the Company s Rights 
to Bbondoterrah is not so clear and precise as to admit of our instructing 
your Resident and Factors at Tclhcherry in respect to it, 

10 We find that on the 23d- March 17(15 on Agreement was mode 
by Mr Byficld Chief of TcUicbcrry with Reroy \ arms, the actual Prino# 
Regent of Chcirikn in which Ui latter consented that the Pforlnco 
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of Pvhandoterrah should be under the Company’s Protection, and that 
“they should collect the Bents and Revenues thereof towards paying their 
demand due by the Achamars, in the same manner as was done, practised 
and agreed upon formerly between his Uncles The Prmces of Cherrika and 
the Honble. Company, in Rehance of which being punctually attended to 
by them he had consented and given the same to them, upon a promise 
made him on the part of the said Company by their Chief, Thomas Byfield 
Esquire, that aU necessary assistance for the good of his Palace should 
he afforded agreeable to what had been observed m tunes past ” On 
Reference to the Documents m our Possession, precedmg the Date of the 
Agreement with Revy Varma, we find that on the 9th of September, 1760 
an obhgation was given by the Kmg Regent of Colastiia (which we 
understand to be the same as Cherrika) mortgaging to the Company the 
Revenues of Rhandoterrah and Cunhangalatta for the discharge of the 
Balances owmg to the Company from the Achamars with Interest thereon, 
and the 3d Article of that obhgation stipulates that, “when the Company 
are paid the Debts abovementioned with the Interest that shall arise 
thereon the obhgation is to be null and void ” 

20 Here our Information stops Respecting Rhondoterrah excepting 
that your Resident and Factors acquainted us in their Letter of the 14th 
J anuary last that when the Prmce of Cherrika demanded the Province, 
he acquamted the Resident “that he would discharge the amount of the 
Achamars Bonds whenever it might be sent to him ” If we might argue 
upon the authorities before us, which certainly may be defective, we 
undoubtedly should admit the strict Rights of the Prince of Cherrika to a 
Restoration of Rhandoterrah as soon as he fully discharged the Bond of 
the Achamars, that is the Debt which the Assignment of Rhon[do]terrah to 
the Company was expressly made to liquidate and we should be obliged 
to pass this Judgement upon the Question m Opposition to the Arguments 
which we are well aware might be urged against it from the great convem- 
ence of such a Possession m the Neighbourhood of your Settlement, and 
the mischiefs that might arise if Rhondoterrah was possessed by a power 
not friendly to the Interests of the Company But before we Resolve 
ultimately upon this subject we expect to receive a full Relation of all the 
Circumstances regarding it from your Servants at Tellicherry and be 
fully informed of aU the Reasons that could be urged to Justify the 
Company m keepmg the Place 

21 We are advised by your President and Council at Fort St George 
under Date the 23d Ultimo that Colonel Sir Henry Cosby has reported to 
them the Situation of Affairs in the Tinnevelly and Madura Districts from 
which It appears that the Nabob’s Phouzdar Eitabar Cawn has settled mth 
the Pohgars, and that there is the fairest prospect of their fulfilhng their 
Engagements. The President and Council had m consequence directed 
Col Su Henry Cosby to Canton the Detachment under his Command for 
the present, as they thought it would be imprudent to withdraw it entuel^ 
from the Provmces until the Crops were gathered m 
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S2 Tlie President and Council at Fort St George have lately fomi 
shed 08 with Extracts from their Proceedings in regard to the difflcnlties 
which they have encountered in realizing the amount of the Tribute due 
from the Raja of Tnnjoro to the ^vabob of the Carnatic but os they them 
ttelves will bale communicated to you their Proceedings m Detail on thU 
Occasion we shall content ourselves with stating them briefly in this 
Place

23 You ore already advised of the anthority which we thought it 
necessary to delegate to the Preaidenoy of Fort St. George 
on the 14th of J^ovcmber laat not only to reeatabliah the 
Committee of Assigned Revenne and to vest them with full 

anthority to collect the Revenues of the Camatio should the Nabob fail m 
hifl Engagements but to collect the Revenues of Tanjore also should the 
Raja hesitate to pay his just proportion to the Public Service or to <r iply 
inth the arrangementa ordered by the Company This anbjeot Laving 
been brought forward m Council at Fort St Georg© on the 16th of Decom 
her last it was proposed by the President to try the Efiect of lenient moa 
suxea on the Raja before they proceeded to the lost Elxtremity and for 
that purpose that Mr Ookca, the President a pnvato Secretary should be 
deputed to Tanjore to be the Bearer of the Letter which the Governor 
General had 'written to the Raja on the 26th of November lost to endca 
vour to prevail on him to pay the Balance of his Posbensh and to bring him 
to a proper Dispodtion of Compliance irith 3 our Commands of the 0th 
December 1784 which ho did not scruple to term unjust. 

24 3Ir Davidson s proposition having been resolved in the afflrma 
tivo (though with the Dissenting \ oioo of 3Er Darnel who thought that more 
vigorous moosurca should bo adopted and that the Ncgocintion should be 
conducted thro the Channel of the Resident 31r Huddleston) 3Ir Oalics 
accordingly proceeded to Tanjore and on tiio 22Dd January delivered to 
the Raja the Go\cnior Generals Letter accompanied by one from Mr 
Da>i<Uon rcprcocntmg to him in the strongest colours, the Lenity and For 
bcaranco ulth Mhich he ha<l hitherto been treated and the necessity of his 
complianco uUb Demands so juflth founded as those uhlcbbad been made 
on imn asucJloatho iicecfaily touliich the Prwidcnc\ of Madras would 
bo reduced in tho h^ent of his non compliance with our orders (which 
had Uiii kept secret to promt tho tnumph of Ids hncraics) of carrying 
them into immediate Execution Tho Ruja however still continued to 
adhtro w ith ubstlnacy to his Cl urn to tho Dutricts of Amco and Ilemameo 
tagood\ whicli Iiad been d*.tidcU by your Hon bio Court to belong to tho 
Nabob ho denied his Highnens s Right to anN onrar* of Pwheush until 
thi*^ Dutnets should bo deh^cntl up to him and ho should receive Credit 
for tho amount collected from them and ho dcclarnl tho Treaty onlcrtd to 
bo entered into by the Comp.uiy to be unnuvKorv as bis hfe and property 
were at their disposal 

io In rcganl to the subtidy tho lUJa propc»<d to pay In four Months 
four Lacks oi) account of Cumnt Dcmawls sml two Lacks on artount of 
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Balance ,and the same for the following year, which the President and 
Council thought expedient to accept, but deemed it at the same time neces- 
sary, in order to enfoice the perfoimance of the Raja’s Engagements, to 
instruct Ml Huddleston to take measures foi securing such propoitions of 
the Government share of the Crop now on the ground as might be equal to 
the SIX Lacks of Pagodas to be received fiom the Raja in the com’se of the 
four ensmng Months It was at the same Time lesolved to delay the Reqm- 
sition to the Raja to make provision for the Payment of the arrears and 
of the Current Peshcush till the Raja’s present Engagements might be 
completed 

26 On receipt of the abovementioned Orders horn the President and 
Conned at Port St. George Mi* Huddleston gave it as his Opinion that at 
the advanced season of the Year when then* Instructions weie received it 
would be scarcely possible to obtain so laige a sum as six Lacks of Pagodas 
by taking possession of the Crop on the Ground, or by any other coercive 
measures ivithm the time that the Raj'a had agreed to pay the whole, and 
that it woidd be still less possible to secure the leceipt of the Kists at the 
periods when they would become due He therefore adopted the expedient of 
proposing to the Raja, as a measure which would be less offensive to him, 
and more conformable to the spirit of his Instructions to place trusty 
Comcopolies over the Amaldars of the different districts with authority to 
keep exact accounts oi their Collections, and of the sums dispatched from 
tune to time to Tanj'ore, and to advise him regularly of the latter that he 
might demand and receive them of the Raj‘a immediately on their arrival 
The Raja however was extremely agitated and hurt at this proposal, and, 
after enlargmg on the punctuality with which he had performed his pro- 
mises, m future he desired the Resident to receive the followmg as his 
final answer 

27 That, he had already paid one Lack of Pagodas of the present 
years subsidy, that he pledged his word that another should be paid 
at the end of February, a third by the end of March and a fourth by 
the 30th of April That, of the two Lacks in part of the Balance, he had 
just paid 60,000, that he would pay 50,000 more on the 25th of February, 
and the two remammg Easts on the 15th and 31st March or perhaps sooner, 
but that, if the Resident put m execution the measure proposed or any 
other similar to it, he should consider himself totally released from the 
^^gfi'gGments he had entered into and the promise he had just made both 
with respect to the current Subsidy and the Balance 

28 Under these circumstances Mr Huddleston thought it expedient 
to defer proceeding to any greater length without further Instructions, at 
the same time givmg it as his opmion that the Raja’s promise might be 
relied on, as he had mvanably adheied to Engagements which he had once 
been mduced to make, altho’ it had been difficult to bring him to Consent 
to make any Payment on account of the former Balance 

29. We have not been informed by the Gentlemen at Fort St Geoij^e 
whether they had thought it expedient to enforce their ongmal Orders 
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to Mr Huddleston or to rely on the Raja e promise as rooonmicndod by 
that Gentleman. 

30 Our last advices from th.U Department referred to our Proceed 
ings therewith sent for an account of Slndla a Tranaactions m the neigh 
bourhood of Delhi 

31 On the 10th of last Month Slndla a army marched from Deig 
5 Coas to the westward of it and towards the Territories of the Raja of 

vleXDoro The QoYemTPen.t of Jevnor e is repre sented to ua by Andprann 
as having been in a weak and dlstraoted Uondltion from the incapacity of 
the Raja yet from a dear Experience of the inddnous Hature of Smdia s 
Conduct they seem determined to avoid the snares he has laid for them 
to hasten their own rum in the proposal he has made for an arnica

of money and to resist him to the utmost of their power 

The nelghbounng Rajepoot Chiefs to the westward from a conviction of 
the danger to which they must be exposed in case of the subjection of the 
Joypore Raja have promised in case of matters proceeding to extremities 
to furnish him openly with aid These cirounutonces so uniavorable to 
Sindia s viewa arc encreasod by some sospjclous circumstances of late m 
the conduct of bis Ally the Matcheny Raja This Chief who has a con 
dderable reputation for courago and abUitietf was formerly Dewan to tbo 
Father of the present Raja of Jeypore and on bis death he selxod the 
opportunity to possess himself of ono half of his Country which bo has over 
since mamtalncd in opposition to all the efforts that have been made against 
him On Sindia s ooming into this Country be thought it prudent to join 
bun but ho has hitherto mode no sacrifleo to him and* appeoroncoa have 
not been wanting of late to make it probable that be is auspicious of 
Sindia and by no moans heartily Inclined to forward the service entrusted 
to him In conjunction with udgqf Cooley Cawp and the other Jagbeerdars 
of reducing the Joj'pore Raja 

32, Our later advices from Mr Anderson m ention that Slndin had 
resolved to march to Laaleootl a place about 10 Cosi to the SH of Joyna 
gurgh and not very far from the strong Fort of Uuntemporc, 

33 Wo have beforo observed in nuoting Anderson s lutelUgc nco 
that the Government of Jevporp. from thoj ncapacit^ of the ltaja"Tiiw 
l ong been in a vveak and distracted condition , 3Ir Anderson now acquaints 
that "the situaUoa of tbo Raja soems very desperate and that tberu 
Is ovciy reason to behove that Slndla s views ore not now limited to the 
exaction of tribntofrom him but extcndwl to tho entire po*»<wjion of his 
Countiy Ho has no Arm> in tho Field and tho horccs under the Com 
mands of Smdia s Auxiliary tho ilnlchcrry Raja and tho Mogul Chief 
\udjlf Cool> Cawn are now advance*! verj t'tar hU Capita! Sindia It 
Is true is not without suspicioa of somo secret Intrigues coirj-ing on 

between these Chiefs and tho lUja but ho truiU to bis usual nddrt« snil 

cunning to defeat them Ho seems determined to avoid any meosums that 
may bo attended with risk, and with ibis t»w It U probabU that Iruteod of 
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attempting the siege of Jeynagui he will proceed leisurely to posssess him- 
self of the mferioi Forts in the expectation that the Capital deprived of its 
resources would fall of itself This system so contrary to the rules of War 
established among Euiopean Nations he piactised with great success in the 
reduction of Gawher and Ghode, and, on the present, as his object is less 
difficult and his power much greater he may reasonably expect an equally 
favoiable Issue. 

34 Oui‘ last letteis from IVIr Anderson dated the 2nd, 4th & 6th 
Instant contain the detail of a disagieement which has lately happened 
between him and Smdia, and compelled him to withdraw fiom Smdia’s 
Camp Many of the ciicumstances incident to this disagieement weie appa- 
rently of a trivial nature, but they giew into importance from the stress 
that was laid upon them in Smdia’s Camp, and the loss of Influence which 
they occasioned to your Representative. Mi Anderson’s recital of this tian- 
saction IS so fully and so minutely detailed and which may be of eventual 
consequence, would be so liable to various Judgements upon it if it were not 
considered in all its parts, that we cannot, without possible injustice to 
Mr Anderson, abstract his Narrative or change the terms of it We there- 
fore transmit it a number in this Dispatch and recommend it to your 
particular attention We have often had occasion to commend and even 
to admire the judgement, spirit, and ability which have sheivn themselves 
m Ml' Anderson’s Proceedings as your Mimster with Mahajee Sindia The 
Dilemma to which he was reduced from the perverse and almost unaccount- 
able conduct of S India appears to us to have admitted of no Lme of 
Proceedmgs less decided or diffeient fiom that which Mr Anderson adopted, 
and we therefore could not ivithhold from him the justice which we deemed 
due to him in commending it 

36 Without attending to the improper conduct of Mahajee Smdia, 
which compelled Mr Anderson to the step which he has taken, we are of 
opimon that it must rather be productive of good than of evil consequences 
to the Company’s Interest and Government It may be a check upon 
Smdia s ambition and he is too prudent to risk the loss of his lately acquir- 
ed possessions by any unfriendly measure towards us, while we have the 
means of counteractmg his views 

36 In considering the orders that should be sent to Mr Anderson 
for his guidance in the present Crisis, we have reflected how much we have 
often left to his own discretion, and how much he has shewn that he 
deserved the trust and confidence reposed m him, and, we have again 
thought it necessary to afford a new proof of our rehance on his judgement, 
assured that it would not be found to be misplaced, and conceiving that 
his knowledge of Smdia’s Character and views, and the means which he 
possesses of bemg qmckly mformed of events as they occur, and may 
influence the measures proper to be adopted, make it necessary to leave a 
great deal to his own determination W^e have therefore been content m 
acquamtmg IVIr Anderson with our wish that he should return to Smdia, if 
he shall be fully satisfied that the Men whom he dismissed fcom his Service 
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aud Trbo tH'ere aftcnrarda received into the service confidence of jMaba jeo 

Sindia have been sent away from Smdia s Can^) We have given him 
onthonty for going back and left him atjiber^ to make sach pnblio use 
of that authority as ho judges proper but we have not positively ordered 
hii immediate return and if he should deem it most advisable to go back 
to Smdia we have left it to himself to arrange such mode of effecting hia 
return as shall be most satisfactory to his own feelings and most creditable 
to the Bntish Government 

37 ilr Anderson will advise the President and Council at Bombay 
and ilr ilalet of what has passed and what is determined on that they 
maj be frilly informed of the reasons for hia having withdrawn from Sindia 
and apprized of the conseqaenccs of this measure m Sir Anderson s further 
proceedings, 

38 The Governor General has been informed by Lt Coll Harper that 
on attempt was made on the 10th Instant to ossassmate /MinnijM All y Cawn 
os he was going from the house of Hyder Beg Cawn at Lucknow The 
assassin took the opportomty of attacking him in a narrow passage 
where for the crowd the Palankeen in which AJmass nxle could not pass 
and he had very near effected his purpose for his Arm was airested in the 
\*cry act of aimmg tbo blow with a Polsbcutt or Dagger, The cause of thia 
outrage Is not 3 et ascertained but as the Assassin was soited and is in 
confinement it la likely that the truth will soon bo discovered 

30 We transmit you a number in this address a Copy of a Letter 
written by Lieut CoL Harper to the Governor Genera) together with a 
translation of the PChlstbundco or Agreement made by the Vizier and his 
^Unlstcrs for pacing by instalments the Sums which tbo> agreed to furnish 
for the publlo suppliesa nd oxpences at Luenow for tbo prcscut fussulce 1103 

40 Tbo Balance owing by his Excellency to tbo Companj at the end 
of January lost amounted to Fvwl 10 Sun Sicca Rupees 20^ 703 ll 3 

41 A Letter has been Q<ldna»8cd to us b) the Resident at Fumica 
bad m w hich ho has infonned us that a Foreigner of tho name of Dojardie * 
who bad long been connected with tlio rcfrartoiy yCcmlndurs of tho districts of 
Marrattas which for bomo ^cars ptot has yielded but an imperfect obcdkrnte 
cither to tho Nabob iluxuffcr Tung or to tbo Vixicr s Goitrnmenl has been 
conducting him*clf in o \ciy unju»tiflable manner in contort with a rUrac- 
torj /cinlmlflr named IKmutt Sing and that Ills jicoplu united with tha»o 
of Heroutt Sing ha>e made a daring and unpro\okc<l otvault upon the 
life of 3fr Du Jmc a Geutlenuu whoxUited tho Nabob MuzuflVr Jungs 
diAtricts with tho pcnnn^ion of tbo Oo\emor General ilr Dejardios 
conduct had been bO lroprojs.r In tho \earl7Sl that tbo Uto Governor 
General fcnt him orders to procet**! to Calcutta butJIr DcjanlU trusting to

42, Tbo Governor Ociicnils \gent altbo Court of Luenow has been 
diructi-d to appl> to the Nabob \ trier ami to iVhnans iUly Cawn to exert 
tUoTj^ulhontj for tho tcmorJofJIr Dojanlio u »cU from any pU« 
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immediately dependent upon Almass Ally Cawn, as from any other place 
\\nthin the Domimons of the Nabob Vizier, giving ten days notice to Mr. 
Dejardie to take his depaituie on pain of being sent down to this Presi- 
dency, if he shaU not obey the Order, oi shaU take up his residence in the 
Neighbourhood of the Nabob’s teriitories Coll Harper is also to be directed 
to use his influence with the Vizier and Almass Ally Cawn, to forbid and 
prevent his return to any place or places undei his Excellency’s authonty 
or m the Neighbourhood of it, on pain of suffering the same punishment on 

a disobedience of his Excellency’s commands 

43 Mr John Berm having vacated the oflB.ce of Assistant to the 
Resident of Benares, and proceeded to Europe in the Dubhn, we have 
appointed Mr P Treves, to be Assistant at Benaies m his room. 

44 On the 11th November 1785 a Letter was addressed to us by 
Mr Joseph Eowke, m which he observed to us that his allowance of Rs. 
333 5 4 did not allow him a bare subsistence, with the most rigid oeconomy 
at the dear rates of every Article of life in Calcutta, that he was a Semor 
Merchant of some years standmg, and wishing to be of some service to his 
employers to the latest hour of his life, he requested that he might be 
appomted assistant to his son at Benares, which would be in some measure 
complying with yom former Orders for his residence at that place 

45 When this application came to us from Mr Joseph Eowke your 
orders of the 11th of April 1785 which allowed of one Assistant only to the 
Resident at Benaies, did not admit of our complying with it, another Ser- 
vant of the Company being then Assistant at the Benares station. When a 
vacancy occurred by the resignation of that Assistant a Gentleman, 
requested by the Resident, was appointed to supply his place, and, as 
Mr Fowke’s apphcation had been to be Assistant to his Son, we did not 
suppose that, upon his Son’s vacating the Residency, it would be his wish 
to be Assistant to any other person in that office Mr Eowke has been 
informed accordingly 

46 We beg leave to lefei to our Proceedings of the 15th Instant for 
the Resolutions which we have passed on the several Claims to Deductions 
of Revenue made by the Raja of Benaies for the last year 1192 These de- 

ductions amounted to Benares Sa Rs 2,11,759 1 and were 
5ch March prmcipally claimed upon the groimd of the late Governor 

General’s assent to sundry requests made by the Raja in 
the years 1781 ami 1784 His formal assent to them carries the force of a 
positive engagement which the late Governor General entered into in virtue 


of powers which he received from the Boaid, and is therefore bindmg upon 
this Government We have however only admitted such as the Raja was 
wan anted by any authority that we knew of m requirmg from us, and 
upon this prmciple we have not acceded to so much of his claims as

64. We are not without a confident hope that the Balance of 1191 
due from the Zemindaiy of Benares will be recovered The Resident has 
requested that a Statement of such as are to bo reassumed or may not have 
been admitted may be sent to him that he may submit to us a plan for 
effectually funding and reahziiig the same by Instalments over and above 
the settlement of the ensuing years, as it ivould be injudicious, if not 
dangerous to the present Revenue, to risque any innovation at this juncture 
of the heavy collections, either in the system of management for this year, 
or m the amount of the settlement in which no provision has been made 
for arrears But which he shall consider in his arrangement for the ensuing 
year, as the second but determinate object of his duty, and with our 
support he has declared himself sanguine and confident of its fair accom- 
phshment without violence, injustice, or oppiession, with the concurrence 
of the Raja, and the welfare and happiness of his Country and Subjects 

66. An Aizee having been transmitted about six Months ago to 
the Commander m Chief by Babboo Jaggeideo Smg, the late Naib of 
Benares, in which he complamed of certain acts of oppression which were 
exercised towards him by the Manageis of the Zemmdary, it was sent to 
Mr Rowke that he might report the case to us Mr Rowke’s reply 
appears on our Proceedmgs of the 15th Instant We have now desired 
Mr. Grant to investigate the circumstances of Jaggerdeo Smg’s Com- 
plaint, and to cause that Justice to be rendered to him which upon a fair 
Inquiry the Merits of his Case may appear to demand.

2 Our Letter of the 4th Instant convejred to you a Copy of a 
minute delivered in by the Governor General on a letter from the Agents 
of a new French Company established in Franco for carrying on the East 
India Trade and acquainted you with our Compliance with their Requests 
that they should be permitted to have a House m Calcutta for depositing 
their morchendfre and that they should pay no higher duties m Calcutta 
than per Cent. 

3 This measure not having ultimately consisted with the opinions of 
Mr Stables and the Hon ble Mr Stuart, Uinutes were deliver^ on the 
Subject and aro transmitted to yon numbers in this Packet They Claim 
your attention and we desire to be furnished with your express orders on 
the Subject os soon os poeoible 

4 Wo acquainted you in our advices of tho 2Cth Ultimo that the 
French Agent had transmitted to our Commlssajy a formal Declaration 
from Mr Nicolas of tho Places and Privolcges claimed by tbo French Agent 
in these Frovincos. Mr Nicolaas Declaration is transmitted to you a number 
In tho Pocket. 

5 Tho following is a Copy of our ^linutes and Rcsolutious on tbo 
subject of It 

Tho Board obscr>o that tho offer mode to tho French Agent by their 
Resolution of tho Slst of Jonuoiy was to ubido b^ the Declaration of 
^[oQsr Nicolas tho Senior sen-ont of the hmicb in Bengal or b^ tho Dccia 
ration on oath of any two French Gentlemen who aero in Council at 
Choodemsgore rclalivo to tho Right of tbo Ircnch to any piticularp/ncr« 
claimed by thorn as having been in tho Possession of the French Comjian^ 
btforo tho Into War 

Tho Declaration of Mr Nicolas u not posithu in komu jurts of It upon 
the actual Right It states Claims that Hero formerly pafcrml by tho 
Irencb without bearing tcatimoo> to the justice of them it includes 
assurances which relate to Pnn/rjfj belonging to tho I reach and U not 
confined to their Right to tho Fuel's which tliuv demand Tho Board aro 
not bound to follow tho Declaration whero It is not clear and peirUo In 
announclDg tbojusiicoof tho claims which havo been prefemd to tbo 
P/dcej demande'd, ^Vhcro it U door and precuo iboy on* imdoubtedJr 
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required to abide by it. They accoidingly resolve 

Ist. That the Fiouch are allowed to have a Chief at Patna and to 
hoist a Flag in then Factoiy there . 

Secondly That the Fiench aio allowed to Iiavo a Factory at Balasore. 

Thndly With respect to Jugdia the Right has not been a subject 
of dispute because the place has been done away by the ovciliowing of 
the waters The Committee of Revenue have dehvcied in a Report of the 
quantity of Land formally occupied by the Ficnch at that place and that 
it was not purchased Piopeity, but rented iijion a Talookdary Pattah foi 
which the French paid a certain annual Revenue to the Zemindars. 

The Board agree to allow the French to rent this quantity of Land 
upon a Similar Pattah as near wlieio Jugdia formeily was as it can be 
procured, and they allow the Fieiich the same Rights theicon as they held 
at J ugdia. 

Fom'thly The Gunge of Nomidj' in the Town of Dacca, and what the 
French possessed before at Tisgong and Sciamporc, aic considered as 
dependant on the French Factory at Dacca and the Clnef of that Factory 
IS allowed to send an Agent to Sciampoio. 

Fifthly Whatever Factories and blouses the Fiench were possessed 
of at Comcola, Keipay, Soopore and Mohunpoie are restored to them ” 

6. A Copy of these Resolutions is transmitted to Mr. Commissary 
Wilton for his guidance, and the information of the French Agent, and as a 
French India Company is now establislied, and as the places ceded or to be 
ceded were formerly in the Possession of the Fiencli Indian Company, Mr. 
Wilton was directed to acquamt Mr Dangereux that the places were 
to be restored to him, who we supposed, would of course dehver them 
over to the Agents of the Fiench Company. 

7. Our Resolutions of the 9th Instant havmg been sent to the 
commissary he addressed a Letter to us m which he transmitted a Copy of 
the Pattah which he had leceived fiom the French Agent of the Land 
formerly possessed by the French at Jugdia 

8 It appeared clearly that the quantity of Land reported by the 
Chief of Dacca to have been rented by the French at and near Jugdia, and 
the quantity stated in the Copy of the Pattah furmshed by the French Agent 
were very different, but as we wished to shew every attention to the 
Rights to the French, and eveiy reasonable indulgence to their Claims 
we have agreed that the Cu’cumstances should be stated by the 
Commissary to your Chief at Dacca with Directions to examine the 
original Pattah, and if it should be proved therein that the French did rent 
the quantity specified m the copy of the Pattah furnished by Mr Dangei eux, 
to permit the same to be rented from the Zemindars as near where 
Jugdia was, as it can be procured, but if the original Pattah cannot be 
found or the Quantity shall not be the same as the French suppose, a 
Reference is to be made to us for our Determination on the subject 

9. A Question having arisen and not having been yef determined, 
whether the French have or have not a Right to some ground at-Serampors 
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neap Dacca given up by the Qiief at Dacca to Mr Champigny w© have 
agreed that it should bo proposed to the French Agent to desire Mr D 
Ayot (the intended French Chief at Dacca) to cooperate with Mr Day the 
English Chief in that Province m determining the proper quantity so as to 
keep up a desirable tranquihty and m a manner least mjunous to those 
who may now be actually in Possession of a TtAffiir and Ground at Seram 
pore which have also been claimed as Property belonging to the French*

10 The Director and Council at Chlnsura have apphed to us for 
on allowance of 800 or 1000 Chests of Opium and of 23 000 maunds of Salt 
Petro for the present year We have agreed to allow them 700 Chests of 
Opium which were granted to them for the lost season and had beou 
granted some years prior to the Commencement of the late War and we 
have resolved In indulging them with the usual Quantity of Salt Petre 
which is 23 000 ilaunds

11 The Agents of the Commercial Department at Fredencksnagoro 
have requested four hundred Chests of Opium for the present Tear 

12 Prior to the Year 1781 the Danes had no aUowonce of Opium 
whatsoever In July 1781 after the Commencement of the War with 

which of course prevented any supplies of this article to the 
Dutch the Danes coUcoted an allowance of Opium In common with the 
other Foreign Settlements, and it was agreed to indulge them with 400 
Chests* Wo have not thought oursehes at liberty at this Time when the 
Dutch are again benefited fay the usual Quantity of Opium fonueriy 
albwod to them, to comply with tho appUcatbn of tfao Danes for tho 
Quantity they required but to shew our favorable Disposition towards 
them wo have agreed to allow them the same Quantity of Opium as was 
granted to the French lost Tear vut 200 Chests observing to them at 
tho some time that wo must bo guided bj your Orders in respect to 
any future Supply of this Article to tho Danish Company 

13 We ba\o thought it necessary to desire that tlio Agents of tho 
Foreign Settlements to whom Opium is sappUed shall settle as formerly 
with tho Contractors so that the allowance mado to tho iorclgn Settle* 
meats being considered as a Deduction from the Contract, the 
Compan> shall not bo at tho hxpencoof making advances on Account of 
such Allowance or at those Charges for Commhaion &ca which they 
Incur for tho Opium delivered at tho Presuicnoj

Hon’ble Sirs, 

1 Oui last dispatches wcio dated the 21th of MarcJi and tiansmitted 
by tlie Wmterton Wc have sent one of your Vessclls named tlie Elizabeth 
to Foit Saint Geoigc to cai ly Dispatches from that Pi esidency to your 
Honourable Court as fai as Bussoiah Wc have now the pleasure ot 
addiessing you by that Conveyance as We write to you ovei land it is 
necessary that our nariativo should be brought into as small compass as 
the Subject of it wull admit a Packet which w'o intend to dispatch 
duect foi England in the couise of the ensuing month will convey to you 
the Proceedings ot this Government in full detail from the date of our 
last Advices by the Wmterton 

2 We pass over the occuiiences at Fort Saint Geoige as these 
will be related to you from thence by the Elizabeth to the latest Period 
of hei stay there, and with the Advantage of that precision which 
Details immediately relative to any of youi Presidencies may be supposed 
to possess when coming fiom the Presidency itself We are happy to 
assure you that perfect harmony prevails between your Superior Admims- 
tiation and the Suboidmate Governments, that it seems to be as much 
the wish of the Gentlemen noAv in Charge of your Affairs at Foit Saint 
Geoige and Bombay as it is ceitamly oui oAvn to continue to conduct 
them on the Piinciples of a hberal and co-opeiative System We have 
learned with great concern that the HI state of Health of your Com- 
maudei m Chief on the Coast of Coromandel rendermg him unequal to 
the Fatigues of his Department and particular duty, he proposes to return 
to Europe m the Course of the ensmng Season Notice of this Intention 
has been communicated by his Secietary who is now m Bengal, to the 
Commander in Chief of your Forces, and by him to us We have 
sent our assurance to Sir John DalJing that if the ill state of his 
health should ultimately oblige him to proceed to Europe we shall

same Terma os were allowed to the late Sir John Burgoyne and which we 
deem very reasonable, 

4 In our advices of the 24th March we acquomtod you with the 
alarm which your Chief and Factors at Tellicherry appeared to be 
under for the Safety of that SeUtement in oonsequence of a Con- 
federacy of the Petty Rajahs on the Malabar Coestf who were supposed 
to have been pnvately enoouraged in their designs by the Nabob Tippoo 
Sultan We also informed you of the meosnres which we had token 
and dosirod the President and Oouncil of Bombay to take for the relief 
and support of that Settlement Your President and Council have smeo 
informed us that they do not consider Tellicherry os in any danger of being 
attacked but they have very properly complied with on Indent from the 
Chief and Factors for Military Stores that they might bo prepared against

were expressed stiongly evinced their approval of his appomtment You 
have already been informed how much it has met, with the concurrence and 
support of Mahajee Smcha Mi. Malet left Bombay on the 12th February 
and arrived at Poona on the 3d of March The Mmistei was not there, 
having put himself at the head of the Army which had marched to join that 
of Nizam Ally Caivn for tlie Invasion of Tippoo’s Country On the 7th 
March Mi . Malet proceeded with the Gentlemen of his Party to the Peshwa’s 
Palace where he was received m due form and dehvered hrs Letter, Creden-

evin^d by his daily Conduct ” Mr Malet did not think pioper to come to 
any xplanation with any Person, but the Minister himself, and therefore 
eva ed a direct answer to Behroo Punt’s Question, observmg only “that 
e friendship of the Peshwa and strict adherence to the present Treaty 
was one of the piimaiy objects of the present Governor General and 
ouncil, that peace with all our ueighboms was another, that we wished no 
cquisitions of Territory, but that should Tippoo, as he hinted, on finding 
Diself free fiom apprehension on this side, Machmate Evil against us he 
V ould find us ready to receive him and that on all future occasions as 


events should lender expedient, the Peshwa would find the English the best 
es in Peace and the most useful friends m War ” A Letter was written to 
ana Fuinavese who, as ive befoie observed, was with the Aimy, in respect 
to IVIi Malet s proceeding to it Uncertain events and piobably the vish 
vhich Nana had to return to Poona himself made it at fiist doubtful 
^^hcthel the Mimstei was desnous that Mr Malet should be at the trouble 
of attending him oi not, but it soon appearuig that he vished it, and Mr.

Peshwa s Person or of anj of the Forts within his own dominions. Thot 
alao informed Mr Malet that should the Pcaliwa and his Minister accept the 
proffered Aid on the Terms proaenbed Estimates of the Monthly 
Charges of the Detachment would then be Transmitted to him tlint ho might 
make the necessary preparatito Arrangcmcnta for the subsistence of 
the Troops for the ultimate approbation of this Government.

3 lour Ihesldcnt ami Cbuncil at Bombay havrag reeeilcd our 
Instruetions of tho Uth lehruary took an early occasluii to ajipnio us that 
should the Bequisitions bc made by the Poona Geivemment llie\ should 
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be uiider the necessity of beginning to laise a like mimbe) of Baltalions of 
Sepoys as (hey held ui Readiness to be detached to the assistance of the 
Mali) attas having but four BattahowB in Gariison at Bombay, the Marine 
Battalion being employed on boaid their Cruizers and their Remaining thiee 
Battalions at Siuat, Salsette, and Tellicheny We immediately cautioned 
them not to laise new Levies of Troops upon any Account under a supposition 
that thej'’ might be obliged to assist the Mahiatta state with a part of 
their piesent Foice Wo acquainted them that it was not without the 
greatest exeitions that we had it in our power to send them the necessary 
supplies to keep up then Military Establishment, and that, altho' your 
Honourable Court had oideied in youi Geneial Letter that it should be 
incieased to the strength mentioned in a Statement which 'we tiansmitted 
to them, A\e did not conceive that they would find it possible to cany yoiu 
Instiuctions on this subject into execution unless you had provided funds 
which we) e unknown to us to enable them to defiay the Additional expenco 
that would be incurred by an obedience to your Commands 

9 The allied Army with the Na/im and Nana Furnavese ciossed the 
Kistna on the 23d of Maich at Cuppet Siimgum about 110 Coss fiom Poona 
Detachments fiom the allied Aimy and fiom Tippoo’s Tioops have les- 
pectively met with vaiious foitune, but no action that we know of has 
happened Mi Malet acquaints us in his last letter that the plundering 
parties of the Allied Army have overiun large tracts of Country and have 
established Forts m many of the Districts that foimeily belonged to the 
Mahiattas but that no place of stiength has yet been subdued We have 
Eeason to believe however upon late Infoimation leceived that the Mah- 
rattas have been successful against Buddamam a Fort of consideiable 
strength which formerly belonged to the Maratta Government We 
know not precisely to what cause to attiibute the departuie of Nizam Ally 
Cawn from the Camps of the Allies, Certain it is howevei that his Highness 
has moved towards Hydrabad, leaving a force under the Command of 
Musheer-ul-Mulck and consistmg of 16,000 Horse and 20,000 Foot with the 
Army of the Mahratta State 

10. Our last Intelligence from Hydiabad mentions that a Fiench 
Gentleman had ariived with the Nazim ivith letteis from Mons) Le 
Vicompte de Souillac, the Fiench Governoi Geneial and fiom Monsi de 
Gossigny Goveimoi of Pondicheny that the Nazim had received him and 
the Letters with indiffeience, and that the Mimstei had desired the 
French Gentlemen to return to Hydrabad and that after the Soubah’s 
arrival there he would obtain his Answers 

11 Ml Anderson whose leasons for leaving Smdia’s Camp were 
stated to you in our Letter of the 24th March arrived at Agra on the 
15th of March and was received vnth particular Marks of attention by the 
Governor of the Toivn who came out to a considerable distance to 
meet him and had attended him to his place of residence It seems that 
Mr. Anderson s departure from Camp had made a deeper impression upon 
Mahajee Sindia than was supposed and that ho first attributed it 
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to a deeper cauae than the real one ho waa apprehenaivo that it 
might be the prelode of an intended rupture with Tiim and therefore 
showed a disposition to desist from iua plnn of a total subjection of the 
Jeyporo Country and to come to a composition with the Raja about the 
period of Mr Anderson a arrival at Agra he received Intelligence of the 
flight of Hemmet Buhadro fix»m Muttrah to the borders of the Vixier^a 
Country an event which he observed must cer tainl y have happened sooner 
or later but he feared would be attributed to his own disagreement with 
Sindia All that we oould do was to prove In the moat unequivocal manner 
by our subsequent conduct that we hod not countenanced such a step And 
Mr Anderson having received a Letter from Hemmet Bnhadre very properly 
sent it unopened to Smdia and oonflned the bearer of it until he should hear 
from him. The (Jovemor General was soon advised by Colonel Harper that 
Hemmet Buhadro hod suddenly croesed the Jumna with mtention of 
taking rofugo with the Vixier near whose frontier he was omvod and who 
hod received an Anee from him for leave to present himself at Luoknow 
and that he was followed by a considerable bod^ of Troops from the 
Mohralta Service who had however strict Orders not to pursue him l) 0 >ODd 
the lino of the Vixicr a Frontier or to take any hostile measure if ho should 
ha\e acccmpluhed his retreat beyond the l^E&hrntta Districts. His Brother 
Omrow Oheer Colonel Harper mentioned had defeated the Mahratta 
Detachment which had entered his Jaghcer but as it was not possible ho 
could maintain himself against the Forco tliat woold be scut against him ho 
intended crossing tho Ganges to toko refuge In Rohilcund The VUier luwl 
with Colonel Harper • odvico given orders that Hemmet Buhadro should 
not ndvonco towards Lucknow and Instructions were dispatched to tho 
Viziers Posts on tho QauU of the Ganges not to luiTor Omrow Ghccr to 
(uiss tlio River lest it should draw on Hostilities with tho Mahrattas. 
Instructions were soon sent bj our Authority to Coionei Harper to commu 
nicato our wish to tho Nabob Vizier that no protection should bo anbrdc<l 
cither to Hemmet BuUadre or his Brother 

IZ Tho flrst Impression which Sindia had received upon 3Ir binder 
eon s Dcparluro from bis Comp that it foreboded an Intended Rupture with 
him on thu part of tlio English being removed and ids mind relieved on 
this subject ho soon determined on tho IVosccution of hU views ogainst 
Je^poru \\e hear that a boUlemcnt was concIudc<i with tho Raja but that 
neither Party would tuko an^ Stops in tho Pirfurmonco of it from thiir niu 
tual Dutrust of cacli other and it really appeared for bumo timo uncertain 
whether Scindia would jwrsevcro in his ongmal Intention of attempting a 
complete Conquest of tho Joj'poro Dominions or re*t satUiled with a Tribute 
and return before tho rains to Deig Under these Doubts and opprclicnd 
mg that such on ocrcasion of Power oml JXiminlon as Scindia would 
obtain b> tho acijuinlion of Jc>poro mi ht bo eventually hurtful to your 
intcnjits Regarding aZ>o with a jealous eje tho graiJuaJ l*n>gfr4< whhh hU 
arms lud nude from the Reduction of Gwalior srul Chtslo to the Ijlahlidi 
ment of hU Influcnco m Bundiemnd so near Bcnam and at \b^ur which 
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is in tlio Neighboui'liood of the Vizier’s Frontier, the Governor General 
expiessed his Sentiments fully on these Subjects to Mr Anderson, whose 
Answer is *30 full in its Recital ot your pi csent Connection with Scindia, 
his Opinion of Scmdia’s views, and of the safest and most effectual means 
of checking them that we sliall not fail to send you a Copy of it by the 
first Sea conveyance The Raja of Jeypoie had himself appealed to us for 
Piotection, and his applications had been suppoited with earnestness by the 
Shahzada Consideiing the Subject matuicly', wo left it to the Governor 
General to take such measures with respect to Smdia’s attempts upon the 
Jeypoie Country as ought to be satisfactory to the Rajah, at the 
same time that they should not involve us in tioublo with Mahajee 
Smdia. 

13 Late Letters fiom Mr Andcison mention that m the course of 
conversation with Bhow Bucksliey who liad joined him at Agia, the Bow 
acquainted him that accoiding to the last advices he had received Lorn 
Camp, the Negociation with tlie Raja of Joyporo was in the most favorable 
tram, and that Scindia, being now perfectly at ease on this score was pie- 
paiing to retiiin with the Army to Canton duiing the Rams whilst the King 
was to proceed to Del he, but IMi Andcison is not certain whethei Scindia 
will canton during the Rams at Deig, or resume his former Station at Mut- 
tiah, as his Resolution v ill entiiely depend on the pai t his Majesty may 
take of remaining with the Army orxiioceedmg to Delhe, “Scindia is extie- 
mely desiious of pieventmg the latter and as theie aie no suitable accom- 
modation for him at Muttiah ho means to use all his Endeavouis to prevail 
upon him to continue dining the Rams m tlie Palace at Deig Beside His 
reluctance to suffer the King to go to any Distance fiom him, it is beheved 
that he means to attempt dining the Rams the Reduction of the neighbom*- 
mg Fort of Buriitpoie to which the presence of his Majesty may peihaps 
contribute This Foit is in the possession of Runjeet Sing, and ivith a small 
territory of three or four Lacks of Rupees annually, it forms rhe whole 
of the present Domimons of that once formidable power the Jauts, Sooiidge 
Mull, the Father of the piesent Rajah, was supposed to have been possessed 
of great Treasuie and, as nothing was discovered after his Death, Smdia 
has probably some hopes of obtaining the possession of it ” 

14. Bow Bucksey has acquainted Mi Anderson that “Appa Candy 
Row had at length come to a Settlement with Benny Huzzoory, and 
would now soon return from the Province of Bundelcund with his 
Troops ” 

15 We shall close this subject of our Letter as far it relates to 
Mahajee by acquamting you with what has passed m regard to Mr Ander- 
son’s return to his Camp. 

16 You are informed of the Disci etion which we reposed in Mr. 
Anderson to return or not as circumstances might appeal to him to render 
proper His Resolution was soon taken to declare his Determination to 
return, provided he was previously assured of the actual dismission of the 
People from Scmdia’s Camp whose Intrigues had been the cause of hig 
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qnitthig it and that a proper attention waa shown to him in the Deputation 
of one of Scindia s Chiefs For this purpose he wrote to Scmdia generally 
on the subject referring him to Bow Buckshey for a full knowledge of his 
wishes and Intentions He soon found that Scindia had anticipated the 
first and principal Point ho had required by the actual Dismission of the 
people from hia Camp of which your Resident received certain Information 
Immediately after the Dispotoh of his Letter On the Receipt of these 
Letters Scindia gave orders to Bhow Buckshey to go to Hr Anderson at 
Agra. Ho did so and having arrived there on the 20th of last Month waited 
on Mr Anderson immediately Their subsequent Conversations wore full on 
the Occasion of your Resident leaving Scindia ftnd Bow Buckshey assured

23 The Judges of the Supreme Couit of Judicature having intimated 
to us that, if the Reduction List of Civd Retrenchment Accompanymg 
Seperate General Letter 11th April 1785 Ordered by your Hon’ble Court of 
the Allowance for the temporary Establishment of Mmisterial Officers under 
the Sitting Justice was carried into execution they should be under the neces- 
sity of declining to execute the Office of Justices of the Peace, we have 
agreed that this allowance shall be continued till your pleasure shall 
be known 

24 On the receipt of your Orders of the 21st September 1785 per 

Talbot which communicated to us your commands for the formation 
of a peimanent Military Peace Estabhshment to be kept up under this 
Presidency, we lost no time in taking the same mto our most serious con- 
sideration, and dehberatmg upon the measures to be adopted for giving 
them Effect Our construction of these Orders did not entiiely agree with 
the Interpretation put upon them by the Commander m Chief but the hmits 
which we are obliged to assmg to this address will not admit of our entermg 
fuUj'^ into the leasons which mfiuenced both suffice it to say that we have 
adhered to the best of our Judgement to the Spirit of your commands

De Cossigny, in as far as they legard the Piivileges of Trade and we shall 
anxiously await the receipt of it which will we trust, in tracmg out a Clear

the 11th Article of the Definitive Treaty and to those Resolutions had been 
completed with all possible Precision, m as far as depending on him , that 
he had furmshed Mr Dangereux with Letters to such of our Revenue 
Chiefs and Collectors as reside in those parts of the Provinces where the 
French had Factories, requiring them to make over the Fiench Possessions 
and to afford their Chiefs every just and reasonable support that may be m 
their power in their Commercial Transactions, and to preserve as much as 
in their power, Harmony and good understanding with them 

30 These Letters have been entirely satisfactory to Mr Dangeraux 
who has written to Mr Wilton a Letter of Thanks for the Terms m which 
they were drawn up, considering it as calculated to put a decisive End 
to the Contest which had hitherto impeded a termination of the Points to 
which they leferred 

31 Mr Dangereux has lately renewed the Pretensions which came 
under our discussion in the course of the last year in regard to Dustucs, and 
has requested that they may be allowed to pass freely untill the Receipt of 
your Decision and that of the Court of France upon the subject, but as this 
Claim has been referred with some of Mr Dangereux’s other Requisitions to 
your Honourable Court, we have not thought proper to admit this present 
exercise of this Privilege but have mformed him that we shall wait the 
Decision of the respective Courts of Great Britain and Fiance upon the 
Points referred to them of which the Regulation for the Trade of Foreign 
Nations forms a Material Point 

32 Mr Dangereux has been allowed two hundred Chests of Opium 
as the supply of the present season, being the same Quantity as ^^a3 
granted to him last year 

33 The Objects which we had Originally in view on the Appoint 
ment of Mr Wilton to the Office of Commissary at Chandernagore havmg 
been brought to a Conclusion that Gentleman requested a communication 
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of oar Commaiidj in regard to the Continuation or abolition of Ha office, 
bat aa he had oondnoted the datlea of hia Station to oar entire satlafaction 
and maoh to hla own credit and as we were of Opinion that the Experience 
which he has ocqaired in the Affairs of the French may yet be very eer 
viceablfl to Government we have therefore desired Mr Wilton to continne 
in the Office of Comniiasary for French Affairs and to assist the Secretary 
in conducting the Correspondence of this Government with the Dutch 
and Danes.

Hon’ble Sirs, 

1 In oui General Advices via Bussorah, dated the 30th June and 
contammg a Postscript dated the 6th Ultimo, we had the Honor to 
transmit to you such Intelligence as we deemed worthy of your Notice, 
smee the date of our Dispatches by your ship Wmterton of the 24th 
March, We have now the Honor to transmit to you by the Severn a full 
Detail of all that has passed smee the 24th March, and hope to be excused 
if we mix with it much of what was wiitten m our last Letter overland 
that the Cham of our Geneial Narrative may not be bioken

8 Your Orders, however lell us without a Doubt that your Inten 
tion was that the Isabob VUIer should not after the Ist of Janoary 1785 bo 
at any Charge for your Troops serving In his Dommions excepting for the 
Brigade at Cawnpore and Regiment at Luonow unless tho assistance of 
the Futtyghur Detachment or any Part of Jt had been required or should 
be required by hia Excellency for his own seennty in which case the Ex 
pence thereof was to he carried to his Account agreeably to the Stipulations 
of tho Treaty of 1781 

0 It certainly happened m tho courtno of the Lost year that tho 
Vixier did require hrst tho auUtance of a Part and afterwards that of 
the whole Detachment for the Prot4xlion of his Frontier against the ScOcs. 

10 Wo are hopeful that In the Resolutions wo have passed for pre- 
paring tho Account between the Vixier and tho Company we shall appear to

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13. Although the Nabob Vizier on the 20th of February 1785 counter- 
manded the March of Hie Detachment under Colonel Sir John Gumming 
yet he did not thmk proper to protest against its proceeding, after a Repre- 
sentation made to him by the Colonel of the Necessity of its remaining on 
the Frontier until the rise of the river should prevent the return of the Seiks 
We have therefore considered the Nabob chargeable with the Subsidy for 
the whole Detachment to the Day on which it returned to Futtyghur , 
and as the 18th Regiment of Sepoys was detached from the Corps under Sir 
John Gumming for the Protection of the Cantonments, which are actually 
the Vizier’s Property, we have directed that he should be chaiged with the 
Subsidy for it while it was employed upon such Service. 

14. Having been induced from Motives of apprehension for the 
Safety of the Vizier’s Dommions to continue a Part of your Army at Futty- 
ghur, and two Rossollahs of Cavalry out of the Company’s Provmces, we 
have deemed ourselves entitled to expect that the Vizier should reimburse 
the Company the Difference between what has actually been paid to these 
Troops and ifrhat would have been paid to them had they been stationed 
in the Company’s Territories , and, as the Corps of Foreign Rangers was 
detached for some Tune out of the Company’s Provinces for no other 
purpose than the Security of the Vizier’s Country, the additional Expence 
mcurred by their March and absence fiom the Company’s Provmces is also 
considered as a part of the Claim which this Government has upon the 
Nabob 

16, Not deemmg that Defence sufccient which the Vizier could 
afford to his Frontier if there were not a greater Number of your Troops 
stationed in his Dommions than that stipulated by the Treaty of 1781, and 
bemg therefore mduced to keep a Considerable Part of the Military Estab- 
lishment, allowed by your Sepaiate General Letter of the 21st September 
1785, in the Domimons of the Nabob Vizier, at a greater Expence than 
would be mcurred if they were stationed within these Provmces, we are 
hopeful that we have accomplished the objects which jmui Hnn’ble 
Court must have had m view by your Orders of the 21st Septembei 1785 
m as far as the present situation of affairs in the Upper Piovinces will 
warrant, and that the Claim upon the Nabob Viziei which we consider 
oui selves entitled to prefer, tho’ not hterally provided foi by the Treaty 
of 1781 and the Agreement made between the late Governor General and 
the Vizier m 1784 will appear so leasonable that neither His Excellency 
nor his Ministeis can object to complymg with it But as it is evident from 
the Amount which they engaged to provide, by the Kistbundy of the 
Fussullee year 1193, that they deemed themselves bound to contribute 
much more to the Dimmution of the Company’s Expence than this Claim 
voll come to, we aie clearly of Opimon that, altho’ we need not require 
more of the Nabob than its Amount, if the state of his Finances should 
admit of his fulfillmg the Engagement which, by Implication, the Kist- 
bundy of 1193 contams, we might apply the Sum so received to the relief 
of the Company’s Embarrassments As a knowledge, however, of this 
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moderate Intention might induce the Minurter to -withhold a Part of the

Alarm which your Chief and Facton at TcHicbony appeared to bo under 
for the safety of that Sottloment in consequence of a Confederacy of the 
petty Rajas on the Malabar Coast who were supposed to have been 
pnvatcly encouraged in their Designs by the Nobob Tippoo Sultan Wo 
nliy> informed >ouoftho Measures which we had taken and desired the 
President and Council at Bombay to take relief and supjMrt of that 
Settlement \ our President and Council ha\o since in 
formed us that they do not consider TclUchcnrj Is In onj 
Danger of being attacked but tho^ ha>e \ cry properly 
complied with on Indent from the Chief andlactora for ^lilitary Stores 
that they might bo prepared against any possiblo danger during the Rains 
when the President and Council might nut be able to ofiord relief to that 


Subordinate Theyha\o also reinforced it with a Company of Lurupvan 
Infantry and os many moro Luropeans as would comploto tiio Company 
that was there before the Gami>ou being thus nudo to consut of a 
BatuUon of Sepoys, 2 Companies of turojKon Infoutrj about 10 ArtilJcr> 
and 1 600 iliiitla The President and Council liail jiropowrd sending 
another BatUliou of Sciw^s to TeUicherry but such was their dlsUcss for 
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Funds, owing principally to a temporary failure m the payment of Bills 
winch we had remitted to them, fiom Lucnow that they could not supply 
the necessary means of providing for that reinfoi cement The Piince of 
Cherrika possessed himself of the Province of Rhandoteriah on the 20th 
of January The Company’s People \v ere withdrawn, and he met with 
no opposition The President and Council at Bombay 
Consn 29th March expressed their Hope that his Account with the 

Compan}'- will be amicably adjusted Tippoo did interfere m some degree 
to have this matter settled , but such have been the Evasions of the Prmce 
of Cheiiika that we do not entertain much expectation ot the Payment of 
the Debt without compulsive Measures, which it may not be prudent to 
Hazard while a Probability exists that they may involve you in troubles 
of a more serious nature 

41 It IS not very probable that Tippoo will wish a rupture with 
the English while his Troops are not only employed agamst the Allied 
Forces of the Soubahdar of the Deccan, and the Maiatta State, but have a 
Considerable Body of internal Enemies to oppose Yet there are some 
Circumstances in his Conduct Avhich give it a dubious aspect. Onore Fort 
has been demolished, and the antient Inhabitants removed either to 
Senngapatam or Mangalore The small Post of Mount Delhi has not been 
yet restored according to Treaty. A number of English Prisoners are yet 
detained m Ins Country, and he has not thought proper to take off the 
general Embargo which he imposed upon the Exportation of those 
Staple Productions of his Country which have furmshed Cargoes for your 
homewaid bound Ships from the Coast of Malabar, and without which 
they cannot be loaded. His Answers to the Goveinoi General upon the 
Subject of the Prisoners are evasive, but profess steady friendship and a 
Disposition to remain at Peace with the English. 

42 The Raja of Bownagur havmg applied to your President and 
Council at Bombay for the Loan of two small Mortars with Stores, and a 
few Men to work the Mortars, that he might be enabled to reduce the 
Cooley Fort at Wajnagui which he could not effect without such Assistance, 
and the Coolies being a Nest of Pirates who were every Season distressing 

Consn 16th May Trade of the English by capturing the Merchant Boats, 
yom’ President and Council did not hesitate to agree to the 
Pwaja s request m the Hope that he would with this Aid be enabled to 
extirpate the Coolies from one of their principal strong Holds, but limited 
the Number of Men to be allowed to 8 Europeans and 12 Lascars. 

43 We concurred m the Expediency of granting this Assistance to

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50 Ml' Malet, whom we appointed our Resident at Poona arrived at 
Bombay on the 8th of January, and dispatched the Letters with which he 
had been charged to the Peshwa and Nana Furnavese They immediately

their Letters were expressed, strongly evinced their appioval 
of his appointment Mr Malet left Bombay on the 12 th 
February, and arrived at Poona on the 3d of March He 


was met at some Distance fiom the Capital by Jannola Dada, Governor of 


Poona, and its Enviions, accompanied by his son Behroo Punt, Nana’s 


confidential Minister and serveral other Brahmms and Mahrattas of Dis- 


tinction Nana was not then at Poona, havmg put himself at the Head of 
the Army, which had marched to join that of Nizam Ally Khan for the 
Invasion of Tippoo’s Country Mr Malet settled with Behroo Punt the 
Etiquette of his first Audience with the Peshwa, and the Presents to be 
made, and on the 7th of March paid his visit and dehvered his Credentials 
The particulais of his reception appear in his Letter of the 8th of that 
Month The Peshwa, Mhadarao Souae, is represented by Mr Malet to be a 
Boy of about 11 Years old, “of a Slender Habit, and small of his Age, and 
his Countenance, tho’ neither Handsome nor strongly marked, to be sensible 
and acute, which corresponds with his Chaiacter ” 

51 Ml Malet’s Confeiences were held with Behroo Punt, the Person 
with whom the Business of the Durbar was to be transacted Behioo Punt 
took an early occasion to endeavor to collect the extent of Mr Malet’s 
Commission and the “Intentions of his Superiois lelative to the Important

this side would be followed with Hostihties to us, his Inclmation to which 
was evinced by his daily Conduct ” Mi Malet did not think proper to 
come to any Explanation with any Person but the Muustei himself, and 
therefore evaded a direct answer to Behioo Pmit’s Question, observing 
only that the Fiiendship of the Peshwa, and a strict adheience to the 
present Treaty ivas one of the primaiv objects of the present Governor 
General and Council, that Peace with all om Neighbours ivas another, that 
we wished no acquisitions of Territory, but that, should Tippoo, as he 
hinted, on finding himself free from Apprehension on this side, machinate

Marattas, havmg but four Battalions in Garrison at Bombay, the Marine 
Battahon being employed on boaid their Cruizers, and there remaimng 
three Battahons at Surat, Salsette and Tellicherry We immediately 
cautioned them not to laise any Levies of Troops upon any account under 
a supposition that they might be obhged to assist the Maratta State with

Mr Malet fully explained the cause of restneUng the operations of our 
Auxihar} Troopa upon the Principle of a due attention to the Faith of 
Treaties ISana replied that hia present object in wishing the Junction of 
our Troopa was no violation of this Principle nor did it at oil entrench on 
the Terms of the Governor General a offer since the present object the 
Reduction of Qaltore and ^urgoond would bo only expelling tlio Lncmy 
from their own Countr} those Places having been taken from them by 
Tlppoo That oa to the sense of the offer in any other Point of view he 
could fix none os at present they had no Enemy further advanced mto thoir 
Tomtorica and of what semco would our Troops be to the Pcahwa encamped 
at a Distance from the scene of action in the Center of his Dominions. 
Nana begged particularly to know what Mr Malet understood by the Term 
Frontier and whether If with the assistance of our Troops the Morattas 
should beat the Enemy repeatedly on the Frontier We wore to ad^a^co 
or wait there till he recovered That it had been settled by 3Ir Johnson to 
send a Body of Troops to join them against and punish Tippoo that the 
Pesbwa bad wntten about that Body of Troops through the ISozim, [Nuam] 
but had rcccivc<l no answer That though that apphcotion was made 
through that Quarter }ct their Treat} ond Friendship through Slndla was 
what tho} placed their whole Trust hi. All tbU, to which Mr ilaJet made 
such Answers as occurred and particularly exprtesed bis aurpnzo at their 
haviPg received no jVnswer to thoir letter through tho Nizam Copy

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Latitude of Negociation, but that if even a leference was necessary, meiely 
on the Pay of a Body of Forces offeied, it would he but light also to gam 
an explicit Answer on the Doubtful Woid of the Letter, and on the Sense 
m which the Word Frontier was to be understood, loi Instance, while they 
were lecoveimg their own, whether it would be looked on by us as Tippoo’s. 
In the Course of this Conversation Mi Malet could perceive a Tendency to 
doubt oui Sincerity, and Nana in particular mentioned the Treaty of Tella- 
gaum as a Proof that our Professions were not always to be relied on To 
combat the Persuasions they seemed to have entertained, Mi Malet 
explained, m the fullest manner, the Merit of the Governor General’s Offer, 
and the necessary Distinction between offensive and Defensive Alliances, 
that by urgmg us to the former they wanted to precipitate us into a real 
Breach of that good Faith and Sincerity which they now imputed to us 
without any foundation Mr Malet painted in as strong Colours as possible 
the great Influence that even a J unction of the Company’s Troops on the 
latter Footmg must have on their Affairs That our late Treaties with 
Tippoo and them were of the same Nature, but that the Governor General 
and Council’s Partiality to their Cause was strongly and pointedly shewn 
m the decided part taken of jommg them They then asked whether the 
Treaty with Tippoo was voluntary, and whether he had committed no Acts 
m Breach of it Mr Malet replied that both the Causes and the observance of 
the Treaty were best known to his Superiors, and, pomting out to them that 
this was wandering from the Pomt in Question, recalled their Attention to 
the Specific offer as contamed m the Governor General’s Letter They 
studiously evaded giving him a cleai Answer on this Head, and Nana desired 
Mr Malet to procure Answers ffom Bengal on what he called the doubtful 
Points of the Letter, and on the Sense in which the Term “Frontier” was to 
be understood, and that he also would write to the Governor General to the 
same purpose and send his Letters to be forwarded by Mr Malet ” These 
Letters were written and are recorded m our Proceedings of the 24th July. 

76 We have been thus particular in laying before you all 
that has occurred in respect to the Aid held forth to the Peshwa for 
the Defence of his Person and Domimons, because the Subject may 
possibly be of eventual Importance, and we wish you to be convmced 
that we have not committed you m an unconditional Engagement, but

May the Town of Buddamma was carried by general assault The loss 
was great on both sides, the Marattas reckoned theirs at 1600 Men Soon 
after they had got entire Possession of the ToAvn, and a small Citadel ivith- 
m it, which also made resistance Overtures of Capitulation were made by 
the Kdadar for the Forts His proposals were rejected and Preparations 
were made for renewmg the attack which had the desired Effect, and the 
next day the Ports were surrendered at the Discretion of Nana with the 
smgle assurance of personal security, and granting their swords to five of 
the prmcipal officers The KiUahdar’s name Avas Husson Ally CaAvn 

84 The foUoAvmg is the Description which Mr Malet has given us 
of Buddamma 

“Buddamma is not large but fills the Hollow between two HjIIs In 
its Front, is an extensive fine Plam m its rear very rugged hilly ground on 
the right and the left are high rocky hills on which stand two strong Forts 
effectually commandmg the ToAvn, the Interval between bemg scarcely a 
Musket shot over The ToAvn is connected Avith these two Forts both m 
Front and rear by strong Works Immediately Avithin the Works m the 
rear is a very fine Tank, from whence the Garrisons of the Forts above 
drew their prmcipal supplies of Water, the deprival of which is said to be 
the Cause of their immmediate surrender The Gairison of the Town and

best InteUigence that could be collected that the Plan of operations for the 
Allied Army was that Hurry Punt Furkeah, Perseram Bhow, Badgee Punt 
Eana, Tookajee Holker, and aU the other Peshwa Chiefs and Jageerdars also 
that Moodajee Boosla Avith his own Troops, and Johowur Jung Avith Nizam 
Ally Elhan’s, should immediately march agamst Gujundur Ghur, a Fort 
interior strength to Buddamma, and about 10 Coss distant from it After its 
Reduction the Army was to march and Canton m the Neighbourhood of Dur- 
war, about 16 Coss from Buddamma, bemg the largest and strongest Fortress 
that Tippoo possesses between the Eastna and Tong Budra But, with

89 The last Letter which we have lec’d from Mr Malet mentions 
some Infoimation delivered to him by a Man who had come to him at 
Poona, having been a Jemmadai in one of the Bombay Battalions and 
taken Prisoner with General Mathews Parts of this Infoimation being of 
Importance, and having been said to have been much appeal ance of Truth 
in the relation of it, we think it proper to transmit it to you It is as follows 

“He with five Commandants of Battalions who aie well known, 25 
Subedars, 50 Jemmadars and a few Havildais and Sepoys all of the Bombay 
Establishment were sent in Chains to Maisueer, a strong Fort near Sermga- 
patam At the Expu'ation of seven months some of them were enlarged 
and employed in the Nabob’s Service In the course of his service He 
had accompanied Tippoo Sultan on his Expedition against the Ooorga 
Malabars about Eight Months ago, and, after the reduction of that 
Country, attended him back to Seringapatam, soon after which the 
Preparations for the present Warfare commenced Tippoo m Person began 
his march from his Capital about three Months ago, and reaching Bengalore 
by very short marches halted there about tventy Days His Brother Kerim 
accompanied him to this Place, but he has not seen him smce Tippoo’s 
Progress from Bengalore by the way of Gutti and Bellarree to Adorn, He 
relates, was also very slow Mr Malet supposes designedly to collect his 
Troops, which joined him from all Parts durmg the March, and probably to 
give Time for the Rams to swell the Tong Budra and prevent Relief. The 
Army arrived before Adoni about 40 days ago, plundered the Town the 
ensumg day, and immediately raised five Battaries agamst the Fort, which, 
he represents, is extremely strong About Eight days after the Batteries 
were opened, during which Time Rumours were circulated of the Success 
of the Mahrattas agamst Buddamma &ca , A General Assault was ordered, 
though no Breach was made A General Escalade was accordingly attempt- 
ed, which failed with a Loss of 4 or 5000 Mon accordmg to the Reports 
of the Army Soon after this certam news was received of the Fall of Bud- 
damma, and that the Maratta Army was advancmg to the Tong Budra^ 
on which the Troops were ordered to provide themselves with eight days 
Provisions, and keep that stock entire by them Soon after this the In- 
formant took an Opportunity of makmg his Escape with another Bombay 
Jemmadar, whom he left on the road On his arrival at Rachore Nizam 
Ally Khawn’s Troops were there in great Force, and the Mahrattas were 
daily expected to join them He had been twenty days from the Army to

a Letter from Hunut Behauder very properly sent it unopened to Smdia, 
and confined the Bearer of it until he should hear from him. The 
Governor General was soon advised by Colonel Harper that Himut 
Behauder had suddenly crossed the Jumna with intention of taking refuge 
with the Vizier, near whose frontier he was arrived, and who had received 
an Arzee from him for leave to present himself at Lucnow, and that 
Barnut Behauder was followed by a considerable Body of Troops from 
the Maratta Service, who had however strict Orders not to pursue him 
beyond the hne of the Vizier’s Frontier, or to take any Hostile Measures, 
if he should have accomplished his retreat beyond the Maratta Distncts 
His Brother Omrow Gheer, Colonel Harper mentioned, had defeated the 
Maratta Detachment which had entered his Jagheer, but, as it was not 
possible he could mamtam himself against the Force that would be sent 
against hun, he intended crossing the Ganges to take refuge m Rohil- 
cund The Vizier had with Colonel Harper’s Advice, given Orders that 
Himut Behauder should not advance towards Lucnow, and Instructions 
were dispatched to the Vizier’s Posts on the Gauts of the Ganges not to 
suffer Omrow Gheer to pass the River, lest it should draw on Hostihties 
With the Marattas Instructions were soon sent by our authority to 
Colonel Harper to commumcate our Wish to the Nabob, that no Protec- 
tion should be afforded either to Himut Behauder or his Brother It was 
afterwards wished by Bow Buckshy that Bhmut Behauder should be 
delivered up to Smdia, but this Mi* Anderson very properly declared was

98. NotAvithstanding the Resolution which we passed in the course 
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of last year nob to grant Exemptions of Goya Entiea to the llarattaa 
going on Pilgrimage to that Place Tve have found ourselves so pressed by 
the requests of ilahajee Sindia and other Maratta Chiefs that Tire have 
been obliged, in some Coses to deviate from it and to allow the Biemp- 
tiona. Our Proceedings of the 23d Jone contain a Letter from Hr Thomas

99 Your Remdont with Mahajee Sindia having preferred an

100 In your General Letter of the 2l8t Septr 1786 Paragraph 28th 
Your Hon ble Court thought it proper to apprise us that you had no Wish 
in the present distracted state of the Mogul Empire that the Young Prince 
should be mduced to withdraw himself from under your Protection, You 
could give no Encouragement to any Idea of engagmg in Warlike Enter 
prizes for the purpose of re-estabUahing the Ancient Dignity of the Mogul 
Empire but altho it should be attended with some small Expence to 
render the Shah soda a rosidenoe comfortable withm your or the Vizier s 
Temtones you thought that expence fully compensated by the Advantages 
of the Shohzada being safe and under your Protection 

101 Many have been the Intrigues, and vanons have been the 
Inducements held out to tbo Shahzada to quit the Protection of the Com 
pony and Nabob Vicer but hitherto they have been resisted. We know 
not however how much longer the Prince may be induced to remain in his 
present Situation. Those who are most interested m his removal from 
it do of course make him Promisos and hold out oliuroments which may 
Captivate a Young Mind while the Engliah and the Vluor who are 
Interested in his Continuance under their Proteotioo are careful not to 
make him assurances which they are not sure of being able to fulfill.

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had been uniformly disobedient The Nabob complied, the Arrears of 
Pay were adjusted, and the Corps was discharged 

103 You were advised in oiii Gcncuil Letter of the 28th February 
Per Deptford Paiagraph 61, that the foimer Mutiny which had taken 
place in this Corps then attached to the Poison of the Prince Mirza Jewan 
Bukht having rendered it advisable that an Eiiiopean Officer should be 
placed about his Higlmess’s Person, ue had resolved that Captain Granby 
Sloper should be permitted to piocecd to Luenow to be stationed about 
the Shahzada m such Situation and Command as the Vizier might think 
proper to give him, and, as the Peace of Luenow and the Secuiity of the 
Company’s Sezvants there with the Company’s Accounts and Cash were 
much exposed during the late Disturbances, Captain Macleod had been 
permitted to reassume the Command of the Battalion which he foimerly 
Commanded at Luenow, and from which lie was never regulaily removed 
by this Government We were informed by Col Harper mider Date the 
29th April that his Excellency the Vizier, in conformity to our Wishes, 
had appomted Captain Macleod to reossume tlie Command of the Corps he 
formerly held at Luenow, and Captain Sloper to that which was command- 
ed by Lieutenant Polhill.

105 On the 29th of March last a Letter was addressed to us by 
Mr John Bristow statmg that m the Month of June 1783, when he was 
Resident at the Court of the Nabob Vizier, he contracted a Loan of Seven- 
teen Lacs Forty thousand Luenow Sicca Hawley Rupees with the House 
of Gopaul Doss^ m behalf of the Company and that the Board approved 
of the Loan and of the Conditions on which it was contracted, that the 
Stipulations in the Bond granted to Gopaul Doss entitled him, after a 
Provision might be made for the Company’s necessary Disbursements in 
Owde, to all Surplus receipts from the Nabob Vizier until the whole of his 
Debt should be liquidated, that this Agreement so long as Mr Bristow 
contmued Resident, was stnctly adhered to, but not afterwards, and that 
in May 1785, from the Causes set forth by Mr Bristow, the Amount of the 
Debt to Gopaul Doss with Interest on the Balance had accumulated to about 
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Ejgbteen Laos that Gopaol Loss had over and above thia rendered con- 
siderable Aids to the Administration at Bombay on every emergency that 
occurred and that the Company on these several Accounts became indebted 
to h i m in all about three and twenty lAcs of Bupees ifr Bnstow further 
stated that, on a Representation made to ns m behalf of Gopanl X)os3 we 
engaged on the 12th of ilay 1785 to give him expected Bflla of Exchange 
&om Lucnow for Ten Laca of Rupees on account the Kist of Bbadon or 
September 1785 and an Assignment on the Revenues of Benares for about 
Six Lacs more that Bills for the Ten were accordingly when they 

arrived delivered to ilunwar Boas at Calcutta the Son and Agent of 
Gopaul Doss that these became due on the Cth of January 1786 but that os 
no part had yet been paid and it was well known that the House on which 
they were drawn Lalla Butcherauze had foiled m the Performance of its 
Engagements both with Government and indindoals GopaulDoss solicited 
that we would reoeive back the Bills oud grant him Payment from the 
Treasury at Calcutta 

106 rdr Bristow acquamted us that he was prompted to prefer this 
request in behalf of Gopaul Doss from its being impossible that Gopaul 
Does could repose the least Confidence In any Engagement of LoUa Butcher 
auxe.

Letter addressed to Aliy Abraham Cawn Upon the first mention of tho 
Circumstance the Governor General gave Orders to tho Resident at Benares

Bengal in Conformity to the 13th Article of the Defimtive Treaty of 

Peace. These were immediately transmitted to our Commissary, to whose

136 In a Postscript which was added to our Advices of the 30th of 
June last by the way of Bussorah we had the Pleasure to commumcate to 
you an Account ot the Arrival m the River Ganges of his most Christian 
Majesty’s Trigate the Venus from the Isle of Trance, having Lieutenant 
Young, Secretary to Colonel Cathcart, on board charged with a Pro- 
visional Convention which had been entered mto between the Colonel 
and the Vicomte de Souillac on the 30th of April for the Adjustment of 
thesa differences which had hitherto impeded the final Execution of the 
Stipulations of the Treaty, and proved a Bar to that Spirit of Amity 
and Concfiiation which it has been our constant study to piomote m aU 
our Discussions with Mr Dangereux 

136 We have already acquamted your Hon’ble Court that Mi*. 
Dangereux had lately renewed the pretensions which he had set forth 
m the Course of last year m regard to Dustuchs and had requested that 
they might be allowed to pass freely until the receipt of your Decision, and 
that of the Court of Trance, but that we had not thought propel to 
admit the present Exercise of that Privilege, his Claims to it havmg been 
referred to your Decision with some of his other Requisitions This Point 
having however been yielded by the I4th Article of the pi o visional 
Convention concluded at the Isle of Trance the Agents of the Trench 
Nation and the Chiefs of Tactories and Houses of Commerce will be 
considered as entitled to grant them till the Convention shall be either 
ratified or annulled in Europe These Dustuks are to bo accompanied by 
Invoices, which are to be carried to the Custom House at Houghly or to 
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any other estabhabed by tbia Govonmient and round the Temtory of 
Cbandemagore and are not to be exchanged for Boxbunder Rowannahs 
but to have a full and free Currency 

137 Ab the Convention bid fair to prevent the potability of any 
future Disputes with the Agenta of his iloet Chnstian Majesty in Bengal 
by removing from them every Pretext of Complaint we Hhall in this 
Place state to you the different Pomta which have been gained or conceded 
by It on either side referrmg you for a more Minute Detail of them to 
Colonel Cathcart 8 address to ua of the 5th May from the ThIa of Franco 

and to the preliminaiy Disousaions between the Colonel and 
Conin. 5th JuJy Viscomte de SomOao which go numbers in the Pocket. 

138 The Instructions under which Colonel Cathcart acted were 
transmitted to the Secret Committee of your Hon ble Court in the 
beginning of February by the Fox Packet and the Dutton. They are re- 
corded on our Consultation noted in the Margin together with the Governor 

General s Minute of the 17th last January and t-hft letters 
Conm, 5th July Vlficomte de SonjUao and in general all the 

other Papers which are necessary to the Elucidation of the Subject* 

130 On Colonel Cathcan s amvaJ at Mauritius he had the Satis- 
faction to find that oltho the Vlseomte de Souillao was impressed with an 
Idea that great Concesalonfl had been mode and Pnvlleges conferred on 
hU Hation by the 13ib Article of the Treaty yet these appeared to strike 
him as Commercial Advantages only and no Views of Hostility or Ambition 
seemed to enter into the expectations to which they had given Else 

140 In the Commencement of the Discuaaion the Vioomto de 
Souillao contended that our Engagement to guarantee to the Subjects of 
Franco a safe free, and independent IZVode extended not only to otzr 
own possessions but to those of our Allies the Nabobs of Aroot and Owde 
and the Eaja of Tanjore but this after much Disoustion was given up 
by bU Excclicnoy and it was declared that this Engagement extended 
only to tho Provinces of Bengal Bahar and Orixa to the Northern 
Circara, and in general to all tho Possessions of tho English Company on 
tho Coasts of Coromandel Orixa and Malabar By this Declaration a 
Position extremely hablo to abuse u not admitted Vtzt That tho French 
ma} call upon us to oxert our Indueoco in Favor of tholr Commorco 
u Ucrover tho> may chuso to possess it and wbotber it may bo equal or not 
to vrhat they require from it. 

141 It was insisted by tho VIcomto do Souillao that the 13tb 
Article of tho Treaty ga\o tho French on undoubted right to Trade in our 
Possessions under a total hlxcraption from oil Duties and Kestraints what' 
over but this assumed Claim was combatted in tho strongest manner by 
Colonel Cathcart who did not oven admit that an> Prcferenco was Intended 
to bo given them o\cr other European Nations except such osarofiofrom 
tho Guarantee of their Privileges by his Majesty 

14J At Length it was agreed that tho Municipal Duties in our 
Pnnclpil SettlomcnU should be conUou«l. u »cU u tho mual general 
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Duties in Bengal, that the Monopohes of Salt, Saltpetre, and Opium should 
be maintamed, and that Salt, Arms and Military Stores should be declared 
Contraband, with the exception only of 2,00,000 Maunds of Salt which 
they are permitted to import annually, and which is to be dehvered to the 
Officers of Government at the Price of 120 Rupees per hundred Maunds as 
was formerly agreed between this Government and Mr Dangereux On 
the other hand Manifests of Europe Cargoes are not to be required in 
future, nor is the Price of Goods to be marked on Erench Dustucks but 
only then Quantity and Quality and the price is to be regulated by the 
Ancient Talikas Dustucks are not to be exchanged for Rewannahs and they 
are not to be issued by the Chief of Chandernagore exclusively, but may 
also be granted by the Chiefs of all Subordinate Establishments 

143 The Ceremony of hailmg or visitmg Erench Merchantmen 
passing up or down the River (with the necessary Exception of tradmg 
Vessels mformed against as having Contraband Goods on board) has been 
given up, as it seemed to be a Pomt which was considered by the Erench 
Government as inseparably connected with the Honor of their Nation 
and by Colonel Cathcart as too ummportant to be weighed with the other 
objects of his Negotiation, or to be put m competition with the Peace and 
Harmony of the two Nations 

144 The Dispute relative to the Number of Erench Eactories and 
Houses of Commerce m Bengal has been adjusted by the Vicomte de 
Souillao agreemg that Mr. Nicholas’s Testimony on this Head shall be 
deemed, satisfactory, and that no future mcrease or Exchange of such 
Establishment shall be made without the Sanction of Government, a 
Concession which is regarded by Colonel Cathcart as an unequivocal Proof 
of the Vicomte de Souillac’s Eqmty and pacific Disposition 

146 Assurances have at the same Time been given that when 
applications for new Estabhshments are made they will not be refused 
except upon good Grounds 

146 The Jurisdiction of the Erench Factories and Houses of Com- 
merce has been clearly defined, and aU the Inhabitants whether European 
or Native, as well of these as of the Territories annexed to them are to be 
under the Protection of the Erench Flag, and Subject to the Erench 
Jurisdiction The Chiefs of Eactories and other French Establishments 
are to enjoy the Privilege of recovermg the Debts and Balances due by 
the Weavers or other Manufacturers as also by the Delols employed by 
the French, altho’ they may reside beyond the Bounds of these Estabhsh- 
ments with the restriction that if a Delol should have contracts with 
more than one European Nation at the same Time, he must only be 
proceeded against before the ordmary Jurisdiction of the Country. 

147. In these Erench Factories m Bengal where the Dewans shall 
have exercised a Jurisdiction over their Ryots between the years 1765 and 
1775 tho’ the Territories inhabited by their Ryots might be bcj ond the 
Bounds of the Eactories, a Similar Jurisdiction is to be continued, but 
Natives pursued by the Country Government for Crimes, Misdemeano 
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eto. and taking Refngo m the Frenoh Factories are to be delivered np 
Europeans in similar Circnmstoncee may be protected 

148 In Cases whore French subjects ore accused of Outrages against 
Natives of the Country they ore to be delivered over by the Officers of 
Government to the nearest French Chief who is to examine the accusation 
and proceed according to the Exigency of the Cose but where French 
subjects have Cause of Complaint against Natives the Cause is to be 
tried in the Courts of Justice of the Oonntry provided these Cases occur 
beyond the Bounds of the French Faotoiy 

149 These are the Arrangements which have been formed in regard 
to the Administration of Justice in the Country and by these the Autho- 
rity of the Native Courts which was never before formally aotnowledged 
by the French is admitted to a very considerable extent. 

160 The Exception which the Vicomte de Sonilioo required from 
the Jurisdiction of these Courts in Favor of the Chiefs of French Factories 
occasioned a long XhscusaiOD and was terminated by a Declaration that 
Privilege should remain aa before the War It oppeared however it 
so dangerous to the Interests of Government that Colonel Cathcart thought 
it necessary to inform the Vioomte de Souillao that if this Claim was not 
ultimately rehnqniahod, It would become necessary to prevent Dependents 
of Foreign Companies m Bengal from bolding Talooks or Farms. 

151 Lieutenant Colonel Cathcart found himself under the necessity 
of entonng into the DisousaJon of the Dlspntes which had happened on 
the Coast of Coromandel oltho possessed of few Documents to enable him 
to form a perfect Judgment in regard to them the Points which have been 
conceded in that Quarter ore the Cession of the Peninsula lately become 
an Island situated to the East of Yonam with a Keservation in Favor of 
the C]n<Tna which the English Compony may have relative to its Extent 

limits and a Savaron containing twelve Candles MalJca of Cultivated 
Land in the District of CataplUy which is to be yielded to thorn on the 
Production of o Porwannah said to have boon obtained by the French in 
1705 from the Nabob Nixam Ally Cawn or on Authentic Proof being 
given that the said Perwaunah was obtained 

152 The Titles to these Places not having come into Colonel Cath 
cart’s Hands it was impoaaiblo for him to determine whether or not they 
were liable to Dispute the Right of taking up this Subject howo\cr at a 
future Penod U reserved should It become necesaorj and the Places seem 
od of so Uttl® moment that the Ccsaion of thorn was judged preferable to a 
Continuance of a Discussion which had been carried to an inconvenient 
length. 

153 The other Airangcments concluded by Colonel Cathcart in 
j.Qgard to the hstabluhuHnts on the Coast of Coromandel related eoIol> to 
Commercial jViTairi and provided that the Duilucka of the Chiefs of kanam 
and the French Factox> at ilasuhpalom should have free Currency 
In the ^o^thcm Circara and should bccure a froo juMago exempt from sU 
Duties whother on exports or Imports, for Goods belonging to thu trench 
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Company or to French Individuals, that European Goods passing thro’ the 
Hands of Native Inhabitants of Yanam and of the French Factory at 
Masuhpatam should circulate thro’ the Northern Cncars under DustuckS 
of the Chiefs of Yanam and of the French Factoiy at Masuhpatam with 
entire Freedom from Duties m all Cases where the same Custom takes 
Place in regard to the Native Inhabitants of Masuhpatam and Ingeram, 
and that the Inhabitants of Yanam should enjoy the rights of Fishing and 
of Markets, and all the other Privileges they enjoyed before the last War, 
without bemg Molested by any Person whomsoever 

154 The last Article which came under Discussion related to the 
Corvette Esperance, which as your Hon’ble Court are already informed, 
was abandoned in the Month of December last m Consequence of her 
having been fired at from the Garrison of Budge Budge, and for which we 
had made an offer of Eestitution to Mr Dangereux, which that Gentleman 
had dechned accepting The reparation thus offered has been accepted by 
the Vicomte de Soudlac with an additional Stipulation m Favor of the 
Family of the Native who accidentally lost his Life on that Occasion, and 
this Affair which might have been made on all Occasions a Pretext for 
entering into Disputes with us is thus Defimtively settled without being 
even left open for the Revision of the Court of Versailles 

156 As Colonel Cathcart pursued his route to England on the Fox 
Packet from Mauritius early m May, his Negociations with the Vicomte de 
SouiUac will have undergone your Revision long ’ere this Letter can reach 
you. It remams for us however to acquamt you that it has been Ratified

156. We beg, leave to request your attention to the Vicomte de 
SouiUac’s Letter to the Governor General which accompamed the Conven- 
tion a Translation of it is transmitted to you a number in the Packet. 

167 Copies of our Letters to Fort St George and Bombay, and to 
Messrs de Cossigny and Dangereux announcmg the conclusion of the Con- 
vention also attend you numbers in the Packet, and, in order to afford 
Mr. Dangereux the most unequivocal Proof of our liberal and friendly 
Disposition, we have resolved that our resolution of the 3d of March last 
to exempt the Merchandise of the new French East India Company ffom 
the Payment of the Counpany’s Duties in Calcutta shall remam m Force 
until specially revoked ; notwithstandmg that the Payment of these Duties 
IS specially provided for by the 4th Article of the Provisional Convention. 
On the Subject of this resolution we have lately received a Representation 
from several Merchants and Inhabitants of Calcutta, Copy of which is 
sent a Number in the Packet with the Minutes which have passed upon it 
Upon this subject we request your early Opimon 

158. In conformity to the Stipulation contamed m the separate 
Article of the Convention as Definitively settled vith the Vicomte do,SouiI- 
lac, the Seahorse Pilot Schooner has been delivered up to Mr. Dangereux 
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to replace the Corvette Eaperano© and hia Receipt haa been taken 
for her The Master Attendant has been instnioted to supply the Place of 
the Seahorse mth another vessel to bear the gamn name. Indeed the 
Vessel which the French Pilot abandoned may still bo refitted and orders 
are given for that Purpose so that wo shah have in foot but exchanged one 
Pilot Vessel for another 

159 Our high Sense of the important services which Colonel Cath 
cart has rendered to your Intarest has already been oommunicated to you 
indeed we consider hia services as much connected with the Pnbho Welfare 
as well as the Prosperity of the Company’s Affairs The French Colomes 
at Mauntiua Pondicheny and Chondemagore exclaim against the Conven- 
tion as ruinous to their Interests and exclusively favorable to thoee of the 
British Nation in India It will rest with your Honorable Court to decide 
finally relative to the Merit of Colonel Cathcart a NegotiatJoiu 

160 Wo cannot quit this subject without acquainting you that 
Lieutenant Young of his Majesty s 78th Regiment who accompanied the 
Hon ble Lieutenant OoJonel Cathcart to the Isle of France has acquired so 
much Credit by his Conduct during the Course of the Negotiation that we 
have unanimously voted him our Thanks for his Services and In Considera 
tioQ of the Opinion expreased by the Governor General that Lieutt, Young 
may be stIlJ very useful in the Line in which he has been emjployed the 
Commander in Ciuef has granted him Permission to remain in ]^gaj, end 
the allowances which he drew as Secretary and Assistant to Lieui. Colonel 
Cathcart have boon continued to him« They amount only to 512 Rupee* 
Pr Mensem 

161 Our Advices in the Course of the lost Season were so full on 
the Subject of the DiOerenccs which had subsisted between us and the 
Subjects of the Moat Christian King that no further H/uddation will be 
necessary to enable you to form a deddod Opinion of the Provisional 
Convention and Lieutenant Colonel Cathcart is so well instructed in regard 
to the Claims of the French os well antecedent to the late War os since 
they took Possession of Chandemagoro in July 1785, that wo doubt not 
that you will find his Assistance very essential in the Revision of It. 

162 In order to inspire a Confidence in the Merchants who have 

hitherto been Dealers in Bengal Salt and who might otherwise feel alarm 
at the unexpected ^loosuro of permitting Coast Salt to bo imported on 
French Ships on Ad\ortxsoment bos been issued publishing this Determina- 
tion and acquainting the Salt Merchants that this Arrangement will by no 
means abolish or m any Respect interfere with or oiFcct the present Plan 
for conducting the Business of the Salt os no other Foreign Salt will on 
anyPmtcnce be admitted nor the Disposal of this be left in any other

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163. The Commission granted by the Nabob of Bengal to the Officer 
who IS to be stationed below Budge Budge for the pur- 
Consn.

tion shall have been given in upon Oath, in confornuty to the 7th Article 
of the Convention is recorded on our Proceedmgs noted m the Margm , 
and that the other Foreign Nations Navigating this Biver might have no 
Cause to charge us with undue Partiality to the French m this respect 
We have thought it necessary to annul the Eegulations for haihng and 
visitmg Ships passmg up the Eiver, which were pubhshed on the 24th 
December last, and to substitute m their stead those which are oontamed 


m the 6th, 6th, 7th, 8th, 9th and 11th Articles of the Convention. 

164. The late Committee of Revenue on the 30th of March last 
transnutted to us Representations which they had received from the Col- 
lectors of Customs, regarding the Effect of our Resolution to exempt the 
Consignments imported by the French Company from the Payment of all 
Duties except the Government Duty of 2|- Pr Cent, and requestmg 
more explicit Instructions on this Subject, they were informed that the 
Lme to be followed by the Collectors was perfectly clear , that m the 
Passports to be signed by one of the French Agents and sealed with the 
Arms of their Company, the Kmds, Quahties, Quantities and Pnme Cost of 
Goods imported are to be specified, and the same- m respect to Goods 
exported, that this was necessary to enable the Collectors to determme 
the Duties to be paid at the Rate of 2| pr Cent on Imports and Exports 
that the Account of Duties paid by the French Agents bemg recorded at 
our Custom House and sent as it will of Course be to the French Company 
in Europe, must serve as an effectual Check upon any ilhcit Commerce, 
which may be attempted under the^ Name of that Company, and that if 
they should endeavor either directly by their own Authority or mdirectly 
thro’ their Agents, to mterfere m the Country Trade of India, or the 
mternal Trade of these Provinces from Place to Place, the Officers of the 
Custom House must apply for fresh Instructions. 

165. For other Representations of a similar nature from the

Proceedmgs We have instructed the Custom Master m 
Reply to a Proposition made by him “that a Manifest on Oath should be

Privileges clsimcd by tho trench at Maldah Sooporo, CbttUgong, and 
Dacca, Thoy are stated In a Mlauto from the Governor General which 
goes a > umber lu tho Pseket to^^cthcr with Copies of tho Papers referred 
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to in. it, and as it is not probable that they will be attended wdth any 
Material Difficulties, we shall contend ourselves with briefly relating the

the French Flag wherever he might reside, but as neither of these Preten- 
sions were even mentioned m Mr Wilton’s Letter, which accompanied 
Mr Dangereux’s to Mr Croftes, Mr Croftes refused to give up the Ground, 
which was claimed or to permit the French Flag to be hoisted at Chitta- 
gong, it being proved by undemable Evidence that the French never 
possessed a Factory or hoisted a Flag there before the War, 

172. Our Resolution on this subject has been that independant of 
the Evidence produced by Mr Croftes that the Ground claimed by the 
French at Chittagong was never either given or ceded to them, it cannot 
now be given becanae Mr Nicolas, whose Testimony we pledged ourselves 
to admit, has not even mentioned such Possession, all that he says being 
“that the French Company kept a Chief at Chittagong”, 

173. At Soopore the Point m Dispute turned merely upon the 
Extension affixed by the French to the Dependencies of their Factory, 
which we have some cause to imagine has been overrated by the French 
Agents, but as Mr Foley, our Collector m that District, has received 
Instructions to dehver over to them Soopore wuth such Grounds, as they 
can prove by Grant, Sunnud, or Purchase, to be its Dependencies we hope 
that this affair will soon be settled. 

174. The Disputes at Dacca m regard to the Village of Serampore 
have been adjusted, and, as we have agreed that the French shall possess 
the Gunge of Nerondy (which is said by Mr. Nicolas to be dependant on 
the French Factory) Duty free no further Pomts remam to be settled 
concermng that District 

176. The Difficulty which has arisen m regard to the French Native 
Agent at Malda related entirely to the Privilege claimed by him (probably 
m Consequence of Instructions from Mr. Dangereux) of hoistmg the French 
Flag at his House m that Place ; and his Intention in this respect having 
come to the Knowledge of Mr Grant, our Commercial Resident, he desired 
it to be intimated to him that, if he had such a Design, he would do well 
to postpone the Execution of it, until a Reference could be made to 
Government The French Agent, however, did hoist one, which bemg 
known at Malda he was sent to and advised to write to his Employers. 
This he accordingly did and reported (m direct Contradiction to the Truth) 
that the Flag of his Most Christian Majesty had been disgracefully pulled 
down Yet, notwithstandmg the positive Denial of this Circumstance by 
our Resident at Malda and his Assistant, it has been impossible to convince 
Mr. Dangereux of its Falsity. 
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176 It appears that the Claim of the French to a Right to hoiat the 
Flag at Malda came onder Pisonadon while Ur Bathoe was Reaident at 
that Place before the Conunenoement of the late War end that on a 
reference to Government that Gentleman had actually been instruoted 
to poll it down, which was accordingly done Mr Grant s Modification 
on the present Occasion and with moh an Example before hirn very 
commendable 

177 We have not yet passed any Decision upon the Subject of the 
Claim preferred by the French Nation to hoist the National Flag at 
Malda and Chittagong and at other Fhotorles and Hooses of Commeroe 
where Flags were not hoisted before the late War but BhoU take the 
enbjeot into our early Consideration The Convention entorfed into at the 
Isle of Franca has the following Article All the Inhabitants whether 
Europeans or Natives of the French Establishments Factories and Honaefl 
of Commerce os well as of the Territory annexed to them shall bo under 
the Protection of the French Flag and subject to the French Jurisdiction 
but whether thU Article actually anthorisoe their hoisting that Flag 
where it appears that they never enjoyed the Privilege of hoisting one 
before is a matter which requires some Deliberation We shall have the 
Honor of Commnnicating to you our Decision on it by the next Dispatch 

178A It has lately been resolved by a Majority of the Board on 
tho Application of Mr Roasily Commander of His Most dmsUan Majesty a 
Frigate the Venus to advance to him the Sum of 50 000 Sa Ks. to enable

Margin for tho Perusal of a letter which wo have received 
Coal. 2M June. from tho President and Council at Bombay giving cover 
to Copy of one from the Director and Council for the Affairs of the Batch 
Nation at Surat repeating thole Demand to bo restored by the Govern 
ment of Bombay to their Factory at Broach in Complyance with expreu 
Orders from thoir Superiors to that Efiect The Reply given to thorn 
when they preferred the tame Claim in tho year 1781 was that by tho 
late treaty tbo Honn^lo English Company bad sold and assigned over the 
City and Fergunnoh at Broach to Alodsjce Scindia Behaoder who was 
in full Possession of tho same but as they had thought proper to repeat 
It tho President and Council at Bombay acquainted them that they 
would lay the subject before us and wait our Directions Uohave not 
however thought it expedient to give tho Dutch \gcnU any immediate or 
Definitive Answer but shall wait tbo lostmctions of your Hon ble Court 
with which wo request we may bo funiished with, as soon ns possible. 



179. The President and Council at Bombay have entered into the 
Discussion of the right to a Factory at Broach at some Length, and it 
appears by the result of their Investigations that while the Place was in the 
Possession of the Enghsh Government the Dutch had only held a Pactoiy 
there by Sufferance from the Company, and so well do the then President 
and Council of Bombay appear to have been convinced of this, that they 
had actually come to a Determination on the 7th of December 1772 to 
require them to withdraw from thence with the Effects and Property of 
the Netherlands Company in Consequence of their unwarrantable Be- 
haviour dtiring the siege of the Place by our Forces, and altho’ it was 
afterwards resolved on the 16th March 1773 “that they should be per- 
mitted to hold their Factory there on the former Footing tiU the Pleasure 
of the Court of Directors should be known”, yet this appears to have been 
admitted rather as a matter of Favor than from a Conviction that their 
Claim could be supported by any Plea of Rights 

180. Translations of the Firmaunds exhibited to the Government of 
Bombay in the year 1773 are recorded on our Proceedings of the 23d June, 
and these, it is remarked (brought forward at a Time when it was of 
the last moment to the Dutch to produce the very best Authorities they 
were really possessed of) were nothing better than Orders to pass their 
Merchandize thro’ the Guzerat, free from the Inland and Rahdaree Fees. 

181 Our Proceedmgs of the 24th July contain an apphcation from 
^e Director and Council at Chinsura for our Influence with the Eling of 
va to procure the Release of a Vessel with her Crew belonging to the 
utoh Company named the Crab, which had been obliged to put m at a 
ort on the Ava Coast where she has been detamed and plundered, and 
enslaved We have readily comphed with their Wishes, and 

overnor General has accordingly addressed the King of Ava on 
their Behalf 

182. The same Consultation Contains a Representation from the 
irector and Council at Chinsura complaimng of some obstacles which they 
ave met with from our Agents in piocurmg their Investment at the 
urimgs of Chandercona, Keerpay, Radnagore etc. which has been referred 
o t e Board of Trade with Instructions to afford them such Redress if the 
comp amts are well founded, as may be just and proper

Was lately deputed to Calcutta on the part of the Danish Government to 
Consn.

bo Majors. They might have told us that even upon principles of Ooco> 
nomy an Arrangement adverse to tbclr Interests cooJd not be commendod 
amce of course It would cost less to put the Junior Officers upon Half Pay 
than those of higher rank and certainly there is one Argument which they 
would not have omitted to use in support of their Pretensions they would 
haie referred to your Orders of the 28th Angust 1782 where you romorkod 
upon tho ililitary Regulations of 1781 and they would have quoted >our 
positive Directions that the advanced Fay and allowancoe to tho Officers 
thus appointed to tho Rank of ^Dijor and Captain be immediately discon 
tlnucd until those Officers shall have to such Suptnor Ranh according 
to tho Establishment of tho iVrmy before tho Regulations abovementioned 
took place These and other Argumonts would doubtless have been used 
the ^Ujors on the Pay of Captains. Thoso of tho Captains wiU bo 
before jou 

237 Wo have resolved that Commlbsions bo granted to the ^Vdjutant 
General and Deputy ^VUjuUnt General Quarter ilastcr General andilajora 
of Brigades in tho form of tho official CommUsion granted to tho Adjutant 
General in the Carnatic which makes tho Rank detcrmlno with tho Poet 
Wo ba\o also resolved that tho Commissions granted to officers of tho £s- 
tabluhmenl who have been promoted In conscqucnco of jour lato Orders 
bo 60 prepared ns not to subject them to bo Junior to tho CarnatJo Officers 
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promoted from the same Cause and to whom they weie before Senior 

238 We have the Honor to refer you to our Proceedings of the 
31st May for the promotions and appointments which have taken place 
in Consequence of your Commands of the 21st of September 1785 Besides 
the Persons named m the List of Appointments we have nominated the 
Bevd Mr Goddard Chaplam to the 4th- Brigade, the Revd Mr. Seecombe 
Chaplain to the 5th and the Revd. Mr David Brown Chaplain to the 6th 
and Captain Scrymgeons, Lieutenants Gould, Paucitt, Harriott, and Orme 
have been appointed Majors of Brigade. 

239 The Commander m Chief acquamted us that by the new 
Formation of the Artillery Regiment into three Battahons of five Companies 
each, each Company having but eight Gunners allowed to it and no 
Bombardiers, there became in the return of every Company a number of 
Supernumerary Bombardiers and Gunners at the same Time that the 
Company was not complete m Men The General observed that the Men 
of the Artillery are not enhsted as Bombardiers or Gunners, nor are the 
Bombardiers or Gunneis the Non Commissioned OfScers, but that they 
have the same Pay as Corporals The General desiied to be informed 
what was to be done with these Men It appeared that eighty Bombar- 
diers and one hundred and Twenty Gunners were struck off the Artillery 
by the new Estabhshment We resolved that the Supernumerary Bombar- 
diers and Gunners should be contmued as such upon their present pay 
until the number becomes loduced by Casualties which are not to be filled 
up

241- Pars 84 85- 86.' We refer- you to' a Mmute delivered m^by the- 
Commander in Chief respecting" the Military Establishment at Foft 
Marlborough We have supposed that one Company of ArtiUeiy, two 
Companies of European Infantry, and four Companies of Native Infantry 
would be a proper Establishment to be stationed there, and we shall 
contmue to deem such a proper Establishment until the Representations 
from that Residency shall convince us that it is not so. We have resolved 
that each of these Compames should be of the exact Formation of a Bengal 
Company, and belong to the Bengal Establishment in every Respect We 
are of Opimon that the Army which is to be kept up m Bengal wdl not 
admit of so large a Detachment from it consistently with the umformit}^ 
of System which you have adopted, and the Good of the Service, and we 
have therefore agreed that the Mihtary Estabhshment at Fort Marlbro ' 
shall be considered as entirely separate

252 In the 131st Paragraph of your General Letter dated Ist Apnl 
1760 the Court ordered as follows 

“The Officers of all the Presidencies with respect to the Company 
are but one Body and whenever our Service requires the removal of 
Officers from one Settlement to another Rank must be preserved conform- 
able to the Dates of Commission ” 

253. At the same Time and in the same Paragraph the Court 
msisted strongly on the Impropriety of introducing Officers of little service 
from our Presidency over the Heads of brave and experienced Officers 
without the most mgent necessity Had we adopted the Sentiments of 
the Court as above quoted the Situation of the Bencoolen Officers on the 
List of the Bengal Army, on the Dates of their respective Commissions 
being known, would be immediately ascertained, but we should have been 
reduced to a Dilemma by mtroducmg Officers of httle or no Service over 
the Heads of brave and experienced Officers who to our knowledge have 
acquitted themselves gallantly and therefore merit Favoi. 

254 The Subject is submitted to your Decision and if you should 
be pleased to determine that the Officers at Fort Marlbro, should be 
mcorporated into this Army you will estabhsh the Mode of effecting it 
whether accordmg to the Dates of their respective Commissions or that 
they should come in youngest of their respective Ranks 

255. The Commander m 'Chief having proposed to us to recommend 
bo your Hon’ble Court to send and complete from Europe whatever 
European Force you mtend for the Estabhshment of Fort Marlbro,’ the 
General observing that reliefs from hence will be attended with every incon- 
vemence, and derange that mnformity of System which the Company 
seem to have been partial to We beg leave to recommend this measure 
to your adoption of it, as well for the reasons which the Commander in 
Chief has stated as because much Time and expence may be saved m the 
direct transportation of recruits fiom England to that Residency 

266 Lieutenant Colonel Alexr Murray, who Commanded your 
Troops at Fort Marlbro’ havmg acquamted us that the Situation of his 
private affairs stiongly urges his return to England and that he obtained 
the Permission of the Deputy Governor and Council at that Place to apply 
to us for Leave to proceed thither made his application to us and reques- 
ted Leave of absence foi three Years or upon Half Pay 

257 As it appeared by a Letter which we received from Fort 
Marlbro’ Dated the Sth May that the Settlement of Tappanooly had been 
taken by the Achmees and that it was proposed to fit out an Expedition 
from Fort Marlbio’ agamst them we have directed Lieutt. Colonel Murray 
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to proceed to FortlXarlbro and resolved that the Deputy Governor and 
Council be authonred to grant hi m Permission to return to Europe upon. 
Half Pay whenever they may be able to dispense with his Services but 
that It be left to the Court of Directors to determine what that Half Pay 
wliftll be Ueutt Colonel Murray’s rank as Lieutenant Colonel is derived 
from a Brevet Commission given to him at Fort Marlbro Upon the 
Establishment of Bengal he enjoys the rank of Captain 

258 Par 88. Your Hoa bio Court having been pleased to direct 
m this Paragraph that the Native Officers who have become Sopernume- 
rory by your Orders shall be retained upon full Pay and that we should 
take the earliest opportunity of restoring them to their former Situations^ 
a Question arose whether the Non Comuuaaloned Officers vizt Havildars 
and Naike were to be included witbm the benefit of this Order We con 
aiderod that the Native Officers under this description constitutod a 
valuable Port of your Native Force and wore the best qualified to be of 
use to Foreign Powers should they enter into their servioe. We therefore 
agreed to retain them on their full Pay 

250 The Native Officers stationed at Mongheer were on Half Pay 
and Quaxtor Batto, an allowance not equal to that now Ordered for 
SnpQTnumenry Native Officers. Wo agreed that the Native Offirers 
stationed at Mongheer should remain os at present nnderstanding that 
they were satisfied with their Situntioos.

which IS recorded on our Proceedings of the 23d June Ho has been 
informed that wo entertain an high sense of his abilities and Merits but 
that his application could not bo compliod with os Mr Ellis who was at 
tho Head of the ^fedicoj Department had previously boon appointed in 
Conformity to tho Spirit of yxiur Orders.

263 Several Questions having been submitted to us by the Hospital 
Board, our answers to which were stated to be necessary to be communi- 
cated to them before they could proceed to form the Medical Arrangements 
directed by your Instructions these and our Opinions on them are recorded 
on the Proceedings noted in the Margin We beg leave 
refer you to them and shall content ourselves with 
acquainting you in this Place with our Resolution that 
your Arrangement for the Army Surgeons does not mterfere with the 
Surgeons appointed for the Civil Servants at the Presidency, nor does it

tlio most absolute Prohibition of Spirits being sold in Military Barnrs by 
nn^ other than the \^ctufiJhng Contractor at Stated Prices and under the 
Controol of the Commanding OfHccr and that, altho this Method might

rcitnctions ho feared that our Intomal iVrrangomcnts in tho Fort uould 
bo of little avail particularly as after tho Troops were in Arrears tho com 
mou Soldier was at Times In tho receipt of a considerable Portion of bis

J71 Tho Commander in CMof further acquainted us that ho under 
stood tlicro were Batara Immediately in tho neighbourhood of some of tbs 
great CantonmonU which wore not private Property but paid a Rovonns 
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to Government and lie was of Opimon that unless effectual means were 
used to pievent the Sale of Spirituous Liquors m them, all Regulations 
upon that Head in the Military Bazar would in no Degiee lend to the 
Preservation of the Troops 

272 The Objects of the Commander in Chief’s Minute as far as 
they relate to the Piesidency, we are prevented from carrymg into Exe- 
cution on account of the Interference of the Supreme Court We have 
long since proposed the Sketch of a Bye Law to the Judges which if 
approved by them would afford the necessary Checks for restraimng the 
Sale of Spirituous Liquors in the Town of Calcutta and Neighbourhood of 
Fort William They have not yet come to any Resolution on the Subject 
In regard to the Military Stations beyond the Precmcts of Calcutta we shall 
endeavor to accomplish the Purposes of the Commander in Chief’s 
Recommendation.

other Spuituous Liquors, and that he had taken the greatest Pams to 
prevent that Evil, but not ■with such entire success as he wished, that 
Bazars and Villages, totally independent of his Command, existed within 
400 Yards of the Cantonments, which rendered it impossible to prevent 
the Sale of Liquors and other destructive abuses , that the Districts roimd 
the Cantonments were formerly under the Charge of the Commanding 
Officer at Dmapore, but, few Troops having been stationed there for some 
Years, they had gradually fallen into the Management of the Neighbouring 
Collectors Colonel Macleod therefore, for the sake of the Health and 
Discipline of the Troops under his Command sohcited that the Villages 
and Lands to the Eastward, as far as the Wooden Bridge on the road to 
Patna including Luly Gunge,* those to the Westward including Serpore, and 
those to the Southward to the distance of three Miles might be put undei 
his Management and that of his Successors in the Command at Dinapore, 
the Rents which they now pay the Hon’ble Company continuing to be paid.

293 On ,the 10th May last a Letter was addressed to the Comman- 
der m Chief, and laid before us, from Colonel Pearse, statmg that, in 
Consequence of the Death of Colonel Sami Hampton, he was become the 
Senior Officer of this Establishment, and requesting that he might be 
declared second in Command agieeably to the Orders on that Subject 

294 This Apphcation from Colonel Pearse occasioned some Debate 
The Mmutes that were dehveied on the Subject are transmitted to you 
Numbers in the Packet We beg Leave to lequest your attentive Con- 
sideration of the Opmions expressed in them, and of the Reasons which 
governed our Resolution declaring Colonel Pearse next in Command of the 
Company’s Troops in Bengal to the Commander m Chief m India. 

296. Colonel Blair, the Senior Officer of Infantry on this Estabhsh- 
ment, deemmg himself much aggrieved by this Resolution addressed us on

297 The Commissary General attending the Board on the 16th of 
June last with some Military Regulations which had formerly been passed, 
and were lately arranged so as to conform to your Orders, a Question arose 
who should receive the additional Salary of Sonaut Rupees 8000 Pr Annum 
Ordered m the 27th Paragraph of your General Letter dated 11th April 
1785, Our Opinions upon this Question are sent Numbers m the Packet 
It was resolved by a Majority of the Board that Colonel Pearse, who was 
declared by our resolution of the 7th of May to be considered the Officer 
next in rank m the Company’s Troops m Bengal to the Commander m 
Chief m India, was entitled to the additional Salary of Sonaut Rs 8,000 
per Annum until your Pleasure should be known 

298 The Board having resolved that Coll Pearse was eligible to the 
Command of a Battalion of Artillery he was, as the Senior Officer of that 
Corps, posted to the first Battahon, which Battalion was stationed at 
Oavnpore - As second in Command of the Company’s Troops and next 
to the Commander in Chief, all Officers belonging to the Station at which 
hemi^ht resido wpuld of Course be under ffis Orders, Thus. the General 
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311 We also forward by this Bispatob Copeaofthb Proceedings

312 To obviate any Ideas of neglect that might arise from the 
backwardness of these Proceedings as well as of the Annnfll Books for 
1784/5 we beg leave to remark that the Belay has been entirely and 
unavoidably owing to the great BedocUons which took place in the 
Establishment of the Ordnance Department in Consequence of your Orders 
P Bntton in October last 

313 In that Part of our preisent Dispatch which comes under the 
Head of Reforms wo shall acquaint you with the iXeasures wo took for 
appropriating uncultivated Lauds to the use of the Lascars who had been 
reduced by our Arrangementa of the 14th and 22d of March. The 
Commander in Chief has lately Informed ua that many of the Syranges,

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317. We beg leave to refer you to our Proceedmga -noted in the 

Margin lor the orders which we have passed from Time-' 
Cmisns to Time for the repaiis of Port William and the Impiove— 

ments that are making theie under the Direction of your 
present Chief Engineer 

318. We refer you to our Consultation of the 17th July for- the 
Contmgent Demands which were laid before us in the course of laat Month 
and the Kesolutions which we passed on them 

319 The Commander m Chief having laid before us two Maps 
prepared by Lieutt Rmd, one of the Siek Country, which he was at a good 
deal of expence and trouble in procuring, and the other a Survey of the 
Roads from Lucnow to Agra, Delhi, and Deig, which he took in the twenty 
Months he Commanded the Escort with Major Brown, for which he had 
also been at considerable Expence, and as we had leason to believe that 
these Maps and Surveys would be of the greatest utihty in the Completion 
of the General Map of India, we resolved that the Sum of 4,000 Sicca

•' 322 We have the Honor to refer to our Consultation of the 4th 

ultimo for the Perusal of a Representation transmitted by Sir John Dallmg 
to the Governoi General stating many Difficulties and Inconveniences 
which had arisen at Fort St George m the execution of Military Law and 
enlarging on the extent of Martial Law m the East Indies, and the power 
of ordermg General Courts Martial It being the request of Sir Jn Dallmg, 
no. less than the particular wish of the Commander m Chief of the Forces 
in India, and that of the President and Council at Fort St George, who 
addressed us on the subject, that this Representation should be referred 
to the Judges of the Supreme Court, it has been lefened to them accord- 
mgly with General Sloper’s Wairant, and the necessary Papers, and they

323 We have leamed with great Concern that the ill state of Health

326 In your General Lotterof the Slst September 1786 Par 11 
you have been pleased to direct not only that the Pay and Allowances of 
all the Minor Cadets at present on our Establishment be discontinued 
from the receipt of your Orders but you expressly forbid any such 
appointment m future observing that whenever we wish to Interest our 
sdvee for the Sons of deserving Ofideers our recommendation of them to 
the Court will be properly attended to.

328, The Situation of the Minor Cadets has become so unfortunate 
as well to themselves as to their Parents in Consequence of your late orders

329. At the request of Lieutt Read Barrack Master at Burhanpore 
we beg leave to recommend to you that his Son Henry Peach Read may be

330 Our Advices from the Secret Department in the Course of the 
last Season will have commumcated to you the Measuies 
which we adopted for the Liquidation of the An ears due

It states that 
the Engagements entered mto by STesars Poroher and 
Redhead and Hr Menxies were not of a nature to subject 
them to the Penalty of the Statute* as the Purchasers of the Bills could not 
Demand Payment from the Discounters if they should not be paid when

the Battalions were not to bo given to Mojors on Major s Pay but to 
ilajors on Captain a Pay os far os their number should go and to Senior 
Captams os might bo judgod proper It being tho inah of tho Board to 
revert as soon os possibb to tho Provisions in tho necessary Estabhahmont 
respecting tho Commands of Sopoy Battalions, tho Commander m Chief 
proposed and wo agreed that tho nine Senior Majors of Infantry on Majors 
Pay and then serving with tho European Corps or Commanding Sopoy 
Regiments or Battalions should bo posted as foUovrs Threo to tho Euro- 
pean Regimcntf 1 to each Regiment Six to tho Sepoy Corps of tho 3 
Brigades 2 to each Corps \\o also resolved 

302 That tho other ifajors of Infantry on Major’s Pay and then 
Commanding Sopoy RegimcnU or Battalbns should bo pbcod on the list 
of Supernumeraries unk^*! they should prefer remaining in their present 
Commands on tho Pay Bat'a and AUovranccs of Captains. 

3G3 ^Vud that such Majors of Infantry on Mojor s Pay as were not 
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then posted should be placed for the present on the List of Supernu- 
meraries 

364. We agreed that Lieutt Colonels should be left for the present 
as they were posted, and that we should not m this Instant revert imme- 
diately to the necessary Establishment There would have been some 
httle saving of Expence by reverting to it, but we imagined that there 
could be no impropriety in leaving good Men for some Time longer in 
Command to which they had been but very lately appointed. 

365 The Commander m Chief proposed, and we agreed to, an 
Encrease in the Establishment of Bullocks allotted to the Army, the actual 
Estabhshment being insufficient by forty upon the nearest Mode possible 
to be adopted, so as to enable regiments to move when required, and to 
leave at some of the Stations a few for the necessary Services The 
General laid before us at the same Time a return of the distribution of 
Bullocks for nineteen Battalions and five Stations, on which return the 
encrease of forty was desired, and he observed that, if Bullocks were wanted 
for the Works of Fort Wilham or Barrackpore, they must necessarily be 
extra 

366 The Commander in Chief remarked to us that the System which 
he wished to have adopted in the Military Lme durmg Peace, was that 
the Mihtaiy Establishment should be as small as the safety of the Com- 
pany’s Possessions would admit, and that the existing Force in every 
Part of it should be internally fit for immediate Service 

367 We refer you to our Procee din gs of the 4th April for the 
Perusal of a Representation made us by the Secretary to the Board of 
Ordnance, on the Subject of the Estabhshment allowed him for Writers 
and aU other Contmgencies Vizt Sa Rs 200 P Mensem, which he stated 
would, with the utmost Oeconomy, only pay three Native Writers, besides 
the Servants absolutely reqmsite for an Office, and with these he observed 
that the Busmess of the Secretary’s Department alone was with the 
greatest Difficulty carried on, so that of the Accountant, which was of much 
more Consequence, was and must be entirely at a stand unless it should be 
the Pleasure of the Board to grant him some such additional Assistants as 
was stated m his Letter Vizt One European Assistant Accomptant, one 
Exammer, and Eight capable Native Writers 

368 Having taken into Consideration the laborious Duties performed 
m the Office of Secretary and Accountant to the Board of Ordnance, as 
stated in his representation above alluded to, and m a Minute of the late 
Commissary General, which accompamed it, we agreed that the Secretary 
and Accountant to the Ordnance Department should be allowed to draw 
Monthly m a Contmgent Bill for such Assistants as he might find mdispen- 
sably necessary in his Office in Addition to the Estabhshment allowed for 
the Ordnance Department by the Company’s Orders, pro'vuded the 
Expence did not exceed 750 Rupees P Mensem 

369. Major Thomas Scott and Lewis Grant havmg submitted to us 
their Claiips to m Allowance iij Uou of Contingencies from his Excellency 
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the \abob Viaer while on Service in hie Excellency 8 Doinmions in the 
\car8 1782 and 1783 and thezr Claims harjng been foondcKl upon the same 
Pnnciplca as those of Hlhjora Gilpin and Lumsdnine which lind received 
Sanction in the Month of December 1784 we agreed that they should be 
admitted and paid at Lnonow In the course of the next Foasullee year 
provided these Officers had drawn nothing on account of Contingencies 
either firom the Vmer or the Company during the Period for which they 
claimed this allowance and lieutenant Grand of the Artillery having 
preferred a Claim to us for Tent Allowance from the Vister from the let 
Sept 1782 to the 31st December 1783 wo resolved that this Charge 
also should be admitted provided it should appear tliat he had not 
drawn any Tent Allowance from the Vialer or the Company for that 
Period 

370 On a Reference to the Military Paymaster General it ivaa found 
that this Allowanco had been drawn in Abstract by Captam Bruce Lieutl 
Grand a Claim having Conscqnently been rejected he addressed us a 
second Time on the Subject and stated that ifajors Qdpin and Lmnsdaln 
with some Officers of their Detachment received the Indulgence of Tent 
Allowance from the Vizier at the same time that they drew it from the 
Company This Intimation did not however induce us to comply with 
Lieutenant Grand a request as it never had been onr Intention that Con 
tingenclcs or Tent AIlowaDce shoold be paid both by tho Vmer and the 
Company We have therefore resolved that Majors Gilpin and Lumsdain 
and all other Officers who may have received their Allowances from both 
shall be colled on to refund that which they drew last 

371 The Judges of Supreme Court of Judicature having intimated

372 In Conscqucnco of tho Resolution which wo passed on tho 11 th 
March 1783 tailing upon the Servants of tho Company to deliver in their 
existing Claims upon Government by the 1st of May folloumg certain 
Claims and Requests were laid before ns by ^Ir John BrUtow Mr 4Vm 
Cowper Mr Thos- Graham Mr Thos. Graham Administrator to the 
Estate of tho lato Alexander Dunconson Junior ^fessrs Petrie and 
Koblo 

373 ifr John Bnstow in a Letter dated 30th Apnl 1785 cloimcd 
iJjo Salary and Allowances duo to Wro from December 1770 until his Ro- 
klgiiallon of the Service in December 1777 as Resident at the Viziers 
Court and Pa}TnasteT to tho Troops under tho Command of Brltifli Officers 
lu tin. \ Izlor s Service, Mr DrUtow referred in support of bis Claim to 
the Ihunl s records of tho 2d Dee 1770 which would make It appear that 
he uos not removed from the Office aboromentloncd according to thp 
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General Instructions of your Hon’ble Court dated 29th March 1784 which 
durect that, “befoie the lemoval of any Company’s Servant from any Office, 
the Party accused be made acquainted Anth the accusations preferred agamst 
him, that he be summoned to make his Defence, having a reasonable Time 
allowed him for that purpose, and that the Governor General and Council 
proceed on all such Occasions with the greatest Tenderness and Circums- 
pection”. The order also directs that “all such Charges made before us 
agamst any of your Servants in our Department with aU Proceedmgs 
thereon be regularly enteied in our Consultations and with them trans- 
mitted to you”. 

374 Not deeming it proper to determine on Mr. Bristow’s Claim 
abovementioned by our own Authority we agreed to state it to you and 
to recommend it to your favorable Consideration 

376 Our Proceedings of the 5th April last, to which we beg leave 
to refer, take Notice of a Letter delivered in by Mr. Bristoiv on the 11th 
April 1785, and recorded in the Consultation of the 12th of that month 
It Avas agreed, upon the subject of this Letter, that Mr Bristow’s Claims 
for allowances etc. prior to his recall from LucnoAV in December 1783 
should be preferred to the favorable Consideration of your Hon’ble Court, 
and that, if he Avould separate his Claims foi that Period from those which 
had smce arisen, he would be put on the same footing with other Gentle- 
men in similar Situations. 

376 In Consequence of this Intimation Mr Bristow addressed us 
on the 16th May* Avilh various Claims in Bills Nos 1 and 2 They are 
recorded on our Proceedings of the 22d of that Month 

377 We could not admit the Ist and 2nd Charges made by Mr. 
Bristow m his Bill No I for the allowances of a Member of the late Pro- 
Anncial Councils from the 15th June 1781, until which Period he had 
charged his Salary as Resident at the Vizier’s Court to the Month of Octo- 
ber 1782, 1 Year, 3 Months and 16 days @ 1,000 Sa Rs P Month Sa 
Rs 16,500, as we did not consider his Situation to be similar to that of 
the Members of those Councils The Residency at Lucnow was not abo- 
lished at the Period for which the charge was made, tho’ Mr Bristow was 
not serAung m it The Residency at Lucnow having been Avithdrawn at 
the Period for which Mr Bristow made his third Claim in Bill No 1 for 
Sicca Rupees 13,000 we agreed to admit it 

378 Upon the subject of Mr Bristow’s Bill No 2 we agreed to pass 
it, if he had not drawn for the allowances therem claimed, and it conform- 
ed to the Establishment of his immediate Predecessor and Mr Charles 
Purhng, and if allowances were paid to his Assistant Mr Bathurst, who 
took charge of the Office on Mr Bristow’s recaU 

379 The next apphcation that came before us was from Mr William 
CoAvper It stated that “Upon his return to Bengal in October 1781, he 
was appointed by your Hon’ble Court first Assistant to the Resident at 
Owde, but the previous Arrangements at that Court not alloAvmg of an

out of Offico we admitted the Justice of it and resolved that he should be 
allowed and paid in Certificates for that Period the same Monthly sum 
as was formerly allowed to the second Member of a Provincial Connell 
not at the Presidonoy Vlit Rupees 000 for Salary and House Rent. 

381 Mr Thomas Graham addressed os on the Subject of the 
Inndequeoy of bis Allowances when IVrsian Interpreter to the late Sir 
Eyro Cooto Ho threw himself on tho Justice and Indulgence of the 
Board for Compensating the Losses ho had sustained In as for as putting 
him upon a footing with others employ^ In Semcea connected with and 
anauig out of tho War might contribute to that End 

382 Having taken into Cbnsidoratlon Mr Graham s rank in your 
Scrvico when ho was employed by tho late Sir Eyro Cooto and tho favor 
able Testimony given by that General of Mr Graham s Conduct seuslblo 
aUo that tho sum of Rupees 472 which Mr Graham declared to be tho 
onl^ part of bis oUowanccs when serving at tho Camatio that he could 
apply tohisoHU proper use must hare been inadequate to his unavold 
able Expcnccs at a Penod when erer> nccctsorj of Ufo was considcnibly 
dearer than at any other Time wo resolved that Mr Graham os Persian 
Interpreter (o tho lato Sir Eyre Cooto should bo allowed tho dificrenco bet> 
ween Captain s Fay and Double full Datta and tho Pay and Double full 
Ra*ta of a Lfoutt. Colonel to bo paid in Certificates for tho Time for which 
ho received allowances os Persuin Interpreter which was from the 3d 
October 17M) to the End of April 1783 
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383 Mr. Graham, Administrator to the Estate of Alexander 
Duncanson J amor, late Paymaster to the Bombay Detachment, addressed 
us, setting forth the Claim of the Estate to allowances due at least unti 
the latest Accounts were received of the safety of the Taptie, the Ship 
on which Mr Duncanson was going passenger to Surat to join the Bombay 
Detachment, if not until the Time at which a Successor was appointed 
Mr, Graham trusted that we ivould admit the Claim until the appomtment 
of a Successor, the Deceased having fallen a Sacrifice to an eager Zeal 
to join the Troops upon Service at Bombay by pioceedmg from hence by 
Sea at the moat inclement Season of the Year 

384 We agreed that the Bills should be passed on Account of the 
late IVIr. Duncanson’s Estate for August, September, October and November 
1779 when the latest Intelligence was received of the Ship in which he 
was proceeding to join the Bengal Detachment, if the same allowances 
had not been paid to a Paymaster of that Detachment for those Months, 
but it appearing on reference to the Military Paymaster General that 
they were drawn by Capt. Watherstone who then acted as Paymaster the 
Charge could not be admitted Mr Graham repeated the Demand, but 
we could not comply with it 

385 An Application was made to us by Messrs Peti le and Keble 
desiring a Compensation for the loss they had sustained by a Purchase 
made m the year 1768 of some small Ai'ms and Military Stoies bi ought 
out by the Pursei of the Kent as a pait of his Investment, and aftei wards 
seized near Serampore by the Phouzdar of Houghly in Consequence of an 
Order from Mr Verelst Several Circumstances relative to these Arms and 
Stores were mentioned by Messrs Petiie and Keble, whose Letter is dated 
the 20th of April 1785, and recorded on our Proceedmgs of the 5th of 
Apnl 1786 

386 Not deeming ourselves at Liberty to comply with this apph- 
cation we resolved to refer it to your Hon’ble Court. 

387 We beg leave to refer you to our Consultation of the 5th of 
April last for the Perusal of a Letter addressed to us under Date the 25th 
July 1785 by Mr.- Peter Moore, Attorney for Major James Webber, repeat- 
ing an Application which he made to us on the 25th of April 1782 on the 
Subject of some Articles of Claims which were rejected by Mr Middleton, 
Pesident at Lucnow, m the adjustment of the Major’s Accounts with the 
Vizier for raising, mamtainmg, and accoutrmg a Regiment of Cavalry in 
the year 1776 Mr Moore’s repetition of the Claim was owing to fresh 
Instructions which he had received from his Constituent, and which enabled 
him to lay the Case again before us with additional Arguments in its 
Support We resolved that Mr Moore’s Claim on account of Major 
Webber should be referred to your Hon’ble Court for your Decision on it 
Mr Moore having proceeded to Europe, Mr R S Perreau, who became 
entrusted with Major Webber’s Concerns, requested our reconsideration of 
his Case, submitting to us a Certificate from Mr Middleton, lately 
received,, which nught induce ps to think that Major Webber’s Claims 
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were not only justly founded by such aa had the sanction of Precedent 
in a Letter from tho Board to the Beddent at the Vlzier^a Court dated the 
14th July 1778 which gave Orders for the Payment of Chums of the very 
same nature and founded on tho very same Pretensiona Jlr Perreau'i 
Letter la dated the 0th of ilav and recorded in onr Consultation of the 22d 
of that Month We did not think proper to make any alteration in our 
post Resolution for referring 3Iajor Webbers Claim to your Decision 

388 On the Ist February 1784 a Letter was addressed to our 
Secretary by Mr William Balfour of Fort St George transmitting, by 
Directions received from Major General Stuart before ho left that Settle- 
ment a Book with Fxtniota of Letters explanatory of a Claim which the 
General had preferred to ns before hit Departure for Star Pagodas 
9 867 19 9 being the Expence which he hod incurred by laying in a Store 
of Rice for tho Public Service at Palfacat in the course of the year 1782 and 
for which he had the Sanction of the late Lieutt General Sir Byre Coote 

389 We transmitted a Copy of these Papers to your President and 
Council at Fort St George on the 6th April last and requested that we 
might be favored with their Opinion on the Justice of General Stuarts 
Chum that it might bo sent by on early Dispatch to your Hon ble Court to 
whom wo referred the subject very particularly in our General Letter from 
tho Secret Department bearing date the 31fft December 1783 

390 Your President and Coondl at Fort St George havo in Oonse* 
quenco forwarded to us Extracts from their Records on the lobjeot of 
General Stuart s Demand and havo acquainted us that altho it appears 
that tho General proceeded without Authority from that Government In 
laying in a Store of Rico at Paliacat yet as they were unwilling to believe 
that ho was actuated by any other Motives than those of forwarding tho 
Public Service they hoped ^ve would represent his Claim in a favorable 
manner to tho Court of Directors 

391 We certainly are of opinion that General Stuart s Claim Is 
justly founded and wo think moreover that ho has a Conalderablo share 
of Merit in the Provision which ho made for the Public Service from his 
own Funds, and at tho Hazard of suObnng tho Loss which has hitherto 
accrued to him from it. Wo therefore presume to recommend his Com to 
Nourporticulor Notice and thot the Compensation which tho General has 
requested may bo granted to him 

303 A Letter was addressed to as by the Committee of Revenue on 
(be 2d March 1780 acquainting us in Answer to our Orders for making a 
further Reduction in their Rovcouo Hxpcnccs, of the Sum of Rupees 
0 00, IIS 8 ill order to bring them within the Amount prescribed by your 
Regulations of 1 Itb Apnl 1783 that on tho 14tb October 1785 they propos- 
ed reduetbna according to your Orders excepting Rupees 35,152 U 10J3 
and at the same time pointed out Funds for such further Reductions os we 
might think proper to order and that without recurring [lio] to those 
Funds, they found It Impossible to carry tho order to make a further Reduc- 
tion of Rupees 0 90 418 8 Into Exeeptba We referred this Beprcscntatloo 
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to the Revenue Departmentj from whence you will be advised of the Result 

393 The Comptroller of the Salt Office having been infoi med by the 
Accountant Genei al to the Revenue Department that he had been ordered 
to Audit both the Comptiollei’s Accounts and those of the Agents, Mr 
Vansittart entered into an Explanation of the Nature of those Accounts 
and proposed what appeared to lum to be necessar}’^ Regulations for cany- 
mg our Order into Execution They are Recorded on our Pioceedmgs of 
the 29th March 

394. We approved the regulations recommended by Mr Vansittart, 
and Ordered that they should take place from the 1st October last, or 
the Commencement of the year 1192 B S and we directed the Comptroller 
to transmit annual Statements to the Accountant General to the Revenue 
Department contaimng a Comparison of the former Expences with the 
present Establishment and explaimng the differences 

395 Mr. Vansittart was directed on the 16th of January to furnish 
the Accountant General to the Revenue Department Monthly mth an 
Estimate of the Sums that would probably be due to the Salt Agents for 
Commission after _ deducting the Amount which they were to pay to per- 
sons employed by them That he might be enabled to cany those Older s 
into Execution he submitted to us some Observations respecting the 
Settlement of the Commission for former years and the mode of receiving 
it for the present and future years 

396 As the Agents who were removed fiom their Offices in 1783 were 
allowed the full Commission of that year (or 1189 B S ) and at the Reduc- 
tion which was made by Government in the Profits of the Comptroller and 
Agents in the Salt Department on the 1st March 1783 took place after a 
great part of the Salt of that year (1191 B S ) was Manufactured and Sold, 
we were of Opinion that the Representation made on this Subject by the 
Comptroller was founded m Justice, and we Resolved that he and the Agents 
who Aveie affected by the Resolutions, which took place from the 1st March 
1785, should receive the full Commission for 1191 according to the Regula- 
tions of 29th December 1785, that is, the same Commission which they 
would have been entitled for that yeai if those Regulations had not passed 

397 With respect to the present and future years Mr Vansittait 
proposed that the Comptroller should, at the beginning of the Salt year, 
deliver an Estimate of the annual Profit on the Salt and the Commission 
expected to be due to himself and the Agents, deducting one fourth to be 
reserved till the Settlement of the Accounts of that year, and dividing the 
remainder into Montlily Proportions to be received after the End of each 
Month He enclosed, as a specimen, the Estimate of 1192 B S or 1785/6 
agreeably to which the Monthly proportions were to be received from tlie 
beginmng of October last The amount to be received after Settlement of 
Accounts vould be more or less as there might be an inciease or decrease 
of the real Profit compared ivith the Estimate 

398 We agreed to Mr Vansittart’s Propositions, and approved the 
fQpm of tjie E^tipi^te afiudsd to in them

These were forwarded to ns at our 
Express Requisition We think it imneceasarv to moke any Reply to 
these Objeotiona 

401 You will find recorded on our Proceedings of the 4th ApnJ last a 
Comparative Statement of the Manne Expences in the Naval Storekeeper s 
Department os well os that under Mr Keble s Charge as Marine Paymaster 
Extracted from the Books in both Offices for tho year 1770/7 and 1784/6 
commencing each year on 1st May and ending on tho 30th April following 
in each rospeoUvo year In order to shew that they immediately correspond 
ed with the Journals and Ledgers of each Department In our Procoedlngi 
of the same Day you will also find a List of the People and an Account of 
the Kstabhshod Spences of the Manne Paymaster b Office on tlie 14th 
February 1780 laid before os by Mr Price 

402 Wo furnished Mr Joseph Price tho present Marine Paymaster 
with a Copy of tho 22d Paragraph of your General Letter dated 11th April 
1786 and directed him to report his Opinion to us of those Parts of the 
Monno Hxpcnco that would admit of the most practicable Redootlons in 
order that 3 our Commands might be carried into Execution as far as 
possible His Opinion has been delivered on the subject and we shall soon 
take it into particular ConBldcratlon. 

403 Mr William Atkinson having declined to Act In tho Office of 
Coroner upon the reduced Allowances given to it by jour Orders of tho

401 Wo have now communicated to you tho Sabatanco of our Pro-

405 W^o havothe Pieaauro to transmit loyoua Number in this 
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Dispatch the beginning of a Work of great Importance prepared by Mr 
James Grant,* formeily your Resident at Hyderabad, and entitled an His- 
torical and Comparative Analysis of the Fmances of the Soubah of Bengal 
from the^ Era of the Moghul conquest, under the Emperoi Akbar, to the 
present Time, chronologically airanged in three penods, of which the two 
first are comprized in the accompanying Volume, and will exhibit a 
Summary view of the rrse, progress, and extent of all the existing s'urces 
of Public mcome, belonging of right, or virtually transferred to the East 
India Company in form of the Dewanny grant m 1765, and still undoubted- 
ly recoverable m their fullest extent, tho’ perhaps not with the same rapid 
facility they weie m that moment unfortunately lost to the State 

406 The idea of refoim suggested m the Analysis seems to be 
founded on the 39th Clause of the last regulating Act of Parliament, re- 
ferring the determmation of the rights of the Zamindars etc to the Laws 
and constitution of India, from which it is supposed that there have been 
considerable deviations in the practical Rules or forms of the Company’s 
administration since the acquisition of the Dewanny, as set forth m the 
pretended grievances of the Land-holders, and now required to be redressed 
according to the established custom oi civil institutions of the Moghul 
Empire 

407 The giand object of reform besides the pohtical advantage of 
re-estabhshing the equitable system of Moghul finance,® on its simple 
original principles, goes to the reahzation of an additional revenue of two 
Krore of Rupees , not by any encrease of Assessment, or by new burthens 
on the People and coimtry, but solely in the recovery of defalcations, and 
lost or hidden funds of Pubhc mcome for the most part fraudulently with- 
held by several mtermediate Native Agents employed by Government in 
collectmg the yearly rents from the Ryots This great pecumary benefit 
18 to arise apparently from two Sources different in their nature and 
practicability of bemg brought forward, the one productive of seventy one 
Lacs, appears the readiest or easiest to be obtained, as originating m one 
simple operation of a reduced Jumma, or settlement, on the acquisition of 
the Dewanny, without competent authority, specification of Particulais, or 
any sufficient reasons being assigned to Warrant so large a diminution of 
the estabhshed income , the other of a Krore and twenty mne Lacs will 

' undoubtedly be more difficult, because it has never been properly ascertain- 
ed even under an arbitrary Mussulman Government , bemg minutely 
dispersed throughout the Country, and held under the sacred forms for the 
most part of religious or charitable donations, tho’ m truth, as has often 
been represented, it consists altogether of unconstitutional or iraudulent 
alienations of the Sovereign’s property But exclusive of these two pro-

H Theso statements having coma under tho Board s consideratioh 
durun, tho absence of two Members of the Council whose opinions hml not 
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accorded, with that of the late Governor General upon the exemptions 
granted to the Fiench Company, nothing more passed upon the receipt of 
them than an observation of the Boaid, that the statements did not shew 
separately what had been collected from the Company’s Ships, and what 
from the Ships of British Subjects, and that the Collections fiom the 
Foreign Nations respectively were not marked, so that if the Board Avished 
to determine fiom which of the Foreign Settlements, the Calcutta or 
Government Duties were most benefited, it would not be in their Power 
This remark was communicated to the Board of Bevenue with orders to 
have the defect corrected in future 

19. After the Arrival of Lord Cornwallis tlio resolution passed for 
revoking the exemption granted to the Frencli Company came legularly 
Jbefore the Board, when the several Letters and Minutes appertaimng to 
,the Question were read and considered The Governor General did not 
hesitate to dehver his opinion that, as the exemption of the 4 P Cent duty 
nil Calcutta gi anted to the French East India Company was in no degree 
connected with the late convention made with jMonsr de Souillac, it should 
be immediately annulled That by delaying the recall of this exemption 
-ve might give the Fiench just cause of complaint if, encouraged by it, they 
ueie in the m^n time to make purchases or expensive Establishments, and 
that m justice to the Butish and Native Merchants it was impossible to con- 
tinue a privilege which might soon give to the French East India Company 
a monopoly of the Internal Trade of this place. It was therefore Resolved 
in the terms of Mr Stuart’s Minute of the 14th Recorded on the 17th 
August “that the concessions made to the new French Company of a

20 This resolution havmg been communicated to the Agents of the 
French Company, their leply to it, which was by no means uncivil, gave 
us an opportunity of acquaintmg them that the resolution we had passed 
was not occasioned by any disregard or unfriendly consideration to the 
Interests of French Company, whose Commerce on the contrary we desired 
to encouige, as well as that of his Most Christian Majesty’s other Subjects, 
and that we should be pleased with proper opportunities of manifesting our 
intention to it That the resolution was a Consequence of a representation

32 We admit that an Interpretation favorable to the views of the 
Fiench may be given to the Letter of the 19th Article of the provisional 
Convention, which states that all the Inhabitants, whethei Europeans or 
Natives of the French Estabhshments, Factories and Houses of Commerce 
as well as the Territory annexed to them shall be under the protection 
of the French Flag and subject to the French Jurisdiction Indeed 
Lieutenant Young who accompamed Lieutb Colonel Cathcart, as his 
Secretary to the Isle of France, and was called upon for his opimon of the 
right of French to hoist their Flag at the Different Factories, and at places 
where they may not have had a Flag before, and to give his explanation 
of the sense in which Lieutt Colonel Cathcart and himself conceived 
the 19 th Article of the Convention in this respect, dehvered his opmion 
that the French had an equal nght to hoist their Flag m all parts of 

this Country where they may have a Pubhc Estabhsh- 
6th. Septr ment and Jurisdiction altho’ he observes that the nght

3 In^our Letter to tho Committee dated the 28th August we 
biformed j ou of that which we bad wntten on the 1 6th May to the 
President and Council at Port St George in oonsequenoe of your instruo> 
tion of tho 22pd Soptemr 1786 relative to the Ciroar of Guntoor and 
tho arrears of the Peshoush duo to tho Nabob Nixom Ally Khawn The 
President and Council ac(iuxuntcd us in reply dated the 14th August 
that in tho then state of the War between the Nizam and Tippoo Sultan 
while the Contending parties wore at Bay on Account of the Monsoons 
but Zealous in their preparations for tho ensuing Campaign they were of 
opinion it might not bo improper to sound the Souboh of the Docan on 
hU disposition respecting tho Guntoor drear Altho perhaps it might 
bo unnecessary to urge him to an accomphahment of the wishes of the 
Committee o\en if they were possessed of the necessary information

aimual Settlement usually concluded with the Zemindars, after allo'wing 
every ordinary deduction for Provincial Sebundy and QYQvy othei 
Mofussil charge commonly mcuiTed under the Nizamut. The aggi-egate 
therefore of this Estabhshed revenue, from the period of the demise

30. The Committee will observe that Mr, Audeisoii, m his Letter to 
the late Governor General dated the 10th September took notice that Smdia 
was extremely anxious to reduce Golam Caudu* Cawn, the Son of Zabita 
Cawn, and with this view had ordered a considerable Body of his Troops to 
remain m the Doab, altho’ they had finished the service for which they 
were originally detached. He remarks that the crossing over of Sindia 
into the Doab would be attended with much alarm in the Vizier’s Domi- 


mons, and that the object of it, though not immediately relating to us, is 
yet of such a nature as might materially mterest us to prevent That a 
simple movement of our Troops to the most Northern part of the Vizier’s 
Domimons would effectually stop Smdia in his pursuit, and that this step, 
instead of endangermg the Peace, would probably contribute to its security 
in the effect it would have upon Smdia’s affairs Mr Anderson, in his 
Letter to our Secretary, lays yet further stiess upon Smdia’s march into 
the Doab, and is clearly of opimon that some steps ought to be taken to 
Counteract the effects of it by a movement of the Troops. We must beg 
you to read the whole account with attent that you may be completely 
judges of the propriety of the measure which followed it. 

31 Much as we must lament the necessity of being obliged to take

Mimsteis, Hyder Beg Cawn to make known his situation. Hyder Beg

16 Having duly considered the references thus made to us our

and Houses of Commerce, which we understand to mean the residencies 
' of Individuals, are entitled to grant Dustuclcs on Goods imported into or 
exported from Chandernagoie only 

We do not admit that French Goods covered by French Dustucks aie 
entitled to a free Circulation in every part of the Country unless imported 
from Chandernagore 

On the 2nd With lespect to the 2d Point in reference, the 14th 
Article of the Convention specifies that Invoices shall accompany the said 
Dustucks which Invoices shall be carried to the Custom House at Houghly 
or to any other established by the Government of Bengal beyond the
